100 a vr;ir for a u nn of 
6l years from .Michaelmas 1792 ; this rent was paid down to Michaelmas iSio. Dr. Lempriere 
left the school at Midsummer iSop, and ihe school-house was at that time in a very dilapi 
dated state, and it became necessary to rebuild a great part of it; upon which Mr. Nicholson, 
the new master, cave upthe rent due to him towards the expense of such rebuilding, during 
the time of rebuilding the school ; and in 1810, at Michaelmas, lie further that part 

of the rent, viz. . 20 a yi ;u , -hould he relea-ed from that time during the remainder of the 
leas", which was sold and released to the London Assurance company at the price of 350, 
which sum yva* laid out in such rebuilding, together with a large sum of money by the &lt; 
poration out of their own funds ; they having laid out in the whole .1,102. io.. ,V/. in such 
building and repairs ; besides which, lord Abingdon gave . 100 for building the school gate. 
So that the rent was reduced by a release, dated 3151 October 1810, to .80 a year. 

Are there any other funds belonging to the free grammar school : There are none except 
the school- house and school. There is a piece of garden land, which the master rent* of the 
corporation. 

How is the rent of this property applied ? fn 1817, by the accounts to Michaelmas, a* 
audited by the mayor, the sum of . 2. 1 2 .?. was expended in bread ; 6s. 8 d. was paid for an 
anniversary sermon ; . i for potation for the mayor and burgesses ; . i for the two visita 
tions by the mayor and burgesses ; S.v. to the town clerk for entering the account, &c. ; . i 
for the visitor of the tree school ; i s. Cxi. for receipt stamp; and the surplus which was paid 
to the schoolmaster, was . 73. 1 1 s. \od. 

By whom aro the repairs of the property in London done: The London Assurance com 
pany do all repairs and pay all taxes and outpoint:-. 

\\ e find in your book a minute of a meeting in 1810, of the mayor and principal br- 
gesse-, by which it was allowed that the master might receive for the education cl" children 
of the inhabitant- of Abiagdon and country adjacent, . i. i .. per quarter; is that sum paid 
to the master: I must refer to Mr. Nicholson, the m.-i-ter, tor an answer to tin- question. 
This order was made in consideration that the master should find an u.-her to teach the boys 
writing and arithmetic two days in the week. 

\\ ho recommend the boy= to the school : They are appointed by any four of the principal 
burgesses. 

.at is the nature of the charity founded by Mr. Mavott ? Miwott s School 

[Witness produced a copy of the will of Robert Mayott, dated 12th October 1676, 
from which the following is an extract.] 

"Item: I bequeath that meadow of mine, called Picked Burv Meadow, lying near 
Middlcbury meadow before imiui.mcd, and sitaated in the same" pari-li and county in 
which that is situated, and that is let for thiity-one pounds per annum ; I iow, 

together with all the tithes thereunto belonging, I give and bequeath to the corporation 
ot Abingdon aforesaid tor ever, tor the keeping at school and buy, - tor all such 

loo* children in the. .aid town whose parents are unable to | ither theiiue, . 

he girls that shall be taught on this account, I \vould not 1, tted till they are full 

tlx years of age, which I would have made appear out of the church book; I would I. 
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ABIXGDON. these taught to read English perfectly, and when they can do so, I would have them taught 
Mayott s School. to knit and to make plain work very perfectly, and no other work, and when they can do 

^_, ^ so, I would have them taken from school. I would have the boys also that shall be taught 

James Cole, on the same account, to be six years old when admitted, and would have them taught to. 
Esq. read English perfectly but no other language, and when they can do so, but not before, I 

would have them taught to write and cast accounts. I would have also one boy that hath 
been born and bred in the town aforesaid, and so qualified as was formerly mentioned in, 
the like case, put forth every year bv the mayor and his company, and would have ten 
pounds allowed out of the rents of the meadow aforesaid, for the putting him out to an 
apprenticeship in London. 1 likewise give forty shillings yearly to the mayor and prin 
cipal burgesses to buy them gloves, for the care and pains which they shall take in the 
distribution of these rents last mentioned, and of all other rents before mentioned that I 
have left to be disposed of by the said mayor and his company. And I do declare, that 
by the mayor s company I would have only the principal burgesses understood, in every 
part of my will where there is mention made thereof, though it may be in the ordinary 
acceptation those terms may be more comprehensive. These forty shillings aforesaid I 
would have deducted out of the rents of the meadow aforesaid; what shall remain of the 
rents, after the schooling of the poor children as aforesaid is paid for, and needful books 
bought, and the boy shall be placed out as aforesaid, and this forty shillings deducted and 
taxes paid, I would have laid out by the persons aforesaid in clothing such in Abingdon 
as are in want of clothes, and yet are unable to buy them at their own charges." 

[Witness also produced the old accounts of this mead, from which it appears that 
the rent in 1687 was .31 a year ; in 1758 it was only .20 ayear; in 1769 it was 
.22. ics. ; in 1770 it was 26. 55.; and continued the same to 1800, from which 
time it has been let" to different tenants at the same rent.] 

Who are the present tenants thereof ? John, Charles, and Richard Gee are the present 
lessees, one of them, (viz, John) is the occupier. 

Is the ..45 a clear rent? It is. 

Are there any other funds under Mayott s foundation? None; I am collector, as senior 
justice of the peace, being the year after my former mayoralty two years ago; the year goes 
in and out in November ; and hi November next 1 shall give up my office of collector. 

How are these rents applied? The account, as audited in 1817, contains the receipt

Is the present rent a fair rent ? I think it a very high rent. 

How is the land now held ? There was a lease in 1800 for I4years,at .45; and on i8th 
July 1815, another lease was granted for a like term, at the same rent, determmabfe by 
either party, at the end of the first seven years of the term. 

Are any boys apprenticed out of this fund ? When the fund will afford it, we do ap 
prentice a boy from this charitv; but there is another fund given by the same founder for 



prentice a boy , ,_, 

apprenticing boys, and that fund is applied to this purpose, as well as tor placing out 
other boys ; but all the boys educated at the school, are put out apprentice by one or other 
of these funds, provided their parents choose to get them places out of Abingdon. 

What are the boys taught? Reading, writing and arithmetic. 

What are the girls taught ? They are taught reading and plain work. 

Are they kept for six years ? Yes, they generally are. 

By whom are the boys and girls elected ? By the mayor and principal burgesses. 

Are any books provided for the children? I do not recollect that any thing is paid tor 
books. 



How do you propose to discharge the balance due from this charity ? Although there is 

balance due from the charity on this fund, yet on the other fund of Mayott s charity, 
there is a balance in hand of the collector. 

There is a donation by Richard Green for clothing poor boys ; is that charity given to t 
boys of this or any other school ? It is not, but given generally for poor boys.

Did \nu Hive up the salarv duriii!* tlie time that the new school- i.lding? 

( wa , in July 1810. Dr. Lemprit re n -signed at Midsummer 1809. I np&lt;-iu-il the 

school on tin- iota October 1810, and received the salary from thai time; tin- house, was 
nut completed until the end of iKi i ; I then iir&gt;t became the occupier i,f it. 

From whom do you receive the rent? It is paid to tne by one ot tlie principal burgesses 
of the corporation. 

Do vou know what sum was laid out in the new building of the school-home?! hare 
heard that nearly &lt; 1,200 have been laid out, but if go, it was a iiio-t improvident expen 
diture; 1 have no doubt but tlie corporation expended more than the auui received ot the 
insurance company, tlie sum received for old material-., and the sum giveu by lord 
Abingdon. 

How many scholars are there on the foundation ? There are only three at present. 

Can you explain how the number happens to be so small r I cannot; 1 have never re 
fused anv applications; the greatest number I have had is 13; 1 have now two boys of 
Abingdon and the neighbourhood, who are boarders m my IIOUM ; they would be entitled to 
the hem tit of the foundation, but have never claimed it; I have six boarders in tiiu whole- 

There appears to be a resolution by the corporation in June 1810, by which the master i 
allowed to take one guinea per quarter for teaching the boys ; were you a party to that re 
solution . This resolution w;us before mv election ; 1 was told at the time that I was autho 
rized to receive . I. is. per quarter, for all boys sent on the foundation ; I would not have 
accepted the school but for such an understanding. 

Were vou aware of the condition of teaching the boys writing and arithmetic two days in 
the week": I understood that I wns either myself to teach the boys writing and arithmetic, 
or to keep an u-hcr who should do so ; i have been ready to teach this myself, aud have* 
so taught them, unless a wi&gt;h has been expressed by tlie parents to the contrary. 

Have vou received this .\. i s. quarterly ? I have from a great majority of tlie boys, 
there have been some objections to it; a boy called Chnrles Blagrave, a native of the town, 
was at tlu school one quaiter, and his father refused to pay, because 1 had not been re 
quired to tearh him writing and arittimetic ; another boy, of the name of Payton, refused 
also, upon which L applied to the governors (tbe mayor and principal burgesses) who ac 
quainted me that it was their opinion that 1 was not entitled to this gratuity, unless 1 did 
actually teach them writing and arithmetic- ; and there was a third boy, of the name of 
Speiidlove, for whom I never received the money ; his father was a principal burgess but 
I made no demand upon him ; his son was with me a year and a half. I think that these 
objections have tended to lessen the number of boys at the school, by inculcating an opinion 
that 1 had made unjustifiable demands for tuition. 

Do you think that if the school were open to all the children of poor men in the town, 
h. would not be lull : It is impossible for me to say ; but 1 have no right to take any boys 
witlkout au order of four of the principal burgesses. 

Do the mayor aud principal burgesses attend the school twice in the year, at the half 
yearly visitation? They attend once in tlie year only, at the visitation in tltc month of 
August ycaily, when they accompany the visitor to the school. 1 speak of the time since 
I have been master. 

Are prayers read at the school? Prayers are read twice a day. 

Do you obfcne the ordinances as to holydays and hours of schooling? The holydays 
and vacations are the tame as under the late master; at Christmas a vacation of six we. 
and at Midsummer of seven weeks; there are no other holydays; the hours of sclkoolmg 
are from UIIK- in tlie morning, to five in the afternoon. I make no distinction in teaching 
ita boys, uUctht-r ou the foundation or not; they are taught reading, writing and arithmetic, 
and the classics ; all the three town boys that 1 have, now are reading the classics. 

Do you observe the ordinance concerning vour absence from the school . I have never 
been absent, except once for fourteen days, wL-ii I appointed Rev. Mr. Smith to supply my 
place; and upon one other occasion 1 was absent for eight days. I have not been absent 
otherwise, except during tlie \ a&lt; -atioiii. 

Do you receive any other emolument for this school ? I receive . 5 a year from the go 
vernors of Christ * hospital (Abingdon) as master of the school, but 1 to not know from 
fund it coiue&gt;; 1 receive no other emolument. 



ll&lt;m many scholars ate eligible from this school to Pembroke college, Oxford: Six 
scholars are eliiiihV ,,n 1 . .i-dan &gt; foundation, two of whom must be founder s kin, and ha\.- 
. 15 a year enc+i ; the other four from poor boys from Abandon school, lit and competent, 
and th&lt;&gt;-&gt;e wlio aie called IW-nnclt s boys, to be preferred ; tlie management of the funds of 
these scholarships belong exclusively tu Pembroke co!Jeg.

be boys of this school ; the college has also the management of these funds. 

Are the school-house and school kept in good repair by the mayor and principal bur 
gesses : The substantial repairs are done by them, but I have paid for repairing locks and 
sonic other articles of that description, myself, the chamberlain having refused to allow that 
expense, staling that he had only to keep the buildings dry ; the school-room and house are 
under the same roof.

The Reverend LAWRENCE CANNVFORD, Vicar of the two Parishes of Abingdon. 

CAN you account for the great falling off in the number of boys at Roysse s free school? 
1 agprehend the governors having made a regulation by which the muster is authorized 
to charge f . 4. 45. ayear for the tuition of the boys, may be the cause of the decline of the 
number of scholars; my son is one of the three boys of Abingdon now attending the school, 
I pay f . 4. 4 s. a year for his tuition ; he went to the school four or five years ago, and 
since that he has been at another school, and has returned again to this school not quite 
a year. 

Reverend JAMES TYRRELL, of Abingdon, Clerk. 

DO you know any thing of Roysse s free grammar school ? I went there in April 1766, 
as a boarder; Rev. Henry Bright was then master, and (I think) continued master until 
1774; he was succeeded by Mr. Portal, who was master only six months, and Rev. Will" 
Kennedy succeeded him, and continued master until his death about 1709 ; and he was suc 
ceeded by Dr. Lempriere. 

How manv boys were at the school while you were there? The school was full whilst I 
was at it, until a contested election for the borough of Abingdon, when the corporation and 
the rest of the town were divided, and the school then fell off; before this the master had 
40 boarders, besides the 63 free boys, but the number then began to dwindle. 

Do you know whether Mr. Bright received any thing from the boys on the foundation ? 
I believe no more than one penny each, as entrance money. 

How long had Mr. Bright been master, before you went to the school ? I do not know 
how long, but for many years, [ believe. 

Can you account for the small number of boys now at the school : I do not know what 
to ascribe it to, unless it be to the demand made for tuition. 

Of what description of persons were the boys on the foundation, in your time ? They con 
sisted of the sons of tradespeople, and some of very poor people. I believe in my time, 
if the boys on the foundation learnt to write, that they paid something for it ; there was a 
writing master who attended the school, and I believe taught some of the foundation 
scholars. 

Do you recollect what were the hours of attendance at the school, in your time ? From 
Lady-clay to Michaelmas from six in the morning to eight, and from nine to eleven, A. jr.; 
and from one to four, p. M. ; and from Michaelmas to Lady-day the hours were the same, 
except that the school opened at seven in the morning. 

Were all the boys on the foundation taught Latin ? They were all taught Latin if their 
parents wished. 

3rd November 1818. 
THOMAS FLETCHER, of Abingdon. 

DO you know the free grammar school at Abingdon ? I was at the school in Mr. Bright s 
time, in about 1772 ; at that time I think there were about 3001 40 boarders, and as many- 
day scholars, but how many of the latter were on the foundation, I do not know; I was 
taught writing and English only, and was of course not on the foundation ; the school began 
to decline in Mr. Bright s time; the boys on the foundation were obliged to learn Latin. 
There was a contested election in the town, in which the master and corporation were divided, 
and this led (o the decline of the school at that time. 

What do you attribute the present low state of the school to, with reference to clay boys 
on the foundation ? I believe very few of the inhabitants wish their boys to have a classical 
education. 

Do you think the terms required, of .4. 4$. a year, may cause the falling off? I was 
not aware of the charge of .4. 4. being made; the decline is generally complained of, 
and there must be some fault somewhere.

DO you know the particulars of Pickedbury mead, given by Mayott? It contains 
13 A. and IK.; and Middlehury mead, though i A. more, is not thought so good as the 
Other, and therefore the rent is equally divided. 

[It appears by counterparts of leases produced, that in 1752, the rent of both of 
these closes together was .40, and in 1765, .45.] 

Do you know for what reason the lease of the house in Birchin-lane was surrendered, and 
a new lea^e granted in 1 793 ? It was done, no doubt, in order to raise the salary of the then 
master, without waiting for the expiration of the old term.

Et.&lt;j. i 1604, who gave the remainder of his estate to Christ s hospital, Abingdon, to be dis 

posed of by tiie master and governors thereof, to whom it appears by the same book, was 
delivered by his executors, .37. 155. for the benefit of the master of the free school in 
Abingdou, to augment his means for his pains in teaching poor men s chiJdren.] 

How was this sum of .37. i$s. laid out by the master and governors, so as now to pro 
duce .5 per annum ? I apprehend it was laid out in land, the particulars of which 1 au 
not prepared now to give.

This sum of .5 has (1 apprehend) been paid ever since that time ; but I cannot find how 
the above balance of .37. 155. was applied, although 1 think the above augmentations 
to the master s salary were made in consideration of that sum. 

We understand that the son of a surgeon has been lately sent to the school on Bennett s 
foundation; do you consider him a poor person and a proper object of the charity r The 
father of the boy died, leaving a family not well provided for, and we thought and 1 
think him a very fit object. 

Have you found any older lease of the Upton glebe and tythes ? 

[Witness produced a counterpart of a lease of the nth of October 1651, from the master 
and governors of Christ s hospital, Abingdon, to Robert Warner of Kingsland, in the 
parish of Rowington, in the county of Warwick, reciting, that Thomas Teasdalc, late of 
Glympton, in Oxon, gentleman, by his last will and testament, dated the last day of 
February 1609, amongst other his deeds of charity, did give and bequeath unto the 
Reverend Father in God George Abbott bishop of London, Sir John Bennett knight, and 
Henry Airag esquire, D. n. and to their heirs for ever, all those his glebe lands, tithes, 
profits, and commodities, sometime parcel of the rectory of Ratley alias llactley, in the 
county of Warwick, which are situate lying and being, or to arise, accrue, renew or grow, 
within the town, hamlet, fields, or precincts of Upton, in the said county of Warwick, to 
the intent and purpose that the revenues and profits thereof may be yearly employed to 
and for the maintenance of an usher, for and in the schools of Abingdon aforesaid; and 
willed further, by the said last will and testament, That the said premises should be by counsel 
learned conveyed and assured to the master and governors of the hospital of Christ in 
Abingdon, and to their successors forever; and which said premises were afterwards con 
veyed and assured to the said master and governors, according to the true intent and 
meaning of the same last will. 

The master and governors demise to the said Robert Warner, all the said glebe lands, tithes, 
profits and commodities, sometime parcel of the rectory of Ratley otherwise Ractley, in 
the county of Warwick, which are situate lying and being, or to arise, accrue, renew, 
come or grow, within the hamlet, town, fields or precincts of Upton, in the county of 
Warwick, for 21 years, at the rent of .14.] 

Have you found atiy conveyance made in pursuance of Teasdale s will I have not been 
able to find such a deed.

#, I AM the usher or under-master under Teasdale s foundation, of the free grammar school 

William Smith. at Abingdon. 

Have you ever seen Teasdale s will, or a copy of it ? To the best of my recollection I 
never saw the will or a copy; I have never applied for it, either to Pembroke college, or 
the governors of Christ s hospital. 

How long have you been usher? About 25 years. 

Are you in the receipt of the Upton tithes ? I am ; the rent is now . 97. MS. ^(J.; it 
has been advanced within a few years. 

Do you recollect whether there are any glebe lands also? I am not aware of the particu 
lars of the property ; when the last letting took place, the proposition was laid before me, 
and I believe that the tithes were let for their full value. 

What do you consider your duty as usher to be ? I consider it to be, to educate the six 
boys sent to the school on Bennett s foundation, in Greek and Latin. The boys learn 
Writing and arithmetic and also English reading of another master. They also learn 
English exercises of me, and read English books; they go to the writing master (Mr. 
Coldrey,) from nine to ten every morning, and from two to four (1 think) three times a 
week. 

What are your hours of schooling? From six to eight and ten to twelve in the morning, 
and from two to four in the afternoon, three times a week in the summer. In the winter

Fm Grammar School, of my premises ; I hold the room over it; but the cellar has been alienated for sonic nine. 
The room over the cellar is 14 by 15 feet, and the cellar under it is, I imagine, of the s-ami; 
extent; I do not receive any rent for it, and the cellar would be a great accommodation to 
Nicholson, me; and the room above (a bed-room) is so damp by reason of the cieling of die cellar being 
gone, that it is dangerous to sleep in. 

2. There is a small encroachment made into the court yard belonging to lhe school, bv 
the wall of ahouse being built three feet further into the yard than the old wall stood. 

The three boys now in the school oti the foundation, are not, I apprehend, intended for 
candidates for the scholarships at Pembroke college. 
J am licensed to the school by the bishop of Sarum.

A report was made to the corporation by a surveyor, before the new building was resolved 
upon, that to repair the old building would cost .115. 175. but the old rooms of the house 
were very low and inconvenient, wherefore it was resolved to build a new house; and in 
point of fact, in addition to the part of the house which was wholly rebuih, the repairs of 
that part which was left standing, amounted to . 142. 10s. io^d. which however is in 
cluded in the . 1,211. 35. o J. laid out. 

Do you know any thing of a cellar held by the occupier of the Crown and Thistle, which 
belongs to the school ? There is a cellar so held under the corporation ; but this cellar has 
not belonged to the master of the school, I believe, in the memory of any person living ; 
I believe it might have originally belonged to the master s house; there was the room over 
the cellar in the old house, but there was no communication from the house with the cellar, 
nor any appearance of there having been any such communication. Part of the inn, called 
The Crown and Thistle, and the cellar held with it, are in lease from the corporation. 

Was there ever any conveyance of the school-house from the corporation, pursuant to the 
original agreement with Roysse, the founder ? I have never heard of such a conveyance

Have you found any conveyance by the corporation, of land and a school-house, accord 
ing to their covenant with John Roysse f We have not found any such deed. 

Are the children on Roysse s foundation, clothed ? They are not ; I mean his 63 boys. 

Are any poor people clo thed from the funds of Mayott s charity ? We clothe 10 boys and 
10 girls, being the children who are kept at the school, but have not sufficient funds to clothe 
other poor people. 

What do the premises or funds of Bennett s charity now consist of r The estate is situate 
at Broad Blunsden, in Wiltshire, consisting of the old estate given by the founder s will, 
and two closes in the same parish, taken in exchange from lord Radnor, in 1782, (being part 
of the Goiden Rose farm) in lieu of certain lands and commons at Widhill.

YOU are one of the trustees of the free grammar school here &lt; I am. 

Can you account for the falling off of that school ? 1 think the master is too much absent 
from the school; he generally leaves home on Saturdays, and does not return until the Monday, 
generally in the afternoon. 

Were you at the school? I was; and I think at that time there were between 30 and 
40 boys in the school oil the foundation. 

There was a regulation, on Mr. Nicholson being elected to the school, that he should 
receive . i. is. per quarter, of boys on the foundation ; why was this regulation made ? 
It \vas ordered in consideration of his finding an usher to teach the boys writing and arith 
metic, and 1 think that unless the master be required to teach the boys writing and arithmetic, 
he has no claim upon them for the . i. is. per quarter, and not then if he do not keep an 
usher according to the order.

HAVE you found the conveyance from Lord Radnor s trustees to the governors ? 

[Witness produced the deed of conveyance, which appears to have been made to 
John Phillips and John Bunce, gents, who by deed poll dated 271!! October 1788, 
declared that the said conveyance was made to them in trust only for the master and 
governors of Christ s hospital, in behalf and for the benefit and advantage of the 
charity founded by William Bennett, for six poor scholars born in Abingdon, and 
educated in the free school there.] 

Can you state the expenditure of this income arising from Bennett s charity ? The 
income is appropriated to the finding books for six poor boys, .1. for each, in the free 
grammar school ; and we pay also a schoolmaster for teaching the above six boys English, 
writing and accounts, .q. 16$. a year; and to a person to conduct them to and from, 
church, and to attend them there every Sunday, .4. a year; and also for clothing, (the boys 
being completely clothed twice every year) being about .56 a year; besides .5 a year 
allowed for clothing each boy that is apprenticed, for the first two years of his apprentice 
ship, which generally comes to . 10. a year. This is a regulation recently adopted in con 
sequence of the increase of our income. And we give each boy on the annual account 
day, the Thursday before St. Thomas s day, IDS. each, and a mince pie, which comes to 
.3. 3. 6d. a year; and an allowance yearly off. 50, as an apprentice fee with one of the 
boys, on an average yearly; this sum has been the same since the year 1805 ; and we have 
paid for repairs although the present tenants are bound to do them. 

I lake it for granted, as you give so large an apprentice fee, that the boys are placed out 
in respectable situations ? They are ; one is now going to be apprenticed to a respectable 
surgeon in Oxford; and they are generally placed out to respectable trades or professions. 
Besides, the boys on this foundation arc entitled to be elected as exhibitioners to Pembroke 
college; and those who are so elected are considered as entitled to receive the money that 
would be otherwise laid out for them as an apprentice fee. 

Do the boys generally avail themselves of the privilege of being condidates for these 
exhibitions ? Of late years none have been elected as exhibitioners. 

By whom are these six boys appointed ? By the master and governors of the hospital 
of Christ at Abingdon. 

Is the roaster of the school consulted in their appointment ? He is not ; he has never 
been consulted within my recollection. 

Do you know whether any alteration has taken place in the original ordinances, on that 
head ? I know of none. 

Do you attend to the regulation, giving a preference to the founder s kin, of his mother s 
side? J have never heard of any application by any of his kin in my time; if such had 
been made, I have no doubt it would have been attended to, if they hud been the children 
of poor parents. 

Do you receive .3 a year for each of the boys, during the first four years of their school 
ing, pursuant to the original regulation r -We do not; we consider that regulation as pro 
viding the means of laying up money for the apprentice fees ; but as we now give so much 
larger a sum out of the annual income for apprentice fees, we consider the spirit of that re 
gulation complied with. 

Is the full number of six constantly kept up? It is always. 

Are they boys of the town of Abingdon exclusively ? They are ; no other are elected.

HAVE you learnt any thiug further concerning the state of the school, in Dr. Lempriere s 
time ? Ed~ar&lt;i 

[Witness produced a letter from Dr. Lempriere, who states, " that besides the six 
boys on Bennett s foundation, aiul under the care of the second master ; I believe that 
not more than two day hoys at one time, and generally one, and often none, formed 
the number of those who were entitled to free admission to John Royse s foundation."] 

Do you take the 10 private scholars allowed by the founder? I have never exceeded the 
number of six. 

Are they taught with the free boys? They are, and are classed together; I consider 
these private -cholais as forming a part of the foundation, and they have been always con 
sidered as entitled, and do in fact enjoy the privilege of being elected to Pembroke col 
lege upon the foundations of Teasdale and \\ ightwick. 

D.I yon hold out to your private scholars any terms by which they may expect to be pre 
ferred before others, to be elected on Teasdule s and Wightwick s foundations : I do not ia 
any way, directly or indirectly. 

I i you in fact receive any specific compensation from your private scholars, in respect 
of their being elected to these foundations? I do not; nor have I required any with re 
gard to their election ; but when boys come with the express view of standing candidates at 
the next election, a vacancy having taken place, or being likely to take place, 1 have re 
ceived an additional remuneration of f.io or guineas each, for admitting such bovs into my 
school; this applies to tlio-c only who come w ithin a twelvemonth of the expected elec 
tion. This had been done 1 understand by my predeceisors in the school, and I adopted it 
on the rtcomim ndation of the Hev. Joseph Butler, fellow of Pembroke college, who had 
been a scholar at the school. 

How many period, of elections to scholarships have taken place, since you become 
jna-ter: There have been six elections, upon which eleven penons hove been" elect. -d, of 
whom three were founder s kin, two were scholars of the school, five were mv private 
pupils, and the remaining one was educated elsewhere. 

wo upon litiin, it s foundation? They were not; there has never been a 
candidate from that foundation in my time. 

Do you know why there have been tor many years past no candidates from Bennett s foun 
dation, for scholar-hips at Pembroke: 1 e.m only account for it, from the circiimstanc 
the scholars nominated on that ioundalion, being selected from a class of persons not likely 
to send their children to college. 

Did you receive a compensation of .Co (or guineas) from any of the five above men 
tioned private pupils so elected?! received this gratuity from three of them, and rcc, ; 
it on their admission and prior to their election ; these were elected in 1814, and it was at 
that time that I first made the above regulation. 

Have any boys been elected since you made the above regulation, except the founder * 
kin, or boy, who had thus paid you the gratuity of . 20 or ."jj . ? There have not; at the 
election in 1814, there were to rill up three vacancies, four candidates, who were all examined

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Free -Grammar School Indenture of ?i !t Jan , 5 Eliz. between John Roysse, and tixe Mayor Bailiffs and 

Burgesses of the Borough of Abingdon. 

THIS Indenture, made the laste day of .Tanunry in the fiftlie yere of the reigne of our 
sovcrcigne Ladie Elizabeth, by the grace of God queene of England France and Ireland, 
defender of the faithe, &r. Between John Roysse, citizen and mercer of London, on the one 
partie, and the maio r bailiffes and burgesses of the boroughe of Abingdon in the county 
of Barks, on the other partie ; "\Vitnessetlie, that wher the said John Roysse intendethc by 
God s sufferance to have a free gram in r schole, to be erected within the said boroughe of 
Abingdon to have continuance for ever: And wher 1 the said John Roysse hath delivered 
to the said maio r bailiffs and burgesses of the some of fiftie pounds of lawfull monev of 
England, to the intcnte that the said maio r bailiffs and burgesses shall build or provide 
therevv th one conveniente house within the said borough to be a schole house, able to

22d December 1818. 
JOHN HARDING, of Appleton. 

YOU are master of the school at Appleton r I am. 
Do you know the foundation of the Appleton school ? 

[Witness produced a deed, dated the 14th December, 1st James, wlvereby Sir Richard 
Fettiplace, Knt. and Bessells Fettiplace, Esq. did eive grant and confirm to Robert Mai- 
ton, Gent. Henry Cuffin, and other trustees and their heirs, " totain illain i&gt; IK -Ham terras 
situatam et jacenteui in Appleton predict: in loco ibi vocat: Le Great Greene int r cotac;iuiii 
ibi vocat: Le Church-house et cotagium Johannis Walt ex parte boreali et ex oinni alia 
parte circumcinctam et inclusam in diet: Le Great Greene qua; quidem parcella terra 1 mox fuit 
in tenura. et occupatione Thomas Hadinan et Rob" Kyne defunct :" and one close called 
The Common Close in Appleton, upon trust that the profits and emoluments -thereof shall 
yearly for ever be employed and bestowed upon an honest and sufficiently learned scholar, 
to teach and instruct in good manners and learning the children of the said town and of 
Besselsleigh.j 

Can you slate what this property now consists of? I know but of one close, which lies 
about a quarter of a mile from the Great Gieen, containing about four acres and hnlr of 
arable land, now occupied by Benjamin Howse, as yearly tenant, for which he pays the 
rent of .8 per annum. 

Are there any buildings on it? None. 

How long has Howse held it ? Two years, at the same rent ; he was tenant before for 
many years, to my predecessor. 

What was the rent before i I do not know. 

Do you think the rent a fair rent? I could not procure any more at the time I let it, 
the rent is paid to me regularly; the land has been exonerated of land tax. 

Is there any other property held under Sir Richard Fettiplace s gift ? There is no other 
that I know of; I do not know any piece of land belonging to the school which appears to 
be described as situate in the Great Green. 

Do you know the house referred to in the deed, as described by the name of The Church 
House ? There is a house on the north side of the Great Green, cal.ed The Church H.juse^ 
which is occupied by poor labourers of the parish. 

Do you know any thing of the cottage described in the deed, as belonging to John 
Walter? There is a cottage on the north side of the Great Green, which is aboia a hun 
dred yards from the Church House, in which I have heard that the family of Walter 
formerly lived. 

Who occupies the space lying between the two houses called Church House, and the cot 
tage in which Walter s family are supposed to have lived: The intermediate land contains 
four cottages, occupied by different tenants; I do not know who is the owner of them. 

Is there any other endowment of this school ? 

[Witness produced office, copy of the will of Thomas Lane, dated io h June 1709, by 
which he gave to trustees for a term of 500 years, " all my messuage and tenement, with 
the appurtenances, situate at Thames side, in the parish of Appleton, also two cow com 
mons and two horse commons," upon tiust after the death of certain persons therein 
named, to bestow the yearly income upon some learned scholar, to teach six boys in learning 
and good manners ; four of whom were to be of the nenrest of the family of the Lanes 
and two of the family of the Whytes of Fyfield, if such could be found, and if none such, to 
the nearest of kin of those respective families; and for \\ant of such, to the poorest boys 
of Appleton, to be taught gratis; the schoolmaster to be such as the trustees should think 
fitting, and if not of good behaviour, the trustees might dismiss him. And testator desired 
the president of Saint John s college, Oxford, and the rector of Appleton for the time 
being, and Mr. Robert Southby, to see the will fulfilled. 

Witness also produced an indenture, dated loth November 1715, between the Rev. Wm. 
Delanne, D. D. president of St. John s college, Oxford, Samuel Cripps, D. I), rector of 
Appleton, and Robert Southby, Esq. and William Lane, Esq. (brother and heir of tes 
tator) of the one part ; and John Almond, of Thames side in Appleton, of the other part ; 
reciting the will of the said Thomas Lane; and lhat the said premises were in mortgage

Reverend JAMES WILLIAM HOSKYNS, D.D. Rector of Appleton. 

HOW long have you been rector of the parish of Appleton ? For sixteen years. 

Have vou heard the examination of Sir. John Harding, the master? I have; and 
believe the whole to be correct. 

II ,,. any &lt;&gt;f the families of Lane or White been at the school ? There have been boys 
of the name of White at the school ; but whether of the original family or not, I do not know. 

Are any boys of Bes-eMeigli admitted? 1 understand boys have been heretofore ad 
mitted from that parish; but I have had no applications of the sort. 

Copy of a letter from Dr. Hoskyns, dated Appleton, near Abingdon, Jan. 26th, 1819. 

" IT has always bee n understood here, that the schoolmaster, being appointed under the 
hands of the trustees bv Lane s will, was possessed of the lands occupied by Howse, as well 
as the meadow rented bv Dr. Ho-kyns as his freehold; the late schoolmaster s vote for the 
knights of the shire was accepted as such, and so have the present -choolmasters. Such 
being the iisaire, no form of putting in possession was thought neces-ary. 

\ \&gt; to thr church house, on the north line, pointing eastward, is a double cottage, 
which the oldest persons say was John Walter s cottage. It u now occupied by Daniel Lav 
and James Bernard. The proprietors are \\ itncv poor. It is said to I c given to them by 
John Walter, paying a part of the rents and profits of the said cottage and close behind it, 
and other lands in the fields of Applctoti, to Knsham and Bampton poor, all in the county 
of Oxford. The Witnev eh iixliuardens manage the estate, and are supposed to pi&gt;- 
the writing. In tiie said cio-e, behind this double cottage, remains, 1 am told, a mound, 
which may l;e traced, dividing a parcel of land off the s-iid close, adjoining the chuich 
house and close; and it is said, ihat John \\ alter rented the church house and land while 
lie occupied his own, which may account for the hedge of the parcel of land being removed, 
leaving the trans ot the mound.

ROBERT BAKER, partner of Mr. Wasey, and a Solicitor of Newbury. 
DO you know any thing of the Blewbury charity school ? I am the receiver. 

Witness produced a copy of the will of William Malthus, dated i6th Nov. 1700. 
[See extract from this will, marked (A) subjoined.] 

Note. The witness also produced copies of certain proceedings in Chancery, in a 
cause entitled Attorney-General r. Acres, the substance of which appears in the 
foregoing report. 

Who are the present trustees of this charity ? The names of the present surviving trus 
tees under the last deed of 1788, are, Henry Selwood of Pibworth farm, Berks; William 
Stone of Basildon, Berks; William Stephens of Padworth, Berks, and William Blackall 
Simonds of Reading, Berks. 

Can you state what the particulars are of the trust property at present ? It consists of 
the manor house of Noke, in the county of Oxford, with the appurtenances, and a new 
farm house and buildings, and about 476 acres of old inclosnre, besides a messuage, garden, 
orchard and little close, and eight cow commons ; one yard land (about 18 acres) in the 
common field, and a little coppice; there are also about 58 acres added by the Islip 
inclosure. 

To whom are these premises now let ? John White, John Ward, and the Rev. Edward 
Turner are the present tenants. White s rent is .590, Ward s .410, and Mr. Turner s 
.10. IDS., out of which. the trustees allow the land-tax .81. 4*., and the modus in lieu of 
tithes .13. 

From what time did the present rents commence? From the year 1808; an allowance 
has been made for one year, of .15 per cent from such rents, but now the above rents are 
paid. The two tenants, White and Ward, refuse to execute their leases, uhich were for 
12 years, from 1814. 

It appears by the proceedings in Chancery, that when these lands were first purchased, 
the rental was stated to be .419 ; can you tell when that rent was first advanced f From 
1730 to 1790 the clear rent amounted to about .316. In 1776 the gross rent amounted to 
.410. 3*. 4&lt;f., out of which land tax and all other parish rates and taxes and repairs were 
allowed. In 1791 the gross rent amounted to .524, subject to the deduction for land tax, 
tithe, modus, and repairs. In that year the sum of about .450 was laid out in repairs. In 
1808 the gross rent was .702, subject to the like deductions. Mr. Turner s rent has been 
the same since 1808, and he holds for 314 years term from that time. 

Did the tenants change in 1814? The old tenants went out then, and the two estates 
were advertised to be let. 

Are you sure that the rent in the year 1808, was no more than .702 ? On looking at 
the accounts, I see that the rent increased to .1,005. los - fr m Michaelmas 1808; pre 
viously to that time, viz. to Michaelmas 1808, the rent was .702 gross. 

When was the rent increased first after 1791, at which time it was .524? I do not see 
this by the accounts which I have, but the trustees can speak to this better than I can. 

Do you know of any other funds of this charity ; is there not some money in the funds ? . 
From 173010 178401-5, Mr. Seymour Richmond was the receiver, when Mr. Wasey s father 
succeeded him. And it appears that on the settlement of Mr. Richmond s accounts, there 
was .a balance of .776. os. 4d. in his hands, which was paid over to Mr. Wasey ; and on 
26th August 1785, the sum of .555 was laid out by Mr. Wasey in the purchase of .600 
stock five per cent Bank annuities, at 92 and a fraction ; this stock was sold out again, viz. 
in April 1787, . 200 part of such stock was sold out at .115, and produced . 230. On the 
i7th April 1789, .100 more was sold at 1135, which produced . 113. ios. Balance then 
in treasurer s hand was . 106. On the August 1789, another .100 was sold out at 

.n6f, which produced . 116. ios. Balance then in hand was about 112. And on the 
3ist October 1791, the remaining .200 stock was sold out at 118, which produced .236, 
and a balance was then due to Mr. Wasey, the treasurer, of .32. 1 1 s. 1 1| d. So that the 
whole stock is sold out. There are no other trust funds besides the estate now belonging to 
the charity.

IIT.NRY SELWOOP. the Scni,.r Trustee of the Rlewbury School. 

HOW long have you been trustee ? Nearly 40 years. 

Who uere teiianis of the land when you heea.ne trustee ? F.li/.abcth Stf &lt; le, Ralph Steele, 
I artlow, Tippin, and Roberts were tin a tin- tenants. 

At that tinn rish rates allowed to the tenants? They were allowed until 17111. 

You have rut timber from lime to time? Yes ; the trustee* mark it, and the same is sold 
by public auction, and the treasurer tafcej an account of it, and the produce is carried iuto 
die accounts. 

I lad the tenants any leases when you first became trustee ? I do not know that they had ; 
1 believe they had not. 

Do you know the trust property : I do. 

Is the present rent a fair rent : I think it is ; the tenants have had abatements, and the? 
are di^ati-ticd now. 

Who gives directions foi repairs ? The trustees do that when they go to Blewbury. The 
repairs have been considerable of late, but will not be so much again. 

How many acres of land has Mr. Turner? About five acres I believe, lying near In. 
house. 

Do you remember when Mr. Wasey became receiver? I do. 

The stock which was purchased at that time, was a few years afterwards wholly sold out; 
what was done with the money ? We built a new house, barn and buildings for the farm, 
which bad none before; it was to defray this expense that the stock was sold. And 
also more monev was given to the poor at that time than usual, being a time of great 
disti 

Do the trustees make new orders and regulations without the concurrence of the bishop? 
We do; the bishop sometimes acts with us, but a majority of the trustees doit without 
him. 

\\ at is the state of repairs at present of the principal farms? They are in good 
repair now. 

Have the tenants executed their leases ? They have not ; the leases have been tendered, 
but they refuse to execute; they are responsible tenants, and we do not like to part with 
them. 

How often do you risit the estate ? We go once every two or three years, or oftener. 
\\ e are all well acquainted with the property. Mr. White lives in the old manor house, 
and Mr. Ward in the new house that we built. 

Do the tenants occupy any other lands ? I believe not ; I do not know that they do. 

You have seven or eight cow commons ? We had at Noke and Islip common, in lieu of 
which we have now an allotment, besides a right without stint on Otmoor ; the inclosurc 
there has lately taken place, but we have not had our allotment yet. 

There is a small messuage and garden and close at Noke ? There is such a property, 
and it is part of what is let to White. The house is occupied by a labourer ; it ii a mere 
cottage. 

\\ do is the present master of the school ? Charles Funter ; he has been master for about 
six or seven year&gt;. 

U hat is the state of the school ? It is now conducted on the national system ; a person 
was sent down bv the bishop of Sariiin to instruct the master in the new mode of educa 
tion. About 20 years ago, a new school-room was built, and it is a verv good school, and 
in good repair. 

How many scholars are there in the school ? About 60 ; 30 boys and 30 girls. They 
are taken in at any age under 14 or 15, and are apprenticed oft as we can find places for them. 
\\ always admit applicants to the school in cases of vacancy. 

\\hatare the children taught? They are taught reading writing and arithmetic, and 
the girls learn to work. The mistress takes none but those on the establishment; but the 
master is allowed to take other boys. 

How are the master and mistress paid r The master receives .50 a year, and the 
mistress .co. 

What is [&gt;aid to the receiver ? The receiver has .15 ayear ; the treasurer .8 a year. 

What is done with the surplus of your rents, after the specific sums are paid? It is 
given to the poor at our discretion; the boys and girls are all partly clothed at the expense 
of the charity. 

yuu now proceeding with the school upon the scheme formed in 1816? Yes; and 
we give a treat once a year to the boys and u irls, and to the farmers of the parish, winch is 
a custom lon^ established. We found it the practice when we iirst came to the trust, aud 
hnve continued it; the expense is about .11 or .12 a \car. We mve an allowance 
to the parents of those children that are old enough to work, in order to make up for the loss 
of their earnings. 

^\ illiam Stone, F.M|. 1 the two other trustees, having heard the examination read of 
U illiam Stevens, Esq. J the latt witness, their co-trustee, say they believe the whole 
thereof to be true.

V. -- ^ -- -* complaints have been made except once, when the bishop, in 1813, was present at a meeting 

Henry Selwood. of the trustees. These complaints were made by Mr. Humphry and Mr. Lousley ; but the 

bishop was satisfied, and thought the complaints unfounded. Humphry had been treasurer, 

and it was intimated to him, that he might retire from the office. I lived at Blewbury 19 

years, and found the school was rather burdensome to the pansh, by inducing the poor to 

settle there for the benefit of the charity.

JOHN THOMAS WASEY, Gent. Receiver of the Rents of the Blewbury Estate, 
was examined for the purpose of explaining the accounts of this Charity. 

HE states, that from the year 1810 to the year 1816, the boys on this foundation at 
Blewbury, were educated and boarded by contract with the master, at the sum of .340 a 
year, being for ten boys and ten girls. 

That in March 1816, a new scheme for the Blewbury establishment was made and 
approved of by the bishop of Salisbury, and the annual allowance of .181 to the Blue 
Coat school at Reading, was reduced to .161; and other reductions were ordered in 
consequence of the depression of the value of land, and the non-payment of rent by the 
tenants. 

16th December 1818. 
ILBURY HUMFREY, of Blewbury. 

ARE you churchwarden of Blewbury ? 1 am; Mr. Joseph Lousley is the other church- 
warden. 

What have you to state respecting the charity school at Blewbury f My observations 
are contained in this written paper. 

[Witness put in a written statement of alleged abuses.] 

The first abuse which you complain of, is, that the number of trustees is not kept up; 
what have you to allege on that subject ? There are only five trustees of the charity (being 
four besides the bishop) instead of six; this has been the case these twenty years, and we 
think the vacancy ought to be filled up; and if it had been tilled up, we think no respect 
able person could be found to countenance the abuses complained of. 

The second abuse you complain of, is, that the trustees do not make the best of the 
estates of the charity ; what have you to say on this head ? One Mr. Lovegrove, in the 
year 1808, offered to give .650 per annum for that farm, which is now let to White, which 
offer was refused, and notwithstanding which, it was then let to Richard Harris for .590 ; 
being .60 a year less than Lovegrove would have given for it, and Lovegrove was a re 
sponsible man ; whereas Harris was not thought a man of property, and after holding the 
farm four or five years, he broke, and is now a pauper on the parish with a family of eleven 
children ; he had ten children when he came there ; Lovegrove, on the contrary, had a 
large estate of his own, and was and still is a man of good credit. 

I)o you know why Mr. Lovegrove s offer was not accepted ? Mr. Stone, one of the 
trustees, told me that no dissenter should have it, or words to that effect ; this was before 
the letting; Mr. Lovegrove is a dissenter. 

Had you any conversation with Mr. Stone at that time, about the offer made by Mr. 
Lovegrove ? We were talking about the letting, but I do not know whether Mr. Love- 
grove s tender was then made or not ; it was before the da} when the tenders were 
accepted. The letting took place by tender. 

What other instance can you give of the trustees not having made the best of the 
estates? A lease of the last-mentioned farm had been held by Mi. Steele, for a term of 
years, which expired (I believe) in 1806, but which farm was not re-let until 1808; and 
Mr. Steele continued tenant for the two years at the old rent, (as I understand,) whereby 
the two years advanced rent were lost to the charity; being about .300 a year for two 
years. The allotment under the Islip Inclosure Act was set out to this farm in 1808, and 
the allotment, together with the farm, was then let to Harris at .590 ; and a small part 
was taken off from the farm and let to Mr. Turner for . 10. ios. a year, I believe. 

What have you to say upon the third charge of abuse by the trustees, of spending money 
in unncessarv coach-hire upon themselves r It appears that in the accounts for the years 
1808 and i8oq, are the following charges, viz. 

1808, June 6. To Mr. Sell wood, a bill for a chaise, &c. - 2. 

Mr. Stevens, two bills for chaise and expenses - - 39. 

1809, April 5. Paid Mr. Stevens s bill, for coach-hire and expenses for 

sundry times - - 27. 

Aug. i. Mr. Slevens s bill, for chaise, coach-hire, &c. to Lon 
don, Noke, Blewbury, Sec. - - 26. 
Besides, it appears that in one year postage of letters, Sic. is charged - 1.

DO you know any thing of sales of timber by the trustees of the Blewbury charity, in 
1809 and 1810? In the year jSoo I bought .400 worth of ash and elm, for which I o-ave 
a bond; and I afterwards bought . 100 worth of oak, which one John Matthews told me 
and 1 paid Mr. William Stone .500 for it at Oxford, in the same year. In 1812, I bought 
.13 worth ot oak, of Mr. Robertson of Blewbury. 

Was all this timber cut down from the Noke farm? It was cut down from the estate 
belonging to the Blewbury charity. 

Did you pay the . 13 for the oak in 18 1C ? I did pay it to Mr. Robertson, who was a 
carpenter employed by the trustees. 

What do you know of the sale of timber in 1791 ? I have heard there was .800 worth 
to be cut down for sale, to enable the trustees to build the farm house ; but I know nothing 
about it myself. 

What do you know of timber sold from this farm in 1810 ? I know nothing about it of 
my own knowledge; I have heard from other people that there was. 

Have you made any other purchases of the trustees, of timber, besides those of .400, 
. i oo, and .13 ? I have not. 

You had been employed to do work for the trustees ? 1 had. 

Did you pay the .500 in money? 1 did; I paid it at the Blue Boar, in Oxford, to 
Air. Stone; but he did not give me up the bond until nearly two years afterwards. Mr. 
Stone would not allow me to set off my bills for work, against the money due on the bond. 

Were you paid your bills for work ? I was.

Who was William Davis ? He was my surety in the bond for the money. 

Was any other timber sold in 1809? There was no other sold that year, except the 
. 500 worth, which I bought. 

Did you buy by auction? No; I bought it by private contract. 

Did you pay the . 500 at one time ? i paid it in different sums at different times; I made 
a large payment at the Blue Boar; but the whole was paid to Mr. Stone by me, in the course 
of the year 1809. 

WILLIAM STONE, Esquire, one of the Trustees of the Blewbury School. 
WILLIAM STEVENS, Esquire, another of the Trustees. 

WHAT trustees were present at the letting of the farm in 1808 to Harris? We were 
both present ; and we think Mr. Sellwood was also present, but we are not sure of it. 

To Mr. Stoned] Did Mr. Lovegrove make a tender for this farm, at .650 rent? He 
might have made the offer, but I do not recollect that he did. 

To bolh.] What was the reason (if such offer was made,) why you accepted Harris s 
tender at . 590, and rejected Lovegrove s of . 650 ? We rejected Lovegrove s tender, 
for two reasons ; first, because he meant to put his sou into the farm, who was a young man; 
and secondly, because the father was a dissenter. 

To Mr.Sto?ie.] Did you know Lovegrove? I did; it was not on account of his want 
of property that he was rejected ; I did not know the son. 

To both.] Should you have considered your rent to be well secured, in case the father 
had become bound for the rent ? We did not like him as a tenant ; we all agreed that we 
would not let an estate of our own to Lovegrove. I do not know that we gave any reason 
to Mr. Lovegrove, why we did not accept his tender. 

Was there any other objection to Lovegrove, besides his being a dissenter ? We did not 
approve of him ; and Harris came recommended to us, and we considered him to he a man 
of property. 

Harris afterwards failed ? He did ; but we recovered all our rent from the hands of the 
sheriff, who levied an execution on his goods.

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Can you give an} explanation of the . 500, which Benjamin Steele states that he paid 
you for timber ? I recollect there was timber bought by Steele, but to what amount I do not 
know ; 1 should think he must have set oft his bills for work done for the charity, against 
the money due for the timber ; and therefore, probably neither were carried into the 
account. 

With respect to the charge of laying out money unnecessarily in buildings and repairs, 
we beg to state, that we employed Mr. Richard Billings, a very experienced surveyor, 
to survey the same, and the work was done by contract under his direction ; and we are 
decidedly of opinion, that what has been done has been greatly to the advantage of the 
charity. 

MARTHA JOHNSON, of Blewbury. 

"WERE you one of the charity children at Blewbury ? I was at the school six years, and 
came away about five years ago. When I first went, there were no boarders; during the 
last year of my time I was one of the boarders, there were 10 boys and 10 girls boarders at 
that time; I was 14 years old when I left school. There was a mistress who taught the 
girls to work. The sleeping room for the boys and the girls had been one large room, 
which was divided by a partition.; the master and mistress s room was near enough to hear 
any thing that passed ; tlie partition was of very thin boards, and the boys could look 
through into our room. I remained a year a boarder; some of the girls were older and 
some vounger than myself; the boys were also about the same age. There were four beds 
in our room, and the whole 10 girls slept in them ; there were also four beds for the 10 boys 
in the other room ; these two rooms were over the school, and there was no other way to or 
from the boy s room, but through the girls room. The master had one private boarder, a 
girl, in his house whilst I was there. The boys sometimes stopped as they passed through 
our room and spoke to us, but they did not stay any time in the room. We were not 
well fed, but went home at that time for half our victuals. We were all allowed a breakfast 
dinner and supper. Our broth was made of the greens of turnips, with a few bits of bread 
in it. We had meat for dinner, and bread and cheese (or treacle) for supper. There was 
no allowance to the parents whilst the children were boarded. 1 never made any com 
plaints to the trustees. We complained to the mistress of liberties taken by the boys, but 
she took no notice of it.

HAVE you examined the statement of account now delivered in by Benjamin Steele?

. 100, .80, and .50, only are accounted for by the receiver, as received of Mr. Stone 
in the current accounts of the year ending August 1810, and there is no entry on the other 
side, of the payment to Mr. Steele, of the sum of . 449. 1 7 s. $\d. 

GEORGE PIESELEY. 

DID you buy any timber at Noke in 1810, belonging to the Blewbury charity ? I bought 
six or seven lots, which came to . 223, part of which timber I did not cut down in time, 
according to the conditions of sale ; this was the last lot, which stood in a wet spot, and \\as 
therefore not felled with the rest, but was left standing, and I never took it ; the value of 
this was, I think, .61, which was never paid for; 1 paid Trash, the auctioneer employed 
by the trustees, . ii2. 6s. and paid the remainder, being .49.-i4s. to Mr. Stone.

ARE you incumbent of Hurst? I have been so for a few months only. 
Note. Dr. Wise produced a lease from the trustees of Harrison s charity to Richard 
Rev. Aldworth Neville (the present Lord Braybrooke) dated ist December 1781, of a messuage or

yield it up to the trustees, with all such fences as should have been grubbed up for the 
purpose of part of the premises being thrown into Billingbear park, in good repair.

John Nash. ^O y ou ^ now of any gift of Dame Dorothy Harrison for a charity school at Hurst? 

There is in the church a table shewing such a gift; and there is some land given in Lord 
Braybrooke s park, in the palish of Binfield, which he rents at .21. i8s. 6d. a year; he 
has had it about 20 years. Before him I have heard one Herring had it; there was a house and 
barn upon it once; the rent of .21. i8s. 6d. I receive yearly of Lord Braybrooke s steward, 
Mr. Mollony ; the same rent has been paid I suppose these 20 years; I have received it for 
10 years or more ; there has been no increase of rent, and I believe it was let to Lord Bray 
brooke at that rent for ever. There was a new trust deed made 20 years ago, at which time 
the lease to Lord Braybrooke was granted. I am one of the trustees, and Mr. Thomas 
Simonds is another, of Newlands, in our parish, and Mr. Crofts, the minister, is also a 
trustee. 1 am not certain that there are any more living ; the trust deed and the lease are 
I believe in the parish chest. I think there was some timber valued to Lord Braybrooke at 
the time, which made the rent come to the sum of .21. i8s. 6d. 1 do not know the 
quantity of the land nor the exact situation of it, nor whether there is any timber on it now. 
Lord IJraybrooke proposed to buy the land, or to give other land in exchange for it, but 
this was not done. 

How is this money laid out ? Five pounds used to be paid to the poor widows, .5. for 
putting a boy apprentice, and . 5. for schooling, the will so directs it ; and since the rent 
has been advanced to .21. iSs. 6d. the sum of .7. is paid for each of those purposes 
annually, and the odd 18 s. 6d. is laid out in Bibles for the boys. Our parish is divided 
into four liberties, and each liberty has its turn in taking the apprentice fee, and laying 
it out for a boy in their district ; I have . 7 in my hands for our liberty now, and . 14 for 
Broadhampton liberty. 

How are boys sent to school with the . 7 ? There was formerly a school in Hurst, at 
which six boys used to go ; but since the late master died about 10 or 12 years ago, five 
boys are sent to Twyford to Mr. Crofts s school there, and he receives 6s. a quarter for 
each, towards which 17 s. 6 d. per annum are paid by the charity (the parish makes up the 
remainder) making .4. 7 s. Gd. This is for two of the liberties; and for the other two 
liberties, I pay to one 35 s. for two boys, and to the other ifs. 6d. for one boy out of the 
charity money, and the parish pays the difference; this makes up the whole .7 which we 
receive. The boys have a Bible as soon as they can read ; the three boys which are usually- 
sent from the other liberties, will in future be educated at the national school, lately 
opened in our parish. 

1 know the land in Lord Braybrooke s park, which lies in Binfield, and I suppose it might 
be worth about . i per acre.

Daniel Molhnti. HAVE you any lease of Dame Dorothy Harrison s charity land granted to Lord Bray 
brooke ? 1 have not. There was a lease (I apprehend) granted in 1781 to Richard Aldworth 
Nevile, Esq. now Lord Braybrooke, of a messuage and lands belonging to this charity. 
When I first recollect the land, there was a small farm house, barn and stable adjoining, 
which belonged to it; the house was then occupied by one Herring, and he lived in it until 
(I think) the year 1799; he paid the rent to the trustees up to that time, notwithstanding 
the lease to Lord Braybrooke; the rent he paid was .15 a year. The land was taken by 
Lord Braybrooke in his father s lite-time, to enable him to make a carriage road through the 
land from his park into the public road. The road occupied about i J A. of land, and Lord 
Braybrooke gave Herring other land for it, so that Herring continued to pay the same rent 
to the trustees as he had done before. 

What was the whole quantity of the charity land ? Twelve acres one rood twenty-two 
perches of land in the common field, i A. and 2 R. of meadow, being 13 A. 3 R. 22 P. in the 
whole. 

How much of this land is now in possession of Lord Braybrooke ? His Lordship possesses 
6 A. of it.

C. S. Ward. Was there an assignment made to the corporation, by the bankrupt s assignees ? 

There was no assignment ever executed ; the lease was delivered up, which was deemed 
sufficient. 

Was any order made by the corporation to take this bargain off Lovegrove s hands? 
T have not been present when any such order was made, and I know of none such. 

J3o you consider this as an advantageous bargain, made by the corporation ? Yes, 
I do. 

Can you state your reason for thinking so? It was thought the rent would be in 
creased. 

Who were the assignees of Harrison s estate ? Mr. John Langton, jun. is the only 
surviving assignee; his father is a burgess, the tenant of the barn before mentioned. 

Have the assignees made up their accounts on the bankruptcy ? I apprehend they 
have ; and Mr. John Langton has accounted for the whole money given for the lease. 

By whom is John Langton to be repaid this money ? By Mr. Joseph Clarke, the trea 
surer of Spoore s charity ; he is a grocer of Maidenhead. 

How soon after this transaction were the two houses again let f Very soon after the 
time. 

Who is John Higgs ? He is surveyor of the roads, and has no connection with the 
corporation. 

Who is Mr. Burnham ? He is not a member of the corporation nor connected 
with it. 

Were the lettings by auction ? No ; nor was there any entry in the books of the order 
to let. The lease to Mr. Higgs was ordered and made out by me ; the house which 
Burnham holds, was let to him first for a year upon trial, and he has since continued as 
yearly tenant thereof. 

How long has the barn been occupied by John Langton ? For a great many years, and 
before I came into office, at the same rent. 

Was he a member of the corporation when he first became tenant ? He was and still is 
a member. 

Is the rent a fair rent ? Yes ; I think it is, it is a very poor place. 
How long has the house to the overeseers, been let ? For seven or eight years. 
Is the rent of this a fair rent? Yes, I think it is. 

What are the particulars of the payments in respect of this charity ? The payments for 
schooling, are the same every year. . s. d.

There are no other payments for schooling, the residue of the income has been applied in 
paying off the . 250 purchase money since that purchase, and .34 now only remain due, 
consequently no part of this surplus has been applied since for apprenticing, and no boys 
have been apprenticed since. 

Have the foregoing payments for the school been always the same ? They have never 
varied I believe. 

During the existence of the lease to Harrison, the rent of the properly being -.45, and 
the above payment being only .10. 135.; how was the excess jippiied? I catiuut fully 
answer this question; the treasurer can better speak to it; some boys were apprenticed out, 
and some money was laid out in repairs. 

Are the four boys constantly kept full? Yes, they are; two from Bra) , and two from 
Cookham, they are appointed by the corporation ; these are under Whitfield s foundation. 

Do you know of any other foundation for a school at Maidenhead ? I believe there is no 
other ; there is a school at Bray, which I know nothing of. 

How do you propose to apply the surplus rents, after the debt is paid off? We shall put 
out boys apprentice with the money.

YOU are treasurer of a charity called Spoore s Charity, at Maidenhead ? I am acting 
Joitfk Clark. treasurer; my father was the treasurer, and he died in April 1817, since which 1 have kept 
the accounts. 

You are a member of the corporation ? I am a burgess. 

How long have you been a member of the corporation ? I was appointed in April 1817, 
on my father s death. 

Have you the accounts of this charity ? 

[Witness produced a book, containing the accounts from 1725 to 1731, and from 
1781 to the present time.] 

Do you know any thing of the transaction between the corporation and the assignees of 
Harrison, for purchase of a lease, in the houses of this charity ? Of my own knowledge, 
I know nothing of it. The purchase money has now been all paid up, and the rent of the 
houses has cleared off that debt ; there is still a dispute about the fixtures, but that concerns 
the occupiers and the assignees, and not the corporation.

There appears to be in the book an entry of an agreement made to let the house 
to Burnham for one year, at .30, the tenant keeping and leaving the premises in repair, 
and paying for the fixtures according to valuation, and leaving the same so repaired at the 
end of the term.] 

Do you know in whose handwriting this entry is ? It is Mr. Ward s, the town clerk. 
Do you know the value of the barn or stable held by Mr. Langton? I have not seen it 
that I know of, ever; it appears to have been let at the same rent for many years. 

RICHARD LOVEGROVE, of Maidenhead, plumber. 

ARE you a member of the corporation ? I am a burgess ; have been in the corporation Ricford Lc*e&lt;rrort 
since 1806 or 1807. 

Do you know the charity founded by Whitfield ? I know it as called Spoore s charity. 

You were the purchaser of the lease, sold under Harrison s bankruptcy, of the houses 
belonging to this chanty : I was employed at a meeting to buy the houses for the corpora 
tion, and I bought the lease tor them accordingly. 

Woa there any minute of the order made at that meeting f I do not recollect that there 
was. 

Do you recollect who were present at that meeting: I do not, there was a majority; 
the mayor must have been present, as no meetings are held without the mayor. 

Do you know who proposed thi, purchase to the corporation? I had intended to make 
the purchase on my own account, and intimated my intention of doing it, when some one 
present mentioned the propriety of buying the lease for the corporation, as trustees of the 
chanty.

Had the value of houses increased in Maidenhead, between the time when this lease was 
granted in 1811, and the time of the sale of the lease in 1814 ? I think it must, or I should 
not have given so much for this lease. 

Who paid the deposit ? I did. 

Did the corporation limit you to any price in your purchase of this lease ? It was agreed 
that I should purchase it, and the price was left to my discretion. 

Was any calculation made by the corporation at their meeting, of th value of this lease ? 
There was not. 

What advantages were expected to be derived by the charity, from this purchase? It was 
supposed that the rent might be increased, and the funds for apprenticing boys enlarged. 

What did you consider the value of the two houses to be at that time? I expected to 
let Burnham s for .34 or .35 a year, and the other for .30; but of course this must 
be somewhat uncertain, and at the hazard of having them upon my hands some time. 

Upon that estimate did you consider the purchase at . 250 a good purchase ? I did. 

You must then have considered the purchase of Burnham s house a very good purchase ? 
I did so consider it, 

Do you now consider the purchase of these leases a good purchase ? I do. 

Do you consider the present rent of these houses a fair rent ? I do ; perhaps I might 
have made something move qf them. 

How do you make out that this was an advantageous purchase ? Upon further calcula 
tion it appears, that according to the present letting it cannot have been advantageous. 

How were the houses let to Higgs and Burnham ? They were let by tender. 

Had you any treaty with the assignees of Harrison, previously to the sale ? I had not. 

Had you ascertained before the auction, the probable price at which the lease would sell ? 
I had not. 

Did you not agree to make this purchase on your own account? I did not ; I agreed for 
the corporation. 

It has been said that you first agreed to buy on your own account, and that the cor 
poration took the bargain off your hands? It must have been a great mistake. 

When did you pay the deposit? The. same night as the sale. 

When was it repaid to you by the corporation ? It was sometime afterwards ; I know 
I was out of the money sometime. 

Have you received your dividend on the debt proved by you under Harrison s bankruptcy ? 
I have, q s. or 10 s. in the pound ; I do not recollect, my books will shew ; I received the 
same as the other creditors. 

Who advanced the residue of this purchase money, beyond your .50 deposit? Mr. 
Langton, the assignee, accounted for it to the creditors; hedid this I suppose to oblige the 
corporation. There was a tap licensed by the corporation annexed to the house now 
occupied hy Higgs, which licence has been long discontinued, but whether before or after 
this sale I do not know. 

At what hour of. the day was the meeting of the- corporation on this business held ? It 
was in the evening, in the council chamber ; but I do not recollect that it was called on pur 
pose to discuss this business. 

Are the corporation in the habits of making purchases of this kind ? No ; it is unusual 
for them to make such purchases.

to hold to him from Lady-day then last for 21 years, at the rent of .20 ; provided that if 
the said rent should be in arrear for 28 days after the days of payment, " Or if the said 
Richard Harrison, his executors or administrators, shall at any time or times during the said 
term hereby granted, let, set or assign over this indenture of lease, or part with the possession 
of the said demised premises to any person or persons whomsoever, for all or any part ot 
the said term, without the licence and consent of the said mayor, bridgemasters, and bur 
gesses, or their successors, first had and obtained in writing for that purpose ;" then it 
might be lawful for the mayor, bridgemasters and burgesses to re-enter; covenant by the 
lessee, to keep in repair and to leave in repair at the end of the term ; provided that in case 
the said Richard Harrison should be desirous at the feast of SaintThomas 1824, to quit the 
premises, and should give one year s notice in \vriiing of such his desire, tbe indenture to 
be void; and if the mayor, bridgemasters and burgesses should be desirous to re-enter and 
should give the like notice, the said lease should be determined. 

Witness also produced a lease, dated 301(1 December 1803, by which the mayor and cor 
poration demised to William Stroud a messuage, stable, and loft over it, for 21 years, from 
St. Thomas then last, at the rent of .15. 

Also indenture of assignment, dated 1805, by which the above lease was assigned to 
Bejibow, in consideration of .100; and in 1807 assigned by Benbow to Richard llarrison, 
in consideration of .100, the corporation joining in both assignments.

He had ; he was licensed by the 
corporation with a beer licence to enable him to obtain a licence to retail spirituous liquors; 
John Langton. it was not intended that he should open a tap; he bought his beer of me. 

What was his debt to you at the time of his bankruptcy? He owed me and my son 
above .1,000; I believe the debt was principally mine, and not a partnership debt. 

What was the amount of his other debts ? 1 think he owed .3,000 or .4,000 in the 
whole. 

What did his property consist of? Of stock in trade, goods, and book debts ; besides 
the lease in the two houses. 

Can you state the amount of the assets ? I cannot. 

Was there not a dividend of los. paid ? [ do not recollect the amount. 

Did any of the other creditors belong to the corporation ? I suppose there were several, 
as they are principally tradesmen in the town. 

Are you in the habit of attending the meetings of the corporation? I am. 

Do you remember the time of the auction ? I remember there was an auction ; but I was 
not there. 

Were you at a corporation meeting a day or two before the sale, when they resolved to 
buy the lease ? I think there was no such regular meeting, but it was talked over by some 
of the corporation on a Sunday coming from church, as 1 have heard. 

Have you understood what was done by the corporation on that occasion ? I have heard 
that it was thought advisable for the corporation to buy the lease, and that they resolved to 
buy it. I first heard that Mr. Lovegrove had been about to buy it for himself, but after 
wards that it was bought for .the corporation. 

Did you advance to the creditors the dividend, before this purchase money was received : 
My son paid the dividend, and received the purchase money by instalments out of the 
rents; the corporation paid no interest for it, although they offered to pay interest. 

Do you think the purchase was advantageous to the charity ? I did not so consider it, 
but the corporation thought so. 

Are you in the habit of advancing money to the corporation? -I am not in the habit of 
doing it; I advanced once about .80 on bond, to fit up the house for vagrants to lodge 
in, belonging to this charity, which was repaid by small instalments yearly as the rents 
came in, .4 or .5 at a time. 

Do you remember when this advance was made by you ? I do not ; it was many years 
ago. 

Did you receive interest for this money ? Yes ; the interest was paid for it. 

You occupy a stable adjoining this vagrant house? I do, and pay .2. IDS. a year rent 
for it. I have paid the same rent ever since 1782 ; I do not think it worth to me the rent 1 
pay ; I think it would let for more now. 

Did you understand that Lovegrove had first made this purchase for himself? I under 
stood he first intended to buy it, and I have since heard him frequently regret that he had 
not bought it for himself. 

Did you at the time of the purchase know whether Lovegrove bought for himself or 
for the corporation? 1 knew nothing about it at the time; 1 might have heard the price; 
but I did not know; the houses were sold in two lots. 

Do you know any thing about the fixtures? The price for the fixtures was paid to my 
son ; some of it was paid by Higgs I think, and some of it is still due. I believe the cor 
poration have nothing to do with this. 

What inducement had you to pay the dividend to the creditors, without having received 
this purchase money? We had no inducement; perhaps we were too easy about it. 

I desire to say, that I took the lease of the stable before I became a member of the cor 
poration ; the stable and vagrants house were then in one, and I hold the whole at .5 a 
year; they had been before let for 405. a year; during my term I gave up about two-thirds 
of the building, which was then converted into a vagrants house, and I paid .2. 105. for 
the part that I retained, and have held it ever since at the same rent.

I AM schoolmaster of Spoore s charity school. 

How long have you been so ? Three years next February. Mr. Roper was master before 
me ; on his death 1 succeeded him. 

How many boys have you had in your school on the charity ? Five boys on Mrs. Merry s 
charity, and four on Mr. Spoore s. 

What do you teach them ? Writing and arithmetic, spelling and reading. 

Who sends these boys to you ? The corporation. 

Do you know from what places they come ? They all come from within the boundary of 
the corporation limits. 

Some of them have served their regular time with you ? Yes, they have ; five years is 
the time allowed ; three of the boys on Spoore s charity have left the school in my time, 
after having been the limited time. They were about 12 or 13 when they left the 
school. 

Were they fit to be bound apprentice ? Yes, they were. 

Did they apply to be apprenticed ? I never heard that they did. When they have been 
their time at school, I give notice to the mayor to appoint others; I believe they did not 
apply to be apprenticed, because the sum allowed is not sufficient to bind them out.

^^ ; What charitable endowments for education are there in the parish of Newbury f There 

Rev. s one school attached to St. Bartholomew s hospital, which 1 have heard was originally 

James Roe. established by Queen Elizabeth. 

Is that school now in existence ? There is the schoolroom, but not the school ; the 
school was in existence until the death of Mr. Best, the last master, in 1814; but there 
were no scholars for many years previous to his death; but lie was there ready to discharge 
his duties. 1 have heard that the master of the school has received from the Exchequer an 
annual salary of .12 ; there is a house belonging to the school, in which the widow of Mr. 
Best now lives as tenant to the corporation ; many persons now living at Newbury were 
educated at the school; no master has been elected since Mr. Best s death. There is another 
school, called The Blue Coat School, which consists of 18 boys at present. 

Note Witness produced a copy of an order made by the mayor and aldermen of New 
bury, dated in 1706, by which the corporation gave the house called The Hospital, for 
setting up a school, for clothing and teaching 20 poor boys, and bringing them up in the

I am not connected or acquainted with tuiy 
other charities for education. 

EDMUND SLOCOCK, Esquire, Mayor of Newbury. 

DO you know of any charities for education of which the corporation are trustees? 
They are trustees of a charity, called Cowhide s Charity ; and there was also a grammar 
chool at Newbury, of which late Mr. Best was master, and elected, 1 believe, by the 
corporation. I was at tlwt school in 1798 and 1799; mv brother and anotlicr boy of the 
name of Merriman were at the school at that time; and, I believe, Merriitian left school in 
the year 1800, and was tle la.-t scholar at that school. My father sent me to the school, 
but 1 do not know whether upon the foundation or not. I have uo knowledge mvself of 
the particulars of this foundation ; my father paid .4 a year each, for the tuition of 
iuy&gt;elf and brother, to Mr. Best the master. Mr. Best used to read prayers to the alms- 
house people on Wednesdays and Friduv* in every week in the schoolroom, where tliey 
embled for that puqwsc; this he did until hi&gt; death. Jt has been since and is now dis 
continued. 1 believe the widow rents the hou*e of the corporation, and pays .20 a year 
n nt now, but from her husband s death until to about a year a;o no rnni wa-. paid. 

U hat use is made of the uld school r I b&lt; lu-vc it is a mere lumber room at present, it 
was larger than it is BOW, between aoand 30 feet Jong ; but Mr. Btt took a small room 
out of it. 

Do you know of any funds of this school : I believe Mr. Best received .5 a year of 
the Exchequer. 

D.I you know of any persons who were educated at the school, beside- those you have 
mentioned : There were two boys, of the n nmaii, one of whom onlv I men-

Have you the custody of papers belonging to the corporation ; I have. 

Have you any papers or documents relating to the grammar school attached to St. Bar 
tholomew s hospital r I have a copy of the appointment of Mr. Best in 1766, taken from 
the order book of the corporation. [Sec copy of appointment marked (Z.) annexed.] 

How far do your order books go back ? The oldest order book of the corporation goes 
back as far as the 3131 March 1676. 

How is the rent now paid by Mrs. Best for the house, late Bartholomew s hospital, applied : 
It is intended to be carried to the account of Bartholomew s hospital, which is kept distinct 
from other accounts of the corporation. I believe the sum paid to Mr. Best, the late master, 
by the Exchequer, was . 1 2 a year. Upon the death of Mr. Best, the last master of St. Bar 
tholomew s school, I employed Mr. Caley, of the augmentation office, to search for some 
record of the charity, but not finding any, the house has been Jet, and the rent is to be 
applied to the charitable purposes of St. Bartholomew s hospital. 

Do you know what the funds of Covvslade s charity consist of? Of lands; the rents of 
which I receive. Mr. Bailey and Mr. Osman Vincent were two of the trustees of this cha- 
ritv; they were bankers at Newbury, and the firm failed after their deaths; the deeds 
were in their hands, and Mr. Bichino is the assignee of the bankrupts, and as such, got 
possession of the deeds. 

Do you know the trust property which was given by the corporation in 1706? It was 
called The Hospital, and now called The wharf; I have understood, that this hospital was 
purchased by the corporation, out of . 4,000, monies originally left b\ K&lt; ndrick ; the rents 
of the wharf are paid to the corporation ; I have been receiver for seven years, but have not 
received any ; the wharf is let to the Kennett, navigation company. 

Do you know of any rents or gifts by Nicholas Clements orThomas Stockwel! ? I do notj 
but there was a payment by Thomas Goddard, of .2 a year, up to Michaelmas 1810, but 
which has been discontinued since that time, and I do not know on what account, or to what 
charity it was heretofore paid. 

[Thomas Townsend, Esq. produced an indenture of bargain and sale, dated i.3th May 1715, 
between Richard Cowslade of East Woodhay, Hants, Esq. of the one part, a. id John Hore, 
and eight others, of the other part ; by which the said Richard Cowslade grants to the trustees 
and their heirs, all those four closes of meadow, pasture or arable, lying at Greenham, 
Berks, containing by estimation 28 acres; and also a piece of arable land, containing 18 
acres, in the common field of Greenham; to hold to the trustees and their heirs, upon the 
trusts therein mentioned. [See copy of this deed, marked (W.) annexed.] 

Do you know this property yourself ? I have been over it, but I do not know it distinctly; 
Thomas Moss is the present tenant; and Skinner, the late tenant, told me, the land consisted 
of 16 acres of meadow, and 20 acres of arable; 1 do not know how many closes it consists 
of; the rent is .07. 2s. 6&lt;f. ; the tenant holds under an agreement for a lease for 14 years, 
from Michaelmas 1812, but he has given a notice to quitthe farm at the present Midiaehnas 
1818 ; the agreement was with Joseph Moss (the father of the present tenant) and others; 
1 think the present rent too high, there being no buildings upon the land ; the land tax of 
.3. 45. is allowed out of the rent ; the lands, which are described as 16 acres of meadow, 
appear to agree with the description in the old grant by Cowslade, of what there is stated 
to contain 28 acres. There was an old lease of these lands to Samuel Skinner, for 14 years, 
which expired in 1812. 

Who are the present trustees? Mr. Samuel Slocock is, I believe, the only surviving 
trustee, the trustees being members of the corporation; the accounts are kept by their cham 
berlain, and the corporation have taken the management of the property, and it has been 
let with their approbation, as I believe from the entries in their books ; I have not been able 
to find the last appointment of the trustees. 

Have you the accounts of the chamberlain, in which these rents are accounted for? I 
have not the accounts with me, but they are included in the general accounts of the 
corporation. 

Who is the present chamberlain ? He has but just been appointed ; Mr. Richard 
Golding was late chamberlain; I am receiver to the corporation, and keep the account for 
the chamberlain. 

Can you give anv account of the distribution of the rents of this land ? There are 10 boys 
always kept at the Blue school, who are blended with the 18 boys under Kendriek s charity ; 
and the expense for the last year, of the whole 28 boys, was . 101 , 14?. -^d. viz. the master s 
salary, i . 30 ; books about . 5; shoes, .15. 8s.; clothing, . 51. 6s. $d.

SAMUEL PURDUE. 

ARE you master of the Blue school at Newbury ? I am. 
How long have you been master ? For 36 years. 

How many boys have you under your care ? Eighteen boys under the corporation, 10 on 
Cowslade s foundation, and 10 on Kimber s foundation. The school is generally full; whea 
vacancies arise they are filled up by the mayor in the corporation vacancies, and by the 
trustees on the respective charities of Cowslade and Kirnber. 

What hours do the boys attend the school? From 7 in the morning to 12 in the sum 
mer, and from 8 to 12 in the winter; and in the afternoon from one to five in the summer, 
and from one to four in the winter. 

What do you teach them ? Reading, writing, and arithmetic. 

At what age do they enter the school and leave it ? They enter at nine years of age, 
and remain till 14. 

Are the boys apprenticed when they leave school ? The boys on Cowslade s and Kimber s 
charity are apprenticed : the corporation boys are not. 

How are the boys dressed ? Cowslade s in blue, with a yellow shoulder knot ; the corpora 
tion in blue, with a red shoulder knot ; and Kimber s in green. 

What salary have you ? I receive from the town clerk . 25 a year in money, and live in 
a house belonging to the corporation, worth .53 year; and I receive .8 a year from 
Kimber s trustees. I take no boys but those on one or other of these foundations, and 
receive no fees whatever for their education. 

What is the description of the boys who are in the school ? Some are children of poor 
persons, and some of trades-people, there is no preference given to any particular class ; those 
who can make interest with the mayor, get his recommendation for the corporation boys, 
and Mr. Slocock appoints Cowslade s boys, he being the surviving trustee; before Mr.Toomer 
died, he was a trustee with Mr. Slocock, and then they used to appoint jointly. 

Are any of the parents of the boys in the school, respectable tradesmen ? There 
are some. 

Have you no other emolument besides your salary ? I have none ; I am parish clerk also; 
the boys are taught in a room adjoining the church. The boys always attend the church 
whenever there are prayers. 

Has the number of corporation boys always been the same? When I first took the 
school, and until five or six years ago, the number of those boys was 24, but they were 
lessened by order of the corporation ; and I understood the expense in the reduction of the 
number, was to be applied in apprenticing the rest, but I have not known any apprenticed 
on the corporation charity, either before or since that reduction. 

Are the last mentioned boys regularly clothed ? At the mayor s feast they are clothed 
from head to foot, and at Easter they have a pair of stockings and shoes each. 

When were boys last apprenticed on Cowslade s charity? One in the year 1816, John 
Walker, I believe ; I do not know what fee was paid. In 1817, John Gough was appren 
ticed, but 1 do not know whether any or what fees were paid ; Mr. Bailey was treasurer, 
and if any thing was paid, he paid it. 

Are there constant applications for vacancies when they happen ? There are. 

Are you strict in your hours of school ? I am very strict ; I refuse to allow the parents 
to keep the boys at home, and insist on the boys being at school during the school hours. 

Can you name any respectable tradesman who has sons at the school r Mr. Beckett, 
shoemaker, has two boys, one on the corporation charity, and one on Cowslade s; Mrs. 
Morris also, who keeps the White Hart inn, has one child in the school. 

Who is Mrs. Morris ? She is a widow, with six or seven children. 

Do you give notice to Kimber s trustees, of vacancies ? There are two boys regularly, 
who go out yearly, and two who succeed them, generally in the month of September. 

Do you know how many boys used formerly to go to the grammar school? I havft 
known six or seven boys on the foundation there, 1 believe, but I cannot name any now 
living, who were educated there gratuitously.

ARE you trustee under Cowslade s charity ? I believe I am the surviving one. 

Do you visit the school? I have visited the school with the rest of the corporation, but 
have acted as a trustee but little, independently of being a member of the corporation; 
I was scarcely aware that I was trustee ; I apprehend I was chosen trustee as being one of 
the corporation. 

Do you appoint to the school on vacancies ? I do ; I appoint poor children ; and I know 
none but the children of poor persons in the school. 

Do you know a boy ot the name of Beckett ? I do ; he is the son of a master shoe 
maker, who lias five or six children, and I consider him a fit object of the charity. 1 know 
als i Mi*. Morris, and she is a poor woman ; we generally appoint boys of parents who are 
not on tl;o poor rates, but some of them do receive parish relief; we appoint children of 
Newbury, and no others from out-parishes. The numbers are generally kept up, but there 
was an interval at the last vacancy which was not filled up so soon as it woiiki have been,

Do von know anv thing of a charity given by one Clements? I never heard of such a 
donation.

Do you know the amount of the purchase money? It was .350; and the purchase 
was made in 1626, of John Chamberlayne and wife, as appears by the conveyance from 
them. 

What number of boys has been educated in the Blue school, out of the rents of this 
hospital ? In the year 1802, there was an order made for reducing the number of boys from 
24 to 18, six in number; how long there had been 24 does not appear; and it was then 
ordered, that the saving of expense by such reduction should be applied to the apprenticing 
one boy or more annually, as the savings would admit 

Do you know whether any boys have been apprenticed under this foundation, since this 
reduction of the number at the school ? I do not find frozn the accounts, that any were so 
apprenticed ; and I believe none were. 

Can you give any further particulars of the foundation of the corporation charity to the 
Blue school? I rind an order dated 28th April 1762, for John Cox, the then master or, 
governor, giving in an account of the 30 boys in the school, with their names, ages, and 
times of admission ; and that the boys to be thereafter admitted into the school be nomi 
nated by the corporation, except those on Mr. Cowslade s charity, which were to be 
nominated by the trustees of that charity. This is in the corporation book of orders. 

On the 2eth April 1770, I find another order made by the corporation, that no boy should 
be admitted into the Blue school under full eight years of age, or continue after 14. 
On the 22d September 1766, Anthony Woodruff was appointed master of the Blue school 
at the salary of .30. On the ist November 1781, Richard Gore was appointed master by 
the corporation, in the room of Woodruff, deceased, at the same salary. On 151!! October, 
1783, James Bull was appointed master, vice Gore, deceased, salary .30 as before ; and 
the mayor for the time being was appointed inspector of the Blue school. On the 22d 
October 1794, Samuel Purdue was appointed master, in the room of James Bull, deceased, 
with a salary of .30, it being understood that the rent of .5, paid by Mr. Slocock for a 
house in North Croft-lane, should be part of that salary

DO you know whether trustees were ever appointed in pursuance of the order of the 
corporation in 1706 ? I never knew of any such appointment nor ever heard of any. 

Do you know when the corporation school was first held adjoining the church ? 
I do not. 

Who appoints the corporation boys to the school ? I do not know ; I never knew a boy 
nominated at a corporation meeting, and therefore believe the mayor for the time being 
appoints. 

Is the copy of the order of the corporation (delivered in by you) of the 1st February 1 706, 
a true copy taken from the corporation books ? It is. 

JOSEPH GREY. 

WERE you ever at the grammar school at Newbury ? I was there about 30 years ago ; 
there were many other boys also there at that time, about 20; and two or three day boys- 
Mr. Best was the master. 

Was your schooling paid for ? Most certainly, by my parents. 

Do you know of any boys who were educated there free of expense ? I never knew 
of any such. Prayers were read twice a week by Mr. Best, on Wednesdays and Fridays ; 
the old almspeople used to attend ; the day boys did not attend prayers. 

Can you give any information concerning the free grammar school at Newbury r I am 
quite unable to give any information on the subject; my father, who was many years master 
of the school, had a strong impression that there were lands with which the school was 
endowed, and he made some inquiries and researches into it; but, I believe, never obtained 
any certain information ; I think, Mr. Smith, of the house of Smith and Richards, No. 83, 
Basinghall-street, used to receive the money from the Exchequer. 

[Note. By a letter from Mr. Smith, it appears that this payment was made to him for 
Mr. Best, by Mr. White, Parliament-passage, on a receipt being sent from Mr. Best.]

this parish are desirous of having their children taught, hut are not able to bear the charge, 
of such good educacon ; Wee, the mayor, aldermen, and burgesses of this burrough, whose 
names are under written, do hereby unanimously agree to give and appropriate the yearly 
rents of the house, commonly called The Hospital!, within the said burrough, with the 
lands and appurtenances thereto belonging (being .40 |&gt; r anu m ) to the setting up a 
charity school within the said burrough, for the teaching and clothing of 2o poor boyes, 
children of the poo:- of this parish ; that is, for the teaching them to read end write, and 
cast accounts, and instructing them in the knowledge and practice of the Christian reli 
gion, as professed and taught in the church of England, and for the cloathing of them 
att their first entrance into the said school. That the school shall be opened alt one 
Lady-day next, and that the half year s rent of the said hospital!, which shall then become 
clue, shall be employed to the aforesaid uses of the said school : We doe alsoe consent and 
agree, that the room comonly called The Council! Chamber in the said hospital!, shall be 
appropriated to the use of the said school for the master to teach the scholers in ; that the 
master shall have a salary of .20 j) anu m , to be paid quarterly by the trustees and 
governors of the said school ; that Mr. Thomas Mason shall be the present master; tiiat 
there shall be five trustees and governors of the said school ; that the mayor and justices of 
the said burrough for the time being, and the rector of the parish church for the time being, 
shall be allways threeof the said five trustees, and that the other two of the said trustees shall 
l&gt;e yearly chosen out of the members of this corporation. That Mr. Samuel Slocock and 
Mr. Thomas Stockwell, together with the present mayor and justice, and Mr. Hinton, now

Extract from the Will and Codicils of Mr. John Kimber, late of Newbury in the 
county of Berks, Gentleman, deceased, as to the Education of Ten Boys of the 
Town of Newbury. 

Will dated 26 March 1790. 

Proved in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, 16 April 1793. 

AND my further will and mind is, and I do hereby authorize direct and require my said 
trustees, and the trustees of this my will for the time being, to place at the Blue school in 
Kewbury aforesaid, the first year after my death, such two poor boys of the town of Newbury 
aforesaid, of between the age of nine and ten years, as my said trustees or the trustees of 
this my will for the time being, or the major part of them, shall deem the most fit and proper 
objects of charity ; and so on two boys of like description every year afterwards, until the 
number of ten is completed ; and when that number is made up, the same to be continued 
ever afterwards by appointing others in the room of those that die or that shall be bound ap 
prentices as hereinafter is mentioned ; and no boy to be continued for a longer term or time 
than five years : And [ will and direct, that my said trustees do pay for the education of 
such ten boys when the number is completed, to the master of the said Blue school for the 
time being, the yearly sum of eight pounds for ever and so in proportion, for those who 
shall be appointed and put to school before the number shall amount to ten ; which boys 
I direct shall be under and subject to the like rules orders and regulations as those who are 
appointed under the like charity, given by Richard Cowslade, Esq. as by a deed inrolled 
in the court of Chancery, in the year one thousand seven hundred and fifteen, will more 
fully appear; their clothing to be green ; and when and as the said boys respectively shall 
have been five years at the said school (or sooner if my said trustees or the major part of them, 
shall deem them competent) my will is, and I do hereby direct, that my said trustees for the 
time being, do bind them apprentices to such persons and trades as they in their judgment 
and discretion shall think proper and most suitable to their strength, ability and capacity;

consequence of the term on Ashmoor Green being so much shorter than we had supposed 
it to be. 

What is the rent of the trust estate at present, from Michaelmas :8i8r We have agreed 
for a lease of 21 years at the rent of .70, clear of all deductions. 

What sort of land is it? Some meadow, but chiefly arable; there is a decent farm 
house on it. 

Have you advertised the estate to be let ? We have not ; Mr. Bew was the old tenant, 
and we let it to him at what we were told was the value ; he applied to us to know what we 
meant to do with the estate, .and we offered him the estate at the same rent, which he 
declined, and would give no more than . 70. 

Was the estate valued previously to the agreement for letting : It was valued for the 
exchange, but not afterwards. 

Was the exchange made at Mr. Croft s request ? It was merely to oblige .him. 

Who valued for you on this occasion ? Mr. Thomas Fuller of Aston, valued for us, and 
Mr. Barnes of And over, for Mr. Crofts. 

Have von these valuations ? They are in our chest. 

Does Mr. Bew occupy olher lands? He does occupy other lands in the parish oF 
Bucklebury. 

Where does Mr. Bew reside ? At Thatcham ; he is a surgeon there, and is not connected 
with any of the trustees, nor is Mr. Crofts. 

Do you know when Hobson died? 1 think about three years ago; it was before 
the agreement for the exchange with Mr. Crofts. 

Is there any other properiv belonging to this charity : There is none except the lust 
mentioned . 120, which Mr. Crofts has given us his note lor. 

WILLIAM EAST, of Newbury. 

I AM treasurer of this charity, and one of the trustees named, though not in the trust 
deed. [The witness produced an account for the last year, commencing the 5th November 
1817, and in the same book, similar accounts for many preceding years.] 

What has been the whole expense of the new building ? The whole of the bills for 
carpenters, bricklayers, plumbers, smiths, and other work, come to .397- 4s. iod. besides 
the purchase of the tenement adjoining, which comes to . 80. ; and . 4. 175. and 
. 1. 17$. lod. for accommodation for the widows, whilst the houses were building. 

What is the account of your annual expenditure? We allow the widows 4s. per week 
each; this was advanced in 1808, it had been 3.5. per week before, from the year 1776, 
before which time it was 2s. 6d. a week. The widows have clothing every second year, 
which costs for the three, .2. 145.; \ve also allow each widow . .1 for firing, making 
.3; for a sermon and supper yearly .1. io. ; for insurance we pay . 1. o s. 6 d. yearly, 
it will be increased since tUe rebuilding. 

AWe. All the above payments for clothing, firing, sermon and supper, are in exact 
conformity with the will. 

What is usually paid for schooling yearly ? In the year 1809, and before the Lancasterian 
school was established, we used to put the children to various schools in the town ; in that 
,vear Miss Lampard had seven children, at 145. per quarter; Mr. Willis had fourteen chil 
dren, at .-i. 8s.. per quarter ; Mrs. Pinnick ten children, .at . i per quarter; Mrs. Newbury 
two children, at 8s. per quarter; making together the sum of . 13. 4s. per annum. But 
when the Lancasterian school was established in the year 1810, the sum of . 20 was paid 
to that, school for the boys, and . 10 per annum afterwards for the boys, up to the present 
time ; ami from the year 1816, we have paid .

[Mr. William Graham, continued:] Witness states, that the advance of the allowance to 
the widows, of 45. per week, was made by the trustees, in consequence of the great dear- 
ness of provisions ; and the following entry was made in the book at the time : " it is agreed 
from this time to give to the widows i s. a week, as an extra allowance (during pleasure) 011 
account of the clearness of every article of life. 5th November 1808." 

[Mr. William Graham.] The .. 120 in hand will be reduced by the expense of the trust 
(deed, .30 or .40, and the expense of leases. 

Benjamin Fuller, also a trustee, concurs in the account given by the two other witnesses.

DO you know the land at Thatcham, occupied by Mr. Bew, belonging to Hunt s charity :

What do you consider its value to be? If the land is tithe free I think it worth 305. an 
acre, and that so much might be easily got for it.

"W e have had some sales of timber which enable us to keep up this expenditure, and we 
have a balance now in the treasurer s hands amounting to about .130. 

Do you confine your school to any particular sect in religion ? We do not; I am a 
dissenter, but we send children of all persuasions indiscriminately, and soine of the school 
mistresses are church people. 

CHARLES BULL, Schoolmaster of Newbury. 

DO you know the school at Newbury, founded by Francis Coxhead ? I do; the children 
are generally taught by dissenters from the church of England; all, 1 think, except the 
two women of the name of Newbury are dissenters. Coxhead himself was a churchman.

I AM town clerk of Reading; which office I have held only four years. 

What charitable endowments for education are there, of which the corporation are 
trustees ? There are six several endowments ; 1st. Mr. Richard Aldworth s charity, founded 
by will about the year 1646, part of the Blue Coat school. 2d. Sir Thomas Rich s charity, 
founded about 1666, by will. gd. Mr. Malthus s charity ; not known when founded, nor by 
what instrument 4th, Mr. John West s charity, founded in 1710, by will. 5th. Mr. John 



Pottinger s charity, founded in 1711, by will. 
Coat school. 6th. Mr. John Hall s charitv 



The above comprise the whole of the Blue 
which has special visitors appointed by the 
founder (viz.) the three clergymen of Reading; the will is dated 3ist December 1606. 

Note. Upon reading the will, it does not appear that there are such special visitors as 
exclude the Commissioners from an inquiry into this charity. 

Are the corporation trustees of all the above six charities ? They are; and I have no 
knowledge of any other. The Blue Coat school is situate in the parish of St. Giles. 

What was the original endowment by Mr. Aldsworth? Copy of the will produced, bv 
which .4,000 are given to the mayor and burgesses upon trust, to lay out the same in the 
purchase of lands, to produce .215. 6s. $d. rent yearly, or a rent-charge to that amount, 
and a house, in the parish of St. Mary s. [See extract from this will subjoined, 
marked (A.)] 

How was this .4,000 laid out ? It appears to have been laid out as follows: in 1657, 
. 2,000 were laid out in hinds; and in 1660, . 1,000 appear to have been laid out in other 
lands. An account is produced from 1657 to 1671, leaving a balance in favour of the 
trustees, of .55. 2s. id. after the above purchases were made.

It appears from the extracts which 1 have 
made from the accounts of West s charity, that from 1802 to 1816, (Michaelmas) the receipts 
are .764. 14s. lid., and the payments .1,150. 145. 6d., leaving a balance of 
.385. IQS. /jd. due to the trustees. 1 apprehend there is a considerable arrearof fee-farm 
rents due, which is about to be paid in; the same are paid to 1813 only. [These arrears 
have since been paid up to Michaelmas 1816. See accounts of receipts and expenditure of 
the Blue Coat school, marked (K.) subjoined.] 

As to Mr. JOHN POTTINGER s CHAUITY. 

Can you state the particulars of this charity? Mr. Pottinger, by his will dated 6th June 
1711, gives, after his sister s decease, a rent-charge of . 1 5 a year, payable out of lands called 
Blossom s End, in the parish of Tylehurst, Berks, now belonging to Mr. William Stone, for 
the maintenance in the Blue Coat school of two of the poorest bpys in the parish of 
St. Laurence, to be chosen by the minister and overseers of the poor of the parish of 
St. Giles s. [See extract from this will marked (G.) subjoined.] 

Is that annuity so applied ? It is. 

Are there two boys now so maintained ? No, there are none now ; in 1 801 , there was one 
boy only ; i8o5,one; 1812, 13, 14, oneonly ; 1816, one boy; 1817, none. In other years 
three have been the full number. [ See account of number of boys marked (C.) subjoined.] 

As to Mr. JOHN HALL s CHAJMTY. 
18th Sept. 18 IB. 

Can you state the particulars of this charity ? Mr. Hall, by his will dated 31st Dec. 1696, 
gives to the mayor and burgesses of Reading, a rent-charge of .25 a year, payable out of 
his lands at Caversham, Oxon. Also, seven little houses on the east side of Chain-lane, in 
St. Mary, Reading. Also, a messuage and lands at Englefield ; and also a messuage and 
lands at Silchester, after his wife s death, to the mayor and burgesses for ever. He also 
gives a messuage and tenement called The Elephant, and another messuage called The 
Anchor, both in Reading, for all the residue of his terms of years therein, in trust, to sell and 
dispose of tlie Anchor, and with the money to alter and pull down two of the tenements in 
Chain-lane, and to erect a building upon the seite thereof, for the residence of a school- 
inaster, and to put therein one honest person capable of teaching to read write and cast 
accounts, and for which the master was to have .5 a year, and a cloth coat value 40 s. once 
in two years. And as to the remaining five of the said seven messuages in Chain-lane, 
after his wife s death, the same were to be occupied by almswomen. And the corporation 
were to choose three poor boys yearly, to be placed to school one year, to learn to read, 
write and cast accounts, and to pay . 18 a year to the schoolmaster for the three boys, and 
. i for stockings and shoes ; and to give the boys a Bible each when they leave the school. 
And directs the corporation and the three rectors or vicars of the three parishes of Reading 
to meet yearly and view the accounts, and apply the surplus to increase his charities, as they 
shall think fit. And in case of a deficiency of funds, to reduce the charitable allowances as 
they shall think fit. [See extracts frcm this will, marked (H.) subjoined.] 

Does this audit take phice ? It has not since 1700. The will directs the trustees to renew 
the lease on the Elephant from time to time, and to cut down timber from his estates, for 
the purpose of defraying the expense of such renewal. 

Has this lease been renewed ? It has not ; I have heard, that from an omission to apply 
for a new lease in due time, the lessors refused to grant a new lease. 

Who are the present owners of this property? It is held by Mr. Blagrave and Sir Joha 
Simeon, as trustees, I apprehend. 

Do you know what was the value of the lands devised by Hall, when they first came into 
the hands of the corporation? I do not; nor do I know the quantity of the land. It 
appears from my papers, that the house and lands at Englefield in Berkshire, contaia 
27 A. JR. 4 p. of inclosed lands, and 23 A. 3R. 1.2 p. of commonable land, which has been 
lately inclosed, which were let to the late Bernard Wright, Esq. for 42 years from Michael 
mas 1778, at the rent of .40, clear of taxes and repairs, and which are now agreed to be let 
to Richard Povvlett Wright Benyon, Esq. for 21 years, from Michaelmas 1817, at the rent 
of .70 a year, the old lease being surrendered from that period^ the land tax redeemed by 
the corporation, and added to the .40 rent, is . 4. 13,-!. 4&lt;/. 

When was this new agreement made? About a twelmonth since. 

Is . 70 a year considered a good rent ? It is an excessive rent ; it is a great convenience 
to Mr. Benyon, and he therefore pays very highly for it.

Blue Coat School, nor do 1 find any entry of such fines in the accounts. 

When was the lease granted which was surrendered in the year 1779 ? In the year 1761, 

Martin Annesltyi for fifty years. 

D&lt;? you know why that lease was surrendered in 1779? I cannot account for it, and 
I have no recollection of the circumstance. 

Has an agreement been made for a new lease from 181 1 ? Yes, at .400 a year; but it 
was to he increased, after the first three years, to .500 a year; though I think it impossible 
for the tenant to pay that rent of .500. 

Is it in contemplation to reduce the rent of .400: Not under the .400; but I 
believe it is not intended to require him to advance to the . 500. 
Does he pay the .400 rent? Yes, he does tolerably well with that. 
Was the estate publicly offered to be let by leader! It was ; and no higher rent was 
offered than that which Lanson the tenant pays. 

Do you know the houses in lease to Pearse ? [ do ; it was in, a very inferior stale since 
my recollection; it has been made what it now is by the lessee. i 

There are three smull dwellings near, in lease also to Pearse; can you state the present 
actual value of the whole? Pearse * house is worth about . 7 or .8 a year, and the three 
dwellings adjoining are worth about .3 each. The tenant Pearse has laid out, I should sup 
pose, .40 in his house; I cannot speak accurately to the value. 

As to Poltinger A charity. The boys are to be elected by the minister and overseers of 
St. Giles s; by whom have they been in fact chosen? By the corporation^ the . 15 allowed 
was not sufficient for the maintenance of the two boys. 

Has the .50 given by Mr. Leggatt s will to the governor and trustees of the Blue Coat 
school been received? It has, and was laid out in the purchase off. 100 stock in the three 
per cents ; the corporation having probably added to that sum sufficient to purchase the 
. 100 stock. 

When timber has been sold from the trust estates, has the purchase money been accounted 
for ? Yes ; all the money has been from time to time brought into the accounts. 

What is the average annual expense of each boy in the school? .22 for each boy is 
about the average expense. The calculation is made by dividing the whole expense of the 
school by the number of boys in it. &gt; 

Do you know the quantity of land at Silchester in lease at .7. IQS. per annum? I do 
not ; but it was certainly an improvident lease. 

Has no survey been made of these lands by the corporation ? Not to my knowledge. 
The rental of Hall s charity being about . 147 a year, and all except about .32 or .33 
a yearbeing applicable to the expense of the three boys at the Blue school, there remains 
nearly .114 for that purpose; can you account for the diminution of boys at the school in. 
respect of this-charity ? I do not know how it happened, unless it was by reason of vacan 
cies arising from apprenticing the boys. 

As to Maltkttft charitv. How do you account for the deficiency of boys educated at 
the Blue school on account of this charity? By reason of arrears in payment of the rent- 
charge at Michaelmas 1816, tiiere was an arrear of .452. ios., which was only paid up a 
few months ago, and there is now an arrear of .-110. ios. to Michaelmas 1817. 

It appears that the number of boys on this charity began to decrease in 1811, when your 
income began to increase ; how do you account for this ? I am unable to account for it, 
unless it was from the general deficiency of the various funds of the Blue Coat school. 

Who is the actual tenant of the estate at Streatley belonging to Rich s charity ? One 
Shepherd, a kinsman -of Stone, the lessee^ I believe Mr. Stone was the only bidder for this 
estate. 

Have you had any fall of timber lately ? In the year 1813, timber on Lancelevy was paid 
for to the amount of .430, and .200 on the same account in lSi2_; which sums are carried 
into the general accounts. 

In the books produced there does not appear to be any specific charge for the boys on 
Pottinger s charity; and the number of boys being in the old accounts 43, the two boys of 
Pottiuger s charity seem to be excluded ; can you account for this ? I am not able to account 
for it ; the receipt of the rent-charge is brought into the account, although there is no 
specific charge of the expense of those two boys. 

It appears by the books, that from 1706 to 1802, there is an omission in the accounts, of 
the cost and expenditure of the Blue Coat school; can you explain this omission ? During 
that interval Mr. Blandy (now dead) took the management of the affairs of the school, and 
received money on account ; and I apprehend the town clerk has the particulars of his 
accounts. s. d.

Are there any boys on Pottinger s foundation ? The books heretofore did not specify on 
what particular foundation the boys were sent ; that used to be settled afterwards by the 
master and chamberlain. 

There appears to be a sum of . 491. jos. pf d. received of Mr. Blandy in 1804, towards 
expenses of the Blue Coat school ; can you explain how that sum was received of Mr. 
Blandy ? I have no knowledge of the transaction ; but it appears that that sum, with in* 
terest, was repaid to Mr. Blandy, in the year 1807. 

There appears to be a sum of about . 120, paid to the tenant of Lancelevy, for not 
breaking up pasture land ; what does this mean ? I have no knowledge of the trans 
action ; but I believe this was an arrangement made about the time the old lease expired, 
and this was done under the direction and advice of a surveyor. 

There appears to be also a charge of . 200 for repairs of Lancelevy, and only about . 60 
paid by the old tenant, for dilapidations; do you know any thing of this? I can only 
give the same answer as 1 gave to the last question ; it was referred to surveyors at the time. 
It appears that the rent-charge of . 15, given by Pottinger in 1711, was not received 
until the year 1707; can you explain this f I have no knowledge whatever of it; Mr. 
Annesley can speak to it. 

It appears that in the year 1812, the average expense of each boy at the Blue school, 
was . 38 a year, nearly double the amount of the usual expense ? This was, 1 think, a 
very dear year, and the boys clothes were very bad, which made entire new clothing for 
them necessary ; this I suppose was the reason of that great expense. 

The property tax appears to be charged upon the charitable estates? It is charged, but 
at the expiration of that tax, these sums were refunded by the Tax office, and the same is 
Accounted for to the charily. 

Do the corporation consider themselves at this time debtors or creditors to these charities? 
i The corporation were considerable creditors previously to the present year, and I think they 
are still creditors to some amount. 

Are you prepared with the present state of those accounts ? I am not. 
Do you find any entry in the corporation diary of the two leases of Lancelevy and Mar 
shall s in 1779, why two leases were then granted on the surrender of the old lease, and 
upon the same terms ? I find an entry of the common seal being affixed to the two leases, 
,at that time, but there is no explanation of the circumstance; I believe it was done because 
the two farms had been then divided, and in order that each tenant might have a separate 
lease of the lands respectively held by them. 

Can you find any entry of the agreement for the Englefield lease, in your corporation 
diary? It is entered in July 1817; there is no other agreement, except the entry. 

AVith respect to the Silchester property ; can you give any information ? I have found 
the lease, aud it appears to consist of a messuage or tenement, and closes of land, contain 
ing by estimation 12 acres; lease dated 3d April 1729, to John Grey, for 99 years.

Do you know why the tenant of Lancelevy was allowed a sum for chalk, and for not 
ploughing pasture ? It was allowed on the approaching expiration of the lease; the first, 
for manure in ground, for which the tenant had not taken out crops; and the other, to induce 
him not to plough up land which he had laid down himself in pasture, and which if ploughed 
up again would have injured the farm. 

It appears that the first sum entered in the accounts for Pottinger s charity, was in the year 
1797 ; can you say why it was not accounted for before? I only know that the first time 
1 received it was in the year 1707 ; it was given after his sister s decease, but I do not know, 
when she died. 

Do you know of any money paid on the admission of boys into the Blue Coat school ? 
They are required to bring shoes and stockings with them, or else they pay money in lieu 
of it ; the sum used to be 15 s., now 1 believe raised to ,. \.

WHO preceded Mr. Paget as master of the Blue Coat school ? May was the master of 
the Blue school previous to Paget, ,the present master; and in 1810 he contracted for the 
board and tuition of the boys, and died in the latter end of 1811, or beginning of 1812 ; the 
contract was for .

SEVERAL questions were put to Mr. Andrews to explain the accounts of the Blue 
Coat school. 

MR. HERBERT LEWIS 

WAS sworn, and several questions put to him, for the purpose of explaining Mr. Blandy g 
accounts. 

Copy of a letter from Mr. Andrews, the town clerk. 

Sir, Reading, uth December 1818. 

IN reply to your letter of the loth instant, I have the honour to transmit for the information 
of the commissioners, the following answers to their queries concerning the schools at 
Reading ; and in case these shall not be fully satisfactory, I will endeavour to supply the 
deficiency. 

Answer to the ist query. On the ist April 1658, the corporation approved of a contract 
made by two of their body, for the purchase of Robert Wicken s lease of the house .called The 
Talbot, to serve for the hospital of Mr. Aldworth s foundation. 

An assignment to Wicken s of 2oth April 1655, &gt; n consideration of . 128, recites this 
lease from Sir John Blagrave for OQ years, if three lives should so long live, at the rent of . 8 
per annum. At this time there was no other charity connected with the Blue school. 

1723. The school was rebuilt and cost about . 300, exclusive of the old materials ; and 
on 26th Sept. 1723, Anthony Blagrave, Esq. granted a lease to the corporation of the pre 
mises for 500 years, at . 8 per annum, and a fine off. 8 every 10 years. 

2nd. The boys are admitted into the school from 1 1 to 13, rarely before the first age, 
nor exceeding the latter. 

3rd. All the tenants of the .trust property are under covenants to repair the buildings. 

4th. The sum of 30. IDS. has been returned by the commissioners, from the assessment 
under the Streatley Inclosure Act. 

ADDITIONAL QUESTIONS put to Mr. Andrews,jun. with his answers. 
3,Vcre there any extraordinary receipts from falls of timber, on the farms called Lancelevy 
and Marshalls, previously to 1797? Between 1787 and 1796, there appear to have beea 
falls of timber on Lancelevy which produced .796. 

Was this sum in the hands of the corporation in 1797, and unapplied for the purposes of 
the charity? Not the whole amount thereof ; for I find, on examining the old accounts, 
that there were extraordinary payments for repairs of, and furniture for the school, and 
other expenses, which amounted, from 1780 to 1797, to about the sum of .416; whicb 
being deducted from the timber money, leaves the sum of .380 to be set off against the 
subsequent balance due to the corporation, 

Previously to 1787, do you find any other falls of timber? There appears to have been 
a fall of timber on Marshall s, in about the year 1760, which produced .320. 

How does that sum appear to have been applied ? The accounts of the particular dis 
bursements do not appear prior to the year 1768 ; but I find from that year several extra 
sums paid on account of Aldworth s ch arity, which, with the extra payments prior, would 
probably account for the sum of .320.

AND as to such additions to the devises in my will, I mean and do desire to add to the 
present number of poor boys, maintained and educated at Reading, in the county of Berks ; 
and whereas in order to inform myself in some measure with the case of those boys, I 
have discoursed with the schoolmaster of the same boys, arid he acquainted me, if I am 
not much mistaken, that for his and his wife s and servants care and pains, and for the whole 
charge of feeding, clothing, lodging, washing, schooling, instructing and teaching of all 
sorts, and for all other services and assistances done to or for the same boys, he had but half 
a crown a week apiece for each boy, which in the whole year amounts to no more than 
. 6. i o s. per annum apiece; that the number of boys under his care, at the time of such 
my discourse with him, was, I think, four-nnd-thirty, or thereabouts. To the intent there 
fore that six boys more may be added to the number that shall be under the care of the said 
corporation, or the master and dame for the time being, if the mayor or aldermen and 
burgesses of the borough of Reading for the time being shall think fit to accept of it, 
I do order direct devise and bequeath, that as soon after the decease of my dear wife 
Frances, as a purchase or purchases of lands or tenements, hereditaments of inheritance in 
fee simple, such as tin- master and wardens and commonalty of the mystery of the Cloth- 
workers of the city of London for the time being shall approve, can be had or found, the 
sum of 1,000 of my debt dV stock in the Chamber of London, commonly called Orphan s 
debt or stock, the produce of which at this present, time being . 40 per annum, and the pre 
sent price or value thereof .1,000, shall be by my wife s executors administrators or repre 
sentatives, sold and assigned to such person or persons as will buy the same, for such sum 
or sums of money as can be gotten or obtained, thereby to raise money for purchasing the

WILLIAM NOAKE. 

I AM the present schoolmaster of the school at Uffington. 

Have you the management of the funds of this school ? I receive the rent, and let the 
land ; the churchwarden leaves it to me. The tenants are Edward Warren and John 
Mattingley, who held the land jointly up to Michaelmas last, since which John Matlingley 
has been sole tenant thereof; the rent is .36 a year for the land ; some cottages are let at 
. 4, and a small close of land at . i . 15*.; the cottages are let to the parish officers for the 
use of the poor, and the small close is occupied by Edward Cook. The land let to 
Mattingley is 17 acres and 24 perches, or thereabouts; the small close is about half 
an acre. 

Do you occupy the school-house which was given for the master ? No ; that house is the 
two cottages before-mentioned, let to the overseers for the poor. 

Who receives the rent of these cottages ? It is paid to me as well as all the other rents, 
being .41. 15*. in the whole, without any deduction, for which I teach 18 boys to read, 
write, and arithmetic. I take other boys also, who pay for their schooling. I generally 
instruct two more than the above 18, whom I teach gratis ; the children on the charity are 
from the poorer classes, but those who pay are farmers sons. I receive nothing for teaching 
the charity boys from their parents, but they pay for pens and paper, 8cc. There was the 
sum of .8 a vear paid to one John Saunders, who was of kin to the founder, as I have 
heard, for 14 or 15 years before his death, which happened about six years ago ; but since 
that no such payment has been made. 

Is the school-house in good repair ? The school is in good repair ; the two cottages were 
out of repair, but were lately put into repair, and are now in tolerable order; the house I 
live in is one that 1 rent. 

Are your boys taken from Uffington and Woolstone ? Twelve are chosen from Uffington, 
and six from Woolstone ; the boys generally come to school at five, and stay till ten or 
eleven years of age. I take some girls to school, who are taught to read and write, but they 
pay for their learning. 

By whom are the children appointed? The churchwardens choose them with Dr. 
Hughes (the vicar) approbation ; the churchwardens for the time being are the trustees ; the 
vicar or his curate generally look after the school. 

Do you know where the will of the founder is? I do not; I have seen it once in the 
hands of John Mattingley; but I have inquired of him, and he said he does not know what 
is done with it. 

19th November 1818. 

The Rev. Dr. THOMAS HUGHES, Vicar of Uffington. 

HAVE you directed a search to be made for the will of the founder of Uffington school r 

I have found the will of Thomas Saunders which was proved at Oxford in July 1644, and 

is now at Doctor s Commons ; he is generally supposed to be the founder of this school, 
but no mention is made in that will of any school. He bequeaths sums of 2os. to the poor 
of Uffington, and los. to the poor of Woolstone. I am led therefore to suppose that he 
founded it in his lite-time, the date upon the school being 1636, and in that case the school 
was probably founded by deed ; but I have never seen or heard of any deed. 

(A.) 

Certain Orders to be observed from time to time touching the choice and 
election of the Schoolmaster and Scholars, according to the last Will and Testa 
ment of Thomas Saunders; with such other directions conceived and commended 
by him unto perpetual memory : 

3 st. That the schoolmaster be a graduate of one of the universities of Oxford or 
Cambridge, not beneficed or advanced to any spiritual promotion, atil to be chosen by the 
churchwardens of Uffington and Woolstone in the county of Berks, by and with the consent 
of the executors of the said Thomas Saunders ; and that it shall be in their power to dis 
charge any formerly chosen, for some reasonable cause, and to make choice of a new, 
observing the course before prescribed. 

2ndiy. That the scholars be such as are or shall be born of honest parents, dwelling within 
the towns of Uffington and Woolstone aforesaid, whereof four of the poor children to be 
born of parents dwelling within Woolstone, the eight residue of such within Uffington, and 
to be chosen by the churchwardens aforesaid, together with the residue of the overseers 
from time to time to be appointed for the poor within the said towns of Uffington and 
Woolstone, or the greater part of them, by and with the consent of the executors ot the 
said Thomas Saunders ; and for want of such number in either of the said towns as is 
aforesaid, the supply to be made up of any within the parish of Uffington aforesaid, to be 
chosen as before is appointed. 

3rdly. Whereas it is a most common and usual course for many to send their daughters 
to common schools to be taught, together with and amongst all sorts of youths, which course 
is by many conceived very uncomely and not decent ; therefore the said schoolmaster may 

not admit any of thai sex to be taught in the said school.

Are other scholars taught in the school ? The master teaches other boys besides the 
free boy-. 

Are you in possession of the books belonging to the corporation ? I am not ; the books 
K kept in a chest belonging to the corporation ; there is another chest in which the old 
papers are kept, which I have never seen opened ; I have only one or two books belonging 
to them.

Do you know of any foundation besides this, for education at Wallingford ? I belie** 
there is no other. I have understood that Mr. Scultes, the former master above alluded to, 
did not in the latter part of his time teach the boys himself, but paid over the salary to a 
master, who taught them.

[W itness produced a book belonging to the corporation, being a book of entries, com 
mencing in the year 1648, in which are the following entries : 

i6th March 1669. AT this court it is ordered, that the account of the company of 
Mercers in London touching the arrears of the gift of Sir Thomas Bennett, Knt. 
deceased, to several charitable uses, shall be entered in these words; viz. An Account of the 
Impropriation of the Rectory of Kirton in Lincolnshire, given to the company by Sir 
Thomas Bennett, Knt. deceased, for divers charitable uses (inter alia) that Wallingford must 
receive for their twenty pounds, .33. 19*." 

" At a common council, 26th January, 23 Car. 2, Michael Knight, Esq. son and heir 
of Henry Knight, late of the parish of Saint James Clerkenwell, in the county of Mid 
dlesex, deceased, intending a provision for 13 poor boys, to breed them up in learning in 
the free grammar school of this borough, fit for apprentices or the university, did, in com 
mon council, promise and agree 1o give for the teaching of the said 12 boys, to the school 
master of the said grammar school, the yearly sum of .10, to be paid quarterly for ever, 
for the pious use aforesaid," and then elected 12 poor boys, and empowered the corporation 
to fill up vacancies. 

" At the same common council, William Cooke, of this borough, Gent, did freely 
elect six poor boys to be taught in the said grammar school, at the costs and charges of the 
said William Cooke during his natural life." 

" At a common council, on 3d April 1672, fifteen poor persons were continued and 
elected to receive the charitable benevolence of Sir Thomas Bennett, Knt." 

" 18 May 1672. Received of the fraternity of St. John the Baptist, of the city of London, 
the sum of . 50 ; that is to say, for the erecting of the free school in the said borough, the 
sum of .32. los. ending at the feast of St. Thomas the Apostle last past, and . i. 10*. 
paid to the hands of Mr. Richard Wisdom, schoolmaster, ending the date aforesaid ; 
and the remaining . 15 to be distributed to certain poor persons therein named." 
May 1675. . 10 paid to the schoolmaster from Bigg s charity. 

30 July 1676. Ordered, that there be seats set up in the free school, and the expense thereof 
be defrayed by the chamberlain. 

" At the common council held 6 March 1679, ordered and agreed by the major part of 
the company, that the . 10 which Sir John Bennett is to give to the corporation of Wal 
lingford aforesaid, is to be employed for the use of schoolmaster." 

February 14, 1680. William Lewis was elected schoolmaster in the place of Hugh 
Salisbury, and it appeared that he was licenced by the bishop of Salisbury. 

" 9 October 1686. Was elected upon the resignation of William Lewis, Francis Whichelo, 
Clerk, to be master of the free school, and that the said Francis Whichelo shall teach and 
instruct the children in the upper room over the market house, upon paying of 54. 
a year." 

" ist April 1713. Ordered, that the money in the handsof the corporation, belonging to 
the school, be placed and put out at interest, or that the corporation do pay interest for the 
same in the meantime, amounting to the sum of .42. i8s. 4d." 

" 1716, 4th March. The mayor having contracted for the purchase of a messuage, 
commonly called Fidoe s House, held by lease granted by the corporation for a certain term 
of years now in being, for the sum of . 90 ; and it appears that the corporation hath . 52. 
i8s. zd. principal, and for the interest thereof, .9. 8s. which sums amount to .62. 6*. &lt;2d. 
the remainder of the purchase money and conveyances being computed to be .30, which 
was agreed to be taken up at interest." 

N. B. This page is referred to as " school-house bought" in the Index to this book 
of Entries. 

"15 September 1687. It is ordered, by the assent and consent of the mayor, aldermen and 
burgesses, that the upper or building over the guildhall of the said borough, 

now made use of for teaching of school, with the inner room to the same belonging, be for 
ever hereafter applied and made use of for the same purpose ; the schoolmaster paying 
a pepper corn rent yearly, the chimney money, and keeping the glass and seats in repair. 

" 20 January 1713-14. It was then ordered and agreed, that all interest now inarrear and 
to become due for the principal sum of .42. 18 s. 4,d. at the rate of five per cent per 
annum, belonging to the school of the said borough, be paid to Thomas Norton the present 
schoolmaster, and his successors. [The above entry is cancelled bylines drawn across it.) 

" 20 January 1719. Ordered, that Thomas Norton, the schoolmaster, do with all conve 
nient speed sufficiently repair and amend the school windows. 

" 3 August 1 725. The copy of Walter Bigg s settlement re-delivered by the town clerk to 
the chamberlain, to be put into the chest. 

" ad May 1735. Ordered, that notice be given to Mr. Seymour Richmond, that he, as 
surviving trustee named for the corporation, do forthwith raise and pay the . 30 chargeable

HOW long ago were you town clerk ? I became ti.wn clerk in 1789 ; I came to the 
town in 1779; 1 resigned the office in favour of my -&lt;&gt;n, who was thereupon appointed 
to it. 

Have you ever seen the instrument by which Walter Bieg% donation wa&gt; given to the 
&gt;chool ? I have never seen such u document; nor do I believe that there is any such 
among the paper* of the corporation. 

Do you know of any other gift for a school at Waliinetbrd : I do not. 

.Have you evei seen Sir Thomas Bennett s will Never. 

Did you t V&lt;T hear of any gift of Sir Thomas Bennett s for the school? I never uncle r- 
I that thi-i. \a- any other fund given for a free school at U alliugtbru 1 , except Mr. 
Bigg s gift of . 10 a year. 

I IK! you iver hear of a gift by Michael Knight : I never heard of such a thing until 
;day, when I saw some entry of the kind in the corporation books. 

Did you ever hear of any buildings having been appropriated for the school ? I have 
neard that the rooms over the town hall were allowed by the corporation to be used by a 
schoolmaster, who kept a large school at Wallingford ; but thi-&gt; school was not confined, as 
I understand, to the free boys, though thrv were probably educated there; R v. Mr. Scultes 
vras the schoolmaster appointed, ana he d"id not latterly t&lt; ach the boys himself, but sent 
them to Mr. Burgess to be taught by him ; and Mr. Burgess was, I understand, allowed 
one or more rooms over the town hall for the school. 

Do you know of anv money ever having been in the hands of the corporation, belonging 
to the charily school ? I never heard of it. 

Do you know of any purchase ever having hcen made by the corporation, of a school-house 
at Wallingford ? I do not, and never heard of such a purchase; I cannot explain the entry 
found in the old corporation books about it. 

Do you know of such a house as Fidoe s house, at Wallingford ? I do not ; nor ever did. 

There appears to have been a lease granted by the corporation to trustee*, of a school- 
hoii C for 31 years from 1748 ? I know thero was such a lease, which expired in 1779. 

Win re is that house situate ? In the parish of St. Leonard; this house has been lately 
;old by the corporation to Mr. l ; lu&lt;;_ 

Is this a house on the Reading road ? It is. 

What was done with this house on the expiration of the lease in 1779 It was then 
leased to Mr. Fludger, for a term of 40 years ; and the reversion was afterwards sold to 
him. 

Do yon know when this house ceased to be a school-house ? I do not ; but 1 believe Mr. 
.Scultes kept his school there.

Fludger, of the same premises for 40 years, (in consideration of .120.) from Michaelmas 
1780, at the rent of . i. 4*. zd.

Was any document found, shewing the foundation of Walter Bigg. None such was to 
be found. 

Do you know of any gift to the school by Michael Knight ? I do not; nor of any other 
gift to the school.

John Hambleton. DO you know any thing of a house which belongs to the schoolmaster of the free school 
at Wallingford ? I do not. 

Is there not a house of that sort in the street leading to Reading ? I remember when 
Mr. Scultes was master of the free school, and he occupied a house there. 

Did he teach the scholars in this house ? He did. 

Do you remember when he first went to the house ? I do not ; as far as my memory goes 
back, he was the occupier of it. 

Did he live in this house until his death : He did not ; but he lived in the house 
as long as he kept the school, but when he gave up the school, he went into another house. 

Who had the house after Mr. Scultes quitted it ? Mr. Fludger bought the house of the 
corporation, and part of it was occupied ; but all that large part of the house which had 
been used for the school, was unoccupied. 

Where did Mr. Burgess live ? He lived in another house, a private house, where Mr. 
Faulkner lives now; Mr. Burgess was never elected master, but used to assist Mr. Scultes 
during the latter part of his time. 

Did Mr. Scultes pay any rent for this house? I do not know; the house was reported to 
be a house belonging to the free school, but I only mention this as a common report in the 
town. It was reported that some few years before Mr. Scultes was elected master, there 
had been an intermission in keeping the school, and that the gift of Walter Bigg during 
that interval had accumulated, and had been laid out in the purchase of the house; but I 
know nothing upon the subject, of my own knowledge. 

Who succeeded Mr. Scultes as master? My brother was elected master on Mr. Scultes 
death, and be kept the school in the house in which Mr. Burgess afterwards lived, and paid 
rent for it to colonel Hughes, his landlord.

MRS. BARKER S CHARITY. 

JOHN BANNISTER, of New Windsor. 

ARE you not a trustee of a school in this parish, founded by Mrs. Barker? I am the 
only trustee in this parish. Mr. Joseph Slarke, of Egham, and the incumbent of Yately, are 
likewise trustees. 

Can you state the particulars of this foundation? 

[Witness produced a book belonging to the parish of New Windsor, from which 
the following entry is taken :] 

"Mrs. Mary Barker, late of London, widow, by her last will and testament dated (says 
Ashmole in his Antiquities of Berks) November 2ist, 1704, gave the sum of ,.360 to be laid 
out in the purchase of lands within ten miles of New Windsor, for the maintenance of a 
pious and sober Protestant schoolmaster or schoolmistress in the town of New Windsor, 
and in the tithing of Englefield, in the parish of Egham in the county of Surrey, and the 
parish of Yately in the county of Southampton, for teaching poor children of the said 
town, tithing of Engltfield, and parish of Yately, to read the Holy Bible, and the female 
children to sew, make plain work and knit, and the rents and profits of the said lands to be 
purchased to be applied to the uses aforesaid ; which ..360 was deposited in the court of 
Chancery, and put out at interest, which is applied for keeping the said schools, &c. till a 
convenient purchase can be found out." 

Do you know how this legacy was applied?! have understood that land at Sonnmg- 
hill was purchased with the money before I became trustee ; about seven or eight years ago,

-1 pay the amount to a poor woman for teaching 12 poor 
young childrt n, bovs and girls, with other children whom she instructs. Sin has all that I 
receive, and 1 pay it as 1 receive it. I appoint the children, and keep the number 12 full. 
As the income increases when tile inclosure rate is paid off, 1 shall see that the number of 
children increases also in proportion ; each trustee appoints the children in his own parish; 
the children are might to read, and the girls to sew also. 

Can you give any reason which induced the former trustees to sell the Sonninghill 
estate ? I have heard that Mr. Cnitchley wa- desirou,- of having this land which lay near his

\Ve do not find any copy of an extract from the donor s will, other than as recited in the 
original trust deed, from winch the annexed extracts are taken. 

In a subsequent letter of the 241)1 December 1818, Mr. Roberts further says, that "the 
original e-tate was exchanged by the trustees for the one now possessed in the year 180^; 
the inducement was a considerable increase in intrinsic value and annual rental. The 
transaction did not take place under any Inclosure Act, but by regular deeds of exchange."

Jtmet Eagleetw. and Common Prayer Books ; to be clothed in some soft or other, and to be placed out in 
the world afterwards. Witness also produced a minute book, containing a list of dona-&gt; 
tions to the charity school, by which it appears that Mr. John Porter, on 4th January 1711 
gave 20 s. a year at Easter to the trustees of the charity school of New Windsor, for the 
use and benefit of the children of the said school from time to time, out of his then 
dwelling house in Priest-street, in New Windsor aforesaid.] 

Is this rent-charge still paid ? It is regularly paid to me by Mr. Agnew, who pays it for 
His Majesty, now the owner of the house; by the same book it appears that George Pyle 
by deeds of lease and release, dated aqth aud, 3oth January 1713, granted to trustees seven 
and a half acres of arable land, in the common fields of Winkfield, in trust, to pay out of the 
rents thereof 20 s. at the feast of St. Thomas yearly, to the master of the charity school at 
New Windsor, to be by him distributed in bread on that day to poor aged and impotent 
persons, and to pay to the master all the residue of the said rents and profits to his own 
use, in part of his salary and allowance for teaching the boys belonging to the churitv 
school. 

What does this land now consist of? The land was heretofore seven acres and one rood 
of common field, but on the inclosure of Windsor forest, an allotment was given in lieu of if 
containing by admeasurement 7 A. i K. 35 P. now let to Daniel Agace, Esq. for 21 years, 
from the year 1803 (Lady-day) at the rent off. 10. ios., and underlet by him to William 
Davis of Winkfield, at the rent of .9 a year. Mr. Agace applied to give up his lease 
since the inclosure took place, bflt the trustees refused to accept it. 

W T hat do you think the value of this land at present ? I think it worth about .0; a year; 
and judge of it from property of my own, which 1 have adjoining to it, and other adjoining- 
land belonging to another charity. 

Is this new allotment inclosed ? It has been inclosed at the expense of the charity. 
Is there any allotment in respect of this land in lieu of common right f There is an 
allotment of 2 A. 3 R. 9 p. given to us in right of this land, which is let with other charity 
allotments to Thomas Grey, at .2 a year for this allotment, from Michaelmas last ; and 
there is a gravel pit on this allotment, which produces some trifling sum annually. The 
three allotments are agreed to be let to Grey for a term of 14 years, the first seven years 
paying 15*. per acre, and for the last seven years 2os. per acre. The tenants are not con 
nected with the corporation. 

3. By the same book it appears, that Thomas Clever, by will dated 7th November 1710, 
devised his real and personal estates to trustees ; aud testator declares his will to be, that 
yearly for ever as long as there shall continue a charity school at New Windsor, the sum of 
.4, of lawful money, should yearly be paid to the trustees for the management of the said 
charity school for the time being, out of the income and produce of his said estate, to be 
disposed of by the said trustees, as they shall judge most proper for the poor children 
educated there. 

Is this annuity still paid ? It is paid yearly to the treasurer by the minor canons of 
Windsor. 

Do you know from what property it arises: I do not. By the same book it appears, 
that on the 5th February 1723, 

4. Theodore Ilandue, Esq. by his will gave to his executors and trustees thereinafter 
named, . 500 to buy or build a house for the charity school of New "v\ indsor, and ap 
pointed that the surplus of the . 500 should be employed for the benefit of the said school. 

Do you know how this sum was applied ? There is a school which was (I apprehend) 
built soon after Mr. Randue s death ; and I have found an account of the particulars of the 
expense, by which it appears that the whole expense thereof was . 510. os. 8 d. 

5. By the same book it appears, that Dr. Richard Hall, by will dated 2oth November 
1727, gave to the late erected charity school in New Windsor, or to the use and benefit of 
the poor children, maintained and kept in that school, the sum of . 500. 

6. That on 2d June 1729, Richard Topham, Esq. gave by will .100 for the benefit of 
the same school. 

7. That on 15th November 1737, chief justice Reeve gave .100 to the said school. 

Do you know how the above sums were laid out? It appears that the whole were laid 
out in the purchase of , 700 stock in the old South Sea annuities, which cost more than 
the amount of the legacies,, the difference being paid afterwards by the charity ; and the same 
now stands in the names of Sir Edward Bacon, the archbishop of Canterbury, the bishop 
of Bangor, and John Slingsby of Windsor, stone mason. 

8. Mrs. Lowther, in 1757, gave . 100 to the said school.

How u inn laid out : After deducting th&lt; duty, the sum of .94 wa 

received and laid out in the four per cent annuities, with other iiuuue-, anting from 
savings in the years 1802, 1804, and 1807, which purchased in the whole 1.500 stock, novr 
standing in the names of the same trustees as the 1.400 given by Benning.

o the trustee- or treasurer ot tin tree charity school, upon trust, to apply the 
interest thereof for the good of the said charity.

Who are the trustees of the charity school i The dean, two senior canons, the mayor 
and two senior aldermen, and the vicar, are considered as the trustees ; they hold month! j 
meetings for the regulation of the school. 

What are the children taught? The boys are taught reading, writing and accounts; the 
girls the same, and sewing and knitting. 

Are the children completely clothed ? They are. 

Is there any fund for apprenticing the children of this school ? There is no such specific 
fund ; but there are funds in the town for apprenticing generally, and the boys of this 
school are eligible to that privilege; I have never known a boy apprenticed from the funds 
of the school. 

Do the girls in the school work for money ? They make some of their own clothes, and 
the linen for the boys; and the profits of the remainder of the work are given to the mistress 
in addition to her salary. 

Why is the sum of .2. los. given away in bread from Pyle s charity ? One pound, 
according to the will, was so applied for a number of years; but since the advance of 
rent this has been increased, under a belief that the donor intended one fourth part of the 
charity property to be given in bread.

THE EARL OF RANELAGH S SCHOOL. 

RICHARD PARRY, Esq. of Wai field. 

YOU are trustee and treasurer of the charity school at Winkfield, called Cranborne 
school ? I am. It was founded by Lord Ranelagh. 

[The witness produced copies of indentures of lease and release, dated 51(1 and 6th Decem 
ber 1709, between Richard Earl of Ranelagh, of the one part ; and the Duke of Ormoncf, 
the Earl of Rochester, the Earl of Arran, Sir Richard Cox, Bart. Sir William Robinson, 
Knt. Thomas Maule, Esq. and Thomas Hancock, Esq. of the other part ; by which 
Lord Ranelagh conveys to the trustees and their heirs, a messuage or mansion house in 
Dublin, in St. Kevan s-street, and all other his messuages in St. Kevan s-street, then let at 
the yearly rent of .32; and the manor of Killeagh, in the county of Wicklow, and the 
messuages and lands thereunto belonging, formerly granted by a certain indenture dated 
15th April 1600, unto Richard Whaley, Esq. for three lives at the rent of .120, with 
a clause for inserting a new life on failure of any of the lives aforesaid, or any life to be 
afterwards inserted, on payment of a fine of . 60, in trust to permit the said Lord Ranelagh 
to take the rents to his own use for his life, and after his decease, in trust to apply the rents 
and profits" for the maintaining and repairing for ever the two free schools, one for teaching, 
and instructing 20 poor boys gratis, and the other for teaching and instructing 20 poor 
girls gratis, lately erected by the said Earl of Ranelagh, near Cranbourne, in the forest of 
Windsor;" and to pay to the schoolmaster for the time being, a salary of .30, and to the 
schoolmistress a salary of . 20, clear of deductions, and to clothe the said children once 
a year, the charge thereof not exceeding 155. for each boy and each girl; and in trust to 
lay aside yearly out of the rents .40 as a stock, and to dispose of the same in binding out 
apprentice four boys and four girls yearly, preference being given to the seniors, with a 
premium of .5 each; no boy or girl to have this advantage until he or she shall have 
been at the school two years and a half; and to pay .43 year to each school for fuel for 
the master and mistress ; .4 a year for a servant for making the fires and cleaning the 
schools; and the residue to be applied towards the repairs of the said schools and buying 
books for the use of the said boys and girls, and other things necessary for the charity : 
And the said Earl of Ranelagh directed that when any fine should be received by filling tip 
any life, in pursuance of the said grant to the said Richard Whaley, the same should be 
divided into six parts, one sixth thereof to be paid towards the schoolmaster, one sixth to 
the schoolmistress over and above their salaries, one sixth to the minister ot Winkfield to his 
own use, one sixth to the minister of Winkfield for the poor of the parish, and the two remaining 
sixth parts tobe added to the stock before mentioned, and applied towards putting outthe said 
boys and girls apprentices; and that if there should ever be more money in stock than sufficient 
to place out four boys and four girls a year, then the overplus should be applied in placing out 
uch further number of boys and girls qualified as aforesaid, as the overplus would extend 
to, and for want of such boys and girls so qualified, the overplus to be applied for the benefit 
of the schools as the trustees should think fit. The schoolmaster to be an Englishman, a 
Protestant, and in holy orders ; to say prayers twice a day, and catechise the children once 
a week or oftener; the schoolmistress to be an Englishwoman and a Protestant, and both to 
be members of the church of England, to be appointed by the trustees, and to be removable 
by them for misdemeanors. The children to be appointed by the trustees, with the advice 
of the possessor of Cranbourne lodge, and the minister of Winkfield for the time being, out 
of the poor Protestant boys and girls in the parish of Winkfield, and the chase of Cran 
bourne; none of the boys so admitted to be under seven nor above 12 years of age. The

Was this .26. 5 s. a fair rent at that time ? It was let before I was trustee, but I have 
understood it was a low rent, and granted in consequence of his lordship having paid a sum 
of money due to the trustees from his uncle, which they could not have recovered ; there 
was a former lease then existing, which was surrendered, and the house had been rebuilt by 
the lessee, Mr. Wm. Mitford. 

[Note. The lease thus surrendered appears to have been granted by the trustees, of 
whom A\ illiam Mitford, Esq. was one, to the Rev. George Boyce, in trust for 
William Mitford, for 31 years, from Michaelmas 1781.] 

"U hat do you conceive the present value of this property to be ? 1 have heard that it is 
thought worth . :co a year, but I do not think it worth so much. I intend to have the 
property surveyed, and let at the best rent that can be procured, from the expiration of the 
lease at Michaelmas next. 

What funded property belongs to this school ? The sum of .2,300 stock new South Sea 
annuities, and .600 stock in the four per cents. 

Can you state how this property arose ? It arose from a legacy of . 500 of one Thomas 
Hatchin about 1788 (as I understand), which bought, with .88 added to it, .800 stock, 
new South Sea annuities ; and from. 500 stock, four per cents, given by John Tow by will, 
about the year 1809 ; I cannot account for the rest of the stock ; it was probably purchased 
from time to time by savings out of the income. I know .100 stock lour per cents was 
bought in 1812, from money arising from timber from the ridings. 

In who&gt;e name* does this stock now stand ? Lord Braybrook s, the bishop of Oxford, 
George Hnry Crutchley, 54., Stanlake Batsou, Esq. and my own, who are the present 
trustees. 

Can you state the annual expenditure of the school ? 

[The account of the expenditure for the last year appears in the report.] 
What is paid to the master for extra boys? Thirty shillings a year is paid to the master 
for each boy above the established number; last year there was only one extra boy; the 
mistress also receives 1. a year each, for teaching supernumerary girls. 

Reverend GEORGE BOYCE, Master of the School. 

Rev. WHAT is the ordinary number of boys and girls in the school ? There are now 21 boys 

George Boyce. and 2 girls on the foundation, one other having been added to the original number of 2o, on 

^- J the donation of Mr. Hatch, to the school. 

What are the boys taught ? The boys and girls are taught reading, writing, and accounts ; 
and the girls are also taught knitting and sewing. 

Are there dwelling houses for the master and mistress? They have each a house, and 
there is a chapel between the two connecting them together. 

Are prayers regularly read ? Every day, and the children are catechised twice a week. 
What are the supernumerary boys you spoke of? I am allowed to take supernumerary 
boys, for which I receive 30 s. each from the trustees. The boys who aro admitted into the 
school as supernumeraries, are elected upon vacancies on the foundation ; these have no 
clothes until elected on the foundation ; the children on the establishment arc- all cvmpl* tely 
clothed. I have now only one supernumerary boy in the school, last year 1 had four, and 1 
have had six ; there is no express limitation.

Richard Parry, THE clothing appears to amount to about .2. 8s. for each child ; is this provided as 
cheaply as you can : The clothing is provided at as cheap a rate as we can. 

H ave you received any fine lately for renewal ? In 1816 the sum of .151. us. 3 d. Irish, 
was paid for the renewal of the lease of Killeagh ; this large sum was paid in consequence of 
the life having dropped more than seven years before ; and no notice having been given of 
the death, we were entitled (as I understand) by virtue of an Act of Parliament in Ireland, 
to a double fine, with interest. 

Are the children apprenticed, as directed ? All who apply to be apprenticed (within the 
number allowed) are put out ; but so few opportunities offer of placing out girls, that we have 
allowed, in lieu of the apprentice fee, the sum of . 5 to such girl as shall live seven years a 
servant in one place with a good character. 

Are the fines which you receive applied in sixth parts, according to the directions of the 
deed ? The fines are so divided and applied, as appears by the accounts. 

How does the balance of the whole account of these funds now stand ? At the last audit 
there was a balance of .81 in the treasurer s hand; at this lime 1 am in advance about 
. 47, but some rents are not yet received. 

Do you know any thing about the mountainous land, in lease formerly to Temple, be 
longing to the manor of Killeagh, excepted out of Whuley s lease? Some inquiries have 
been made about it, and are still making in Ireland, but I cannot give any information 
about it. 

Have you any allotment of land in lieu of common rights of this property at Winkfield? 
There is an allotment of i H. 8 p. near Maule s, i A. i E. 8 p. in front of the schoolhouse, 
and 28 A. i R. 13 p. on Bagshot Heath. 

What do you propose to do with the land on Bagshot Heath ? We have had .7. 10*.

1742. At a meeting of the trustees 7th May, it was agreed to meet on Tuesday following;, 
to consider of and examine a lease proposed to be granted to Jonathan Taylor, of the houses 
in Kevan-street for 500 years, at f. 35 a year rent, from Michaelmas next, upon his agreeing 
to lay out .300 in building. 

1742. May nth. At a meeting of the trustees, Mr. Harrison laid before them the lease 
to Jonathan Taylor, which was examined, approved and executed. 

1743. The trustees agreed to purchase of Mr. Edwards, the house and orchard adjoining 
the schools, lately purchased by him of Edward Skinner. Also, it was ordered, that the 
schoolmaster be reimbursed five guineas, paid by him for a piece of ground adjoining the 
garden of the schools, and that the same be annexed to the school. 

1744. Conveyance of the house and orchard above mentioned executed; consideration

1745. Mr. Mitford, treasurer, informed the trustees that he had purchased .200, making 
in the whole . 700 stock. 

1748. Elizabeth Atlee, widow, tenant of lands, called Plummer s and Binfield s, ( con 
taining about 18 acres) attending, and desiring an abatement of rent; resolved, that a lease 
be granted to her of the same, and of the house and orchard in the occupation of Widow 
Woodward, at the rent of .

At a meeting of the trustees 15th September, it was agreed, on the application of 
William Mitford, Esq. that on the expiration of the lease granted to Elizabeth Atlee, 
of the farm and premises called Binfield s, a lease should be granted of the same to the said 
William Mitford for 21 years, at 25 guineas a year, with the usual covenants; the trustees 
allowing him a year s rent for the repairs, and Mr. Mitford afterwards keeping the same in 
repair, and leaving them in repair at the end of the term. 

1774, May 241!). No lease having vet been granted to Mr. Mitford, of the estate called 
Binfield s, in pursuance of the minute made 3Oth May 1768, and it appearing to the trustees 
that a term of 21 years was not sufficient to answer the great expenses that Kir. Mitford had 
already been at in improving the said estate, and must continue to be at in completing the 
same, it was agreed that a term of 31 years instead of 21, should be granted to the said 
Mr. Mitford, on the terms mentioned in the former minute.

1788, 2Oth May. Mr. John Mitford, as administrator of his late uncle, having sent in 
his own and his late uncle s accounts, which have been examined and found to be right, it 
is ordered that the final closing of the same be adjourned to the next meeting, and thar. 
Mr. Hayes will acquaint Mr. John Mitford what this meeting takes to be the balance of 
his account against him ; and will acquaint the next meeting what he says to the same, 

1788, June 2oth. The accounts of W. Mitford, Esq. late treasurer of this charity, and of 
John Mitford, Esq. his nephew and administrator, were fully settled and signed, and dupli 
cates of the same directed with a proper discharge, to be delivered to the said John Mitford 
when he pays the balance of . 8oS. 8s. 1 1 d. appearing to be the balance of these accounts, 
into the hands of F. Crutchley, Bsq. the present treasurer, who is requested to lay out the 
same; agreed that a new lease of Maule s be granted to John Mitford, Esq. on his giving 
up the old lease for 30 years from Michaelmas 1788, at the same rent and with the same 
covenants as in the present lease, except in the covenant for repairs, casualties by fire should 
be excepted.

By your accounts you appear to have received . 15 a year for 7 years ; and if so, you 
ought still to have a balance of ,.15 in your hands; can you account for this? No; I 
believe I have only received the money for 6 years. 

Do yon know any tiling of a balance which, by the books, appears to have been stated to 
be due from the lord of the manor in 1705, of . 359. IDS. ? I do not.

JOHN SYMONDS BREEDON, D. D. 

J.S. Breedun D D. [WITNESS produces a book relating to the charity, by which it appears, that in the year 
1745 there was a dispute between Mr. John Breedon, the then lord of the manor of Pang- 
bourn, and the then visitors of the school, relating to the sums expended in apprenticing 
boys; that the visitors, at a meeting in 1740, entered in that book a memorandum, that 
there appeared to be due to the school ..284. 155., and that the lord of the manor in 1745 
printed a paper in which he acknowledges himself accountable for a sum of . 345 for 23 
years, to April 1744, at . 15 a year; and states, the different sums laid out by him and his 
trustees during his minority, in apprentice fees during that time, amounted, together with 
. 20 paid for repairs of the school-houst j to . 345. 18 s. 

He also states, that he had counterparts of the indentures of ail the boys apprenticed by 
himself; that because it was not in his power to produce those of the boys apprenticed du 
ring his minority, the visitors had refused to accept of the accounts, and entered the above 
memorandum in the book, purporting that there was due to the school . 284. 155.; and 
that he published this statement in vindication of his conduct.] 

When did you become lord of the manor ? In 1782; but the affairs were in trustees 
hands till 1796, for paying off debts and legacies. 

During that time, from 1782 to 1796, who paid the apprentice fees of the boys: I no 
minated the boys, but the trustees paid the money. 

Who was the lord of the manor, previous to 1782 ? Dr. Breedon, a physician, who suc 
ceeded the before-mentioned John Breedon, his father, in 1776; he was much involved iii 
debt, and died insolvent. 

When was the first visitation held in your time? September the 2Oth, 1/03; and on 
October the 3rd, I paid to the rector and churchwardens the sum of .QJ- 10*. as a balance, 
and . 2. los. as a gilt, making the whole . 100 for the use of the school, lor which they 
gave me a receipt. 

How was that balance calculated? I was accountable for the apprentice fees for 10 
years, amounting to of. 150, and the sum of .52. los. had been expended in apprenticing 
boys during those ten years, the particulars of which appear in the book, leaving the said 
balance of . 97. los. due from me.

Clay fields or Shoe Lands, or cither of them, lying and being in Aldenham aforesaid ; and all 
woods, underwoods, trees and springs, growing in or upon the premises, or any part thereof: 
(all which said last rehearsed promises were then or late in the tenure or occupation of one 
llalphe Duncombe or his assigns) with all and singular the appurtenances to the same 
belonging; To hold unto the said company of Brewers and their successors forever, npou 
special trust, and to the intent that they and their successors should employ and bestow the 
rents and profits thereof for and towards the snstentation maintenance and relief of the same 
school and almshouses, and of the master usher and poor people therein from time to time 




natural life be set down in writing, and should not by writing under his hand be revoked 
during his life.] 

[The witness puts in the founder s rules and orders, dated ist June 1599, the substance of 
which, as far as relates to the school, is stated in the report. It appears from these rules 
and orders, that the six almspeople were to be paid . 12 per annum in the whole, and to 
have six gowns annually, costing .3. 12 s. in the whole.] 

The witness proceeds : Besides the premises at Aldenham and Pancras, he gave by hi* 
will, dated 2ist November 1600, the surplus rent of a house in Great Knight Rider-street, 
(after, payment of .2. 12 s. per annum to the parish poor of Saint James Garlick Hi the,) 
to the school and almshouses; this is the whole landed property. 

What other properly belongs to the charity ? There is funded property of this descrip 
tion : In the year 1800, upon an exchange of lands at Aldenham between the company, 
Mr. Villiers and Mr. Hucks, the company received a sum of money, being the difference in 
value between their land and that of the other parties ; which sum being invested produced 
.874. i8s. lod. in the three per cent reduced stock. From that time till 1814, the 
dividends were received by the company, and carried to the trust account; from 1814, the 
company have annually laid out . 100 money in the same stock, and invested the dividends 
of the whole, in accumulation of the fund ; the whole fund now amounts to . 1,698. 185. 7 d. 

Has the company raised the salaries of the master and almspeople from time to time ? 
The following statement will shew the periods at which the salaries of the master and alms- 
people have been increased, and the rentals at the corresponding years.

Rev. ARE you master of the school at Aldenham? I am. 

M. Dtaies. We wish to know the number of boys at present on the foundation ? There appear to 

be forty-five l&gt;v the list book. 

What is the number to which the foundation is restricted ? It is sixty, by the will of the 
founder; the school was in great disorder for many years; when I first came in 1800, the 
governors restricted the number to thirty-six, and allowed me to take private pupils. 

How long did the number continue to be thirty-six-? Though the number was limited 
to thirty-six, 1 took all the poor boys that applied, and had forty or more; I took indis 
criminately. 

How long did you continue to take private pupils? Last Michaelmas I dismissed thetn 
all. 

Why did you dismiss them ? Though the governors did not actually say, You must dis 
miss them, they thought the two schools not compatible, and so I dismissed them; 1 have 
had uonefUDCe, nor will again. 

At what age do you admit the boys? We admit some as young as five.; they remain till 
the parents choose to take them away; there is no limit as to their staying, they are taught 
to spell, read, write and cvpher on Dr. Bell s plan. 

Do you give them any religions instruction ? According to the plan of the school, they 
are taught an abstract of Lewis s catechism broken into questions; I always talk to them to 
be punctual and attend church, and never use bad words. 

The original foundation was for a grammar school, was it not ? It was so, but nothing 
but English has been taught for thirty years. 

What is the population of your parish ? There may be about 3,000 inhabitants 

Why are there only forty-five boys taught, when you say that you take all who apply, and 
the parish is so populous ? There is a prejudice against the system taught in this school; 
and there is a competition school in Elstree, which, however, is not a free school. 

What was your salary when you were first appointed in 1800? It was .40. a year, a, 
house tax free, garden and a little meadow, better than an acre. 

Have you any other perquisites? I have none, but they send annually two chaldrons of 
coals for the use of the free school. 

What is your salary now? It is .120, it was raised to that sum from .40, when Dr. 
Bell s system was introduced in 1814. There is an usher to whom 1 pay seventeen guinea* 
per annum out of the .120, and I board him likewise. 

Does the usher teach any other boys? No, he confines himself entirely to the school. 

How are the boys admitted? The governors used to comedown in the spring to admit 
boys, but they now give me an unlimited power, which I act upon, and admit at my own 
discretion. 

Do the governors ever come down to visit the school ? Mr. Charrington comes frequently, 
and always examines the boys. 

Have you any observations which you wish to make ? I have not.

Is this the earliest deed you^ossess : It is the only one. It was drawn up by Mr. Ward 
immediately before his departure from this country, and is the conveyance to the present 
trustees. 

Is this all the real property at present belonging to the school ? It is ; I should mention 
that in the table of benefactions in the church, it is stated that the lands near the Beacon hills, 
devised by Edmund Gibbon, arc estimated at 80 acres ; tiiis is a mistake, and is to be thus 
accounted for ; the 16 acres purchased by the trustees from the fail of timber ou the Baseden 
farm, lay contiguous to the Beacon farm, and were added to that farm as parcel of it, which I 
presume, occasioned the Beacon farm to be considered as consisting in a round number of 
So acres. The purchase of the 16 acres is again stated on the table of benefactions, as an 
additional benefaction, which would not be the case if they are reckoned as part of the 
Beacon farm. The trustees have been exceedingly anxious to ascertain the exact quantity 
of the Beacon farm, including the premises bought with the money arising from the sale of 
timber as aforesaid, and had it measured in the year 1807. Upon this measurement the 
whole farm appears to contain 86 acres, which are ten more than it would appear to consist 
of, according to the deed above stated. The reason of which apparent difference may be 
thus accounted for; the former admeasurement was probably made by the pole of 18 feet, 
which was not unfrcqucntly used in this part of the country, instead of the pole of i6A feet, 
by which the last measurement was made; or it may be that the former measurement in 
cluded only where the plough and scythe went, and not the out bounds and half roads, 
which, I suppose in a general measurement for purposes of sale, Sec. are always included, 
but arc sometimes omitted in measurinents for letting. 

How arc these farms now disposed of. The Beacon farm was let in 1806 to the church 
wardens and overseers of the poor of the parish of Benenden, by whom it is . s. d. 
still held from year to year, at a rent of - - 62 16 

Viz. .60 for the farm and the woodland, at the rate of f .1 per acre ; the tenants 
to bear half the expense of the labour of repairs, the materials being found 
by the landlord. Before this period, the whole farm including the woodland, 
was let to Joseph Skinner, at a rent of .45, he not bearing any part of the 
expense of repairs; in Skinner s time, the farm was in a very bad state, but 
under the present tenants it is very flourishing. The Baseden farm is now 
let to John Richardson, as tenant from year to year, at a rent of 43 , 

He succeeded his father, the former tenant, who paid a rent of 38. By 
a minute in the trustees book, dated i-th October, 1805, it appears that 
his rent was then raised from .38 to .43, to commence from Michaelmas 
1806, and that the tenant should insure the premises in the Kentish office for 
.300, in the name of the trustees; and that he should pay all the workmanship, 
except that on the house and buildings, the trustees finding all materials. The 
buildings were in so bad a state, that it was thought too hard to throw on him 
the burden of those repairs. They are now in good repair, and he now 
pays half the labour of every thing, in the same manner as the tenants of the 
Beacon farm. There is also funded property belonging to the school, amount 
ing to .282. us. Sd. 3 per cent consols, the dividends of which amount to - 894 

Making the total income - - - 114 5 4 

The funded property was purchased 3d December 1802, with money partly arising from 
the sale of timber cut clown in the same year, and partly from a balance received from 
Mr. Ward. This balance was in part composed of the produce of a sale of timber in a 
former year, and also from monies "derived as follows ; according to the inscription in the 
parish church of Benenden, and which is the only evidence we have of the donation, " John 
Gibbon, Esq. of Hole, in 1713, gave an Exchequer annuity of .14 per annum, out of

YOU are the schoolmaster of Birchington ? I am, and have been so four and forty vears. 

Is there an endowed school in your parish ? Yes. 

Do you know when it was endowed: 

[Witness produced an old account book, in which was a copy of the will of Anna Ger 
trude Crisp, dated 13th February 1707, proved in 1700, who, it appears by the following 
extract, .gave " to the overseers of the poor of the parish of Birchington and vill of Acole, 
and their successors, all those pieces of land, containing by estimation 47 acres, lying in the 
parishes of Birchington and Monk ton in the Isle of Thanet, then let at . 18 yearly rent, 
in trust for the poor of the parish of Birchington and vill of Acole," and other uses ; that is 
to say, " to pay to the clerk of the parish of Birchington for the time being, twenty shillings 
yearly," for taking care of the monuments of her family, and yearly for ever to pay to five 
poor widows the sum of five pounds ; " and also for ever yearly keep at school, with an able 
dame or schoolmaster living in the parish of Birchington, twelve boys and girls of the 
parish of Birchington and vill of Acole aforesaid, to learn to read and write, and the girls 
to work needle work, to be educated in good manners, and to be at church orderly ; and 
baring learnt to read, to give to each at leaving the school a Bible; and also, that they 
yearly, out of the said rents and profits, take to themselves ten shillings ; and also dispose 
ot the remaining rents and profits, after all necessary deductions, towards binding some of 
the boys kept at school apprentice to some handicraft trade-"] 

Is there any other property left to the school ? None. 

What is the value of the land ?- The land is leased to Thomas Sidders for eight years, 
from October nth 1813, at a rent of . 51. 14.5. for the first year, and .150 for every 
succeeding year of the term ; the land was let by auction, and I think it is let very consi 
derably above its present value ; this is the general opinion of the parish. The tenant has 
applied for an abatement of rent, but none as yet has been allowed him. 

[The lease was produced, and contained the usual husbandry covenants.] 

"\\ hat part of the rent is applied to the school ? 

[Witness produced an account book of the receipts and disbursements.] 

Previous to Easter 1817, iny salary was &lt;. 20 ; at that time it was raised to ,. 36. 15*. 
one year of which 1 have received ; this is for teaching the twelve boys and girls mentioned 
in the will, and I take twelve boys and girls in addition ; 1 have never less than twenty- 
four, and sometimes more ; I teach them reading, writing, and arithmetic. There is no 
allowance for books and stationery, the parents find these themselves. To each of the 
twelve children, on leaving the school, a Bible is given according to the will. The appren 
tice fees vary from &lt;. 10 to ,.25, and I have known .35 given; they are apprenticed 
sometimes two in a year ; there have been four sent out in the two last years, but sometimes 
none offer. The overseers appoint the twelve children mentioned in the will, and supply the 
vacancies ; but it is generally left to me to choose the other twelve ; none of these children 
pay me any tiling ; 1 take 15 or 2o other children into the school, for which I am paid by 
,the parents. I built the school-room, which belongs to me ; there is no house attached to 
the school, I have to find that myself; the original twelve, and the twelve lately added, are 
always filled up, and there are always candidates for a vacancy ; the selection is always 
made from the first twelve, in putting out apprentices; the funds are more than sufficient tor 
supplying the apprentice fees; the children attend church regularly; I send the girls to 
another school to be taught needle work. There are in the parish of Birchington and viil 
of Acole about 180 children, who have not the means of education, about 1.40 of whom 
attend. regularly at the Sunday sclwol.

AVHAT are you? I was overseer of Birchington last year.

This was the whole expenditure for the year 1815, (the account of which I have brought 
with me,) and which I think may be taken as a fair average; rather under in the article of 
repairs, making a total of . 251 . 1 3 s. 4 d. which, being deducted from the net income of the 
same year, as above stated, .331. 15 s. io| d, left a balance of . 80. 2s. 6J d. 

What is done with this surplus? The surplus remains with the master, for his own benefit. 

What is the number of children taught at this school ? There are not now thirty scholars 
on this foundation. Since the establishment of the national school, the applications for this 
school have not been sufficiently numerous to keep up the number of thirty. I have refused 
none who have applied ; and have rather inquired after scholars. 

Does the master receive pay scholars r Yes, I believe about 50 or 60. 

Have you ever heard any complaint of his giving a preference to the pay scholars, so as 
to discourage the applications for admission to the free school ? I have not. 

What does he teach the children ? He teaches what is directed by the ordinance, read 
ing, writing, and to cast accounts. The free children are taught with the others, and re 
ceive the same instruction ; they read the Testament and Bible ; I occasionally look into the 
school, but there is no regular superintendence. The late schoolmaster used to read prayers, 
as directed by the ordinance ; I dare say the present one does, but I am not certain of that 
act, he has been but lately appointed.

CANTEKBURY. the mayor and commonalty of Canterbury the Hospital of poor Priests, with all lands 
thereto belonging ; and that the corporation had applied the rents thereof towards the main 
tenance of several poor boys, called " Blue Coat Boys," and the building had been used as 
a house of correction, enacts, That the said lands, See. shall be vested in the guardians of 
the poor, constituted a corporation by the said Act; provided that they shall apply the rents 
thereof to and for the benefit and advantage, maintenance and employment, of the poor of 
the said city : provided also, that- the said guardians of the poor of the said city of Canter 
bury shall and do give bond, under their common seal, for themselves and their successors 
for erer hereafter, to provide for, clothe and maintain sixteen poor boys of the said city of 
Canterbury, to be called " Blue Coat Boys," and furnish them with all manner of necessaries, 
and find them good and sufficient diet, lodging, and an apartment by themselves, separate 
from the other poor in the said hospital, in the said thereby erected corporation vested, and 
cause them the said sixteen boys to be instructed in reading, writing and accounts, and put 
them and every of them respectively out apprentices, after they and every of them 
respectively shall have attained their respective ages of thirteen years, and before their said 
ages of fifteen years ; and pay with every such boy so to be put out apprentice, the sum of 
five pounds at least, which said sixteen poor boys and every of them, shall be nominated 
elected and appointed by the said mayor and commonalty of the said city of Canterbury ; 
and when and as often as there shall be any vacancy by death, the mayor, &c, to supply 
the vacancy.] 

What was the amount of the funds at the time the Act passed ? The amount of the 
funds at the time the Act passed i do not know ; but I have understood them to have been 
under . 200 a year. 

What is the nature of the Tunds? The funds consist of lands and houses, as contained 
in the schedule now delivered in. There are also eight acres of woodland, which are kept 
in the hands of the guardians, for the purpose of supplying the workhouse with fuel. All 
the profits arising from this woodland, as well as the rents of the other lands and houses, are 
applied to the workhouse, upon condition that the guardians maintain the sixteen boys. 

Are they let upon fair rents? Yes. 

Are the sixteen boys provided for, clothed and maintained r Yes; and as the vacancies 
occur, the mayor and commonalty fill them up. 

Are they furnished with all mauner of necessaries ? Yes, with board, lodging, clothing, 
washing and mending. 

Have they apartments for themselves ? Yes, they sleep in a room by themselves, and 
dine in another room by themselves ; but they are educated with the boys of the work 
house. It was in contemplation to put the boys in a house by themselves, and keep them 
apart from the paupers ; but in consequence of an opinion that prevailed, that the guardians 
would not be justified in providing another house for them, they remain as they were. 

Are these boys instructed in reading, writing and accounts ? Yes, they are ; and I think 
justice is done to them in that respect. 

Are they put out apprentices r Yes, they are ; and the premium of five pounds, which 
the Act directs, is now increased to . 15 or &lt;.2i, as the case may require. When a boy 
is apprenticed, he is furnished with two good suits of clothes ; the master is bound to supply 
him with clothes during his indentures, and to furnish him with two good suits of clothes on 
leaving his service. 

What proportion of the funds is applied to the maintenance of the sixteen boys ? The 
funds for the boys nre blended with the other accounts, and cannot be accurately distin 
guished ; but I have made a calculation, whioh I will send to you. Excepting school 
hours, the scholars are running about with the paupers; I hope we shall be able to separate 
the school from the paupers, and maintain and educate them separately ; I have proposed it 
before, but without success ; I mean to try it again, and I have no doubt of succeeding.

M - ARE you churchwarden of Cliffe r I am. 

Comport. D y ou k now an y thing of the origin of the free school at Cliffe ? I know nothing of if 

but from an inscription on a brass plate in the church, a copy of which I now produce. 
[Copy produced, to the effect stated in the report.] 

Have you ever seen a copy of the will? I have not; nor is then- one in the parisl. 
chest. 

In what state is the property at present? The tenement in Church-street is in the occn- 
pation of the schoolmistress, and may be worth about .5 a year. That in Southwood 
borough is let to Thomas Prebble, on lease at, I believe, a yearly rent of ten pounds, which 
rent is paid by the tenant to the schoolmistress herself. I have not been able to find the 
counterpart of the lease; both the tenements are in sufficiently good repair; the parish 
has occasionally assisted the schoolmistress to repair the premises in Church-street; and 
when the tenement in Southwood borough was let to Prebble, it was put in complete 
repair by him. 

By whom were those premises let to Thomas Prebble ? They were let to him by the 
minister and church wardens about ten years ago, I believe, for twenty-one years; they consist 
of two cottages and a garden, and nearly two acres of uninclosed pasture land, at a place 
called Lee Green, on tYie road*from Rochester to Cliffe, and about two acres of salts in 
Higham parish, making altogether about four acres ; The land he keeps in Iris own hands, 
and the cottage and garden he lets to two labouring men as under-tenants. We thought 
the rent very good when the premises were let, and Prebble made two cottages of one, and 
put them in complete repair ; they might now perhaps be let for something more. The 
land is very bad, and is worth very little. The children are received with the approbation 
of the churchwardens; the number is limited to twelve, but at present there are only eight, 
owing to the establishment of the national school, which took place about two years since, 
and to which the parishioners give the preference ; when the children of this school get a 
little forward, they mostly go at seven or eight years of age to the national school. The 
parish is satisfied that the children are sufficiently well taught for the time they stay ; they 
are taught spelling and reading, and the girls needle-work, if they stay long enough. 

Is there any other property belonging to the school ? There is another inscription to the 
following effect, on a board in the church, containing a list of benefactions, of which I have 
taken a copy. 

fCopy delivered in, as follows.] 

" David Heath, of Cliffe, gave in 1709, towards augmenting of the salary of the free 
school in Cliffe, the sum of twenty shillings ,f&gt; ann. issuing out of a house in Cooling, called 
The Sand-hole, and is to be paid by the churchwardens of Cooling to the master or mistress 
of the school, yearly upon Michaelmas day." 

Witness proceeds. 

This benefaction is now lost : the house in Cooling fell down about fifty years ago, and 
the land on which it stood is now waste and unoccupied. I do not know to whom it 
belongs, but I suppose it belongs to the minister and churchwardens of Cooling; I do not 
think that the land is worth any thing, it is situated under a sand bank, which has fallen in, 
and I think the extent of thescite of the house would be difficult to ascertain. I believe the 
rent-charge of twenty shillings has not been paid since the cottage fell down.

Ten pounds a year, which my father receives 
from Thomas Prebble, the occupier of the premises at Southwood borough ; for this sum 
I teach at present eight children to spell and read, and their catechism, and the girls to 
sew : they generally come at five years of age, and stay till they are eight or nine, when 
they go to the national school, as soon as they are old enough to learn to write. I am ready 
to teach twelve, if so many apply.

FREE GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 

Saturday, ?th November, 1818. 

JOHN AUSTIN, Esq. 

ARE you one of the governors of Queen Elizabeth s free grammar school in Cranbrooke ? 
1 am, and likewise one of the two wardens who are appointed yearly by the governors 
from among their own number to take the immediate management of the concerns of 
the school. 

Have you the documents relating to the school ? The documents are kept in a box 
under three keys by the two wardens and the vicar; I have brought that box, and also the 
minute book, which contains the cash accounts kept by the wardens. 

[From the box is produced the original charter, of which see copy p. 145.] 

By a lease bearing date 251)1 June 1806, the governors demised to George Lark in, all 
that messuage or tenement with the appurtenances, two barns and all other the outbuildings, 
and all the gardens closes and several pieces or parcels of land thereunto belonging and 
appertaining, containing in the whole by estimation 123 acres, more or less, situate lying 
and being in Horsemonden, and then in the occupation of the said George Larkin, except 
timber, &c. for a term of 15 years, from Michaelmas 1806, at a rent of , .80. per annum. 

By another lease, dated 2gth September 1817, the governors demised to Richard Jenner, 
all that messuage and tenement, with the barns, stable, lodges, closes and nine sevenil 
pieces or parcels of land, arable meadow and pasture, thereunto belonging, containing by 
estimation thirty-five acres, more or less, situate at Cruthole in the parish of Benenden, and 
then in the occupation of the said Richard Jenner, excepting timber trees, 8tc. to have and 
to hold the same from the date of the said lease for seven years, at a rent of .".35. 

[Witness produced the above mentioned leases.] 

Have you a conveyance of the Cruthole estate f 

[Conveyance produced, dated 141!) April 1773, from Christopher Dive and Thomas Dive, 
to the governors of the free grammar school of Queen Elizabeth at Cranbrooke, of all that 
messuage or tenement, with barns and several pieces or parcels of land thereunto belonging, 
containing by estimation 35 acres, more or less, situate near Cruthole in the parish of 
Benenden, upon trust, for the use of the said governors and their successors for ever.] 

1 have found in the chest, together with other deeds an old abstract of the title deeds of the 
several messuages and lands in Cranlwooke and Horsemonden, belonging to the governors of 
the free grammar school of Queen Elizabeth in Cranbrooke. [Witness produces the abstract] 
which states a deed of feoffment, dated aoth November, 6th Queen Elizabeth. Simon 
Lynch, by feoffment, for a certain consideration him thereunto moving, confirmed to John 
Netter and five others, inhabitants of Cranbrooke, a messuage and garden adjoining, for 
merly Blueberries, situate in Cranbrooke; and also a messuage and 160 acres of land, 
meadow pasture and woodland, situate lying and being in Horsemonden, then in the occupa 
tion of Thomas Nicholas, to hold to the said John Netter, &c. who, or such of them as should 
live, should enfeoff and put in 16 other persons, inhabitants living and being in the said 
parish of Cranbrooke, to hold to the sixteen other persons, their heirs and assigns, in fee 
simple, to the intent they should annually apply the rents and profits of the said premises to 
the perpetual maintenance of a grammar school within the said parish of Cranbrooke, and for 
a salary and perpetual maintenance of a schoolmaster to catechise and instruct boys in the 
said school, with such conditions claims and sentences to be contained in such feoffment as 
the said John Netter, &c.or the survivors of them, as their counsel learned in the Jaw should 
think convenient. 

An original deed was also produced by the witness, dated 2oth November, 6th Eliza 
beth, of which the above is an abstract and agreeing therewith, " pro cathachisatione et 
instrttctione puerorum:"- 

By a feoffment and refeoffment of 3d December, igth Elizabeth, by and between the said 
Netter and others, mentioned in the deed of the 2oth November, 6th Elizabeth, the said 
premises comprised in that deed by the description of the messuage and garden adjoining 
in Cranbrooke, called Blueberry, and the house and lands in Horsemonden, were conveyed 
so as to vest the same in the governors incorporated by the letters patent: 

The original deed as produced from the chest describes the premises, as " totum illud 
messuaglum sive tenementum nostrum cum gardino eidem adjacen vulgariter voc Blew- 
bevryes, situat jacen et existen in parochia de Cranbrooke praedict , in tenura sive occupa- 
crcme Thomae Goode, ac etiam totum illud messuagiurn sive tenementum nostrum in parochia 
de Horsemonden in com prasdicto, ac omnia et singula terras tenta prata pascua pasturas 
boscos et subboscos cum pertin messuagio sive tento prsedict pertin , See. 

By another deed (which was produced) dated loth September, igth Elizabeth 1577, John 
Hartridge and John Sharpey, for the consideration of .44, bargained and sold to the 
governors of the free grammar school named therein, the tenement garden and piece of land 
called Little Frythe, in the parish of Cranbrooke, to them and their successors for ever]. 

Is there any property now called Blewberries ? There is none now known by that name; 
but there is a cottage and garden and piece of land, containing in the whole about 4 A. in 
the paiish of Cranbrooke, w hich is now called A Pesthouse, and which we believe to be 
the same as Blewberries.

nch is about 100 years old, was originally built by contract, and experienced 
persons who have looked over the premise* have declared the house not to have been 

substantially 
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substantially built; we had an estimate made of what it would take to put the school premises 
in proper tenantable repair ; the house, and particularly the school and outbuildings, had 
been for years in a very dilapidated state; the lead work through the house was obliged to 
be renewed; the house which had not been painted for many years was painted throughout; 
many of the window frames were put in afresh; the brick work of the parapet was obliged 
to be done again ; there were also several alterations, amongst others, the kitchen wliich 
was in the front was converted into a parlour, and the wash-house wliich was at the back 
of the former kitchen, was made a kitchen and ceiled, and a woodhouse beyond the wash- 
house was made a back kitchen; before these alterations there was a sitting room on the 
ground floor; there was also a small new room thrown out at the back of the hall, to afford 
the master the convenience of a study, and an addition was made to the cellar to serve for 
a dairy. 

Was any alteration made in the school-room ? There were some slight alterations made, 
such as adding cupboards for the boys books, the fire place was contracted, the forms and 
tables repaired, but the dimensions of the school-room remained in every respect the same ; 
and what was done in it, I can take upon myself to say, was to make it better adapted to 
the purposes of education. 

What balance have you now in hand ? The balance left in my hands at the last audit, 
which^was the 5th August 1818, was .13. IDS. ^\d. which is not enough to satisfy the 
present demand. 

Can you state what was taught in this school, before the present master s time? In the 
time of the late master, the Rev. Thomas Greenhall, the classics were taught to the children 
of such parents, of the inhabitants of the parish of Cranbrooke, as chose to send them for 
that instruction. I remember applications being made to Mr. Greenhall to teach the 
foundation boys English, which he declined to do gratuitously, alleging that the terms of 
the charter laid no such obligation upon him; the governors, (myself among the number,) 
were desirous of complying with the requisition of the inhabitants, and requested the master 
to teach the sons of the inhabitants reading, writing and arithmetic, as appears by a reso 
lution of the pth April 1808, signed by myself among oi hers, which 1 now produce. Upon 
the master s declining, we took the opinion of Mr. Hollist, of the Chancery bar, on the 
question, and his opinion being, that we could not compel the master to extend his instruc 
tion beyond the classics, or dispossess him for non-compliance with our directions in this 
respect, we ceased further to insist upon it : but Mr. Greenhall did teach reading, writing 
ana arithmetic, to the sons of some of the inhabitants, being paid for it by their parents. 

Had Mr. Greenhall any boarder*? During some p;irt of the period of his being master, 
he had between f oity and fifty boarders, to whom 1 have always understood he tciught the 
various branches of education, including English and arithmetic. 

Do you occasionally visit the school \ As warden 1 very often visit it ; and my opinion 
is, that it is conducted in a very proper way in every respect. 

CHARLES WILLIS Esquire. 

ARE you one of the governors of this school ? 1 am ; and have lately been elected 
warden. 

How long have you known this school ? I have known it from a boy, as I was educated 
in it. As far as relates to the conduct of the school, I agree with the statement uiven by 
Mr. Austin in every respect; as to the other particulars, the date of my active interference 
in the school has been so short, that I am not able to say any thing of my own knowledge. 

The Reverend ISAA& MOSSOP. 

ARE you vicar of this parish ? I am ; and have been so nearly six years as such. I am 
also a governor of this school. 

Have you any thing to add, froin your own knowledge, to the testimony that has been 
given ? I have none. 

Have you paid attention to the manner in which this school is conducted ? I have ; the 
school appears to me to be managed in every respect, as far as I can judge, agreeably to the 
charter. 

The Reverend DANIEL WILLIAMS DAVIES. 

ARE you the master of this school ? I am ; and have been so between five and six years. 

What number of boys have you on the foundation ? I have at present only two. 

Have you any day scholars who pay you for their tuition ? I have no day scholars who 
pay me for classical instruction, as I consider myself bound by the charter to give such 
instruction gratuitously to the sons of inhabitants. Application has been made to me by 
one of the inhabitantsjfto" receive his nephew as a day scholar, and not as a foundation boy, 
offering to pay for his being instructed in reading, writing and arithmetic, as well as the 
classics, and 1 have declined taking him upon these terms, on the ground of his being 
entitled to be instructed in the classics gratuitously ; and if I were paid generally for his 
tuition, it might be construed to comprehend the classics. To prevent misrepresentation or 
confusion, 1 have determined to take no sons of parishioners except they corneas foundation 
boys, or as my private pupils, boarding with me. 

Have you any boarders? I have thirty-one, to whom I teach the Greek and Latin 
classics, as a^o "English composition and geography, with writing and arithmetic. I am 
always re.idy to give the full benefit of classical instiuction to the sons of the inhabitants 
of this parish, though I insist upon the classics making a part of their education ; It is my 
practice to add to this instruction reading, writing and arithmetic; for a consideration.

MR. JOHN WILLIAM ADAMS. 

ARE you the master of Breton s school I I am the master of Breton s Charity school, 
Deptford, which is kept in a school-room built by the parish. 

How many boys are there ? There are 12. 

What are they taught I They are taught reading, writing and arithmetic, for which I 
receive of. 6. ids. iod. per annum from the churchwardens of St. Nicholas for the time 
being, by half-yearly payments ; this money arises from the dividends of some South Sea 
annuities, the amount of which Iain unable to state; I receive nothing more from Breton s 
charity, but I receive is. a quarter from the parents of each boy for pens and ink, and 
is. 6d. yearly from each for firing. 

Who appoints the bovs . Six of the boys are appointed by the vicar and churchwardens 
of St. Nicholas, and six by the rector and churchwardens of St. Paul. 

Have you any private scholars? \ es, I have. 

How long have you been master of this school ! I have been master nearly two years, 
my father was master before me for about ten years; he never received more than what I at 
present receive from the charity. The children pay for their own books. The children are 
of verv poor parents, and are of the parishes of St. Paul and St. Nicholas; I take the boys 
Sundays in the morning to St. Nicholas s church, and in the afternoon to St. Paul s ;

there is a seat on purpose for them in St. Nicholas s. 

Is the number of 12 always kept up? It is; I regularly send notice when vacancies 
occur in the number.

ARE you one of the churchwardens of St. Nicholas Deptford r I am. 

We understand there is an endowment in your parish for the education of poor boys, by 
Dr. Breton ; have you a copy of his will ? There is an entry of it in our books.

On examining the entry it appeared to be a notarial copy of the will of the Rev. Robert 
Breton, of Deptford in the comity of Kent, D. D. dated ist October 1670, and proved 
4th April 1672 ; for the purport of which see the Report.

The witness referred to an entry in the churchwardens books, of the 27th Mav 1073, 
(page 161) which was as follows : "Paid Mr. Raymond the counsellor, for making the 
writings concerning the mortgage to Dr. Robert Breton of Mr. Robert Maddox land, and 
now assigned to the parish, .

155. lod. unto and in the 
names of Mr. Wm. Hales and Mr. Wm. Sherwin, for this parish of St. Nicholas ; Mr. Benj. 
Finch and Mr. John Pratt, for the parish of St. Paul ; and do transfer for the free school, 
viz. South Sea stock ,.83. 6s. annuities ..83. 6s., only to the said Mr. William Hales and 
Mr. William Sherwin. 

At a public Meeting, held in the Vestry, this i8th day of May, Anno Dom. 1735. 
Ordered, that the Rev.Jqmes Bate and the churchwardens of the parishes of St. Paul 
and St. Nicholas Deptford, do inspect and settle the present accounts of Dr. Breton s legacy, 
and also the accounts of Mrs. Willshaw s and Mrs. Fiott s legacies ; and that the present 
trustees do, after such accounts made and settled, forthwith vest and employ all sums of 
money appearing due to the several legacies, being cither money in hand or in stock, in 
South Sea annuities, and report the same to the vestry when done. 

At a public Vestry, held the 5th day of July 1757, pursuant to public notice. 

" Whereas there is now standing in the names of, Mr. Wm. Sherwin, Mr.Wm. Hales, sen. 
and Mr. John Pratt, together with Mr. Benjamin Finch deceased, the sum of .600 old 
South Sea annuities, said to be the legacies (or so much thereof as are now remaining,) of 
Dr. Robert Breton, Mrs. Eliz. Willshaw, and Mrs. Judith Fiott, to the parish of Deptford, 
which has since been divided by Act of Parliament into two parishes, and called respec 
tively St. Nicholas Deptford, and" St. Paul Deptford." [The entry then goes on to direct, 
that the annuities shall be transferred to the vicar and churchwardens of St. Nicholas Dept 
ford, and the rector and churchwardens of St. Paul Deptford, for the time being; and it 
further orders, that the free school on Deptford Green be forthwith repaired at the joint 
expense of both the said parishes. 

The witness also produced an account book of the year 1735, whereby it appeared that the 
legacy of Mrs. Eliza Willshaw was .120, and of Mrs. Judith Fiott.i3O. It further appeared 
that on the 7th December 1757, the sum of .3. iSs. od. was paid to the master for half a 
year s salary; and on 1 5th May 1758, a half year s salary of .3. 12 s. gd. was paid him. 
This is the first notice in the account books respecting the school. 

What do you consider to be the present stock of Dr. Breton s charity? We have no 
separate account, but have mixed the three legacies together, which are noticed in the 
several resolutions of vestry. I can give no other account of the proportion which Dr. 
Breton s legacy bears to the other bequests, except as appears from the foregoing entries, 
and from the proportion of the interest paid to the master. 

Does the sum of .600 old South Sea annuities, composed of these combined legacies, 
now exist ? It does, in the name of William FJecknell, the surviving trustee. 

Has any land ever been purchased with any part of Dr. Breton s bequest ? I believe not, 
I never heard of any. 

Do you know of any other property derived under Dr. Breton s will ? I do not. 

Do you know what became of the .44 which was laid out in lottery orders? It appears 
from the accounts, that .3. 12s. nrf. the remainder of two lottery tickets bought for the 
use of the master of the free school, was in the year 1720, distributed among the poor. 

Why was this sum distributed to the poor? i do not know. 

How is the interest of the .600 distributed ? The sum of .5. 1 1 .1. 8d. is paid alternately 
for the two parishes of Deptford, as an apprentice fee, I suppose under Mrs. Fiott s legacy. 
.6. i6s. iod. is paid to Mr. Adams, the master, under Dr.Breton s will; .2. 155. loil. is 
paid to Saint Paul s Deptford, and .2. 15*. iod. is distributed to the poor of Saint Nicholas, 
under Mrs. Willshaw s will. 

How many children are there in the school on Dr. Breton s foundation ? There are twelve, 
six from each parish, who are appointed by the ministers and churchwardens of the respective 
parishes. 

Ho\v is the school attended to ? It is visited by the churchwardens. 

Dp you think the school is well conducted? I do, the master appears very attentive to 
his duty. 

[Mr. JohnSandon, vestry clerk of the parish of Saint Nicholas, and Mr. J agger Ansell, 
one of the churchwardens of the same parish, having been sworn and being present during 
the above examination, and the evidence having been read over to them, severally confirmed 
the same.]

Mr. John Mason, the treasurer of this school, is one of the feoffees of the last-mentioned, 
charity.

200 bank stock unto the treasurer or trustees for the time being 
of the Charity school of Deptford aforesaid.] 

How is the (arm at i laistow let? It is let to Mr. John Pudney, by lease, dated 2Otli 
March 1817, for a term of 21 years from Michaelmas 1816, at the yearly rent of .52. los. 
determinable at the expiration of the first 7 or 14 years by either party. It was let before 
atf-36 155. The poor s rates are very heavy there, and 1 think the rent is the full value 
under such circumstances. 

How many trustees are there? -Twelve, of whom the rer-for and viear are officially 
two. 

The permanent income being .212, what other sources of income arc there ? Annual 
subscriptions and collections which vary in amount, but the subscriptions and donations 
together may be about .90 per annum. The collections at church maybe averaged at 
about .40 per annum. 

What is yourannual expenditure ? It consists principally of the following particulars: For 
clothing the ;,o boys and ;;o girls .1 50 per annum ; the master s salary .70 ; the mistress s 
salary .30; stationery (including books) and printing about .30; repairs, generally about 
.10 n year ; coals, 5 chaldrons about 15 guineas ; brushes and brooms about 2 guineas. 

Have any additions been lately made to the school? Two additional school-rooms have 
Intel vbeen built, they were contracted for in 1812, the contract was .398, but the whole 
cost was .647. We sold stock to pay the expense of the building, but it has nearly been 
replaced since. 

Have yon the full number of children always in the school? Yes, always; the subscribers 
present in rotation. 

What description of children arc they? They are chiefly children of mechanics, ship 
wrights and bricklayers, not of the lowest class but all poor. 

Are the treasurer s accounts audited annually? Yes, they are audited by the trustees ; 
the treasurer s office is annual. 

[The witness produced a book regularly signed by the trustees, with the item* ticked as. 
the vouchers were produced.]

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.1,400 old South Sea annuities to trustees therein named, the trusts vcre declared to be 
that after investing the same in land, the rents and profits should be r Jied in -educating 
and clothing yearly seven poor boys in the charity school at Dept.bv niJdren of ship 
wrights, joiners or house carpenters, of the parishes of St. Nichol&gt; r and !ft. Paul in 
Deptford, not in a capacity to provide for them ; and for placing out every year one or the 
said poor boys an apprentice to the above trades, but not to exceed in the who! the sum of 
.14 for putting out any boy, and furnishing him with clothes atui -lucessiries on that 
occasion; the said boys to be appointed by the proprietor of the three several houses and 
wharf next the tide mill in the parish of St. Paul Ueptfo-d. It appears by a subsequent 
deed of trust, dated 4th June 1805, that the fund still remained in the stock and had been 
increased to . i ,600. 

It was stated in the examination as to Dean Stanhope s school, that the funds of Gasker s 
charity were transferred in February 1818, to the trusu es of Dean Stanhope s school, and 
that they then consisted of . 2,000 old South Sea annuities, and . 50.) four per cent stock; 
how had that increase of funds taken place ? I apprehend the increase of the old South 
Sea stock arose from savings, the interest of the funds being more than sufficient for the 
limited purpose of the trust. The 0^.500 arose under the will of Margaret Wood, dated 
6th February 1789; an extract from which I produce. 

[The witness produced the same, of which the following s a copy.] 

" I give and bequeath unto the trustees or governors of a certain charity school in Butt- 
lane, i a the parish of St. Paul Deptford, in the county of Kent, comui ip y called The Sub 
scription Charity school, the sum of .500, of like four pouuds per centum c ms.olidated 
Bank annuities, to be transferee! to them the said trustees or governors, or such of them, 
or such person or persons as they or the major part of them shall elect and approve, 
immediately after my decease ; and the interest, dividends and ^roduce thereof 1 do direct 
shall be for ever paid and applied, in the discretion of the said trustees or governors for the 
time being, or the major part of them, or any of them assembled at their public meetings, 
for the benefit and advantage of such one or more of the seven children belonging or here 
after to belong to the said charity, that are there called Ga=kin s or Gasker s boys, or Sherwin s 
or Collin s boys, or one of those names ; and 1 do direct BO one of such boys shall have 
expended for his use, more than one 3 r ear s interest, nor any one to have benefit of any part 
of such interest twice. 

[The witness proceeds.] 

The interest of this appears to have always been received by the trustees of Gasker s 
charity. 

How is this fund applied ? Till last February we sent seven boys to the school, for 
whom we paid 16 guineas per annum, for education ; and the treasurer cff Gasker s charity 
clothed them at an expense of . 30 or upwards. 

Is the ..143 year regularly paid with an apprentice ? Yes ; there has been always a boy 
ready for apprenticing, and it has been constantly paid. 

As it appears that the interest of the fund exceeds the expenditure, in what way is the 
surplus applied? Previous to the year 1817 it was applied in increasing HK- capital of the 
old South Sea annuities ; on the 5th February 1818, it was resolved at a p. - ; i t ; meeting of 
the trustees of Gasker s charity, that the accounts kept in the entry book ni -hat charity 
should be transferred to the entry book kept by the treasurer for the time b v ng of Dean 
Stanhope s school; the remainder of the surplus, forming a balance in hand of &lt;. 63. 144. $d. 
was paid over to the treasurer of Stanhope s school, and carried to the general account, 
and the accruing surplus will in future be applied to the general purposes of the school. 
Tlie seven boys will continue to be sent to the school, but be educated clothed aud appren 
ticed by the trustees of the Stanhope school. 

By whom are these seven boys now appointed : By the trustees of D*an Stanhope s 
school, at their monthly meetings ; they are selected from the boys on the Stanhope foun 
dation, being children of parents who are of the required trades of shipwrights, carpenters 
or joiners.

500 four per cents are the same with the 
stock of the same amount belonging to Gasker s charity; these stocks are now both stand 
ing in the names of the trustees. 

6 d. three 
per cent consols, the produce of the purchase money of the houses in Bartholomew-lane, 
sold in 1793. 

3. The" . 20 loyalty and ,.15 navy annuities did arise from bonuses of the . 2OO 
bank stock mentioned in Mrs. Saundrrs will. 

4. Fully answered by Mr. Mason, Slade s Place, Deptford. 

5. Mrs. Mary Wiseman did, by her will bearing date 3d January 1758, bequeath

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?EVERSHAM. How many children are educated on the foundation ? I have at present 22 boys on the 

-- -^ -- foundation, who are instructed in the classics gratuitously; they are bovs of Feversham 
Rev. and its neighbourhood ; but I consider the foundation as originally meant to be free for the 

Joshua Dix. boys of Feversham only ; I have a few other boys as boarders, who pay for their board and 
instruction : they have exactly the same course of instruction as the free grammar boys. I 
receive nothing for instructing these last but my salary ; books, pens, &c. are paid for by 
their parents ; the free boys are sons of respectable inhabitants in the town ; before my time 
several have gone to the university, but none have been sent since I have been master; 
some years immediately before I came to the school there were vurv t\-\v scholars. I was 
appointed by the warden and six senior fellows of All Souls college Oxford. 

Mr. ZACHARIAH WARREN. 

Mr. WHAT is your officer I am chamberlain to the corporation of Feversham, and keep 

Zachuriak Warren, the accounts of the grammar school, of which the corporation are trustees ; I have now in 
my hand the accounts from 1813.

The remainder is reserved for repairs and other incidental expenses; and if any sum 
should be found to collect more than sufficient for those purposes, it would from time to time 
be paid over to the master. 

We observe that at present there is a balance of .174- ios. 2 d. against ihe charity, 
can you account for that? It arises from the expense of building a house and improve 
ments that have recently been made upon the estate, by which it is considerably increased 
in value; there was no house before on the farm ; there was a considerable fall of timber 
lately which paid for a great part of these expenses, and in two or three years the school 
will be out of debt. In the course of the last year, . 170 has been paid for filling up a large 
pit on the farm, by which about an acre is now brought into cultivation ^ the . 174. 10 t. 
2^d. is now due to the corporation who advanced money for the improvements. 

Do you consider the farm let at a fair value ? Yes ; it was let on a valuation, and I think 
at its full value. It was let on a seven years lease, of which I believe there are now three 
years to run ; I think the school is very advantageous and beneficial to the respectable inha 
bitants of Feversham, who are veiy glad to avail themselves of it ; before the present master 
was appointed there were very few scholars ; the reputation of the school has greatly in 
creased since Mr. Dix s appointment, and its utility of course is more extensive. 

Mr. WILLIAM JEFFERYS, Town Clerk of Feversham. 

Mr. ON behalf of the mayor, jurats and commonalty of Feversham, trustees or governors of 

William Jefferys. the free grammar school there, and on behalf of the warden or sub-warden and six senior 
fellows of All Souls college Oxford, I claim and reserve such right of exemption from the 
interference and inquiry of the Commissioners, as by the 12th section of the Act 58 Geo. 3d, 
cap. 91, the said mayor, jurats and commonalty of Feversham, or the said warden and six 
senior fellows, or either of them, may be entitled to. 1 make this claim as the legal adviser 
of the mayor, jurats and commonalty of Feversham, and with the view and intention that 
I should not in any manner improperly compromise their privileges, but without any in 
structions from them for so doing ; [ am, indeed, desired by the mayor personally to give 
everv information in my power, and do now attend at his request. 

[VVitness produces the charter of foundation, and the assignment of a lease under which 
the present tenant holds. Assignment dated 28th February 1810, from Edward Sayer to 
Phineas Bowles, of a lease dated 29111 September 1806 for 14 years, of " All that barn, 
commonly called Honey Hole barn, with the yard land and appurtenances thereto be 
longing ; and also all that one piece or .parcel of arable land, containing by estimation 
34 A. 3 P.. 34 P. lying and being in a field called Ewell Field, in the parish of Feversham 
aforesaid ; and also all those "marshes called Poyning s Marsh, Ewell Marsh and Ewell 
Ponds; and also all those hree pieces of arable and pasture land to the said marshes ad 
joining, two whereof are called by the name of the Two Blacklands, and the other by the

This charity was founded in 1674, by Sir Eliab Harvey ; the property consists of a farm 
and lands, called Combes, containing about 50 acres, in the parish of Lympne in this 
county, let for a term of seven years, which expires at Michaelmas next, at the rent of 
..125. It was let to Edward Impett, senior and junior, in 1811 ; but a fresh lease has 
been agreed for from Michaelmas next, at ..100 a year, for seven years, to Edward Impett 
junior; this was let by tender; the alteration of the times has caused the diminution; a 
hundred a year is a good rent. The 
trustees. The property consists next 

the fishermen are allowed to tan their nets, 

for which they pay now two shillings and sixpence each time for tanning their nets. The 
price prescribed by Sir Eliab Harvey s deed, was eight-pence ; but in consequence ot the 
necessary repairs, the sum of eight-pence was found insufficient, and therefore the price was 
raised to two shillings and sixpence ; and even since it has been so raised, the trustees have 
not had a balance of 40 s. in hand, upon an average, at the end of any one of the last seven 
years. The property consists likewise of a school and school-house, mentioned in the deed 
of 1674, which, together with the tan-house before mentioned, are therein stated to have 
been purchased in part with .200, before that time left by Dr. Harvey, to be laid out to 
the best use of the poor of Folkestone ; and in part with the money of John Prestwood, 
merchant, a party to the said deed. The master inhabits the school-house gratis ; it is not

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GILI.TXGHAM above necessary repairs ami taxes, should be disposed of in putting poor children to 
school, whose parents are not able to pay for their schooling; and appoints Henry Paul 
and John Sander trustees, with power to appoint two others of the said society to act in 
their stead." 

What society was this? A religious society of members of the church of England. 

What is the present state of the property ? I live in the house at Brompton, and have 
done so for 20 years, and pay O a year for it. 

Were you a trustee when you nrst occupied it f I was ; when 1 first knew the house it was 
let nt ". 7. 10 s. ; I raised the rent to ,.9 six or seven years before 1 went to live in it. The 
then trustees consented to my taking possession of it, and 1 have continued at that rent ever 
since. The house is not worth more rent now; there arc only three fire-places in it, and 
there were originally only three rooms, which are now partitioned oft to six. The house has 
17 feet frontage, and 100 feet from front to back, including the garden. 

In what state is the house at Chatham ? This was a double house, and is now let as two ; 
when I first knew the house, it consisted of two tenements which then let together for . 7 ; 
one for .4, and die other for ,.3. They were afterwards again united, and let together 
to one man for . 7 ; when 1 became acting trustee, 1 raised them in 1786, to . 10. 105. ; 
..5. los. for the one, and ,.5 the other. They still remain at that rent. They are let 
from year to year to poor people, who pay quarterly. 

Are these houses not worth more : I do not think they are ; they are very small, about 
eight or nine feet in front, with two very small gardens. 

The income of the charity altogether is . 19. IDS.; how is that applied ? I apply it first 
to the necessary repairs, and then to putting 15 children to school ; eight in Chatham, and 
seven in Gillingham. The children in Chatham 1 send to a widow woman who lives in one 
of the houses, and pay her for instructing them, three-pence a week for each. The children 
in Gillingham I send also to a widow woman, and pay her the same terms. The 
children are taught to spell, and read the Testament and Bible, and their catechism. They 
are both boys and girls; the girls do some little needle-work. I send them from the age of 
four and five to eleven and twelve. 

Who appoints the children? The other trustees have the nomination of the children as 
well as myself, but they generally leave it to me. I visit the schools occasionally, 
and see that the duty is properly performed. The accounts are audited every year by the 
trustees.

What do you mean to do with this balance ? The repairs required for these houses are 
very great;" they are 200 years old, that in Brompton one hundred and eight. Fifty 
ponnds would not put them in complete repair ; the balance in hand is not enough ; I intend 
to lay it out in repairs as well as 1 can. 

Uo vour co-trustees allow you any thing for the trouble yon take ? No ; I have no 
allowance whatever; I have made some small improvement in the house I occupy, which I 
have not charged to the trust. 

JOHN ALLEN. 

DO you know these premises, and what is their present state ? The houses in Chatham 
are only lath and plaster, and therefore frequently \vant repairing, being very old. 

What do yon think is their present value? I think they are Jet at quite as much as they 
are worth. The rents of houses in Chatham have fallen very much since the peace. The 
house in Brompton is better; it has a brick front. I do not think that is let at its full 
value. I should think it might be worth thirty shillings or two pounds a year more. It must 
be worth at least two pounds more than it was twenty-six years ago.

DO you think that the premises belonging to this charity are let at their full value ? J do 
not know the houses in Chatham; but I think that what Mr. Allen says of the house 
occupied by Mr. Pearce is very correct; I think it is worth forty shillings a year more than 
the present rent.

How do you account for the expenditure of the extraordinary income for the years 1811 
to 1814 ? There was a large accumulation of debt due to the solicitor, amounting to about 
of .370. His bill had remained unpaid from the year 1806, and a sum of ,.50, was paid to 
Mrs. Martyr as a compensation for giving up her interest in a piece of ground belonging 
to the charity; there was also an excess in the expense of clothing, beyond the sum of 40 s. 
for each boy, of from 105. to 12s. each. 

Where are the boys taken from ? They are all town boys, according to the foundation. 

What are they taught ? Reading, writing and arithmetic. 

Do you regularly attend and inspect the school ? Yes ; and we have constant meetings; 
the school is regularly visited by the feoffees and parish officers, who divide the duty of 
visiting the school monthly. 

The following letter was received from the Rev. George Mathew, in explanation of his 
evidence. 

Sir, Vicarage House, Greenwich, Jan. 25, 1819. 

I take the earliest opportunity of replying to your letter, and having, since my receipt of 
it, carefully examined with the schoolmaster the accounts of the charity, 1 trust that you 
will find the following explanation satisfactory on the points which you have mentioned. 

Your first difficulty arises from an inaccuracy of expression in the recital of the order 
made at the Rolls, in which it is said that the estates of the charity in November 1814, 
yielded .713. 155. But by this was meant not merely the rental, but the whole revenue. 
The ground, which is there mentioned, as likely to be soon let, and by which it was ex 
pected that the revenue would be increased to of. 750, has been since let, and is comprised in 
the last seven articles of rental in Mr. Kimbell s book. 

The whole revenue now is ,.752. 16 s. 6d. 

The difference between the amount of rental in Mr. Kimbell s book, viz. .jo6. 2 s. lod. 
and that which was given at the examination, .717. 12s. 8d. arises from the following 
causes. 

The first article in Mr. Kimbell s statement of rental, of a piece of land let to Mr. Gaimes, 
is .

Canyon give any information respecting an endowment for a school In your parish. 

[Witness produces the parish minute book, containing a copy of an extract from the will 
of Elizabeth James of Ightham, dated 14th April 1720. By which she directed, that all the 
rent, incomer, arid profits 1 of all that undivided moiety of a messuage and lands, with the 
appurtenances, then in the tenure of Widow Bassett in Ightham aforesaid, should after her 
death be pakl applied 1 and disposed of by her heirs, executors and assigns, for and towards 
the teaching of poof children of the aforesaid parish of Ightham to read ; arrd that every such 
poor child should have given and bestowed upon them a Bible and Common Prayer-book, 
together also with a little book entitled the Christian Monitor, at such time as they should 
be able to read perfectly ; and further directed and appointed, that the executors therein 
named should, within six months after her decease, place out at interest, with the consent of 
the minister and churchwardens of the aforesaid parish of Ightham, the sum of j.$o, the 
interest thereof to be applied in manner following; that is to say, ten shillings for the buving 
of Bibles and other books for such poor children as aforesaid, according as they should become 
capable of reading them at church, the remainder to be distributed to poor widows; and 
appointed Elizabeth Jainesher executrix. 

Who is the present possessor of Mrs. James s property at Ightham : Deinctrin* 
Gravefths James. 

Are any children sent to school by him under this bequest? As long as I can remember, 
a few girls. 1 believe six have been sent to a schoolmistress in Igbtham bv the family of 
the James s; 1 hey were called Mrs. James s list. This Was continued until the national 
school was established three years ago. Then the late Mrs. Letitia Newell, who was a 
Mrs. James, gave ,.5. 55. a year to the national school, and the six girls were sent there 
to be instructed in reading, writing, and accounts, and work. The six girls so sent did not 
at first pay any thing, but Mrs. Newell paid a penny per week, which is the same as what 
the other children paid ; but for about six months past they have paid this penny them 
selves, it being considered that all the poor children of the parish have the benefit of the 
school. 1 do not know what the old schoolmistress received; she is since dead. I under 
stand that the James family used to pay her 6d. a week for each of the girls. 

What does the property consist ofr Of nearly four acres of meadow and hop ground, 
and garden and orchard, with a messuage and outbuildings. It is called The Little Farm, 
the occupier keeps, 1 think, about three cows upon that farm and an adjoining common. 

What is tht valUe of the property ? It was valued about fouryears ago by Mr. Thomson 
of Faulk, a regular sworn appraiser and valuer of land, and estimated at . 12 a year. Mr. 
James states, that the present rent is ,.5 a year; he has also expressed his readiness to pay 
this bequest to the national school. 

[Witness produces a paper in the hand-writing of Mr. James.] 

Have you known these premises long ? I remember these premises for 40 years ; thev 
were always held together, and always the same in quantity ; they are detached from the 
rest of Mr. James s property ; there is a lane almost round them. 

The paper produced by this witness, as brought from Demetrius James, was as follows : 

Memo. I have always understood and believe, the possessors of the Court Lodge estate ap 
pointed a woman to teach the poor children of Ightham parish, and that more than the value 
above mentioned was paid her by the James s for that purpose; this I understand was dis 
continued when the national school was formed in the parish, to vvhich the late Mrs. Letitia 
James, afterwards Mrs. Letitia Newell, paid a sum annually. The direction of appropriation 
of the above devise does not appear to be vested in any person. 

On attending the national school about five or six months ago, the Committee requested 
to know if I had any objection to pay the above bequest to the said school, as all the poor 
children of Ightham parish are now taught there, and to this I thought it but just and be 
neficial to assent. 

I must observe, that I have been only one year in possession of the estate, and I find the 
above messuage and land are let at the yearly rent of five pounds. An additional los. a year 
was left by the aforesaid E. James to furnish books for the school, but was a bequest in 
money, and directions in the will how to be vested ; an extract of said will is entered in the 
parish books.

yearly rent of twelve pounds : Also, I give unto them Great Ozey lands, with six acres more 
and odd poles adjoining, being lately Shaw s, now grubbed up, containing now twenty-two 
acres (more or less) abutting on the half years ground on the west, and on Stanyhurst-lane 
on the north, being parcel of Mr. George Edmund s third part of the manor of Sypenham, 
and purchased by me of him and of his wife, the passage to and from it is through Herbert 
Croft s lane, and other grounds of Abraham Edmunds heirs ; it goeth at the yearly rent of 
eleven pounds and sixteen shillings : Also, I give them four or five annuities or rent-charges, 
the one fifty shillings, and another fifty shillings, and a third of five pounds, and a fourth 
of three pounds, and a fifth of forty shillings, that is in all fifteen pounds of lawful money 
of England, all purchased by me of George Edmunds of Lewisham gentleman, out of all 
his third part of the manor of Sypenham, and the moiety or half part of the manor house 
of Sypenham with all the appurtenances : Also, I give them a field called Wool Hawes of 
four acres and one rood (more or less) parcels of the manor of Sypenham, abutting on 
Green Steed alias Green-street land, towards the east, and on the lands late of John 
Huggens and Walter Hull towards the south, upon new lands coppice and fields on the 
west and north, purchased by me of George Edmunds the elder, and Abraham Edmunds his 
son, going at the yearly rent of fifty-three shillings and four-pence: Also, I give them one 
annuity of three pounds of lawful money, purchased by me of Abraham Edmunds, out of all 
his third part of the inauor gf Sypenham and the moiety of the manor house of Sypenham, 
with the appurtenances : Also, I give unto them one house, yard, orchard and meadow plot, 
all being about one rood and eight poles (more or less) in Lewisham, abutting towards the 
east on the high broad way leading to Bromley, towards the south upon the land of 
Mr. Josiah Joyner, towards the west upon the lordship meadows, and towards the north 
upon the houses of Mr. Abraham Colfe ; purchased by me of William Dew and Margery 
his wife, George Life and Mary his wife, Henry Pomfrey and Mary his wife, William 
Griffen and E^abeth his wife ; a part of which house and ground is after appointed in my 
will for a reading and writing school, for one-and-thirty poor men s children of Lewisham, 
continually to be taught freely, and for the dwelling of the school master ; the other part 
goeth at three pounds yearly rent, and is appointed for other particular uses limited in my 
will : Also, I give them one house and tan-yard with all the appurtenances, lying in Lewis- 
ham, abutting towards the east on the high road-way leading to Bromley in Kent, on the 
south towards the tenement lately of Mr. Stakes and after of William Dew, towards the west 
on the lordship s meadow, towards the north on land late of Michael Frisby ; it was pur 
chased by me of George Valentine and Martha his wife, Richard Goldwell of Croydon in 
Surrey, and John Chilliott, going at the yearly rent of ten pounds; it holdeth of the manor 
of Baukess and Schrofield, belonging to Sir George Sands knight of the Bath, and it payeth 
but one penny yearly quit rent : Also, I give unto them one house, garden and orchard, 
containing about one rood and eleven poles (more or less) with a stable and other appur 
tenances, lying towards the east on the high road-way, towards the south on the tenement 
late of George Valentine, towards the west on the lordship meadow, and towards the north on 
the lands late of Jasper Valentine and Margaret his wife, purchased by me of Michael Frisby 
of London, citizen and grocer, who built it in the year one thousand six hundred and twenty- 
five, and it was compounded for by me with his Majestv in the fourteenth year of king 
Charles, as appears under the hands of Baron Denham, on the twenty-fifth day of September 
in the year one thousand stv hundred and thirty-eight ; the ground on which it was built, be 
longed before to Jasper Valentine, before named, and it goeth at the yearly rent of ten 
pounds : Also, I give unto them a house and tan-yard, barn, stables, garden and other 
appurtenances&gt; lying in Lewisham, abutting towards the east on the high road-way, towards 
the south on a tenement late of Michael Frisby, before named, towards the west on the 
lordship meadow, and north on a tenement and land belonging to the heirs of Humphrey 
Street, purchased by me of Jasper Valentine, son and heir of Richard Valentine and 
Elizabeth his wife, and Francis Valentine his son, the house going at the yearly rent of . 12, 
but fifty shillings is to be paid out of it yearly, for discharging other perpetual gifts to our 
poor ; the houses and ground hold of the manor of Brockley, and have paid twelve-pence 
yearly quit-rent, as may appear by an acquittance made by Bryan Ansley, Esq. deceased, to 
Jasper Valentine : Also, I give them one house and tan-yard, barns, stable, garden, orchard 
and other appurtenances, situate and being in Edmunton alias Edleminton, in the county 
of Middlesex, and three acres of land in and near unto Barrow field, the house and yard 
abutting on the highway road towards the west, on a running brook or water-course towards 
the east, on a tenement late of Thomas Roe, Gentleman, towards the north : Also, I give 
them the ten poles of land, lying in a field of six acres on the south side of a messuage, now 
turned into a garden, all purchased by me of John Heard and Mary his wife, and ot 
Thomas Croft, tanner, and going at the yearly rent of ten pounds : Also, I give them a 
parcel of waste ground, now inclosed, containing not two acres, and the edifices builded 
and yet further to be builded upon it, for a grammar school and dwelling house for the school 
master and usher, and other outhouses ; which school though builded of brick, and the 
cellars resorting thereunto, must not be annoyed or wronged by any steam arising by brew 
ing or washing under or near unto it, or any other ways. The waste ground where the 
school and houses are built, lieth on the side of the hill ascending from Lewisham to the 
common of Blackheath, abutting on the east to a field called Conneyberry field, upon the 
west upon the high road-way, on the north on Blackheath and on a field of springs adjoining 

Conneyberry 
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LEW IM i AM. them to school near a whole year before to learn to read, and being above five years old, 
Coiie Free and children of godly poor parents, shall be chosen before others that have not been taught 
Grammar Schools. s o long before to read." 

" Also, the schoolmaster shall not require of any free scholar above one penny weekly, for 
finding pens, ink, paper, in teaching them to write well and cast accounts; nor of any free 
scholar whose parents receive monies given of alms to the poor, above four-pence for benefit 
of the fire in the school all the winter, nor of other free scholars above sixpence ; nor of anv 
free scholars whose parents usually receive part of the monies given to the poor, above one 
penny in the whole year for brooms and rods, nor of other free scholars above two-pence in 
the year; neither shall he require or take of any of the free scholars any gratuities, be it 
wigs, cracknels, or any other gifts or money, in Lent, or about the usual times of breakin"- 
up school at Christide or Easter or Whitsuntide ; also the schoolmaster shall not require 
above sixpence weekly of any parishioner for teaching their children to read and write well 
and cast accounts ; neither shall he require above three-pence weekly of the meaner sort, nor 
above four-pence weekly of others that have borne offices, for teaching their children to read 
well and write : 

" Further, touching the schoolmaster of the reading school, he shall have for his dwell in" 
the half part of the house where Hugh Busse dwelleth, and the use of half the yard also ft 
being about the tenth or eleventh house beyond the parish church, up the town southward, 
but standing on the west side, when the house is well tiled and repaired, and the upper rooms 
boarded and ceiled with fitting glass windows, and the lofts all ceiled, he shall have full the 
one half of it on the south side next to Josiah Joiner s tenement, for his dwelling and school- 
house ; also he shall have his quarterly pension of five pounds duly paid him so long as he 
behaves himself religiously towards God, and diligent in teaching all the thirty-one free 
scholars, and doth not execute other functions to the hindring of the practice of the school 
master s office, but doth carefully observe all the orders required of him by the founder: 
And if he desire to have the whole house after my death, and after Hugh Basse s death, (for I 
wish that Hugh Busse should not be put out so long as he liveth quietly and neighbourly, 
and duly payeth his accustomed rent for it;) and if he would have the orchard also, as it 
planted, being the greater part of one rood of ground, he shall then pay out of his pension 
three pounds yearly rent for it, besides the keeping of both parts of the house and all appur 
tenances in and with all needful reparations; for doing whereof he shall be bound unto the 
wardens of the Lealhersellers (being my trustees) and to them that pay his quarterly pension ; 
one part of which three pounds rent (namely) ten shillings (after it is found that" the house 
is well repaired) shall be laid out by the direction of the Leathersellers for the more comely 
adorning of the dwelling-house and school ; another part (namely) ten shillings more may be 
kept by the wardens and their successors for buying many timbers, and for most necessary 
upholding of the house, and at length when necessity requirethforand towards new building 
of it again with brick and strong timber ; all the rest of the yearly rent(to wit) forty shillings 
shall help towards paying the three pounds formerly appointed for buying of books for poor 
scholars in the reading school, and to make good all the rest of the uses in my will." 

"Item: My will is, that from the month of April in the year of our Lord 1656, and thence 
forward, only .30 of lawful money shall be paid every year yearly out of my estate, for teaching 
;}i youths or male children of the laity, besides the children of the ministers incumbent, 
chosen out of all the parishes of the hundred of Blackheath freely, to a learned scholar 
and exact grammarian who is sound in the true religion, and testified and found to be of an 
honest, upright and godly life, and shall be examined and approved by three of the chief 
schoolmasters of three of the chief free schools in and about the city of London, namely, 
at Westminster, at Paul s and at Merchant Taylor s school, also by the president and deans 
and assistants of Sion college in London, and by the several pastors and ministers incumbent 
(being lawfully ordained ministers) of Greenwich, Deptford, Charlton, Woolwich, Eltham, 
Leigh and Lewisham in Kent, under the hands of the whole or at least nine of them, of 
which number my earnest desire is, that the three chief schoolmasters before mentioned, the 
president of Siou college, the proper pastors of Greenwich, Deptford, Leigh and Lewisham, 
being lawfully ordained ministers, and nearest to the grammar school, shall set their hands 
that he is a very able and sufficient scholar to teach the Latin and Greek tongues, both in 
prose and verse, and also able to teach the Hebrew, and so to make every way fitting scholars 
to be sent to the university of Oxford and Cambridge." 

"Further, touching the number of scholars appointed to be taught freely, ten shall be 
always chosen and taken out of Greenwich, eight out of Deptford, and five out of Lewisham, 
one out of Leigh, and one out of Charlton and Writtle Marsh and Redbrooke alias Ridbrooke, 
adjoined, three oat of Woolwich, and three out of Eltham with the hamlet of Mottingham, 
and all the houses near Foot s Cray, that lie within the hundred of Blackheath, adjoined in 
the choice with Eltham, according to their proportion : And my will is, that if any of the 
proper pastors and ministers incumbent, being lawfully ordained ministers, (with imposition 
of hands at their ordination) of the several parishes of the hundred of Blackheath, and also 
of Chislehurst, have any sons, every one of them shall have full power and liberty to send 
one son, yet but one only at once out of one house, to the grammar school, to be taught 
freely : And my will is, that son shall be taught freely over and above the number of the 
one-and-thirty free scholars of the laity allowed to be chosen in and out of all the parishes 
of the hundred; yet with this condition following, that every such lawful! v ordained mi 
nister of the hundred that useth this privilege of sending his son to be taught freely at the 
grammar school, and more especially the minister incumbent of Lewisham, Greenwich, 
Deptford and Leigh being not far from the school, with all the rest, do take the opportunity 
at least once in every two or three months, to visit the grammar school, and for one or two 

hours 
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win on 1 hur-d ays and S.iturJays, in the afternoon, and s,&gt; both by his own direction, 
nhnir to Master Iiin-Uy s rule*,* in his book called "The (Jrammar School," and by the 
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any learned Westminster scholar, that hath taken degrees in the university, to stand in 
ejection with one or two or three more (to be nominated by the wardens of the Leatherseller* 
company in London, and by the ministers of the hundred of Blackheath) for the chief 
schoolmaster s place of the grammar-school in Lewisham ; and the lord of the manor shall 
have one voice in the election, among sundry other electors appointed in this my will by 
most voices to judge and subscribe under their hands in the book of records, who is the 
learnedest scholar for the Latin, Greek, and Hebrew tongues, and he that is so judged under 
their hands, bringing a true certificate of his godly life, void of scandalous crimes, shall have 
and enjoy the schoolmaster s place. 

" Secondly, The lord of the manor shall always have one scholar (being a son of one of his 
tenants) taught freely in the grammar-school, so that the child be equally capable of that 
gift with other poor scholars, according to the conditions required, touching the choice set 
down in my will. 

" Thirdly, He shall have two scholars more of the sons of his tenants, always taught freely 
in the reading and writing school, though not built upon the waste, but upon my own 
ground, so that those two children chosen by the lord be equally capable of that gift with 
other poor scholars, according to the conditions touching the choice set down in this will, 
even the children of such parents who are not worth in real and personal estate above three 
score pounds of lawful money." 

" Further, The schoolmaster of the grammar-school shall freely teach the poor scholars of 
Lewisham that were formerly taught freely, to read and write (if any of them desire to pro 
ceed further in knowledge of the Latin and Greek and Hebrew tongues) taking nothing of 
them, so that the number of them exceeds not, but only makes up that number which were 
allowed to Lewisham, to be taught freely in the grammar-school ; for my will is, that they 
shall be chosen before any others, if they desire to proceed further in learning, and their 
parents he also willing to a fiord them competent maintenance. 

"My will also is, that the three scholars allowed to the lord of the manor, one in the 
grammar school, and the other two in the reading school, shall be chosen not beside nor 
over and above, but only to make up the number of the poor scholars appointed to 
Lewisham to be taught freely." 

" Likewise my desire is, that the schoolmaster of the grammar school shall not require 
above eight shillings quarterly, for teaching the children of ordinary people, nor above 
eight shillings quarterlv of yeomen that have a house and a little land, unless they will give 
more, nor above ten shillings quarterly for teaching the children of such gentlemen as dwell 
in any of the parishes of the hundred of Blackheath ; for my desire is, that all shall be 
kindly used ; requesting them, and trusting that, as God shall bless their estates, they will 
further the good of our poor, and enlarge the maintenance both of our free schools, and of 
the number of more poor scholars to be taught in them freely, and to be chosen and sent 
Irom the grammar school to the university. 

" Item : My will is, that from the first of April, in the year of our Lord 1701, . 20 of 
lawful money shall be paid every year yearly, out of my estate, for a yearly pension, to be 
paid by even and equal portions quarterly, to a learned and exact grammarian, and a godly 
man, who shall be an usher, or under-schoolmaster, assistant in teaching all the scholars of 
the grammar school, which usher shall be a single person, and by God s grace continue 
unmarried, a graduate in the university, and one of a sound faith, professing the true reli 
gion, as was before required of the schoolmaster; also having good knowledge in the 
Latin and Greek tongues, and being able to write well and fair, both secretary and Roman 
hand, and, if need be, to teach the scholars arithmetic, and well to cast accounts; and also 
bringing a true certificate, under the hands of godly, learned and noted ministers, for his 



godly life; such a one being carefully examined and approved for his learning, by two or 




chief schoolmaster of the grammar school of Lewisham, under their hands, shall be pre 
sented by the schoolmaster, or some other, to the wardens of the company of Leathcrseilers 
in London ; and 1 desire they admit him (if they know no sufficient cause of refusal upon 
trial,) to be usher of the school, and the like course may be always taken afterwards upon 
the vacancy of the place, and to pay him his wages quarterly, so long as he behaves him 
self religiously, and every way faithfully in that office." 

" Both master and usher shall take care that the school-house shall be swept weekly, and 
kept sweet and clean, towards which charge every scholar being taught freely shall pay 
two pence quarterly, and the twelve pence for entrance shall be equally divided between 
master and usher." 

" Item : I give to the master and wardens and society of Leathersellers in London, and 
their successors for ever, they undertaking the discharge of all the pious uses in this my 
will, &lt;. 5 of lawful money every year, yearly, for ever, for their love and careful pains 
about all the business of my will, and upon the conditions, and for the discharging of these 
uses following; (namely) my will and desire is, that out of the .5, the renter warden of 
the Leathersellers for the time being, so long as it is his charge and office to gather and 
receive the rents, shall have ten shillings for his pains, if and so Jong as the master and 
other wardens and assistants think fitting. Also out of it the clerk of the company shall 
have for his pains., every year, yearly, ten shillings, if and so long the wardens and 
assistants think fitting. 

"Also my will is, that one of the wardens, and one of the assistants, and the clerk of the 
company shall come down to Lewisham once every year, yearly, in or about the month of

"Further, touching the six score pounds of lawful money remaining in the hands of my 
trustees, the Leatherseilers, in the month of April in the year of our Lord 1701, my will is, 
that four score pounds at most of that money shall be laid out by the direction of my 
trustees in that month tun! year at farthest, in setting up and finishing a fair strong brick 
building near the grammar school, on the south-east side, where the brick" wall is, containing 
in length about 21 feet, and in breadth about 12 feet within the walls, for a little cellar, 
a hali and a chamber over it, with two chimneys and two closets, and another inward room 
of five feet broad, and a pair of stairs leading up to them; which cellar, hall, chamber, 
closets and inward rooms shall be for the use and lodging of the usher of the grammar 
school ever after, and shall be kept by him in ordinary reparations ; and thereunto shall be 
% Iaid out on the south-west side a little garden plot near adjoining to the said building, for 
his use also, besides ail the common ground below that, lying south and south-west reaching 
to Bridge-house land, as it is inclosed and allowed to be inclosed by me, shall be employed 
by the usher of the grammar school to his own benefit only ; yet upon this condition, and 
not otherwise, that he do every year, yearly, distribute that which I am required, and so quit 
me, (to wit) six shillings to and among the poor of Lewisham in money, or in sweet penny 
wheaten loaves, upon one or two Lord s days in December at the public church at the 
end of the sermon, 

" Lastly, touching the . 440 yet reserved in the hands of my trustees in that year, my will 
is, that therewith shall be purchased, if it may be, .24 yearly rents of lands and houses of 
a good tenure, whereof the six poor free scholars in the reading and writing school shall 
have three pounds ten shillings a-piece paid every year 3 early, towards the placing forth of 
&lt;vcry one of them apprentices to godly and skilful masters of a good irade in London; and 
the other ,.3 of yearly rents at least, besides the . 5 yearly rents formerly given them in 
this will, shall be left to my trustees (the wardens and society of Leatherseilers in London) 
and their successors for ever, if they continue such a lawful society, for their loving care and 
pains in discharging the pious uses bequeathed in my will, and for the sufficient repairing, 
upholding and maintaining with many timbers and fundamental supports of both tiTe 
-schoolmaster s houses and schools, and of the five aimshouses, and of all other my houses 
.and tenements, (for all tenants that have leases are usually bound to ordinary reparations ;) 
and the schoolmaster of the reading and writing school shall be lied to such ordinary 
reparations; and my will is, that the schoolmaster of the grammar school shall be strictly 
bound to maintain both his dwellinghouse and the school, and all the rooms over and under 
it, and all outhouses and fences, out of which ariseth so good a livelihood, with very 
sufficient reparations every way, and the rather in regard it is so strongly built with 
brick, and so large that he may contain twenty-six scholars in his house to board and 
lodge with him. 

" Item : My will is, that the twelve-pence entrance money given for every free scholar at 
the giammar school, and for other children taught there, whether of yeomen or of gentlemen, 
shall be equally divided between the schoolmaster and the usher; also the usher shall have 
half of the money paid for any children taught in his forms." 

"Item: My will is, that .5 of lawful money shall be paid every year yearly forever, 
by my trustees out of my estate, but yet only to these purposes following : that if any 
lawfully ordained minister, that is a Protestant and an orthodox divine of Great Britain or 
Ireland, or of any of our English plantations beyond the seas, shall write a learned English 
commentary upon four or five chapters of the canonical scriptures, or upon full two leaves 
of the holy Bible as it is printed in quarto, (excepting a few chapters in Genesis, Numbers, 
the hook of Chronicles, Ezra, Nehemiah, tc. being full of names and genealogies,) and 
shall write that commentary by way of lectures or sermons, or in any very profitable method, 
following the example of our learned modern divines :" But if no such profitable commen 
taries upon the Bible be compiled nor printed and given within four years after my decease, 
then upon such default, that .5 of lawful money shall be bestowed the next year following 
upon the free teaching of 1-2 poor men children of the heathen converted to Christianity in, 
New England and Virginia, and in all other our English plantations, in their several turns 
and orders successively, to read well our English Bibles, catechisms and other godly books of 
Christian religion, and acquittances shall be given as tor the receipt, so after at the end of 
that or of the next year for the right employment of those monies, according to this will, 
(and so ever after) at the end of every second year by the governors of the company of 
those plantations, or else the like money shall be no more paid to those uses, upon the 
like default of such writers in not writing such profitable commentaries, and printing and 
giving."

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What are the deviations? The children are not qualified on their appointment as they 
ought to be, for they are required to be first instructed in the Latin accidence, and to be able 
to read and write well. The present course of education is confined to reading and writing, 
contrary to the will. I found only reading and writing taught, and I was told this would o~e 
most acceptable to the parish; but I think otherwise, as a classical education is required by 
many persons in the neighbourhood who cannot otherwise afford it. 1 have no reason to 
think the company has prohibited Latin being taught. It has fallen into the present state 
from the will directing the children of poor persons to be chosen first, and as they iiave uo 
occasion for a classical education, this has been the cause of the change. 

At what age are the children sent? No age is limited in the will, but we never admit 
them under seven years of age. 

What do you pay your usher ? I pay him ,.50 per annum; the company allows me 
.. 38. 5. for my own stipend and that of an assistant; till last Midsummer 1 paid .do. 

What has occasioned the discontinuance of a second master and a writing master r The 
alleged reason is the deficiency of the funds. 

What cause is assigned for not paying the whole &lt;.6l, directed to be paid by the will? 
The same reason of the deficiency of the funds is the cause, as I understand. 

What other advantages have you : I have a house and garden, and nearly an acre of 
ground, and the privilege of taking 26 boarders as mentioned in the will. The testator says 
he had built a house able to accommodate 26 boarders, hut the company has made great 
alterations since lhat time by removing a dormitory and library, in lieu of which they have 
added three small rooms. The house was however enlarged by a former master, and with 
these additions the former purpose is answered. I mention these rooms in particular, because 
the company decline repairing these additional rooms as having been built by a former 
waster, and not by themselves. 

You are bound by the will to repair the grammar school, in consideration of the "good 
livelihood" that you derive from the school ; is this performed bv you : 1 have done con 
siderable repairs ; I have spent upwards of ,.300 upon the premises, only j.2Q of which 
Las yet been repaid to me. The livelihood which I have received is not the " good liveli 
hood" which appears to have been contemplated by the founder, and therefore 1 do not con 
sider myself under the obligation to repair. 

Is there any house for the second master? None has ever been built, as directed by the 
will, nor is there any second master. 

Wb&lt;U is the value of your house and the premises adjoining? I should think if it was 
let, including the school-room, it would produce about . 70 a year. 

Are there any exhibitions ? There are seven of . 10 a year each, mentioned in the will; 
but 1 believe none have ever been paid, and none are now. No scholars have gone to the 
university while I have been there, nor have any applied; none on. the foundation have been 
properly qualified. 

l)oes the company visit the school? Yes; they come down twice a year to the estates, 
and visit the school once in the year. 

Is the number of 31 children kept up? It is. 

What are the children taught r They are taught reading, writing, and arithmetic, by the 
persons appointed by me; not by myself personally, but they are frequently inspected 
by me. 

Are the children appointed from the different parishes mentioned in the will? No; 
the remote parishes have for several years declined sending any children, and therefore we 
receive from Lcwisham all those who would otherwise come from the distant parishes. 

Are the boys provided with any thing besides education? No; they are neither boarded, 
lodged, nor cloathcd, nor are their books found. 

How is your salary paid? By the renter warden of the Leathersellers company; I 
receive it half yearly. 

How many private pupils have you? I have 16; they are kept quite separate, as they 
are a different ciass of boys, and are taught Latin. If the scholars were placed on a dif 
ferent foundation, [ could teach them together, and should wish to do so. This would also 
be more acceptable to some of the neighbouring ministers who are inspectors of the 
school. 

Do these ministers, or the lord of the manor as prescribed in the will, ever nominate boys ? 
They do not, though they have the right of doing so. 

Do your expenses in respect of this foundation, exceed the money you receive? Yes; 
the payments hitherto made by me to my assistant exceed what I receive from, the company, 
by &lt;.2O per annum. 

Does your assistant in the grammar school teach your own pupils? No; the two 
establishments are quite distinct. 

Is there any quarterage paid by each boy: Yes ; 1 believe 1 s. is paid on admission with 
each boy ; but 1 leave it to my assistant to make the most he can by the school ; I believe 
there is a payment for pens and ink besides ; I do not know of any quarterage paid by that 
name, though the will mentions 6d. per quarter. Each of the free boys pays about 4*. a 
quarter for firing, pens, and ink, and the cleaning of the school. The parents of the 
children have appealed to the company on these charges, and 6d. per quarter being allowed 
by the founder, one of the inspectors of the school approved the charge, as allowing for the 
difference in the value of money. 

Has the usher any scholars of his own, in addition to the 31 free boys? He has; I d 
not know the present number, but I believe it is five or six. There have been 15 or 20; he 
receives with these los. 6d. a quarter.

iS/J APPENDIX TO PIKST REPORT OF THE {Kent. 

Amongst the premises conia mcd in the account, is a lease granted to C. G. Playter, of 
premises in Lc-wisham, from Lady-day 1707, for 58 years; why was so long a lease granted? 
Hun/ Ihitc/iinsOit, I was not then clerk to the company, but understand that the premises consisted of very 
old houses, part of which it was necessary to pull down and rebuild ; they were therefore let 
bv auction on a repairing and building lease, at ". 50 per annum to the highest bidder, the 
tenant engaging to lay out ..800 in repairing or rebuilding the houses. 

Has that been done ? One excellent hcu-e has been built, and the others have been re 
paired, and we have reason to be satisfied with the lessees performance of the covenants. 
There are now three houses comprised in this lease. I know the situation of the pre 
mises, and the lessee has laid out more money than he was bound to !ay out ; he has built 
substantial premises. 

lias any fine been taken? There have been none in my time for this or any other pre- 
mi*es belonging to the trust; nor can I find that any fine has been taken before my time. 

Was the rent a fair one under the circumstances ? It was. 

Ttrcre are other premises at Lcwisham, let to a Mr. Courthorpe for 61 years, from Mi 
chaelmas 1/98; can you explain why that lease was granted : Mr. Courthorpe was about 
to build a house there, and these premises being close adjoining to his own, it was a great 
object with him to have this ground, wtiich was therefore granted for that length of term. 
Upon this grouud there was originally a very small cottage. 

[The witness engaged to send this lease for the inspection of the Commissioners.] See 
Tease. 

It is directed in the will, that certain premises near the Grammar school, described as 
common ground, lying southland south-west, reaching to Bridge-house land, shall be en 
joyed by the usher of the grammar school as a garden plot ; are those the premises on lease 
to Mr. Courthorpe: I believe they arc. 

Is the rent given by Mr. Courthorpe a fair rent? I consider the bargain with Mr. Cour 
thorpe to be a good one ; he has probably given more than the real value, for the conve 
nience of the premises. 

[On the Commissioners inspecting the will, it appeared this piece of land, (or a portion of it,) 
was part of the waste, and as such subject to the payment of 6s. a year to the poor of the 
parish of Lewisham. It appeared also from the minutes of the company in 1732, that Mr. 
Richardson, then master of the giammar school, was permitted to enjoy the premises last 
mentioned, (which were then let at 20*. a year,) on paying 6s. to the poor.] 

Was any such building, as directed by the will, erected for the use of the usher? No. 
Do you know if any usher was ever appointed ? It does not appear that there ever was 
such an appointment; there was a writing master, who was discontinued in 1740. 

Did the present master on his election, enter into a bond not to claim the premises last 
above mentioned ? He signed an instrument to that effect. (See Instrument.) 

There are other premises at Lewisham, stated to be rented by Thomas Roberts, master of 
tho reading school, at a rent of .3 per annum ; what premises are those? By the will, the 
master of the reading school is to have half of a certain dwelling-house there mentioned 
during the life of Hugh Busse; mil if after Busse s death the master wished to have the 
whole house and the orchard adjoining, being the greater part of one rood of ground, he 
might have them on payment of . 3 per annum rent ; the rent of . 3 therefore, is for 
the orchard and the oilier half of the house. 

Is the master in the possession of the whole of the orchard ? He is in possession of 
some garden ground attached to the house, but I do not know whether that ground com 
prizes the whole of the orchard. 

Do you know whether any part of this ground has been taken away from the master, and 
let to another person ? I have heard the master complain of it ; I think, however, thafhis 
present garden cotnpreliends more than a third of a rood ; and I find by a minute of 23d 
April 1705, Mr. Roberts on his election agreed to relinquish tbe piece of garden ground 
behind the school-house from the end of the stable to the bottom, in order that the same 
might be occupied with Mr. Plater s dwellinghouse. The increase of the master s salary 
has been made, not out of Colfe s charity, but from the funds of the company ; that increase 
is . 15. per annum. 

In the parish of Edmonton houses appear to have been let to John Erwood for 55 years, 
from Midsummer 1785, at . 8 per annum; what are the circumstances of that lease ? 
On the 15th April 1770, a house, ground and buildings in Duck-lane Edmonton, which 
had been previously advertised, were agreed to be let to John Erwood of Edmonton, car 
penter, for 61 years from Midsummer 1 779, at . 8 per annum, clear of taxes ; the lessee to 
put the old house insubstantial repair, and to lay out &lt;-2Oo in building a new house 
besides. I think these premises are let on good terms. 

There are other premises in Edmonton let for 42 years from Michaelmas 1807, to 
Thomas Nicholls, now in the occupation of Mr. Hoggart; what are the circumstances of 
this lease? This was an allotment under the Edmonton Inclosure Act, on which the tenant 
undertook to build a cottage, and to lay out . 150 upon it, which he has done; it was an 
old gravel pit ; . 7 per annum is a great rent for it. None of these lessees are connected 
with the company. 

How were the other premises let ? The " Long Meadows," " Great Ozey Lands," 
" Woolhawes," and the " Yew Tree House" were all let by tenders ; " Riddlesdowns" was 
let to the former tenant on a Valuation, by Mr. Willock the surveyor. We took this course 
because the tenant managed the land ill during the latter part of his lease, and the company

that in case the company -! &lt;&gt;uld be damaged or daumiricd alter his death by any ! 
title, suits at law, war, ti.e or otherwise, that then the uses of his will, according to the. 
]&gt;ropoitiun of rach damage, -n uid erase, as his intention wa- ne\er to pat the company 
to any loss. 

In 1030, it appears, the company had .200 of his money, and that from time to time 
Up to the year 1(151, he hud deposited with them, as it sniud his convenience, vaiions small 
*uiris, for which they paid him interest, and that they were then indebted to him in .!, 100, 
as staled in Ins will. 

The civil wais had then broken out, and by the events of those times the company were 
drained of all the money tiny could possibly raise, and reduced to a state of great distress 
aod emtwRMMMnt, in which they continued for many years ; King Charles the 1st, the 
Parliament, and King Charles the n\ borrowed large sums of the city of London, of which 
the I.eather-elleis company were compelled to advance several thousand pounds, of which 
Mr. Colfe s money undoubtedly formed a part : the distress of the company, occasioned by 
the loss of the.se contributions, may be collected from the following extracts from their 
minutes. 

In 1040, being called upon by precept from the Lord Mayor to advance ..1,400, as their 
proportion of .. .100,000, agreed to he lent by the cuy to King Charles the 1st, then at 
1 ork.it instated that, " The company were then indebted in great sums for which they paid 
intuest, and that by reason of their being oveiclrtrged with the proportion of corn," lately 
voted by the city, ihey were unable to perform it." The money, however, was raised; tim 
company borrowing ^.pooupon their bond, for that purpi 

In 164-1 they wer.- ordered to raise .".2,800, as their proportion of . 100,000, lent by 
the city to the Parliament, upon the public faith, for the relief of Inland, and compelled to 
burrow it at 8 per cent. 

In 1643, being charged with . 1C. 10*. weekly for the Parliament s army, " They find 
it a great charm, loo weighty f.-r them to bear, in regard of the large s-.ims I hey were- already 
deeply engaged for;" and were obliged to sell their plute, (which produced ^ .303. ijs. 8t/.J 
to enable them to pay those cha 

Again, in 1643, being called upon by the Mayor s precept for (. 1,400, as their share, of 
..50,000, for the defence of London against the King s army, they were compelled to borrow 
it at S per cent, &lt; ngaging for is ie-paymeiit in [ ,- to other deb 

In 1045, being pie--id to pay ta\es for ^ir Thomas Fairfax s army, M tin- c\.]l-fors for 
I i:id and for fortification!*, .some members of the court were To request the 

commissioners to lessen the tavcs, and to represent to them how unable the company v. ere to 
L.ar such great taxes, in regard of their large proportion of monies i-sued out nln udv, and 
having no interest paid, without which they wtre unable to maintain their pious and 
charitable uses." 

In 1648, the coin t "taking into consideration the deep consumption of ihe company in 

ul of the ev&lt; ril u leal -urns of money takeu up at interest and thetvrofou- paid ami 

Unt to Parliament, which not being repaid had so weakened and imp"ven-!ied them, that 

unless some care was speedily taken tor repayment of the same, or part thereof, the com 

pany m a very short time would be in a sad condition, and be unable to : laritie* 

and pioi that their pn - and ancestors had entrusted them with , the court 

then tore appointed a committee to take an account of the sums disbursed for the use of 

.anient, and directed them to find out some expedient whereby they might be rcirnbu; 

nd 
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and enabled to pay iheir debts and engagements, so burthensome unto tliem, and for the pre 
vention of the payment of interest, which in time would be destructive to the company." 

In 1649, the court "considering the many debts taken up at interest upon the company s 
seal for the use of the Parliament, the very interest whereof would amount yearly to so large 
a sum, that if continued, in a very short time would eat out and impoverish the company 
so, that very suddenly, if not previously prevented, they would be forced to forbear payment 
of those pious and charitable gifts which their forefathers (in their flourishing times) had en 
trusted the company with to pay and perform, which the court was too sensible of; and 
therefore for some small prevention thereof, and the better to supply their wants, thev 
ordered 26 persons to be called upon the livery; and for the enlargement of their means 
towards the subsistence of the company, they forbear their quarterly dinners, but determine 
that the master and wardens shall pay their usual allowance tinvards ihe same- 

The sums so advanced to goveniment by the company, are stated in 1(^54 nt between 
,.5,000 and .6,000, exclusive of interest; no part of which, either principal or interest, 
appears to have been repaid, except the small sum of . 200. 135. 4cl. the pioduce by sale 
of land in Ireland, given as ;i compensation for ..280. 

From the preceding extracts, it is evident that Mr. Colfe s money in the company s hands 
must be considered as having been taken from them by the governments of those unsettled 
times, and to have shared the same fate as the company s money, and that which Mr. Colt e 
himself had lent to Parliament, which was totally lost, and therefore could not be laid out 
in the purchase of lands, having been lost by the contingency of war, which he had in 
contemplation when he made his will. 

In addition to these losses, the company from the years 1660 to 1666, were obliged to 
raise about .2,000, as their proportion of a snm presented by the city to King Charles the 
Second, upon his restoration ; of the expense of his coronation, of his entertainment by 
the city of London, and of building a ship of war called The London ; an I the great plague 
and fire of London happening at this time, added still more to the company s disrress. 

After Mr. Colfe s death, his will being proved, the company in 1662 obtained an Act of 
Parliament for confirming it, and proceeded in the discharge of its trusts ; erected alms- 
houses, and expended large sums for the purposes of his estate, as appears by the account of 
receipts and payments: but that the money directed to be laid out in the purchase of land, 
was at that time considered to be irrecoverably lost, and the company discharged of all re 
sponsibility upon that account, may be inferred, as well from the preceding statement, as 
from the following extracts from the company s minutes. 

In 1672, it is stated, " that whereas Mr. Colfe s will is very large, and the uses thereof 
very many, and the estate of Mr. Colfe unanswerable to fulfil or discharge the said uses, the 
court declare their resolution to set a time apart for the consideration of the whole matter, 
more especially touching the scholars ordered by the said will to be sent unto the university; 
and also to consider in case the court send any such out of the particular places mentioned 
and described by his will to be within the hundred of Bfackbeath, whether it will not be 
behovefull for the court to take security to reimburse the company, being Mr. Colic s trus 
tees, of such monies as were or should be paid for the maintenance of such scholars, not 
being of the parishes mentioned in his will, in case any question thereafter arose touching 
such allowance, &c." 

1674, 5th April. -At a court the master reported, that " he with the wardens and some of 
the assistants had visited the schools at Lewisham ; that they carried with them Mr. Sher 
wood, a London minister, to examine and prove the scholars in the grammar school, accord 
ing to the donor s will, and that upon that trial and examination, Robert Watson, son of 
Robert Watson, late of East Greenwich, Kent, surgeon, deceased, was appointed as fit to 
be sent to the university, and chosen accordingly. That Sir William Wylde, one of His 
Majesty s justices at the King s Bench court at Westminster, dined with the company at 
the grammar school-house, and in his presence were, between Mr. Trotter, minister of 
Levvisham, and some of the members of the company, touching the charge of the said 
Mr. Trotter and the parishioners against the company for not executing Mr. Colfe s will; 
upon which discourse, Sir William Wylde deliberately hearing the said charge and the de 
fence of the company made by the master, nothing could be made appear wherein thecom- 
Eany had failed in their trust, but rather the said Mr. Trotter and the said parishioners were 
eld blameworthy for the injustice of their said charge." 

1678, May 2oth. " Upon considering the great charge the company was always put 
unto at the visiting their schools at Lewisham, whereas the account could not bear it; for 
remedy therein, it was thought fit and ordered, that there should not be a general invitation 
of the members of the court at such visitation, but that the master and wardens for the time 
being should always go down. The court then appointed Mr. Pullen, the minister of 
St. Helens, the London minister, to go down and examine the scholars, according to 
Mr. Colfe s will, and referred to the master and wardens the manner of the entertainment, 
and the place where to dine, advising them to be as sparing therein, as they could, with 
respect to the honour and reputation of the company." 

1683, November 1st. The curate and churchwarden of the parish of Charlton de 
manded of the company, the arrears of Mr. Colfe s legacy, due to the poor of Charlton, 
but did not particularize any thing ; it is stated, " that the fault of their not receiving it all 
that time, lav upon themselves and not upon the company, for had they demanded it sooner, 
it had been paid sooner, but nothing being demanded, the company had proceeded to dis 
charge several other gifts of his will ; by means whereof, they had paid more upon this 
account, than Mr. Colfe s estate would reimburse them ; all which the court was nevertheless

The master s salary is appointed by the will to be .30, how much does he receive now? 
He receives . 30, the original salary, . 7 as writing master, and .. i. 5$. annually for 
fire and as librarian, making together . 38. 5 s. 

We observe by the will that the writing master is allowed . 1 1 a year; why is only . 7 
allowed now ? 1 am not prepared to explain this, there has not been any alteration in the 
payment during my remembrance. 

What are the payments made to the master of the reading school ? He is paid . 20, as 
ordered by the will, with the addition of =".3 for pens and paper as also directed by the will; 
the addition of of. 15 lately added to his salary is not paid from Colfe s account as explained 
before; it is given during the pleasure of the company. 

Do you not deduct from the =.23 paid to the reading master, of. 3 as the rent of his 
garden, called The Orchard in Mr. Colfe s will ? We do; the =.3 forms an item in our 
rental. 

Are there any other payments made connected with the school? The average annual re 
pairs of the last eleven years of the grammar school alone amounts to about . 60 ; the 
average annual repairs to the English school for the same period, to about . 25. There is 
the payment ofi . 3 before stated, given annually with other payments to the poor of 
Lewisham, for binding an apprentice ; the expenses of visiting the schools and other property 
of the charity once a year, amount on an average for the last eleven years to about , 20 per 
annum. The insurance for the schools amounts to about . 8. qs. \od. I believe this is all 
the expense connected with the schools. The other payments are for the almshouses, nnd 
amount to . 52. 3*.; repairs of ditto on an average of eleven years, . 25. Sundry small 
gifts as ordered by the will to the poor of different parishes &lt;. 16. los. 6d. The library and 
librarian of Sion college, . i. is. An annuity of . 2. IDS. charged upon part of the 
premises and mentioned in the will. And also . 5 given by the will to the company for 
their care of the trust estates. Receiver of rents sixpence in the pound, . 8. us. 40?. The 
whole of these payments with some other small items form the general expenditure of the 
charity. For the last eleven years the average annual expenditure has been . 332. 

We observe that in the year 1807-8, which is the first of the last eleven years on which 
the average has beei. taken, there is a sum of ,.362. los. 2 d. for repairs, if that year were 
omitted, would not the average expenditure for the last ten years be only ^.303, instead of 
. 33^ ? It would, but I think that would hardly be a fair estimate. 

The average annual expense of repairs just mentioned, is of course founded upon taking 
in the year in which the ..362. ios. id. was incurred?

1814, 13 October. An instrument under the hand of the Rev. Thomas Waite, whereby, after 
reciting that he had then lately been elected master of the grammar school founded by the 
late Abraham Colfe, clerk, deceased, he the said Thomas Waite did consent and agree that 
the piece of ground at the end of the garden, formerly belonging to the said school, should 
be held by Mr. Conrthope the then present tenant of the same, as then inclosed, for and 
during such part of the term as should elapse during the time which he should continue 
master of the said school, free from any claim which he had or should have to the same. 

1814, 13 October. Bond from the Rev. Thomas Waite, master of the free grammar 
school of Lewisham, to the Leathersellers company, in the pr-nal sum off. 200 ; 

Conditioned to quit the school and school-house on receiving three months notice from the 
company, in case of his becoming scandalous in his life, negligent in his calling or duty, or 
on a breach or non-performance of any of the statutes, orders, clauses or conditions con 
tained in the will of the founder; to repair the school, school-house, library, dwelling-house 
and all outhouses and buildings, at his own costs and charges, and leave the same in good 
repair at his death, or ceasing to be master; for his family quitting the premises within six 
weeks after his decease ; and for indemnifying the company against all payments and ex 
penses in respect of himself or family. 

1800, May 5. Grant from the Court Leet and Court Baron of the manor of Lewisham, 
to Mr. John Bryan Courthope, of liberty to inclose a certain piece of waste ground at the 
foot of Blackheath hill towards Lewisham, adjoining in front of the premises held by him 
of the company of Leathersellers, and part of the premises late Kev. Mr. Colfe s grammar 
school, containing in measurement the length of the front of the said premises 40 feet, of 
the width of the north end of 6 feet, and at the south end adjoining the premises belonging 
to the earl of Dartmouth, in the occupation of Mr. J. B. Courthope, of the width of 6 feet ; 
the said John Bryan Courthope paying annually to the parish of Lewisham during his 
lease, for the herbage thereof, the sum of sixpence, so long as the same should be inclosed. 

[Mr. Courthope pays 4 guineas annually to the Leathersellers company for this bit of 
ground, which, with the 5 guineas reserved in the lease of 3d October 1798, makes up the 
rent of 9 guineas inserted in the rental.]

and the survivor and survivors of them, and the heirs and assigns of such survivor, and all

\\ hat is the nature and amount of Bedingtield s charity r Bedingfield s charity arises 
from lands in L\ . - uecth, and IKmchurch, as 1 have heard and believe. 1 receive 

a quarterly payment for each of three children, t is paid to me by the parents of the 
children. whom receive- I. in a year from the trustees, for the purpose of edu 

cating and maintaining these children. Sir Edward Knatchbull, and William Deedes, 
. are two of the present trustees. [ receive upon the whole for these children about 
! .&lt;; ori\7 a year. These children are all from the parish of Lyminge; I do not teach any 
other children upon this charity; the children are taught reading, writing, and arithmetic.

Which was the whole expenditure audited 1310 May 1818; to this is to be added for 
stamps collecting and quit rents .6. 2 s. 6 d. making a total of . 127. 12 s. 6 d. ; at which 
time a balance remained in hand of .398. 19*. 7 d. out of which has been paid since by 
order of the trustees, or will be paid, as soon as certain indentures of apprenticeship are 
produced . 1*0. leaving a balance of . 278. 19*. 7 d. 

Why is so large a balance retained in hand : Because the trustees wish to have a fund to 
assist a parent in sending a son to a better school to prepare him for the university, according 
to tlie will of the donor, or to apprentice or article him to some profession or superior trade, 
if occasion should arise. 

What is the rule of the trustees for applying the proportion to the different parishes ? 
That depends upon the application of parents from each of those parishes, keeping the pro 
portion as nearly equal as they can. 

What is the usual sum given to the parents of each child ? It varies from ten to twenty 
pounds a year, according to the inclination of the parents to send their children from home- 
for education ; if the children are kept at home and go to school in the village, they receive 
the smaller sum ; the object of the trustees is, that the children should be sent from home, 
and the money applied to the purposes of education, and not to the maintenance of the 
parents families. 

Do the trustees examine into the mode in which the children are instructed and educated ? 
On every application, the parents are asked to what school they propose to send their 
child, and whether the schoolmaster is of the church of England; they always recommend 
them to send their children from home to a good schoolmaster, and offer a larger sum to 
assist them in so doing ; the object of the trustees being rather to assist parents of the 
middle class, or those who wish their children a better education than their own means 
allow; the allowance is no longer paid than the child remains at the school a pproved 
by the trustees. All the children are examined every year by the trustees, and their copy 
books produced ; and the trustees have every reason to be satisfied with their progress ; they 
generally inquire of the children to what trade they like to be apprenticed. 

[In answer to our further inquiries, the following letter from G. E. Jemmett was 

received. 
Sir, Ashford, 2d February 1819. 

IN reply to your letter of the ist February, I have to inform you, that out of the funds 
of the Bedingfield charity, in the year 1818 there were eight boys educated, with whom 
one . 20, three . \, and four .10 were paid ; and one apprentice was put out to trade, 
with a premium of . 10; you are to understand that these sums are paid to the parents in 
aid of their own funds. 

In 1817, five boys were educated, with whom one . 20 and four .15 were paid ; and one 
apprentice, with . 10 fee. 

In 1816, the same, and one apprentice with . 10 premium. 

In 1815, four boys, with whom one .20 and three . 15 were paid. 

In 1812, an apprentice fee of &lt;. 20 was paid, and an advance 01 . 5 (from .15 to . 20) 
for schooling was made. 

In 1810, the like apprentice fee was paid. 

In 1809, an advance for schooling was made, from ..12 to . 15. 

I find only two payments with boys placed out in professions, viz. in 1760, there was paid 
for the schooling and towards putting out Jacob Sawkins clerk to an attorney, . 35. 

In 1776, there was paid for the use of Charles Sawkins, towards maintaining him as a 
student of Christ church Oxford, .30. 

The trustees direct a printed notice, with an extract of the donor s will, to be posted on 
the church door in the several parishes interested, a month before their annual settling day; 
and they keep in hand a balance to be applied in assisting any one who wishes to give his 
child a better education, or to place him in some profession or superior trade.

YOU are town clerk of Maidstone ? -I am ; 1 succeeded my father rather more than a 
year ago. 

Are the corporation in possession of any documents relating to the free grammar school ? 
j ^ ave searcne ^ tne corporation chest, which is the only repository of papers that I know 
of belonging to the corporation, and can find no writings relating to the free grammar 
school- I have found some old Latin deeds, appearing to be conveyances of property, but 
not relating to the school as I can learn. They go back as far as the year 1600. 

[These copies were afterwards examined by the Commissioners. 

The original letters patent of the 4th of July, 3d of Edward the 6th, and 4th of De 
cember, 2d of Elizabeth, incorporating the town of Maidstone, were afterwards trans 
mitted to the commissioners in London, by direction of the mayor of Maidstone. In the 
charter of King Edward the 6th, there is a clause, whereby, in consideration of .205, 4$. 
paid to the treasurer of the court of Augmentations and Revenues of the crown, by Richard 
Hely and John Tendeley, and other inhabitants of Maidstone, the king grants to the cor 
poration of Maidstone, " totatn nupcr fraternitatem sive Gildam Corporis Christ! in Maydes- 
ron in dicto comitatu Cancie modo dissolut ac unum messuagium nostrum vulgariter vocat 
The Brotherhedde Hall, situat in Maydeston, predicta et unum gardinum nostrum eidem 
messuagio adjacen in Maydeston predicta;" and also a messuage and garden, with 28 acres 
of land, in the parish of Maidstone; and six other messuages and gardens, and several 
cottages and pieces of land in Maidstone, all which were part of the possessions of the said 
brotherhood ; and also a chapel and cemetery, called St. Faith s chapel and burying ground, 
part of the possessions of the college of All Saints in Maidstone ; all which premises were 
of the annual value of .10. 75. 40. 

Immediately following this clause, but in no other way connected with it, is another, 
whereby the king grants to the mayor, jurats and commonalty of Maidstone, power and 
authority to erect a grammar school in the said town, and to make fit and wholesome ordi 
nances and statutes in writing, before the Feast of St. Michael the Archangel then next, for 
the government direction and order of the master of the same school, and the wages and 
salary of the same master, and also of the scholars of the same school, and other things 
touching and concerning the same. And that the said mayor, jurats and commonalty 
may the better be able to maintain and support the said school, and the master ministering 
in the same, and the charges thereof, and all other charges incumbent to the same school, 
the king grants them licence to take and receive manors, &c. to the yearly value of .10, 
of any person or persons willing to give the same ; to hold to them and their successors for 
ever, to the intent therewith to maintain the school aforesaid. 

The charter of Queen Elizabeth grants further privileges to the mayor, jurats and com 
monalty of Maidstone, and gives them a similar power to erect and maintain a school, and 
to receive lands to the yearly value of . 2o.j

By another of the said indentures, dated the 24th of March 1691, made between Wil 
liam Weaver gentleman, the mayor, and the jurats and commonalty of the town of Maid- 
stone, and Richard Heeley of the same place, the said mayor and commonalty, in consider 
ation of .40, granted, bargained, sold, enfeoffed and confirmed to the said Richard 
Heeley, his heirs and assigns, all that one piece or parcel of meadow or pasture land, lyin- 
and being in Maidstone, containing by estimation 3 roods, more or less, in tenure or occu 
pation of Richard Heeley and his assigns, abutting on the garden there next adjoining to 
the free school and cloister towards the north, together with all ways, 8tc. to hold the same 
to the said Richard Heeley, his heirs and assigns for ever. 

The third indenture related to the sale of a house and garden, not apparently connected 
with the school premises.

Dr. Woodward s ARE you a trustee of Dr. Woodward s charity schools ? I am a trustee, and the 
^Charity Schools. treasurer. 

Did Dr. Woodward leave any permanent funds for the support of the schools ? I never 
Rev. heard that he did. 

James Reeve. Have they since received any permanent funds? Yes, they are very considerable, and 

are as follows : 

In 1770, Mr. Samuel Fullager left by will, .500 stock new South Sea annul- . s. d, 
ties, standing in the names of the Earl of Romney, the Rev. James Reeve,

In 1809, .100 three per cent reduced annuities was purchased by the last- 
mentioned trustees out of a balance in their hands. 

In 1810, Mr. James Green left by will, .100 three per cent reduced annuities, 
which was invested in the same names as the last. 

These three last sums of .100 three per cents reduced, each, have been 
since sold, and out of the produce has been purchased .200 navy five 
per cents ; the residue of the money arising from the sale, amounting to

In 1802, Mrs. Alice Seers left by will, .300 old South Sea annuities, now 
standing in the names of Sir William Bishop, Knt. the Rev. James Reeve,

200, 
making altogether . 800, was lent to the commissioners of pavement 
appointed under an act of the 3ist of the King, for paving the town of 

Maidstone. This was lent on the security of eight bonds, for .100 each 40

In 1791, Mr. John Brenchley left by will, .500 sterling to the use of the 
school, which sum was lent, to the churchwardens for the use of the parish, 

upon bond, bearing interest at five per cent - - 2 5

In 1794, From the balance then in hand, the sum of .200 was lent to William 
Henry Stacey and Courtnay Stacey, brewers of Maidstone, on their bond, at 
.5 per cent interest

There is also a small estate belonging to the school. (carried forward)

ARE you master of Dr. Woodward s charity school ? I am, and have been so for nearly 
thirty years. 

What do you teach the children ? Reading, writing and arithmetic; they generally go 
as far as decimals and square and cube root. 

Do you know any tiling of the land left by Mrs. Godden ? My son rented this land for 
several years, at .4. 44. per annum ; it was afterwards let to Mr. Stacey at .10. icu. 

Do you think it is now let at its full value? Certainly ; I think the rent is more than the 
land would be worth to any other than llie present tenant. He has a paper mill close to it, 
and has a cut through it, to make a supply of water to his mill.

The Rev. PHILIP LE GEYT. 

ARE you vicar of Marden? I am, and as such trustee of a school in my parish origi 
nating in a bequest of Sir Cfcarles Booth, (an extract from whose will had been previously 
sent by the witness, the purport of which is stated in the Report.) The sum of . 1,000 left 
by him was invested in the three per cent consols, in the names of trustees, and now stands 
in the names of the Rev. Frederick Manners Sutton, late vicar of Marden, Thomas Hooker, 

William Haves junior, and Campion, all now living. 

How has the interest of this stock been applied ? Up to 1817 it was applied in educating 
boys and girls of the parish of Marden, latterly about twenty-six in number. 

In 1817 a subscription was raised in order to establish a school upon the Madras system, 
applying the bequest of Sir Charles Booth to the support of it. The subscription, with 
fifty pounds from the National school society, and twenty pounds from the Diocesan school 
in Canterbury, amounted to about two hundred pounds. It was necessary then to build a 
school-house, for the purpose of carrying it on, the expense of which, with that of the 
organizing of the school, amounted to about five hundred and forty pounds ; three hundred 
and fifty pounds of which has been paid, and the remainder is still due. In 1817 the school 
wss set into motion, and since that time there have never been fewer than two hundred, 
children of both sexes upon the books, and is conducted upon the general principle of the 
national schools. 

The small sums they pay weekly (that paid by the poorer orders not exceeding two pence 
a week, and some, in number varying from about thirty to ten, being educate.! gratis,) are 
added to the dividends of the stock to pay the schoolmaster s and schoolmistress s salary, 
amounting to eighty-five pounds, and other necessary expenses ; and are sufficient to cany 
it on if we can get rid of the debt incurred by building. 

Have you any plan in view by which you may be able to pay the debt off? I, with 
the other trustees, if we could do it with security to ourselves, wish to sell out the . 1.490 
iu the stocks, and to lay out the proceeds (after paying the debt,) on a mortgage of five per 
cent, which we can now obtain ; and by which means, at the present price of stocks, it 
would produce nearly the same income that it does at present. 

[Upon inspection of the books of accounts of Sir Charles Booth s charity, and of the 
national school, the above statement, as to the receipt and expenditure, appears to be 
correct.]

THE KING S SCHOOL.

The Reverend JOHN GRIFFITH. 

ARE you the master of the King s school Rochester ? I am. 

How do you hold your appointment? By patent from the dean and chapter. 

Do you know whether this school forms part of the cathedral establishment ? It does; 
the two masters of the school with the scholars have seats in the choir, and are required to 
attend the service of the cathedral as members thereof, on the Sunday ; and when the bishop 
visits the cathedral, the masters and scholars are summoned to attend him, with the rest of 
the members of the cathedn 1, for which each of the scholars has a citation. At every audit 
we attend in the chapter room, and our names are called over, with the other members of ihe 
cathedral, in the following order ; the dean first, the prebendaries according to seniority, 
then, I think, the steward, the chapter clerk, the masters of the school, min,,r canons, the 
organist, the lay clerks or singing men, the choristers, the boys of the grannnar school, and 
the beadsmen.

The above is the whole of the real property belonging to the school, and is the whole of 
the properly which was settled and purchased in pursuance of the decree, except a small 
quantity of land sold to the Thames and Medway canal. The premises first mentioned 
were let to Tadman by private contract., but a valuation of them was previously made fas I 
.believe) by AJr. Hogben, a surveyor. I have no doubt they were let at a fair rent at the 
time. The land is good, and I think that, from the difference of the times, those premises 
would now probably let for about .50 a year more than the present rent. The piece of 
land let to Stephens was also let, as 1 believe, by private contract, but at a fair rent; it is 
annexed to Mr. Stephens s house, and is probably a little improved in value, but how much 
I cannot say. Brooks and Swan Pool JY!;:r.-&gt; nes were let by tender, and are certainly let for 
their full value. The farm at Wouldham was let by private contract, the tenant offering to 
take it at the valuation w : hich had been made by Mr. Hogben. Mr. Hogben, in the begin 
ning of this year (181 8), re-valued the premises, and was of opinion that the rent paid for 
them exceeded their annual value. Besides the annual rents of (he estates, there is a profit 
arising- from timber, which is frequently felled on them; part of this timber is used for 
repairs, the residue is sold, and the produce thereof carried to the general account of the 
charity; this produce has, for the last seven years, amounted on an average to about .50 
per annum; I collect this from the books of account which I produce. 

[Produces books of account which confirm the above statement.] 

I have no doubt that the money arising from the sale of timber on the estates may, on 
an average, be estimated at .50 per annum. The school premises consist of a school, a 
large dwelling-house for the master, with a stable and out-buildings adjoining, and a 
dwelling-house for the under-master. 1 think the master s house is worth .40 a year, and 
the under-master s about . 16 a year. There is also a sum of .1,049. ] 7 * stock, three 
per cent consols, belonging to the school, and standing in the name of the accountant- 
general. This stock arose from a sale in 1809, to the commissioners of the Thames and 
Wed way canal, of 7 A. an. 25?. of land, part of Brooks marsh, for the purposes of the 
canal, under an Act of Parliament. The annual dividends amount, as 1 believe, to 
.31.95. lorf. These dividends are received at the accountant-general s office, by Air. 
Clarkson, of Essex-street, London, my agent, and are accounted for by me to the 
governors.

The last dividends which I have received and accounted for in the book, are those due 
on and previously to the 5th January 1817. 

What is the annual amount of Jaw expenses on account of the charity : I think they 
amount, on an average, to about .

A copy of the deed of incorporation or endowment of the hospital called Southland * 
Hospital, in New Romney; dated 171!) September 1610. 

TO all Christian people to whom these presents shall come: Thomas Brodnax, of God- 
mersham in the county of Kent, gentleman, executor of the last will anil testament of 
John Southland, late of the town and port of New Roraney in the county of Kent, gentle 
man, deceased, sendeth greeting: Know you, that whereas John Southland, late of the 
town and port of New Romney in the county of Kent, gentleman, deceased, was in his 
life time minded and determined to have founded and erected one hospital and abiding place 
for poor folke, to have continuance for ever ; and was determined to have made or procured 
the same by one incorporation, and by the name of the Governor and poor People of the 
Abiding-house for the Poor in the parish of Saint Nicholas in New Komncv, of the foun 
dation of John Southland of New, Romney: And whereas the said John Southland hath 
since and before he could effect the same, made his will in writing, and thereby hath m;ide 
the said Thomas Brodnax his executor, and given unto him, the said Thomas and his 
heirs, divers lands and tenements, to the intent that he should truly give and make over, to 
stand, remain and continue for ever, the house wherein master Jonas Adams, late school 
master of the said John Southland, at the time of the death of the said John Southland, 
dwelled, and the house wherein the two couple of poor folke of the said John Southland 
then dwelt ; ;md all the lands and houses late the said John Southland s, lying in the several

of poore people of the said John Southland, viz. Edward Mitchell and his wife, widow 
Springate, and widow Cedes, at the time of the death of the said John Southland, did and 
yet doe now inhabit and dwell ; to be from henceforth an hospital or abiding place for the 
poor, to have continuance for ever; which shall consist of a governor, two couple of poor 
folke, and two poor children, and shall be incorporated, and called by the name of the 
governor and poore people of the hospital or abiding house for the poore of the parish of 
St. Nicholas in New Romney of the foundation of John Southland, late of the town and 
port of New Romney in the county of Kent; and to the intent that the same may have 
continuance in perpetuity for ever, the said Thomas Brodnax, doth, by these presents, and 
according to the appointment and will of the said John Southland, ordain establish and 
appoint Jonas Adams, now schoolmaster there, to be the first governor of the said hospital 
or abiding place ; and that the said Edward Mitchell and his wife, and the widow Springate, 
and widow Cedes, shall be the first two couple of poor folke that shall be placed in the said 
hospital or abiding place; and the two first poor children which shall be there taught, shall

SIR ROGER MANWOOD S FREE GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 

1563. October 1st. BY letters patent of this date, (the original of which is now among 
the records of the school, and was examined) reciting the intention of Roger Manwood to 
erect a free grammar school in Sandwich, and to endow it with lands of the value of .20, 
" terras et tenementa ejusdem Rogeri propria ;" and that the dean and chapter of Canterbury 
intended to demise to him " quandam parcellam terrae suae muro lapideo inclusam in Sand 
wich, prasdicto quondam vocatam Seynt Thomas House, cum parcella terrae suae marisci 
salsi ex opposite dictee terree inclusse existentem locum idoneum pro educatione et instruc- 
tione domus scholar prajdictas tarn pro discipulis ibidem instruendis et docendis quam pro 
mansione ludi magistri ibidem," rendering 20 pence per annum, " ea intentione quod 
domus et schola prrcdicta super praedictam parcellam terras muro lapideo inclusam edifica- 
retur;" licence is granted to the dean and chapter to demise and grant, and to the said 
lloger Manwood to receive the same ; and licence was further granted for the said Roger Man- 
wood, " quod ipse licite possit et valeat concedere, erigere et tacere infra prsedictam villam et 
portum nostrum de Sandwich quandam liberam et perpetuam scholam grarnmatiealem ac 
ordinationes et regulas pro meliori regimine et gubernatione ejusdem liberal scholae gram- 
maticalis et quod eadem schola pcrpetuo vocabitur libera Schola Grammaticalis Rogeri 
Manwood in Sandwich, et quod inuior et jurati de Sandwich praedieto pro t em pore exis- 
tentes in perpetuum sunt et erunt gubernatores ejusdem libera; scholar grammatical et 
in perpetuum vocabuntur gubernatores liberae scholae grammaticalis Rogeri Manwood iii 
Sandwich." The then mayor and jurats were appointed governors, and incorporated, with 
a licence to purchase lands not exceeding . 40 a year. Licence was further granted for the 
said Roger Manwood to grant not only the aforesaid tenements in Sandwich, " verum etiam 
nonuginta acras prati pasture et bosci in Hackington prope Cantuariam et in Northgate," 
within the liberties of Canterbury, to the governors of the said school for the use of the said 
school for ever. 

1563. ad November. By indenture of this date, the dean and chapter of Canterbury 
demised and granted to Roger Manwood " their ground inclosed with stone walls in Sand 
wich, sometime called Savin Thomas Howse, with their ground or sault inarshe over 
againste the same," which had been formerly demised to ThomasPatche, by the description 
of " a certain piece of land or ground enclosed with a stone wall round aboute, sometime 
caulled St. Thomas Howse, lyinge and being in Sandwich aforesaid, beside Canterburie 

fate theare between the lane caulled St. Thomas lane towards the easte, a garden plat of 
V illiani Blithe and the mill creeke southe, a voyd hill and the highwaie leading oute of 
the said gate weste and the same highwaie northe, together with a piece of saults to the 
same pece of ground aperteininge lying and being over againste the same ground inclosed 
between the saultes aperteining to Sandwich comminaltie easte and weste, the haven 
theare northe, and the foresaidliyghewaie southe ;" to hold to the said Roger Manwood 
and his heirs and assigns for ever, in fee farm, paying a rent of 20 pence yearly.

Rev. ARE you the master of Sir Roger Man wood s free grammar school? Iain. I was 

If. Jl udsuortfi. nominated in 1811 by the rector and fellows of Lincoln college Oxford; who named me, 

together with another gentleman; and the mayor and jurats of Sandwich elected and pre 
sented me to the archbishop of Canterbury, who confirmed the appointment. This is the 

mode of appointment prescribed by the statutes. 

What de you receive as master? My income as master is .37. IQS. a year; and I live 

in a house and garden belonging to the school, which are worth between .20 and .30 per 

annum. 

The .37. los. is made up of different items. . s. d. 

1st. From an annual payment or rent of .20 from the family of Sir Edward 
Hales, arising from 90 acres of land near Canterbury, in the possession of that 
family - - - 20 

sndly. From a stable in thej&gt;utchery, let on lease by the mayor and jurats of 
Sandwich to William Clement, to hold for 14 years, from the loth of October 
1804, at the yearly rent of . i. 45., for the use and benefit of the school

From an orchard, near the Butts, let on lease by the mayor and jurats, 
governors of the free grammar school, for the use and benefit of the school

From the interest of .100 three per cent reduced annuities, .3, which 
sum I have not received for three years; nor have 1 received any rent from 
William Clement for two or three years - - 3

[The leases were produced and examined.] 

Is there any other property belonging to the school? There is about an acre of land, 
which I conceive to belong to the school, immediately opposite the school-house, which is 
in the possession of the mayor, jurats, and commonalty, for which I have never received 
any rent or acknowledgment, though repeatedly demanded. The answer was, that the 
revenues had been so long merged with the corporation accounts, that they could not be 
restored to the school. Lately I have been informed, that a majority of the governors, 
conceiving I had the right, had voted that the rent should be restored, and that they would 
recommend it to the commonalty to do so. This land is let by the mayor and jurats to 
Lemon and Tomline, timber merchants, at a rent of . 17. 155. It was let to them before 
I came to the town. 

Have you ever understood, that there was other property belonging to the school ? I 
have heard that there were other houses belonging to the school, which were sold by the 
governors; and I suppose the . 100 three per cents was purchased by the produce of that 
sale. I have paid large sums for the repairs of the master s house and premises, not less 
than .700, including a passage of communication lately built, which perhaps cost .120. 

How many boys are educated in this school ? The foundation appears to admit (by a 
copy of the statutes in Boys s History of Sandwich) an unlimited number of the children 
of the inhabitants of Sandwich. It is purely a classical school, as appears by the statutes. 

How many children are taught upon this foundation ? Six children are now educated in 
this school. I have had ten, at one time only four, and sometimes none. I am allowed 
by the statutes to take 12 children to board and lodge in my house. 

How many of the children board and lodge with you? Five; and one of those is the 
son of an inhabitant of Sandwich. The sixth boy is the son of an inhabitant of Sandwich 
also, but does not board with me. 

Do these boys pay any thing for their tuition, besides for their board and lodging ? Each 
of the six boys pays eight guineas a year for instruction, besides what he pays for board. 

Why do you receive pay for the two boys who are the sons of inhabitants of Sandwich ? 
For instruction in arithmetic, writing, mathematics, and English, for which no provision 
is made by the foundation. The boys are all taught Latin and Greek; the payment for 
which instruction, I conceive, is covered by the foundation. The other four boys are 
foreign scholars, as they are called in the statutes; but the mayor and jurats have not settled 
any rate to be paid for them. 

How or when was the sum of eight guineas settled as a payment ? Previous to my in 
stitution, the mayor informed me 1 was to receive eight guineas from the parents of each 
boy, t oi tuition in English and arithmetic. I have never had a boy offered to learn Latin

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Besides the premises just mentioned, and which we understand to be of the gift of Thomas 
Mamvood, with what other property is the school endowed? \Viih po acres of land at 
Hackington, near Canterbury, now, I understand, in the possession of Sir Edward Hales, 
by virtue of a lease for 500 years, JVoni 8th iNoveinber 156;*, granted by Sir Roger Man- 
wood, at the yearly Ktit of i.2o. There is no conveyance of this property to the mavor 
and jurats, to my knowledge. It appears there must have been at the time of the publi 
cation of Mr. Boys s work (1787-1792) some such conveyance in existence. 

[This property is mentioned in the letiers patent of Queen Elizabeth, dated ist October 
1563, which letters patent are now produced and examined ; and also, in a writ of execu 
tion, under a commission of charitable uses, dared 6th May 1634 ; and in an exemplifi 
cation of a decree in Chancery, made upon exceptions taken to the decree under the said 
commission, dated 28th November 1635, m l le 111 ^ y ear of King Charles 1.; both of 
which are now produced and examined ] 

Is there any other property with which the school is endowed : I know of nothin" more 
unless a piece of ground, now called Bay s Hall, in the possession of the major, jurats and 
commonalty, may be so considered. It is situate directly opposite the school-house, called 
in Boys s work " St. Thomas House," and lies between the road and a stream called The 
Guestling, which is a continuation of the stream called The Delft, and which goes into 
the haven. 

Have you any deeds to shew how this piece of land came into the possession of the 
mayor, jurats and commonalty : There are no deeds to my knowledge relating to it ; but 
jis tar back as the corporation rental has been entered in separate items, the rent of this 
piece of land lias been carried to the general corporation account. 

In Boys s History there is a copy of a grant from the dean and chapter of Canterbury, 
of a piece of ground on which the school-house is built, " together with a peece of sauits 
to the same pece of ground aperteininge lieng and beinge over.againste the same ground, 
enclosed bctwene the studies apertaining to Sandwich comminaltie easte and west, the 
haven thearc nonhc, and the foresaid hyghewaie southe ;" does not that piece of salts agree 
with the situation of the place naw called Bay s Hall ? It does, with this exception, 
that the stream which bounds Bay s Hall to the north, is not at that spot called The Haven, 
but the Gueslling, which empties itself into the haven a little further eastward, and that 
the Guestling divides it from the corporation salts to the westward, and that to the eastward 
the corporation have now no lands ; but I have understood, that the corporation had lands 
there which have been long ago sold. I think the ground on which the school-house is 
built, is included in the same grant from the dean and chapter, and is there called St. Thomas 
House. 

In the letters patent of Queen Elizabeth, we observe these words : " quandam parcellain 
tcrrae suse muro lapideo inclusam in Sandwiche predicto, quondam vocatam Seynt Thomas 
House, cum parcella terras suae marisci salsi ex opposite dictae terrac inclusae;" supposing 
the school-house to be built on the piece of ground, called " Seynt Thomas-house," is there 
any other piece of land in Sandwich which answers the description of the premises, called in 
the above extract" parcella marisci salsi, &,c~." except that now called Bay s Hall ? There is 
not; but. I desire to add, that in consequence of an alteration in the road, there is now a 
narrow slip of land left immediately between the road and Bay s Hall ; but it is so small 
that it cannot be considered as answering the description of the salt marsh ; and indeed I 
remember when the road was altered ; before which time, Bay s Hall immediately abutted 
upon the road. Bay s Hall is let upon lease, for 14 years from Michaelmas 1809, at 
. 17. 155. a year, to Lemon and Tomline, timber merchants, who are not in any way con 
nected with the corporation ; and it is let at its full value. It is described in the lease to be 
about two acres, but I do not think it is so much. The lease is under the corporation seal. 

Has. the schoolmaster ever applied for the possession of this piece of land f He has,; 
and in consequence thereof, the mayor and several of the jurats, have declared their deter 
mination to recommend to the commonalty to give it up to him. It has been mentioned at 
a common assembly, but no determination has yet taken place. 

There are other estates said to be given to the school, by a Mr. Parbo, and others by 
Mr. Thompson ; do you know any thing respecting them ? I do not ; nor did 1 ever heax 
of them, but from Boys s history. 

There is a deed alluded to in Boys s history, relating to a purchase by the governors from 
Win. and Phineas Eilwood, in 1685 ; do you know any thing of that deed, or of the pre 
mises therein mentioned ? I do not. 

Have you any knowledge of the register of the school, from which Boys copied the 
statutes ? I know nothing of it, hut what is mentioned in Boys s history; the statutes given 
by Boys, are generally supposed to be correctly copied from the originals ; I have under 
stood he had free access to all the records.

There are only two boys now in the school sons of the inhabitants of Sandwich, and neither of 

them has been more than two months. 

If the statutes of this school required instruction in English, reading, writing and arith- 
methic, as well as Latin and Greek, do you consider it would be a goeat benefit to the town? 
I do ; and 1 have no doubt benefactions would have been given to it, as they have been 
to the other school. 

Do you recollect Mr. Smith being master? Yes, I do ; I have understood that he received 
some allowance from each boy for instruction in reading and writing. 

Do you know who settled the sum of eight guineas, which Mr. VVodsworth receives? 
I do not ; if it had been settled by the mayor and jurats summoned for that purpose, I must 
have known of it. 

Do you think the sum of eight guineas a proper charge ? I think eight guineas a year a 
high charge ; there is another clergyman in the town who instructs in reading and writing 
its well as Latin and Greek, for six guineas a year. 

Do you consider the rents paid by Slaughter, Clement and Mrs. Bradley, as fair rents ? 
I consider them very high rents ; the premises let to Clement are in a very bad state; he is 
bound by his lease to repair, and the town clerk had some time ago directions given to him, 
to proceed at law to compel him to repair them.

HOW long have yon lived at Sandwich ? Nearly fifty years. 

jy ;% Do you remember when the town was paved? Yes; I was one of the commissioners 

appointed by the Act. 

Do vou remember when the houses in Strand-street and Black-lane, belonging to the free 
school, were sold ? I remember the houses in Strand-street and Black-lane belonging to the 
school, which were sold to the commissioners to widen the street; what was not wanted for 
the street was sold again to Mr. Emmerson, and the money invested in the funds. 

Do you remember the road being altered in front of the school-house, by the commissioners 
of the Paving Act ? I do ; it was made straiter and better. 

In so doing, did they take any of the land belonging to the school ? There was an old 
wall covered with ivy, inclosing the fore court of the school-house, that wall was pulled 
down, and a new and good wall with a fence upon it was built up six feet nearer to the 
school ; the six feet so taken continued the whole length of the school-house, and was added 
to the road. Further on the Canterbury road, the garden wall was crooked and broken 
down in places, and the commissioners built a straight wall ; in so doing, in that particular 
part where it was crooked, the school premises gained ground, and had a good wall instead 
of a bad one. I was present with Mr. Conant when we consulted about altering the road ; 
he pointed out where the road should come ; I do not think that any thing was given to Mr, 
Conant, or to the governors of the school, for the purchase of the land. 

Do you remember Mr. William Boys, the author of " Collections for the History of 
Sandwich ?" I remember him very well ; he was two or three years in the court hall col 
lecting from papers and writings for his history ; it is commonly reported that he proposed 
burning some of the papers, that people might not look into them and make difficulties. I 
remember seeing many papers burning in the inclosure before the court-house. They brought 
out the papers by basket-full*. It was said that he had the papers burnt least people should 
find mistakes in his history; some of the town officers were present who are now dead; the 
common wardsman and the Serjeant at mace were there. Tnis transaction took place be 
tween 30 and 40 years ago. 

CHARITY SCHOOL.

ARE you treasurer of the charity school ? I am. 

"What is the present, amount and funds of the school ? The school is mainly supported 
by annual subscriptions, at present amounting to ninety-five pounds eleven shillings. The 
permanent funds are the rent of a house, called The Greyhound, in the parish of Saint Peter s, 
Jet on lease to Mrs. E. C. Bradley and Samuel Harvey, and now in the occupation of 
Messrs. Bradley at twenty pounds per annum, for twenty-one years, from October 1800. 

Is that a fair rent? It is an extremely high rent, and when the lease expires, we cannot 
expect to set above half of what is now given. The former rent was only five pounds a 

Do you know how this house became the property of the charity ? This house was left 
bv the will of David Turner, dated 1665, for the education of six children, who are now 
educated in the charity school.

There is also a small piece of ground in Fisher-street, in the parish of St. Clemenf, left 
by the same person for the same purpose. This is now let on lease for ninety-nine years;

THE FREE GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 

Salurday, 14th November 1818. 
MR. EDWARD WALTER. 

DO you hold an} office with respect to the grammar school in this town ? I am one of 
the wardens of the charitv of which it forms a part. 

Have you any documents relating to it ? I, with (he other warden and the vicar, have 
the custody of the documents, which are kept in a chest in the church, under three keys, of 
which each of us has one. 

[Witness produces the following documents.] 

1st, The Will of Sir William Sennocke, Knt. dated the 4th July 1432, loth Hen. 6; for the 
purport of which see the Report. 

2d, Office copy of Letters Patent dated 1st July 2d Eliz. 1560, containing (inter alia) as 
follows :

The letters patent nominate the first wardens and assistants for life, and after their deaths 
provide for the annual appointment of the two wardens by the four assistants, and of the 
assistants themselves, within the month of September. Thejf give to the wardens ami 
assistants power to make statutes for the government and direction of the master and usher, 
such statutes to be exhibited to and signed by the bishop of the diocese; and direct them 
to appoint the master and usher from time to time, and present them to the archbishop of 
Canterbury, by whom they are to be admitted inio their offices.

Item : the schoolmaster shall 
prefer, as often as the room shall be void, an usher which shall teach under him, according 
as the master shall appoint him; which usher shall also be allowed of by the said parson, 
vicar, wardens and assistants, or the most part of them. 

By another clause, the annuity of .9 a vear, given by Potkine to the school, is directed 
to be paid to tbe master. 

LORD AMHERST. 

Lord Amhcrst. HAS your lordship any concern in the management of this school ? I am one of the 
assistants ; the parishioners of Sevenoaks meet at Michaelmas-day to audit the accounts, 
and elect four assistants ; the four assistants then proceed to the nomination of two wardens, 
and in the two wardens and four assistants the active management of the charity, including 
the almshouses, may he considered as vested. 

Who has the management of the funds ? The wardens receive the revenues and make 
the ordinary disbursements. In case of extraordinary disbursements, they apply for the 
concurrence of the assistants. The present wardens are Mr. Hodsoll and Mr. Walters; 
Mr. Hodsoll is the acting warden, but he is now in London. 

Can your lordship give us an account of the present state of the property belonging to this 
school ? For that 1 must refer to the books of account of the charity, which colonel Austin, 
(one of the assistants) has brought with him.

Witness proceeds. 

From these books the property of the charity appears to be as follows : 

ist. The rent charged by the Act 8 George ist, upon the premises in Petty Wales, 
devised by the founder, and vested by that Act in trustees for the crown, . 550. 

2d. Holland s Coffee-house in Thames- street, on lease to James ^Nicholson, at a 
rent of .50. 

This was the house devised by Anthony Pope in 1571. A few years ago it was burnt 
down, and when rebuilt, was let to the former tenant, (who had previously paid a rent of 
.30) for a term of 30 years from Michaelmas 1814, at a rent of .50, he having laid out 
.700 in assisting to rebuild it. 

[Counterpart of the lease produced.] 

3. Three pieces of land near Sevenoaks ; one let to John Sutton for a term of seven years, 
from Michaelmas 1813, at a rent of .20; another let to Thomas Bird for the like term, at 
a rent of .36; and the third let to Henry Rose for the like term, at a rent of .21. 

These three tenements constitute the 12 acres of land granted by William Pettand others, 
as recited in the Act of Parliament 39th Eliz. ; they were formerly let in one lease, at a 
rent of .17. In 1813, they were let to the present tenants by public auction, at the above 
rents, amounting together to .77. I do not know the quantity of land in each parcel ; I 
have never seen the leases.

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Previous to 1817 the wardens appear for a few years to have been considerably in advance 
to the charity; this seems to lmv arisen from the expense of repairs, and rebuilding Hol 
land s Coffee-house. The balance is now paid off.] 

To a subsequent inquiry made of Lord Amherst, to what extent the order of Chancery 
of the 2 ist January 1735, directing that the surplus profits of the trust estates should be 
applied in apprenticing poor children, had been acted upon, an answer was received from 
his lordship, stating, that from the year 1742, when the order was first acted upon, 334 
children have been bound apprentice; and that the aggregate amount of the consideration 
money is, . 2,843. 55. 6d.

ARE you one of the. assistants of this charity ? I am. 

You have heard the evidence given by Lord Amherst ; do you agree with what his lord 
ship has stated ; I do; to the best of my knowledge it is perfectly correct. 

Monday, l6th November 1818. 
Mr. EDWARD WALTERS, (further examined.) 

DO you know any thing of the leases of those parts of the charity .lands let to Bird and 
,Sutton ? The charity lands were let at auction, in three lots, to the tenants mentioned in 
the books; but Sutton bid for Bird, and Bird in fact holds Sutton s parcel as well as his 
own. No lease was, I beli*ve, granted ; the reason, I apprehend, was, that the bondsman 
proposed by Bird as a surety was not accepted; afterwards the assistants would have 
accepted hiui, but he declined, aud so the matter has gone on, resting on the agreement 
/or A lease only. 

Do you know the number of acres contained in the two parcels held by Bird ? According 
tP a map of the property, made a few years back, those two lots contain together 11 acres 
23 perches, and Hose s lot contains 3 A. 3 B. 22 p., making the \\bole contents 15 A. 5 p. I 
fannot account for the difference between this quantity, and that mentioned in the original in- 
Klruiacnt, which was 12 acres, otherwise than by supposing, that this was taken by actual 
measurement (containing the hedge-rows, &,c.) and the original quantity by estimation only, 
and therefore erroneous. 

You have heard read the evidence given by Lord Amherst, as to the state of the property 
{incl income; docs your information, as one of the wardens, enable you to say whether his 
lordship s statement is correct ? It is quite so, with the further explanation 1 have given 
.respecting tjic charity lands. 

Rev. JOHN THOMAS WILGRESS. 

\ ARE you master of the free grammar school at Sevenoaks ? I am, and have been so for 
six years. 

How many free scholars have you f At present I have six; but the number is un 
limited. 

What has been the usual number of boys on the foundation since you have been master? 
When I was appointed, at Christmas 1812, 1 found only two foundation boys in the 
school; in iS\ 4 there were three; in 1810 five, one only for a short time ; in 1816 five; in 
1817 six, one for a short time; in 1818 seven. Four -more were to have come within tlje 
last two years, but did not, in consequence of its being inconvenient to their parents to 
send them. 

What is tire course of instruction in your school ? Classical instruction ; if they learu 
reading and writing, they pay 3 guineas per annum. 

Do you take boarders : 1 do ; I have at present eight-and thirty. 

Is that done with, the .permission of the assistants r No ; it has always been the custom 
for the master to take boarders, without any particular permission ; it has always been left to 
the discretion of the master. 

How long has it been a classical school? Ever since its foundation; and it has. always 
been a general grammar school for boarders; the dayboys on the foundation are classed 
With the boarders, and receive the same instruction. 

Where dp the day boys come from ? They all come from the town ; the school has 
hitherto been considered as intended especially for the benefit of the parish of Sevenoaks, 
except that two children are considered as privileged to come from Seal and Kemsing, 
under the will of Mr. Porter; but I should not refuse a child who applied from one of the 
neighbouring parishes. I have refused one who came from a distance, I believe from Lon 
don; this 1 did with the sanction of one of the assistants. 

Do you admit the scholars upon application made to yourself, or do they apply to the 
assistants ? The strict rule for admission is, for them to apply to the assistants ; but I 
generally admit them myself, except in cases of doubt, and they do not object to it. 

What class of persons generally send their children ? The children are generally sons of 
tradesmen and fanners ; the school is open to children of any condition. 

- Have you ever had application for poor children in the neighbourhood? I have never 
4iad any application but from those of the description I have mentioned. 

What is the genera) course of instruction ? The children are taught Greek and Latin, 
and English, reading, writing, and arithmetic. The foundationers read English with the 
other scholars, without paying any thing for it ; but if they go on to learn writing and 
arithmetic, they pay, as I have said, three guineas a year.

What is the annual expenditure ? The residue of the money, after deducting the repairs 
of the sea wall, has been applied in payment of the salary of a schoolmaster in this town; in, 
binding out apprentices, and in the payment of exhibitions to Jesus college Cambridge. 
Upon receiving so large an increase of rent in 1811, the attention of the trustees was called 
to the improvement of this charity, and they have now nearly completed the building of a 
school calculated for the reception of one hundred and fifty children of each sex ; and a 
dv. -elling-house for the master and another for the mistress. The school has already been re 
modelled, upon the plan of Dr. Bell, and the scholars have been already increased from 
25 to near 200. The number limited by the foundation was fifteen. 

What is the estimated expense of building the new school and school-house? I appre 
hend that before the work is finished, we shall incur an expense of about &lt;. 2,000. We 
applied for a plan, estimate and specification, to Mr. Cockerel!, of London, who, having 
been employed on the repair of our church, and on the erection of the central school in 
Baldwin s Gardens, appeared to us to be fully acquainted, not only with the work he had to 
execute, but also with the stone of the country, the material we should employ. Upon 
being furnished by Mr. Cokerell with the specification required, we invited the tradesmen of 
Sev( noaks to give in tenders for the execution of the work, and out of four, selected the 
lowest; being made by a responsible person. The amount of the tender was .1,520; to 
this is to be added the cost of the ground, .250; sinking a well, fencing the premises, and 
other expenses not included in the specification.

The allowance for the hire of school-rooms, and the master s and mistress s houses, will of 
course cease when the new school is completed ; and the master s salary will then be raised 
to .60. 

How happens the rent of the school-room for the girls, to be so much greater than that 
for the boys ? The school-room for the boys is a building belonging to the master; the 
room in which the girls are taught, (which was the only one in the house sufficient for their 
accommodation,) is of much larger dimensions ; and the rest of the building of which it is a 
part, was necessarily taken with it. It was used, during the repair of the church, as a place 
of divine worship, and it is made use of for puhlic and parochial meetings, more especially 
for that of the Provident bank. . s. d.

In 1813, the premium was raised from .8 to .12; f cannot give any reason why only 
one apprentice was put out last year. We have never, to my knowledge, refused any that 
applied, who were eligible ; the only restriction we make is, that they be parishioners, and 
educated at the school. There has been no exhibition since Xinas 1813; no one having 
applied for the appointment previously to that time ; both exhibitions have been usually 
paid. I never recollect any deputation from Jesus college, for the choice of the scholars to 
these exhibitions ; nor, of course, have the prescribed payments been made to them.

SUTTON VALENCE. 

THE FREE GRAMMAR SCHOOL OF WILLIAM LAMDE. 
Monday, 2d November 1818. 
Mr. JAMES BUCKLAND. 

ARE you the master of the free school at Sutton Valence f T am. 

Bv wliom was the school founded : It was founded by a Mr. William Latnbe. 

Have you any documents relating to the school? 1 have not, nor have ever seen any ; 
I suppose the} are in the possession of the Clothworkers company of London. 

What salary do you receive as master? I receive . 20 a year from the Clothworkers 
company for myself as master of the school, and .10 for the usher, which I pay to him ; 
I receive also for him 505. a year from Sir John Filmer, and 505. a year from Mr. Shirly 
of Chart. 

Do you know from whose foundation you receive these last payments ? I do not ; I have 
been master only a year and half. 

Have you any other emolument ? I have a house and garden rent free, and the com 
pany pay about two-thirds of the taxes; but this is optional for them to do. At Mid 
summer they gave me a gratuity of .20. 

How many free scholars have you r There are now 30; six having been added when 
I came. 

How are these free boys appointed ? -They are appointed and taken from the parishes of 
Sutton Valence, East Sutton, Leeds. Langley, and Chart. The trustees have the power of 
nominating the children, if they choose. The admission in fact is left to the master; they 
are taken i rom the adjoining parishes as a vacancy occurs, without observing any preference 
between the parishes. 

What do you teach the children ? English, writing and arithmetic, and Latin and 
Greek; there is only one boy learns the classics, but I am ready to teach all if required. 
The children are for the greater part from the lower classes ; some of them are the children 
of mechanics, and some of poor farmers. I instruct them in the church catechism, which 
I am required to do bv the articles of the school. They do not go to church with me, 
their parents being principally Dissenters ; those who are of the church of England go 
regularly with their parents. I take other scholars, who are taught with the free boys. I 
am permitted to take 30 boarders ; I have at present -23. 

There are two exhibitions given to St. John s college Cambridge, for boys educated in 
this school; do you know of any boys that have taken advantage of them? I do not; I 
have never heard of any. 

Mr. RICHARD TURNER. 

ARE you a trustee of the school at Sutton Valence? lam a member of the Cloth- 
workers company, and one of the court of assistants, and as such a trustee of the school. 

Do you know any thing respecting the foundation of the school? Merely from hearsay ; 
I have heard that Mr. Lambe founded the school in the time of Queen Elizabeth, and like 
wise almshouses for six poor persons. The documents of the school are with the company, 
and the management of the business is principally with our clerk, under the direction of 
the master, warden and assistants. For every information respecting the school, I must 
refer you to the company. I have not visited the school since the appointment of the 
present master.

1605, between Sir Richard Potman, Knt. on the one part, and the master, wardens 
and commonalty of freemen of the art or mistery of Clotliworkers of the city of London, oii 
the other part, for and in consideration of an annuity of .30 by year, issuing out of certain 
lands granted by John Franklyn, deceased, to William Lambe, Gent, deceased, and 
the said company, lying at Sutton Valence, Chart and Biddenden in Kent, and for certain 
arrearage s of the same annuity, which sum of .30 by year the said company hath sold to 
the said Sir Richard Potman, for the sum of .360, to be paid in form following; that is to 
say, upon the 4th day of June next .100, upon the 4th day of September next .60, upon, 
the 4th day of December next .100, and upon the 4th day of March which shall be in 
the year of our Lord God 1606 .100; and the said company to enter into covenant upon, 
the last payment of the said .360, to maintain the school at Sutton Valence, with the 
yearly payment of .30 for ever, according to the devise of the said William Lambe, in and 
by his last will and testament, and the company to deliver up their deed of annuity, and all 
writings concerning the same, to the said Sir Richard Potman. 

Extract from the Will of George Maplisdcn of Sutton Valence in the countv of Kent,

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TENTERDEN. J) o you know what is the present amount of the property ? There is an old school-house 

Grammar School. am { property, producing, I believe about . 50 a year. 

Is the school now in existence? There Iras been ti school kept in the old school-house, 
till about 30 or 40 years ago, as I understand, and then grammar was taught there; when 
the then master died, a Mr. ,! nines Bttckland set up a school of his own in the town, and 
there being no person proper to fill the grammar school, the salary was given to Buckland, 
who undertook to teach six children grammar if they chose, but I do not know that any 
applied to him to be so taught ; I think I have understood, that latterly he had none. About 
a year ago, Buckfand left this place ; I then proposed to the trustees, that the revenues of the 
foundation should be applied to the support of the national school established here, leaving 
always six perfectly free scholars, with a view to preserve this foundation distinct. 1 pro 
posed thi-i, finding that as a grammar school, it was no longer of any use in the parish. 
1 think that in the present state and character of our population, six boys or more may now 
be found, whose parents would wish them to learn grammar; there is a clergyman of the 
name of Broun, lately come into the parish, who serves two curacies in the neighbourhood, 
and would be capable and desirous of taking the school, if it were re-established ; he now 
has some private pupils to whom he teaches the classics, in the old school-room, which he 
rents at ax. a week, for that purpose. There are now in the national school above 100 boys, 
and above So girls ; the master receives . 70 a year, and the mistress .30, but this we could 
not allow at present without the assistance of the funds of die grammar school. The old 
school-house has been divided, and a part of it is let off in shops ; the rent received for 
these, and from Mr. Brown, is applied to the purposes of the national school.

^ OU are one of the jurats of the corporation of Tenterdcn ? f am ; and as such have 
acted for six or seven years, as one of the trustees of the grammar school. 

Have you the documents relating to the school ? I have not; I have made search for 
them in the church box, where all the parish documents are kept, and cannot find any; \ 
have reason to think they are in the possession of Mr. Jeremiah Curtis, the late mayor, but 
he is at present so ill, that it is impossible to have access to him ; there is a table of bene 
factions in the church, which may give information on the subject. 

[A copy of the benefaction table produced, which is as follows:] 

" Donations to the free school : 

" One Hayman, ancestor of the late Sir Peter Hayman, very anciently founded the free 
school of this town ; William Marshall, clerk, about the year 1521, gave . 10 per annum, 
to be paid to the master of the said school, issuing out of a messuage and 1-2 acres of land 
in Tenterden, now belonging to Sir Edward Hales, Bart, which was confirmed by decree in 
the Exchequer, Michaelmas term, the 4th day of December, and then in the possession of 
Thomas Scoone. John Mantell, Gent, in 1702, gave . 200, which was laid out in purchasing 
a piece of fresh marsh land, containing 10 acres, in Saint Mary s, let at . 10 per annum, 
and payable to the master of the said school."] 

In this table it is not stated whether the original foundation was for a grammar school &gt; 
have vou any means of knowing whether it was, or not ? I have none, except the general 
opinion of the parish that it was so, unless I could refer to the original deeds. Mr. Buck- 
land always undertook to teach the free boys Latin, but we did not send any because no in 
habitant of the place wished his child to be taught Latin. I have an abstract of the title 
to the school-house. 

[Abstract produced, which begins with an indenture, dated loth of November 1666 ; in 
which the premises are thus described :] 

"All that one messuage or tenement, and parcel of land thereunto belonging and adjoin 
ing, and therewith commonly used and enjoyed, containing by estimation half an acre, more 
or less, with the appurtenances, situate lying and being in the town of Tenterden, and com 
monly called or known bv the name of the school-house, and theretofore given and bestowed, 
and most constantly and then used and employed for keeping a grammar school therein." 

Is that half an acre of land now belonging to the school-house? No; there is nothing 
now but a small yard annexed to the school-house; I never remember, nor have I ever 
heard the premises" to have existed in any other state than the present ; I presume that it 
may have been encroached on many years ago by the neighbouring buildings. 

Is there any property derived from" the original foundation? None that 1 ever heard of; 
the first arose as far as 1 know, from William Marshall s donation of . :o a year. I now, as 
treasurer of the charity school here, receive the annuity from Sir Edward llale s steward, it 
is a rent-charge out of an estate now his property ; I also receive the rent of 10 acres of 
marsh land, which were purchased with the legacy of William Mantell ; this land is now 
in the occupation of Christopher Clarke, as tenant from year to year, at a rent of . 33 ; 
the last lease that we granted of this land, was 14th December 1788 ; I have not the original 
lease, hut 1 have the draft. 

[Witness produces the draft of the said lease, bearing date as above, m which the pre 
mises are described, as " all that one piece or parcel of fresh marsh land, containing by 
estimation 10 acres, more or less, situate lying and being in the parish of Saint Mary in the 
Level of Romney marsh, in the said county, and are let for seven years, from the loth October 
last past, at a rent of .

copy of a letter from the Skimii r- company to the parish, on the subject of Sir Thomas 
Smith s bequest; and the opinions of counsel upon the extent of the freedom of the 
school. 

Have the Skinners company the management of the property : They have wholly the 
management of it, and of all the donations relating to it. 

U ere you appointed by the Skinners company ? I was, and receive tny salary from 
them. 

U hat is the salary you receive? The salary for the master, under Sir Andrew Judd s 

will, is .20 ; for the usher . 8. L nder Sir Thomas Smith s will, there is an addition of 

f. 10 to the master, and i . 5 to the usher; all of which is paid to me, making together a 

salary ot . 4; ,. The further sum of .4-2 is annually voted to the master as a gratuitv, 

making, in the whole, . 85. I am required, t&gt;y the will of the founder, to have an usher; I 

inn, and pay him . 100 a year, and OIK guinea a quarter for every mathematical 

scholar; his income last \. bove . 100; he has ul-o board, lodging, and washing. 

The salary I pay him includi s his salary as mentioned by the will. I have also a second 

ant, to uhom, being a very young man, 1 give ^5 guineas a year, and boaid, lodging, 

ami washing.

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There are then no boarders on the foundation; 1 None; there is no provision by the 
statutes for boarding them ; but the master is allowed by the statutes to take boarders on his 
own account. 

How many scholars have you as hoarders, who are not on the foundation ? I have at this 
lime 32. I am allowed by the company to take as many boarders as I choose. All who 
are day scholars come as foundation boys, and 1 am ready to take as many as choose to 
come. I have spoken to several inhabitants of the parish, and inquired \\riy thev did not 
send their children to take the advantage of the school : two of the present foundation 
scholars have come, as I believe, in consequence of such representation. 

How are the boys appointed ? They aie admitted by me, upon application made by 
their parents or friends. 

What description of bo3 s do vou admit? I admit any that apply. 

What qualifications do you require in the scholars you admit r I receive all that apply, 
without requiring any qualification. The present boys on the foundation are the sons of 
gentlemen in the neighbourhood and respectable tradesmen. I do not restrict the admission 
to parishioners, the number of applicants not haying ever been so great as to call upon rne 
to make any selection or preference. 

What are the advantages the foundation boys receive at your school ? A classical educa 
tion in Latin and Greek, and if required, Hebrew. This is all the instruction I consider 
them to be entitled to under the foundation ; but they are also all taught English, reading, 
writing, arithmetic, and the various branches of mathematics, at a charge of one guinea a 
quarter. There is a trifling sum of sixpence directed by the statutes to be paid by the 
foundation boys upon admission, which has been received in my predecessor s time, but 
never in mine. No books are found for the scholars ; I provide such as are necessary, which 
are paid for by their parents. The foundation boys are taught with the boarders ; I make 
no distinction whatever, either in or out of school hours, but encourage them to mix 
together. 

Is the school regularly visited by the Skinners company ? Yes, the master and wardens 
regularly visit it on the Tuesday preceding Whitsunday, at which time both boarders and 
foundation boys are examined in the presence of the visitors, according to the statutes. The 
present examiner is the Rev. William Gordon of Speldhurst. There are Latin and Greek 
speeches in the morning, selected from the classical authors used in the school, and again 
in the evening, with the addition of English compositions, when the boys receive the 
rewards ordered by the founder s statutes. 

Are there any exhibitions belonging to this school ? There are six, under the will of Sir 
Thomas Smith, at . 10 a year each, to any scholars from this school going to any college in 
either university. These 1 believe are all full. 

Have these exhibitions ever received any increase ? Never. 

Are there any further exhibitions ? There is one, left by Mr. Fisher, in the gift of the 
Skinners company, for the benefit of a scholar from Tonbridge school, limited to Brazen 
Nose college Oxford. I received it, and think it was about . 16 a year, but must refer to 
the company for further particulars. It is now held by a young man from this schooJ. 

An exhibition was given by the will of Mr. Lampard, of .2. 13 s. 4d. charged on a 
house and land at Lamberhurst, to a free scholar from this school to either of the universities,

What is your mode of letting the property? We usually give the tenant a preference; 
after our surveyor has surveyed the premises, three years before the existing leases terminate, 
the original tenant, or the tenant in possession is then permitted to offer for the property; 
if he does not, before the period of six months before the expiration of the term, come 
up to what we consider the real value, we open the property to public competition under 
advertisement. This has not often been necessary, but it is the principle on which we act. 
There is a resolution of our court on the subject, which 1 produce.

What is the average amount of repairs: I am not aware at the present moment, but it 
shall be furnished.

"Are there any other fixed payments under the different donors grants i There are, appli 
cable to other purposes than the school. 

What becomes of the residue, after all the payments made under the will? The residue, 
after the payments, and of such increased payments as the company have thought proper 
to make beyond the settled payments, is carried by the company to their own general 
fund. 

Are there any regulations as to the admission of the children ? It was limited by some 
order of our court, in the year 1765, to boys of Tonbridge, Speldhurst and Bidborough, but 
I will supply a copy of the regulation. 

Does any clergyman attend as examiner on the visitation ? Yes, and we pay 3 guineas 
annually. 

i you state an annual average number of foundation boys educated for some yean 
past? [ cannot; the whole premises are very spacious, and capable of accommodating a 
great number of boys, although of great antiquity; considerable improvements and additions 
have been made by the company from time to time. 

Have v&lt;J" anv exhibitions founded by Sir James Lancaster or a Mr. Lewis, applicable to 
this school. \Vo have exhibitions founded by Sir James Lancaster and Mr. Lewis, but 
they are open exhibition-.. 

Is there any account in your books, of any visitation of this school by All Souls college ?

[THE Witness produced a copy of a resolution of a special court of the Skinners com 
pany, on 241(1 January 1/65; of which the following is a copy.] 

At a special court of Assistants of the worshipful Company of Skinners London, held 
at their hall the 24th day ot January 1765, to take into consideration the several 
opinions uf counsel relating to the freedom of Tonbridge school, the court came to 
the following resolution ; 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this court that the inhabitants of the parish of Ton- 
bridge have a right to have their children (being qualified according to the statutes of Sir 
Andrew Jndd the founder) instructed in grammar learning at this company s school at Ton- 
bridge, without paying any other consideration than sixpence each at first entrance, and 
answering and paying Mich ntlui small penalties and forfeitures as such children may incur 
by disobedience to the founder s statutes while they are at school. 

Ordered, That a copy of the above resolution be sent to Mr. Scoones the vestry clerk at 
Tonbridge, and that another copy thereof be sent to Mr. Towers the master of the said 
school. 

[The witness produced copies of the opinions of counsel relating to the freedom of Ton- 
bridge school, which he considered to be referred to in the foregoing resolution.] 

[The witness produced an office copy of the Act of the 3ist Eliz. intituled, "An Act for the 
better assurance of Land* and Tenements for the maintenance of the Free Grammar School 
of Tonhridge in the county of Kent."] 

[The witnes-. produced two plans, one, of the ground called The Sandhills, in the parish of 
Saint Pancras, before it w is built upon ; and the other, of that part of it which has been let 
to Mr. Burton on a building lea.-e, and which, as far as it extends, was found to correspond 
in point of dimensions with the old plan.] 

[The witness produced the original articles of agreement for building leases made between 
the Skinner s company and James Burton, dated -icjtli Sept 1807, and also a copy thereof.] 

Have leases been granted under this agreement, equal to the amount of the rent stipulated 
to be paid by Mr. Burton? Yes, they have. 

[The witness produced a statement of the repairs done at Tonbridge school, of which the 
following is a copy.]

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[The witness produced a statement relative to the exhibition of Mr. Fisher s gift to a 
t scholar to be educated in Tonbridge school, and entered in Brazen Nose college Oxford.] 

Have the salaries of the master and ushers been increased since the original foundation ? 
I find from the books several entries on the subject, which I have extracted, and now 
produce. 

[The witness delivered in such entries, of which the following are copies.] 

June 8th, 1721.. At this court a motion was made, that a gratuity should be given to the 
Rev. Richard Spenser, schoolmaster of Tonbridge school, who since his election to the said 
place hath very much increased the said school, to encourage him to continue his care and 
diligence therein : Whereupon it was ordered, that twenty guineas should be given him 
accordingly. 

June i,3th, 1734. Ordered, that five guineas be given to Mr. Elcock, usher of Tonbridge 
school, for his diligence and application in the said office for the year last past, and to 
encourage him to continue his diligence therein. 

June 17th, 1742. Ordered, that thirty guineas be given to the Rev. Mr. Richard Spencer, 
schoolmaster of Tonbridge school, for his good behaviour and application in the said office 
for the year last past, to encourage him to continue his care and diligence therein. 

Ordered, that ten guineas be given to Mr. John Meymott, usher of Tonbridge school, for 
his good behaviour and application in the said office, and to encourage him to continue his 
diligence therein. 

The witness proceeds. 

The above sums which were voted at the court of the 17th June 1742, continue to be 
voted annually. 

Extract from the Will of Sir Andrew Judd; dated 2d September 1558. 

AND where I the said Sir Andrew Judd, have builded and erected a free grammar school 
at Tonbridge in the county of Kent, to have continuance for ever, for the maintenance and 
continuance whereof I give, will, and bequeath to the master and wardens of the fraternity 
of Corpus Xti of the craft or mistery of Skinners of the city of London, all that my close of 
pasture with the appurtenances, called The Sandhills, set lying and being on the back side of 
Holborne in the parish of Saint Pancras in the county of Middlesex, being of the yearly 
value of . 13. 6s. 8d. ; and all that my messuage or tenement with the appurtenances, set 
lying and being in the Old Swan-alley in Thames-street, in the parish of Saint Lawrence 
Pultney in London, being of the yearly value of .6.

THE TOWN CHARITY SCHOOL. 

Wednesday, llth November 1818. 

MR. WILLIAM FELDWICK. 

ARE you treasurer of the town charity school at Tonbridge ? I am. 

Of what do the funds of that school consist? The charity school funds partly arise by 
voluntary subscriptions, and pardyfrom permanent gifts from individuals. 

[Witness produces copy of an indenture, bearing date 25th October 1740, being a 
grant by which, reciting, that there was then subsisting in the town of Tonbridge, one 
charity school for the use and benefit of the poor children of the said parish, by clothing, 
educating and instructing them in the knowledge and practice of the principles and 
doctrines of the Christian religion, as professed and taught by the church of England; 
George Putland of Tonbridge granted to George Hooper and Thomas Barton, and their 
heirs, and to William Davis and his successors, vicars of the parish of Tonbridge, one 
annuity or yearly rent-charge of fifty-two shillings, lobe issuing out of the messuage or 
tenement wherein Richard Johnson dwelt, and wherein William Wood then dwelt, with 
the barn and buildings thereto belonging; one orchard, one yard, one hemp plot, and three 
several pieces or parcels of land adjoining the said messuage, with the lane leading thereto, 
containing nine acres more or less, situate in Southborough in the parish of Tonbridge 
aforesaid ; and also out of another piece or parcel of land or meadow, containing one acre, 
abutting on certain lands called The Priory Lands, in the said parish of Tonbridge ; to hold 
to them and their heirs, to the intent that the said trustees should apply the said annuity 
towards the support of the said charity school in the town of Tonbridge, and towards the 
clothing, educating and instructing the said poor children of the said parish of Tonbridge 
as aforesaid, for ever.] 

Do you receive the rent-charge ? I do ; I have received it from James Burton, Esq. the 
proprietor of the premises, for seven or eight years ; Mr. Burton has lately parted with the 
property, and I have a year and a half to receive from the present owner. 

How have you applied it? I have carried it to the general school account, under the 
directions of the subscribers. 

What other permanent funds are there belonging to this school ? I also receive . 5 a 
year from the Tonbridge turnpike ; this sum, I believe, is the interest of . 100 arising from 
the surplus of subscriptions, and lent to the turnpike trust, but I have no document 
respecting it. I gather this from the accounts handed over to me; the interest appeals by 
the books to have been paid from the year 1739. There is also in the funds .312. 45. 6 a. 
three per cent reduced, of which I receive the dividends from Mr. Scoones; . 100 of this 
was purchased in 1808, out of the balance handed to me when I took the management in 

1807, but the rest was purchased previous to my time. 

[Witness produces an old book of accounts, by which it appears that the first purchase 
of stock was on theiSth December 1751 ; too bank annuities (producing .3 per cent 
interest) was purchased from the balances in hand. In the same stock appears also 
. 112. 4* Qd. having been left by Mr. Colegate, making, with the .100 purchased in 

1808, together .312. 4*. 6d.~\ 

Are these all the permanent funds you receive ? They are ; another annuity has lately 
been left by Mr. Hooker, of which Mr. Scoones can give an account ; it has not yet been 
received. 

How do you apply them ? I carry these funds to the general school account, and apply 
them together with the subscriptions, in paying the master and clothing the children. 

How many children are there ? Sixteen boys in the school ; ihe number was raised from 
12 to 16 about a twelvmonth ago, on the prospect of Mr. Hooker s bequest. 

What do you pay the master? I have hitherto paid the master .16. i6s. per annum to 
Lady-day 1817 ; since that time I have paid him . 21 per annum ; and on an average, about 
. 7 for writing books, pens and stationary, and firing, which the master provides and 
charges in his quarterly account. Each boy has a suit of clothes on entering the school ; 
he stays three years, and has no more. The clothes consist of a jacket and trowsers, and 
a hat, costing together about a guinea; the average income with the subscriptions, has 
been about . 28 ; the expenditure for the last year or two, was about . 33 ; at the last 
audit of accounts, which was on the i8th October 1818, there was a balance due to me 
of .11. 95. 4d. 

[Witness produces his book of accounts, signed by six of the subscribers and trustees of 
the school, on the day above mentioned, which verified this statement.] 

We understand you have lately established a national school ? We have ; it opened the 
ipth of last month. On the iSth of October at a meeting in the vestry, of the trustees 
and subscribers of the charity school, the accounts were audited, and it was " Resolved, 
that the scholars do now receive their education at the Tonbridge national school; but that 
the objects of the funds of the Tonbridge town charity school, should be in all respects 
preserved and fulfilled." Of course, that the salary of the old master is to be discontinued. 

Subject to the preservation of these objects, a new arrangement as to the application of 
the funds will take place

and premises, and the rente and profits thereof, were employed for the uses intents and pur 
poses aforesaid.

I cannot ; I must 

refer you to the minister of the parish. 

How are these funds employed? There are 50 boys and 61 girls educated by this 

charity ; they are taught reading, writing, and arithmetic ; the girls needlework in addition.

There is no other regular expenditure. There is generally a balance in hand of .40 or 
. 50, to meet extraordinary expenses. 

On looking over the accounts settled April 7th, 1817, we observe a balance of .61. i s., 
stated to be in the hands of the Rev. Dr. Bretton, which balance is not carried forward. 
Can you explain that? Not being present at the time, I refer you to Mr. Vincer, who 
always keeps the accounts. 

Mr. EDWARD VINCER. 

I KEEP the accounts of this charity, and superintend the repairs under the trustees, and 
have done so for 26 years. The accounts that have just been produced and examined are 
kept by me. 

You have seen the extract we have taken from your book, and have heard the statement 
given by Mr. Sherer ; are those extracts and that statement correct ? They are. 

We observe a large sum expended in repairs, can you explain the reason of it ? There 
have been several new walls built about the college and churchyard, the old ones having 
fallen down. The buildings are all very ancient, both of the college and farm, and require 
a great deal of repairs. All the timber has been bought. The premises are all now in 
good repair, and not likely to cost so much in future. Before the last four years the 
repairs were not so great; in the course of that period there have been extraordinary 
expenses, which will not occur again. The trustees who most frequently attend to the 
affairs of the charity, are Mr. Saw bridge, Mr. Brett, Dr. Brelton, and Mr. Sherer. 

Can you explain how the churchyard became part of the property of the charity f I can 
not ; the trustees have repaired the walls for the last 30 years, and the churchyard is in- 
eluded in a map made 50 years ago, of the property left by Sir George Wheeler. 

Can you give any explanation respecting the balance of .61. is., at the settling of the 
7th April 1817, and why it was not carried forward? Dr. Bretton was the only trustee 
then present; a balance of .61. is. was in my hands; he desired me to take it to the 
Ash ford bank, on account of the trustees, which I declined, but offered to pay it over to 
him, taking his receipt, which was done, and I now hold his receipt for the amount. TRe 
balance at present in my hands is .86. 7*. of d., besides Dr. Bretton s receipt for .61. is. 

You know the farm called Ayminge, is .70 a year a fair rent for that farm ? I think it 
is worth more than .70 a year, but cannot say how much. The farm at Ayminge is part 
good and part bad land ; it is all in cultivation ; no part of it is down land ; the meadows 
are uet. The land was let at the present rent in 1804; previous to that time it was let at 
.58. The land was surveyed by a surveyor, whose valuation I have, in which it is esti 
mated at .75 a year. (Witness produces the valuation.) It was let at .70 a year only, 
as the tenant was an old man, and the then trustees were desirous to shew him a kindness. 
The old man is now dead, and his daughter succeeded him in the farm in 1816. The 
trustees have expressed their intention to have this farm surveyed and valued again. Susan 
Germain is the name of the schoolmistress.

and to permit the schoolmaster and schoolmistress to dwell and teach the charity children m 
one half thereof, and the master of the grammar school at Wye, in the other half; upon 
the death of one of the trustees, the two survivors are thereby diiected to appoint another." 

Bargain and sale enrolled, dated 2:d February 1726: "George Wall and William 
Bramston, surviving executors and trustees of the charity devised for the better edncvr 
of children in Wve, l&gt;v Lady Joanna Thornhill, bargained and sold to the Rev. William 
Martinaut Ncsarr, of Wye, fieri;, the Kcv. Hit-haul Fo-tei, of Crundale, clerk, the 1 
John Wvnne, of Boutihton Alough, clerk, the Rev. William d oslin, of Brook, the Ucv. 
John Gough, of Goduer-hani, clerk, John Johnson, John Sawbridge, aud John Farr, their 
heirs and assigns, for ever, All that messuage or farm, with the lands, tenements and appur 
tenances thereunto belonging, called Ayinm^s farm, containing by estimation 118 acres of 
land, describing the parcel- thereof particularly, situate in the parish of Wve and Brook 
in the county ot Kent, or one of them, which were by indentures of lease and release, datc-J 
1717, conveyed to the Kev. Sir George W heeler, George Wall, and William Bramston, and 
their heirs: And also, all the three pieces or parcels of marsh land, containing by estimation 
40 acres, in Aldington and Hurst in the county of Kent, which were by indentures of lease 
and release 1724, comcved by Joseph and Thomas Wright, to George Wall and William 
Bramston, in trust for the said charity." 

Decree, dated 15th October 17-6, in Chancery: Reciting, that Dr. Bramston and 
Dr. Wall, surviving executors of Joanna Thornhill, were desirous to resign tbcir trust, and 
that at a vestry held at the parish church of Wye, the minister, churchwardens, overseers 
and other principal inhabitants of Wye, had in writing declared their desire, that the persons 
therein mentioned, (the ministers of Wye, and four adjoining parishes by name,) who, it is 
recited, bad been appointed by the will of the said Lady Thornhill, and a former order made 
on tlie hearing of that cause, to have the distribution of the said charities; and John John 
son, John Saw bridge, and John Farr, who it is recited, all lived at Wye, and were appointed 
trustees by the will of Sir George \N heeler, of an additional charity m\,en bv him tor 
augmenting the said Lady Thornhill s charity ; which said persons, the said innster (to whom 
the cause had been referred,) conceived were proper pei-on,; It was ordered, that the 
said Dr. Bnunston and Dr. Wall, do a--ign over and convev the said two several estates, ptir- 
cha.-ed in the names of the said George Wheeler, Dr. Wall, and Dr. Brain-ton respecm 
to the said \\illiam Maitinaut Nevan, minister of Wye, Mr. Richard Foster, minister of 
J Yundale, Mr. John Wynne, minister of BoughtOO Alough, Mr. William Goslin, mini-ti i 
of Brook, Mr. John Gough, minister of Godmersham, John Johnson, John Sawbridgc, and 
John Farr, and their heir-, upon the trusts, gcc. of the charily.

ARE you a trustee of this school? I am not; but have acted for the trustees in the 
management of the school. 

Bj whan was it founded? By Mrs. Alchorn and Mrs. Bennet Warde in 1711. I have 

, seen the foundation instrument, or any instrument relating to the school, and cannot 

lether it was udoAed by will or deed. 1 conceive the documents are in the hands of 

Mr. Norton, who i.- the principal iru-t.-e; he resides in (heal n r m.)tid-treet, London. 

Mr. Stlhy, of Otfoid Ca-tle, is the other trustee; they ha\e iciiue-tcd me, as \icar of the 

parish, to take on my-elf the regulation of the school, but I have no controul over the 

property, or power to remove the schoolmaster.

What property does the foundation consist of? There is a small house m tolerable repair, 
which tin.- master lives in, and a farm house and barn ; and 1 believe, about 1 1 acres of land, 
and a considerable quantity of growing timber upon it. This is let to John Clark, paying, as 
far as 1 can learn, to the master of the school, .8 per annum. It is also understood, that 
the estate is to supply the school with books; the tenant said, some time ago, that he had 
sent a few Spelling-books to the school, and I think, a few Testaments; but it is not suffi 
ciently supplied from this source. I frequently supply them myself; when they want books 
they come to me, and 1 give them. The house in which Clark lives is a good one; it was 
built by the tenant s father-in-law; and I should suppose, that he had the farm at a low 
rent on that account; I do not know whether his lease is now run out; the farm may be 
worth near .20 a year; I do not think I hat the Jam) thereabouts is worth 405. an acre. I 
know nothing of any other payment but what is made to the schoolmaster, who was the 
clerk of the parish, but never acted as schoolmaster. He was discharged from his situation 
as clerk ; his son and daughter live in the house, and .bis daughter teaches the children; 
ihe number is generally from 20 to 24, who are taught their letters and to spell, and those 
that arc capable their catechism ; they go very early, about five or six years of age, and 
stay till eight ; it is a sort of preparatory school to Cleave * free school. I believe the 
schoolmistress manages the school tolerably well. The parishioners think the school might 
be turned to better account, and are dissatisfied with it. The trustees have promised me ? 
that whenever the opportunity oflers, the school shall be put upon a better footing. 

Mr. JOHN CLA11K. 

YOU are tenant of the farm belonging to Mrs. Alchorn s school ? I am. 

Do you hold it by lease : 

[Witness produces lease, of which an abstract appears in the report.] 

Do you pay the rent of .8. IDS. to the schoolmaster William Warringtan ? I do. 

Do you supply the books required by the terms of the lease f I do ; whatever books are 
applied for, I always get them. In the course of the last year, I gave four or eight Spell 
ing-books; and I think, four Testaments and two Bibles. 

How many Bibles have you given in the course of the lease ? I have never given any 
Bibles before this last year ; I ws never asked for any before; the schoolmistress has always 
had from me about the same number of spelling books every year. Whatever she has asked 
for, she has always had. 

Is there much timber growing upon the farm now ? There was a fall about 20 years ago, 
and there is some now fit to fall ; I have never taken any rough timber since I have had 
the farm. 

What do you suppose to be the value of the timber? I cannot say ; there may be now 
about 20 trees fit to fall ; the 12 acres are arable land ; what timber grows upon the farm, is in 
the hedge rows ; there is a great deal of young timber. My father-in-law had the farm at 
A low rent, in consequence of his having built the dwelling house; I myself have added 
t\vo apartments toil within 19 years; one of them within the last two years; I also keep 
the school-house in repair at my own expense ; within these last two years I have laid out 
about .8, it is now in good repair. I had laid out nothing before on it. It was in good 
repair when I came into possession of the farm. 

Mr. WILLIAM WARRINGTON. 

ARE you schoolmaster of Mrs. Alchorn s school ? I am ; and have been so between 20 
and 30 vears ; my mother was schoolmistress more than 20 years before; the school is for 
boys and girls to read, sew and knit ; my wife and daughter have taught the children. I 
do not consider myself as schoolmaster; but my wife, and after her my daughter, as the 
schoolmistresses. 

What do you receive from Mr. Clarke ? I receive .4. 55. ever} half year; we have three 
or four Spelling-books and two or three Testaments in the course of the } r ear, but I have 
never had any Bibles of him. Last year I had three Spelling-books and three Testaments, 
and no other books ; neither I nor uiy daughter have ever asked tor any Bibles; we have 
applied for the Spelling-books and Testaments, but we never asked for more than the number 
we are used to receive. 

Was your daughter appointed by the trustees? No; she has had no regular appoint 
ment. Upon the death of her mother, about 9 or ten years ago, she came to live with me 
to teach the children. We have .always had 20 children, which we consider the full number, 
it is put down so in the church ; I have brought lists of their names for several years back. 
[Witness produces lists for the last nine years.] 

We have not had more than 20 for many years. Formerly we had four more from the 
workhouse ; that ceased 20 years ago ; we were ordered by the trustees not to take them. 
Mr. Norton came to see the school above 20 years ago, but has not been there since, nor has 
any other trustee. Mr. Warde often calls. In Lent he hears the children say their 
catechism in church. 

Mr. THOMAS SELBY. 

ARE you a trustee of the Yalding school? I am; I have told Mr. Warde that I am 
Thomas Selby. ready to join in any measure he thinks fitting for bettering the school. I should think the 
farm must be worth .30 per annum, as well as I can judge, not having seen it, but know 
ing the situation of the lands. I shall certainly let the farm at its full value when the lease 
fails in; and if I am empowered so to do, i shall put the rent into Mr. Warde s hands, and

I 1 . vou know what property there is belonging to the school r There is a farm, with a 
cottage and barn belonging to the school, (&lt; I should think, of about 44 ac 

situate in the parish of Yalding; the farm is let to Mr. Lawrence Starm , as tenant at will, 
at a yearly rent, I he!ie\e, of . 50; the kind consists of hop garden, arable and pasture; 
the farm ha- In en, as far hack as 1 can remember, in the occupation of the family of Starnt s. 
I think that within about ten years, the rent was raised i . 10 a Mar ; the timber on this farm 
also yields .some profit, which is carried to the school account. On the second Tuesday in 
August la-!, an order was made for the appointment of a survc y..i t.. value the faun . 
Mr. Langridge, a surveyor, came down lor that purpose, but I do not know the result. 

How is the rent applied . Sir John Shaw receives the rent, as treasurer and trustee, and 
i. . v&gt; a year to the master for bis .salary. 

U hat other property is there belotiiiini; to the school : There is another farm, estimated 
at about 17 acre-, situate iu the parish of ^ aiding, which was given l&gt;\ Mi-. Julian K 
ward, in 1641, to the minister, churchwardens and o\ - . I liase never seen any 

document respecting this &lt;jjft, and cannot s.iy whether it was by will or giant. This farm 
let bv tender, (by im as vicar of the parish, and the parish officers, who arc considered 
as trustee-, of that fund,) about 14 years ago, to Mr. Samuel White, the pr, sent tenant, from 
year to year, at a rent of .35 ; which 1 think is the full value. Half of this rent is paid 
according to the will of the donor, to the master of the said school ; and the other hah . 
given among the poor on Good Friday. 

Do vou occasionally inspect the school ? I do ; and have never observed any thine; but 
what 1 approve of: 1 consider that Mr. Williams, with ihe assistance of his son, manage* 
the school extremely well. The chief defect arises from the difficulty of compelling the 
jitlendance of the scholars ; when the children can get any other occupation, the parents 
withhold them from school. 

[1 lie Commissioneis have received two subsequent communications from this witness, 
respecting White s farm ; in the first of which dated -joth of December, lie S:L\S, " Mrs. Julian 
Kenwurd, bv her will dated 1641, gave a farm, consisting of i 7 acres of land, to the vicar 
and churchwardens in trust, one moiety of the rent to be paid to the poor inhabitants of the 
parish, the other moiety to be paid to a schoolmaster appointed by them to teach five |oor 
children to read and write. This charity is not necessarily connected with Ckavc s school, 
founded 24 years afterwards ; but it has been usual time immemorial to pay the moietv of 
the rent to the master of Cleave s school for educating those children. 1 think the vicar 
and churchwardens may appoint (in case of a vacancy) any other peron tlian ihc master of 
Cleave s school to teach the five children, should they think it right and proper." 

In his second communication, dated the 5th ot January, lie Utyt, "A,! the information 
1 have respecting Mrs. Julian Kenward s will, an&lt;i s from extiacts from the churchwardens 
book; by which it appears, (the date being 1641,) that Mrs. Julian Kcnward gave 1. 100, 
and Thomas and John TwifTer each * 50, for the piircha-i- of land, called Hunt 
estimated at 17 acres 6 perclies, one moiety of the rent to be given to a schooling 
Jvc." (m before).]

A K E you the ma-ter of this school ? 1 am. 

"What do you receive as schoolmaster? 1 receive a salary of .50 from Sir John Shaw, 
arising out of a farm let to Startles, when I was tirst appointed, about 10 \ , the 

rent of this farm was only .40, out of which I received . 30, .10 being retained, a- 
I understood, for repairs : my salary was afterwards raised U&gt;X-4O, and about i&lt; 
when the rent was raised to ..50, I received, and still receive the whole of the ; 
1 receive likewise half of the rent of the farm let to Samuel White, which is about ^.17 
a year, a few shillings being kept back for repairs, as I am told by Mr. White. 1 ha 1 , 
house iree ut rent and parochial taxes; I pay the assessed taxes, to the amount of about : 
The trustees keep the house in verv good repair. 1 have also .6 a year, to provide | 
ink, and tiling. These charge* 1 used to receive from the parents of the children : but it 
ditticult lor me to collect the money, and for the parents to pay it; therefore \\\? 
trustees, about two veals since, laid the-c charges upon the fund, as a further benefit to the 
scholars. These form the whole ol the emolument I i 

1 low many dee scholars are there upon tins foundation: There is no limited number, 
but I have generally from 35 to 40; I teach them Kn^lii-h, writing and accounts, and 
chifm; tbey are all taken from among the parishioners ad inhabitant* of Yalding. I

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have generally six or eight private day scholars from neighbouring parishes, and about tea 
boarders ; these are taught m the same room with the free scholars, by myself and son. 

How are the free boys appointed ? The appointment is confided to me; I admit from 
seven years of age and keep them till fourteen. I never refuse any that apply between those 
ages, provided they are able to read a little ; I do not consider myself bound to take them 
till they can read a little. There are other schools in the parish, where they are tauht to 
spell and to commence reading. 

LAWRENCE STARNES. 

YOU are tenant of the farm at Yalding ? I am. 

What is the size of the farm ? 

[Witness produces a map of the farm, by which it appears to consist of various parcels, 
containing in the whole 48 A. OR. 29?. exclusive of the school-house premises, which 
contain i A. i R. 34?. making together 49 A. 2 R. 23?.] 

What does the land consist of? About i A. 3 R. 20 p. of hop garden ; the rest is meadow 
and arable. This land was valued by a surveyor on the 2 1st of October last, but I do not 
know the result; I pay a yearly rent of f . 50. There is timber on the estate, which is felled 
when the trustees want to repair. 

Tuesday, 3d November 1818. 
Sir JOHN GREGORY SHAW, Baronet. 

Sir J. G. 6 te , YOU are a trustee and treasurer of this school ? I am. 

Have you any documents relating to the school ? I have not the original documents, 
nor am 1 certain where they are, but think they may probably be in the church chest ; 
I have a book containing copies of them, which was given to me when I became treasurer, 
and which is made use of by the trustees, and contains the minutes of their proceedings. 

[Witness produces the book, which sets forth a succession of conveyances, bringing 
down the property to the present trustees. The first indenture stated in the book is a deed 
of release, conveying the property to trustees, dated 22d May 1779, which recites, that 
William Cleave of London, Esq. deceased, by his will dated the nth May 1665, gave and 
devised all his lands and tenements in the parish of Yalding and elsewhere, in the county 
of Kent, towards erecting a free school in Yalding aforesaid, for the use of the parish, with 
power to his executors and overseers, and their survivors, to settle the same to that use; 
and did also by his said will, give. 100 towards building a school-house there. It further 
recites a conveyance by the executors, of the devised premises to trustees, for the uses 
meniioned in the will, and upon trust, that the rents and profits should be applied to the 
use and maintenance of the said free school, according to the will. It also recites a pur 
chase and conveyance from Walter Phillips, bearing date the 2oth June 1668, in considera 
tion of the . 100 in the said will mentioned, to the trustees, of one messuage or tenement, 
one barn, one stable, with all other outhouses, edifices and buildings thereto belonging, one 
close, one yard, one garden, one orchard and one piece or parcel of ground, containing by 
estimation three yards, with the appurtenances, in trust, for the uses of his will. 

The next deed in the book is an indenture, dated the 2ist of May 1779, being the Jease 
whereon the above mentioned lease is grounded, and which describes the premises conveyed, 
as follows : viz. 

All that one messuage or tenement now and some years past converted into and made use 
of as and for a school-house, together with the barn and all other the outhouses edifices 
and buildings thereunto belonging, one close or yard, one garden, one orchard, and one 
piece or parcel of land, containing by estimation three yards more or Jess, now convened 
into a hop ground, with ail and singular their appurtenances, bounding, &c. (the abuttals are 
then set out ;) which said messuages and premises are situate lying and being in Yalding 
aforesaid, at or near a certain place there called The Green, and were formerly in the occu 
pation of Edward Elliots, since of George Adams, late of John Manby, and now of John 
Gibbon J: And also all that one messuage or tenement, one barn and all other the out- 

liouses thereto belonging, together with several parcels of land to the same premises apper-

taming, containing by estimation 50 acres more or Jess, situate lying and being in the said 

parish of Yalding ; that is to say, two pieces or fields thereof next the said messuage, con 
taining about seven acres, and three other pieces next to the mill containing about ten acres, 
and one other piece commonly known by the name of Burnt Oak, containing about two 
acres, and three other pieces near Beuover, containing about six acres, and four other pieces 
commonly called Halden, containing about 14 acres, and one other piece in Loddingford, 
containing about four acres, and one other small field at or near Borges Bank, containing 
about one acre : All which said messuages lands and premises last mentioned are situate 
lying and being in Yalding aforesaid, are now or late were or formerly have been in the 
tenure or occupation of Nicholas Martin his assigns or under-tenants^ and were heretofore 
-the lands and tenements of William Cleave, late of London, deceased. 

There then follow in the book, indentures of lease and release of .the 2gth and 3oth May 
1789, to new trustees, of the same premises mentioned in the last stated indenture of the list 
May 1 779, adding thereto at the mark as follows; \ iz. " and two other pieces called Green- 
street containing about seven acres* ; and also all that messuage or tenement, barn, stable,

We find in this book a regular - rics of entries of the meeting.- of the trustees, and in one 
of them a copv of a survey made by Mr.Thomas Sunders in February 1790, by which it 
appears that the lands belonging to the tier -clmol at l aiding, including the school-hoi 
yard and garden, contained 40 A. 2 K. 14 P. ; is that the present i|iiantity of land belonging 
to the school ? I have no doubt that it is. The map now in tin , &gt;n of the ten 

Starnes, was delivered to the truste- - &gt;&gt;\ Gibbon* the late master of the school, who had 
been man} years in that capacity, and agrees with this survey, with the exception of a few 
perches. 

Did you ever hear of any other property in land in this county, that belonged to Mr. 
Cleave ? No, I never heard of any other. 

We understand that the land has been lately looked over by a surveyor, in order to ascer 
tain its present value ; can you state what that value is ? It has been estimated at -84, but 
I am by no means sure that this is the proper value; for it strikes me strongly that it is 
excessive; but it will be fully taken into consideration at the next meeting of trustees, and 
the utmost rent that can be reasonably required, will be demanded. 

Is the rent arising from the farm the only revenue of the school . It is ; except the interest 
of some money with which I have charged myself, arising from the sale of some timber, 
made in the year 1802. The sum produced by this sale was . 249. 11 *. 6d. The timber 
was valued by a Mr. Walter, of Marden, at the time it was felled, and it was sold at hn 
valuation. 

How has this sum been applied ? From this money such sums have been taken from 
time to time as have been wanted for repairs and improvements on the premises, and which 
have been regularly brought to account. The remainder is applicable to the same purposes; 
*nd for the balances remaining in my hand, I have regularly allowed interest at five per cent. 
The accounts are audited by the trustees at Christmas in every year. The balance at the 
last audit was . 235. i s. Q%d. The master at present receives the whole rent of the farm, in 
addition to which we allow him f . 6 a year to provide the children with pens, ink, and firing, 
in order to save this expense to the parents. 

[Witness produced the treasurer s account book, which on inspection appeared to verify 
the above statement.] 
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ALLHALLOWS BARKING. 
ALDERMAN HICKSON S GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 

Tuesday, 22d September 1818. 
NICHOLAS CHARRINGTON, Esq. (one of the Wardens of the Brewers Company.) 

WE understand that the Brewers company are governors of Alderman Hickson s school 
at Allballows Barking ? They are. 

Do you know any thing of that school ? I visit it; but I am unacquainted with themoney 
concerns of the school. 

As to its general management ? I believe it is as well conducted as any school in the 
kingdom. 

What is the number of boys ? Twenty free boys. 

Has the master private pupils ? Yes, with the permission of the court ; they are all day 
boys. 

Is there any limit as to the .extent ? I believe not. 

What does he teach ? Reading, writing and accounts, not Latin. He has also partially 
adopted Dr. Bell s system on his own suggestion, and has succeeded well. 

Has he any assistant ? He has ; chiefly for his own boys. 

How often is the school visited. Once a year; the visitors attend to the boys and 
examine them; there is no regular examiner out of the court; we always spend at least an 
hour in the examination. 

Reverend WILLIAM VALENTINE IRESON. 

ARE you master of the grammar school of Allhallows ? I am ; and have been the master 
for thirty-five years. 

What number of boys have you ? Twenty. 

Has the school been always full ? Always, since I have been there. 

How are the boys selected r They are chosen by the court of assistants of the Brewers 
company, fourteen from Allhailows Barking, and six from St. John Wapping. If there is 
not a sufficient number of candidates from one of those, the number is filled up from the 
other. They are admitted from seven to ten years of age, and they are kept till they are 
fourteen. 

Are they provided with books ? No ; they find their own. 

What are the boys taught ? Reading, writing, arithmetic, and the Latin grammar, if 
the parents express a wish for it. 

Do any learn the Latin grammar? Not at present ; we have had several, but not these 
last ten years. The parents think it more useful that they should learn more of writing and 
accounts. 

Have you a house ? I have, in Plough-yard, rent and tax free, not furnished. 

Is there any master besides yourself? When I was elected grammar master, there was 
a writing master; and at his decease 1 was appointed both grammar and writing master. 

Is there any assistant ? Yes ; he is paid by me ; he principally attends to the writing and 
arithmetic, but I go through the whole. 

Have you any private pupils? None, who board, but I am permitted to take pay 
scholars, and have from sixteen to twenty ; they learn the same things, and are attended to 
with the others. 

We understand the grammar master had originally .20 per annum, the writing master 
. 8 ; and that two chaldrons of coals were allowed for the school and master; is that so ? 
It is. 

On the decease of the writing master and your succeeding him, had you the . 20 and .8 ? 
Yes, and I received that for about twelve, fourteen or sixteen years ; I think it was about 
1802, my salary was increased as grammar master .8, and as the writing master . 2 ; the 
united salaries being now .38. In addition to this, if my behaviour is approved, I receive 
ten guineas per annum. 

Is there any admission fee ? Yes ; one shilling is my demand ; sometimes I have received 
two shillings and sixpence. 

Have you any other emolument received from the boys, or the company? None. 

The school is regularly visited by the company once a year ? It is ; they regularly 
examine the boys in reading, writing, and accounts ; and inquire as to repairs. 

What religious instruction do you give the boys ? The Old and New Testament, the 
church liturgy ; and once a week they are examined in the church catechism. 

Have they prayers ? Yes, twice a day. I believe the morning and evening prayer for 
the founder and scholars, is by the founder ; and we also use the Lord s Prayer. 

What are the school hours? In summer from seven to twelve, and from two to five ; in 
winter from eight to twelve, and from two to dusk. 

Do any of the boys attend the school on the Sunday ? They do not; I see nothing of 
them on that day. 

Do you use Dr. Bell s system to any extent ? Partially, but not as to monitors.

Is there any money in the funds None. 

We observe by the will, that the fund of .500 ii always to be kept up out of the rents 
and profits, to meet rebuilding and repairs; does that fund actually exist : There is no 
separate fund of that nature ; but the company have sufficient balance in their hands, from 
the rents and profits of this estate, to answer that demand. 

What is the present rental of this trust estate? It was .249. 101. at Michaelmas 1817, 
and it is now increased ; the present ten, .tits are William Pridmore, Thomas \ a-s, John

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TOWER WARD CHARITY SCHOOL. 

Tuesday, 8 December 1818. 

SAMUEL HUTCHINSON, Esquire. 

WHAT connection have you with this school ? I am treasurer of the Tower Ward cha 
rity school. 

When was the school established? It was established in 1707 for 60 girls, and for 60 
boys in 1709, as appears from the old minute books, by voluntary subscriptions. It was for 
education and clothing, and it continues upon the same footing still ; we now educate and 
clothe the same number. The boys may be the children of any parents, from any parishes, 
if there is no ward child ; but we always prefer those of our own ward, in the first instance. 

What are your funds . They arise from several legacies, left for the use of the school, 
and from annual subscriptions. 

Of what do your permanent funds consist ? They consist of . 1,000 three per cent 
consols, arising from savings of income. 

Do you know whether the legacies were for the general purposes of the school, or for 
specific objects! 1 All, as far as I know, were for the general purposes of the school. 

It appears that you had stock to a larger amount, at a former period ? We had ; but it 
was all sold out in 1807 and 1808, and produced .2,011. 8s. id. ; with which, together 
with subscriptions then in hand, we purchased our present freehold school-house in Tower- 
street, which cost about . 2,200, from which we now derive a rent of . 70, after employing 
what we want for our school? It is let on lease to John Farncomb, on a running lease of 
7, 14, or 21 years ; about ten years are now expired. 

Was . 70 the best rent that you could obtain for the house ? It was ; they are back 
premises, and I believe this is their full value ; I do not think we could get much more than 
. 100 a year for the whole premises, if we could let the school as well. It was let by pri 
vate contract, under a surveyor s previous valuation ; the lessee had a surveyor also, and 
they agreed upon the proper rent. 

What other property have you ? None, except an occasional payment from the Iron 
mongers company. At one time I used to receive . 16 or . 17 a year, but now not more 
than . 6 or . 7 is usually paid. 

How do you expend your income ? By salaries to the master of . 74. 55. 6d. and to the 
mistress of . 45. 18 s. 3^. ; to the singing master .7, including the expense of attending 
the children to the anniversary at St. Pauls; we pay, for books and stationary, about . 20 
a year. We give all the children a Prayer-book on leaving the school. The expense of 
clothing amounts to about . 200 per annum ; we clothe fully once a year, and give shoes 
and stockings twice a year. 

[The witness delivered in a printed account, signed by 4 auditors ; from which it appeared, 
that the whole income last year was .421. 3*. 8flL; and the whole expenditure was 
.409. 8 s. q&lt;/.] 

When is the account audited ? It is audited every year ; 15 directors are summoned, 
and we have commonly 8 or 10 attend. Every subscriber has a printed copy of the audited 
account. 

Mr. WILLIAM LESLIE. 

ARE you master of the Tower Ward charity school ? I am. 

Have you always the full number of children ? Not always ; we always endeavour to 
have. We sometimes find a deficiency in the number of girls ; the boys are always full. 

What are they taught ? Reading, writing and arithmetic, and the principles of the 
church of England. 

Do more of the ward boys apply for admission than you can receive? No; two open 
ings are always kept, in case a child in the ward should offer for education. 

At what age do the children enter, and go out ? They are admitted at 7 years of age, 
and leave at 14. 

What are the girls taught? Reading, writing and arithmetic, knitting, sewing and 
marking ; they make the school linen. 

How are the sums made up, which are paid to you and your wife ? I cannot now state 
exactly ; but the information shall be supplied. 

Have you any pay scholars ? I have not ; they are not allowed. 

Are you allowed a residence ? Yes, and coals ; about 5 chaldrons a year are consumed. 

[The witness, Mr. Leslie, afterwards addressed to the Commissioners a letter, conveying 
the further information required by them ; of which the following is a copy.]

ARE you concerned in the management of Joye s school, Blackfriars ? I am the trea 
surer, and a trustee of the school ; it was established by Peter Joye of London, about the 
year 1705, but the deed of settlement and foundation of the school is dated 22d February 
1716. The bishop of London is our visitor, as will appear from the deed. 

[The witness produced the deed referred to, dated 22d February 1716, in which is con 
tained the following clause : 

" And it is hereby further declared and agreed, that the Right Reverend Father in God 
the present Lord Bishop of London and the Lord Bishop of London for the time being, shall 
bo and is and are hereby made, from and after the death of the said Peter Joye, perpetual 
visitor of the said charity school or schools, to whom the said president and fellows shall 
yearly, if required by the said visitor, give an account in writing of the state of the said 
charity schools, to the end that any abuses or disorders therein may be redressed, so as a 
visitation be made within three months after the year s eud respectively, and not other 
wise."] 

Is the bishop of London a trustee of the school ? He is not. 

Has he any concern in the administration of the revenues or funds ? He has not.

ST. ANN S SCHOOL IN FOSTER-LANE, AND PECKHAM, SURREY. 

Monday, 2d November 1818. 

Mr. JAMES HURST. 

ARE you the secretary of the schools of St. Ann Foster-lane and Peckliam? I am. 

When was the London school founded? It was founded in 1709. There are 30 boys 
and 30 girls in the London school ; 19 elder boys are in the country school, and kept alto 
gether in clothing and board, as well as educated. The senior boys from the town school 
supply the vacancies occasioned by the boys going off from the country school. It \\as 
founded by voluntary contributions. There is no land or houses. The bent i aetions have 
produced a fund, which is in the stocks, consisting of . 1,500 four per cents; .2,660. i6s. urf. 
Bank stock; .100 old South Sea annuities, subjected; .5,721. i6s. lod. old South. 
Sea annuities. The annual income is .500. 14*. 8 d. The principal of these benefac 
tions was left by a Mr. John Bristow, of Grove in Bucks; his will is dated 1st December 
1760. The . 1,500 four per cents, arose from former savings of the charity. Mr. Bristow 

i-e the Bank stock, and the .5,721. i6s. lod. in old South Sea annuities. He left a

large sum of money to be divided among three schools; the charity school of St. Mary- 
le-Bow London, S T t. Giles Cilppiegate, the charity school of St. Ann s Aldersgate, which is 
our school. 

Have you any original statutes? There are none; but there is a book of regulations 
established by our own body, and altered from time to time, as circumstances require. 

[The witness produced the same.] 

[On inspecting the will of Mr. Bristow, the appropriation of the bequest to the above 
schools, appeared to be as under, " the interest thereof to be annually applied by them the 
said treasurers, towards carrying ou the charitable designs for which those schools are in 
stituted."] 

Is it a school for the education of boys and girls ? It is, and is limited according to our 
funds, which have been decreasing latterly. This reduction has more particularly affected 
the country school, that school having grown out of the town school, when its funds were 

good. 

How has this defalcation arisen? It has arisen partly from the bad state of the times 
drawing off subscribers; and partly from other new charities, such as National and Sunday 
schools having arisen in that period. The annual subscriptions have fallen within the last 
four years, from nearly .800 to about . 500 per annum. 

What is the course of instruction ? They are taught reading, writing and arithmetic, nnd 
the girls are taught to work. Five senior girls are boarded in the house, and altogether 
maintained there; they do the housework." This number has never been altered in my 
time, but it is not provided to be kept at a certain number, and it depends upon the 

funds.

SIR JOHN CASS s SCHOOL. 

The following document was delivered in by James Fisher, Esquire, registrar of this 
school. 

SIR JOHN CASS Knt. and alderman of London, deceased, being seised and possessed 
of divers freehold messuages, lands, tenements and hereditaments at West Tilbury and 
Anthorne in the county of Essex, of the yearly value of .90 or thereabouts, and at Hackney 
in Middlesex, of the yearly value of .85 or thereabouts, and at Bromley near Bow in 
Middlesex, of the yearly value of .5 or thereabouts; and being also seised and possessed 
of divers copyhold messuages and lands in Hackney, of the yearly value of .360 or 
thereabouts, which he had duly surrendered to the use of his last will ; and being also 
possessed of a considerable personal estate, he, the said Sir John Cass, did, on or about the 
6th May 1709, duly sign seal and publish his then last will and testament in writing of that 
date, in the presence of three credible witnesses, who attested the same in his presence, 
and thereby did give several small legacies to several persons therein named ; and taking 
notice that he intended shortly to erect, at his own charge, a school-house in the parish of 
Saint Botolph Aldgate, London, for the benefit of the poor boys of the said parish that 
were maintained by subscription or otherwise; he did give and bequeath unto such person 
who should be master of the said school at his decease, the sum of .6 for mourning, and 
to each poor parish boy who should then belong to the said school, 20 s. to be laid out by 
his trustees and executors thereinafter mentioned, to clothe them in black or grey; and 
gave to Elizabeth Cass . 100, and all that his copyhold messuage with the appurtenances 
wherein he then dwelt, hoklen of the said manor of Hackney, situate in Grove-street there, 
which he had surrendered to the use of his will, together also with the use occupation and 
possession of all and every his household goods, furniture, plate, jewels, linen, coach, chariot 
and horses, and such other things as should be in and about his said house at the time of 
his decease, for her life, provided she lived in the same house, and kept her coach ; and gave 
as well his said dwelling-house with the appurtenances, and his said household goods and 
other things from and immediately after the death of his said wife, or upon her refusal of 
living in it or keeping her coach ; and also all his freehold copy hold and leasehold messuages, 
iauds, tenements and hereditaments, and the remainder of all and every other his estate, 
after his just debts funeral charges and legacies were paid, unto the Right honourable 
Montague Variables Earl of Abingdon, Dr. Richard Welton, Sir William Withers, Lancelot 
Brattel, Nathaniel M unlove, Robert Nelson, Jacob Brent, Peter Monger and Humphrey 
Brent, their heirs and assigns forever, upon trust, that the said trustees and the survivors and 
survivor of them, and such other trustees as should be thereafter elected pursuant to his said 
will, should, out of the rents aiid produce thereof, pay to his said wife and her assigns during 
her life the yearly sum of . 400, free of taxes, on condition she should within three months 
after his decease release her dower, and her share of his personal estate, by the custom of

How long have y-ui been master: Seven years next October. Mark Goudycr. 

I low many hoys are there: Fiftv. 

Is that a regulated number . Perhnps I should explain how this is ; there are twenty-one 
tniMees ; the presentation is only once a year, always in the month tjf January. At the 
quarterly meeting of the trustee-, which is always the first Thursday in November, they 
meet to examine the bills lor Michaelmas quarter; f then lay before them a list of the 
nicies that have an-eti since the last presentation of children, inchidinu: hovs and girls, 
of which last there are forty. In this list of vacancies so laid before them in November, the 
vacancies which u ill fall up to the next May are included. The boys arc superannuated at 
fourteen, beyond which age they have no rii;ht to come, but we never exclude boys after 
that time if they behave well. \Ve do not clothe the boys or girls after superannuation, thrs 
is the only dill ercncc. 

What is the a::e at which boys are admissible? From seven, not under that, to ten and 
a half; they are seldom admitted so late as this, but may he after it. 

Is the mimlxr of 50 hoys provided for by Sir John Cass ? 1 do not know; I never saw 
the will or heard it read.

Do the children pay any admission fee r None whatever. 

I theie any quarterage ; None.

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house is large, there are sometimes eight fires in the schools and school-house; these coals 
are for the master and mistress and school-house. 

Are there any other perquisites ? There were some other small ones which I have 
abolished, as improper; the practice had hecn for every child to pay two shillings as for a 
knife and fork; but as these are really found by die trustees, I thought it wrontr; 1 think 
it was unknown to the trustees. 

Are the children fed ?- They have one meal, a dinner. 

Are any private pupils allowed ? None. They were allowed to former masters. 

Why were they discontinued ? I am not prepared to say ; 1 believe it was thought that 
the master paid more attention to them than to the others. 

What description of boys are taught in this school ? The preference is understood to be 
given to the sons of necessitous freemen. 

Who elect the boys ? The trustees. I will furnish a presentation paper; the trustees 
elect in rotation, according to seniority, the treasurer having the first appointment. 

Is any lodging provided for the mistress of the girls school f She has separate apart 
ments in the same building:. 

What is her allowance ? Her salary is thirty pounds ; as a perquisite she has the profit ot 
all the girls work. 

Are the girls clothed as well as the hoys : They are, and the mistress has also the last 
suit of clothes, in the same way as the master, which however is of little value to her. 

What is taught the girls: Reading and needle-work; I teach them writing and 
cyphering. 

Does the same regulation as to age apply, as in the boys case ? Yes. 

Have they one meal as the boys ? Yes, all dine in the same room at separate tables, of 
which there are five for the boys, and three for the girls ; the dinner hour is twelve. 

Do the girls sleep in the house? Four continually reside in the house out of the forty ; 
they reside in rotation until they get places, they go out at fourteen properly, but may re 
main till they get places. 

Do these four girls do all the house work : Yes, they all do the house work, acting as 
servants, scowering, cleaning and washing, under the direction of the other servant. 

What other servants have you ? One woman is regularly hired at .12 a year, she acts 
chiefly as cook, and is the only servant. 

The whole establishment consists then of yourself, the mistress, this one servant and the 
four girls? It does. 

Has the mistress any other perquisites than those you have mentioned ? No other; there 
is no admission fee or quarterage. 

Are the boys and girls all taught together? There ai c two separate school-rooms.; at 
morning prayers all are assembled in the boys school. 

Is there an} other use made of these rooms ? None. 

What are the prayers ? Thev arc from the church of England ; after the prayers the 
mistress hears the girls their spelling lesson in the boys school-room, after which the girls 
who write or cypher (which they do alternately) remain in the same school-room till nine; 
the rest go into their own school. 

Are these school-rooms used at all on a Sunday? The boys assemble in their own room, 
and the girls in theirs, alx&gt;ut an hour before service; and 1 have introduced the practice of 
their reading the psalms for the day before they go. 

Where do they then go? To the church of St. Botolph Aldgate, where they occupy 
the gallery. 

Who attends them to church? \Iyselfandtheinistress, both morning and afternoon. 
After afternoon service they return to the school- house, and have bread and cheese for 
supper; they stay till eight o clock in the summer half-year, and till seven in the winter 
half-year, attended by the master and mistress alternately. During their stay they say the 
catechism, read the psalms for the day again, and say the Lord s Prayer, Apostles Creed, 
and Nicene Creed, by classes. 

Is the dining-room a distinct room from the two school-rooms ? Yes, it is; they do not 
dine on Sundays, but go home to their parents between the services. 

Are the premises in good repair? Very good. 

Have you any other observation to offer? I should observe, in reference to diet, that the 
master, mistress, servant, four house-girls and occasional assistants, are allowed s&gt;ix pounds 
of meat per day through the year. 1 lie only thing which the master and mistress have in 
common with the children, is bread and beer; tliere is a distinct allowance for all other 
articles. . 2. los. per quarter is allowed to the master and mjstress, between them, for their 
butter and cheese; the servant shares with the children in every thing but their meat. 
. 2. los. is also allowed per quarter to the muster and mistress, between them, for soap and 
falt; but they are obliged to find salt for the children out of it, as also soap for the house 
and washing. . 2. is allowed per quarter to the master and mistress for tea and sugar, and 
19*. 6d. to the same persons for vegetables. This makes the whole quarterly allowance for 
these articles, .7. 195. 6d. 

Is there any annual dinner? Yes, one annually, on Sir John Cass s birthday. All the 
children are dined at the house; the trustees dine at a tavern, I believe at the expense of 
the charity. I wish to add, that the allowance of meat to the house is the maximum, 
beyond which we cannot go; but I have been enabled to save nearly five thousand pounds 
of meat to the establishment since I have been master; (viz. seven years next October.) If 
tbe allowance is not wanted it is never procured or charged, I have also recommended to

Flower, was directed to purchase .500 in the funds, out of the balance in his hands, but 
I do not know whether this was done or not.

1 1 s. id. f upon which the following resolution 
was passed : " Kcsolved, That Sir Charles Flower be requested to purchase, out of the 
balance in his hands, the sum of .500 three per cent reduced bank annuities."

.21 per annum, on lease for 61 years, from Christmas 1785. The lancl-tax is not re 
deemed.

Sir John Case s School. ^ s the school-room large enough to aceommodate more scholars? I have no doubt it 
would ; I believe we pay a rent of 50 guineas a year for it to Christ s hospital. Addin^ to 
Sir C/mrles Flomr, the present number of scholars might, if carried too far, necessitate the turnin" out the 
Bart. superannuated children before we could procure proper situations for them. 

If you were not prevented by the will, could you not take more children ? We could 
and if done in moderation, it would not interfere with our present practice of keeping th#- 
children until they can procure proper situations in life. We could go up to nearly 15 
more boys and girls; and if this were done, it would just consume our present annual 
income. 

What is the general amount of yonr tavern bills for the trustees dinners? We consider 
that in going to a tavern instead of having the dinner at the school-room, we have saved 
half the money which used to be expended before at the school-room; the amount for 
27 persons is .22. 15$. The founder allowed .10. IDS. only, but it is found impossible 
to make that sum suffice at present. 

Mr. JESSE GIBSON. 

3/r. WHAT is your connection with this school ? lam occasionally emploved as surveyor 

Jesse Gibson. to the school, and have been so above 40 years, but not constantly. 

We observe, that many of the leases now existing are for 61 years ; upon what principle 
has this practice been observed : There is only one lease granted for 61 years, in which 
I have been consulted, or had any thing to do with, and that was my own. 

Will you explain how this was? I was then employed by the trustees to view the old 
property, and my opinion was, it was so old and dilapidated that no person could take it; 
it was empty and untenantable. I was of opinion that the trustees had better advertise it to be 
let on a building lease, with the land belonging to it; and it was advertised accordingly. 
Were you consulted as to Mr. Keren s lease I No ; it was before my time. 
As to Mr. Greenwoller s premises, were they let as they should have been, in youropinion? 
I was consulted about this property, which was very ruinous, so far as the building only 
was concerned ; I was never consulted as to the land let with the building; my opinion 
only went to the house; I should never have advised the land in the marsh to be let with 
that property ; I never gave my opinion on either to the trustees, and never knew of the 
letting to Mr. Greenwoller till after it was done. 

What is the quanty of the marsh land ? In the common marsh, 35 acres and 26 perches; 
inclosed pasture land in the marsh, 15 A. in. 18 p; about 27 or 28 acres of the common 
are included in Mr. Greenwoller s lease, but none of the incK/sed; there is other land, 
common field land, in Mr. Greenwoller s lease, about 10 or 12 acres. There were also 
old houses, and some inclosed land, adjoining those houses, pei haps about two acres, so 
that his was a large taking. 

Do you know the consideration of that taking ? I never heard of any condition as to 
money to be laid out ; the rent was fifty pounds. 

Do vou think that a fair rent at the tune of the taking? No, I think it was worth more; 
and had it been advertised, there is no doubt it would have fetched more. 
What might it. have been let foi ? I cannot say precisely. 

Was it a provident letting to demise for such a term as 61 years? Certainly not ; it 
would have been proper in reference to the building, but not as to the land. It war- 
wrong. 

As to Mr. Keren s lease, was it in your judgment a proper one ? I should undoubtedly 
have advised 21 years as a repairing lease, which this was; on all occasions, I advise 21 
years for repairs, and sixty-one for building. It was let tor too long a term. 

Would the rent of . . 12 have been fair at 21 years, the tenant laying out . 600 ? I 
think it would have been decidedly fair for landlord and tenant 

As to your own lease, did you know of Mr. Tinsley s offer? I did not. 
Do you think you had a good bargain of this ? [ do not. 

What do you consider the distinction between the other houses and yours ? The other 
houses were repairable, but in the premises taken by me, it was known to be impossible to 
repair them ; 1 could only take them down and rebuild. 

As to the lease to Messrs. Hatch and company ; do you consider that a fair letting : I do 
not; I understand there were two or three views of the trustees, but I was not present at 
them ; 1 think it worth a great deal more money ; the premises are between two and three 
hundred feet in depth ; there is a valuable wharf next the river Lea, and a very large house 
in the midst of the property ; it should have gone to the end of the term, and not have been 
surrendered before the old lease was out. Jt was let very much too low. 

As to Mr. Gigney s property ; what is your opinion of this letting ? I think this a fair 
letting at the time for 21 years, but not for the Jong term of 61 years; if the premises had 
wanted to be rebuilt, that might have been for 61, but certainly not the laud. More than 
one hundred houses have been built on this property, most of which are very poor. 

As to Bullock s property; was this a fair letting? It was not; if it had been advertised 
much more money would have been obtained for it, and the term was too long as in the 
other cases. 

Can you give us any idea of the present value of the property ? I cannot, without further 
inquiry. 

What is your opinion of the best mode of letting ? Always to advertise, and never to 
grant any leases for more than 21 years, except building leases.

ORDERS made by the wardemote inquest of Portsoken ward, London, and the jury of

Imprimis: The said schoolmaster shall teach sixteen boys of the parish of Saint Botolph 
without Aldgate, that is, eight of the upper ward and eight of the lower end, or more or less 
as the estate will bear, such as shall be nominated and appointed by the said trustees, whom 
the ward mote inquest and leet jury have chosen ; and the said master shall have for teaching 
the poor boys, twenty shillings each boy per annum. 

adly, The said master shall teach the said boys to read, and after they can read com 
petently well, shall teach them to write and the grounds of arithmetic, to fit them for servants 
or apprentices. 

3dly, The said master shall together herewith instruct the said poor children in the 
knowledge and practice of the Christian religion, and leach them the principles thereof, 
as they are laid down in the church catechism, and this shall be done twice a week ; and 
the said master shall be obliged to bring the said children once in five weeks to the church 
to be catechised. 

4th!v, The ;aid master shall take particular care of the manners and behaviour of the 
poor children, and study all proper means to discourage and correct the beginnings of vice, 
and particularly lying, swearing and cursing, taking God s name in vain, and the profanation 
of the Lord s day. 

5thly, The said master shall bring the said children to church twice every Lord s day 
and once on holydays, and teach them to behave with all reverence in the house of God. 

6thly, The master shall constantly attend his proper business in the school, dining the 
hours appointed for teaching, viz. from seven to eleven in the morning and from one to five 
in the afternooon in the summer half year, and from eight in the morning to eleven, and 
from one to four in the afternoon in winter. 

7thly, The names of the children shall be called over every morning and afternoon, and 
if any missing, they are to be taken notice of; and the said master shall go to prayer 
with the said children morning and evening, and shall order the said children so to do 
at home. 

Sthly, The said master shall not teach above thirty scholar?, besides the said sixteen, 
without taking to his assistance an able person to be his usher, 

pthly, It is ordered that no boy shall be admitted in the said school under eight years old ;

100, as I believe, 
but since that a solicitor s bill of about J. 27, has been paid for the surrender and admission 
of the trustees, in the place of Mr. Rice Davies. This will reduce the balance to about 
.60. Upon vacancies occurring in the charity school, the 30 children from Starling s 
charity are admitted and clothed as the other children, unless refused for misconduct. 
There are generally 30 children, but now twenty boys and six girls; the vacancies will be 
filled up the first Monday in next month. 

Is there any regular division between the number of boys and girls? I believe the rule 
has been to receive the proportion of 20 boys and 10 girls. In November 1814, there 
were the actual number. 

Mr. WILLIAM PHILLIPS. 

IN what character do you come before us ? I am one of the trustees of Sir Samuel 
Starling s charity. 

Do you know of any rules and orders relating to the school, now in existence ? I do not ; 
I have only lately become a trustee. 

Do you know where the old school-house was ? I do not. 

Do you know any thing of the property of the charity ? I do not. 

How long have the child^n been taught with the charity children ? I do not know. 

Mr. SAMUEL NICHOLLS. 

WHAT is your situation ? I am master of the parochial school of Aldgate. 

How long have you been master ? Twenty-four years next January. 

Have the children on Sir Samuel Starling s establishment been always taught in the paro 
chial school, since you have known the school ? They have always. 

Where were they taught before they came to the parochial school? I do not know; I 
never heard. 

Do you know of any rules or orders made for the conduct of Sir Samuel Starling s chil 
dren ? None whatever. 

Are any hung up in the school ? None. 

[The rules, extracted from Stowe, were read over to the witness.] 

Are these rules such as you received when you were appointed master ? I received them 
in substance when I became master of the parochial school, by the advertisement contain 
ing the substance of the same. 

Are Starling s children taught with the charity children? Yes they are; reading, writing 
and arithmetic ; they are taken at seven, and are the youngest boys in the school. The other 
children in the parochial school are also from Starling s establishment. There are no chil 
dren in the charity school which have not been in Starling s establishment. 

How long do they remain in the parochial school ? Till they are fourteen ; or if their 
parents wish, they may keep them till they have a situation. 

What religious instruction do you give them ? They are well acquainted with the expla 
nation of the Old and New Testament, the books published by Mrs. Trimmer; they learn 
the church catechism; they have prayers in the morning and evening of every day. The 
catechism is only twice a week. They go to church with me twice on a Sunday. 

How are you appointed? I was appointed to the charity school by the subscribers, and 
to Starling s school by Mr. D. P. Watts as trustee for that charity, about four months after 
the other appointment. 

Is there a mistress as well as a master of the general school ? Yes ; my wife is the 
mistress of the general school ; we have . 130 a year between us; there are 130 children, 
at . i a piece. I have 5 guineas annual donation in addition. 

Was your wife appointed the mistress of Starling s charity separately from the other 
charity school ? Yes, and I was in the same way appointed master. 

What are the girls taught? Reading and needle-work ; and writing and arithmetic when 
of sufficient age. 

Have they the same religious instruction as the boys? They have. 

Do you know of a place called Salt-petre Bank ? The name is changed ; it is now called 
Dock-street. 

Do you know of Black Jack-alley ? I do not.

How many boys are educated in (his school ": There are OD boys, who are chosen by the

What arc they taught: Thev are taught reading, writing and arithmetic, and instructed 
in the principles of the church of I .iiL land. 

At what age are the boys received and discharged : They are received from 7 to 10, and 
are discharged at 14 year- of . . mer if the parents wish, or ill-behaviour requires it. 

The\ liavi seldom any appren! tl the funds will rarely admit of it.

THOMAS FURLEY FORSTER, Esq. s Examination continued. 

HAVE you the lease of the house in Lombard-street? No, it cannot be found; the 
name of the present tenant is William Smith. I find in an old book of the charity, which 
is here produced, the following entry relative to this house in Lombard-street: 

" 1750. House in the narrow part of Lombard-street, London. N. B. This house was 
left by Humphrey Seymour, a goldsmith in Lombard-street, after the decease of his wife 
(who has been dead a great many years,) for the benefit of this charity school, to the 
Goldsmiths company, but they refused to accept the trust; so Richard Turner deceased, 
the then treasurer, with the consent of the other subscribers (it being then in a very ruinous 
condition,) did, the loth of September 1731, let it to John Best, a surgeon s instrument 
maker, at . 18 per annum, clear of all taxes and repairs, which he is to pay, and put the 
house at first in good repair, for 50 years, from Midsummer 1721. See the agreement in 
the papers belonging to this school, dated the loth of September 1731. 

" N. B. Mr. Seymour s will is dated the 13th of April 1700. It was then the sign of 
The Seven Stars ; is now the sign of The Mace. 

" N. B. Mr. Best was to pay the rent quarterly, but he has not done it of late. William 
Paulson, the schoolmaster, used to receive it whilst he lived, and he had received it but to 
Midsummer 1758. I, Richard Turner, now receive it myself." 

The witness proceeds : 

The following is an official extract of the will of Mr. Seymour, devising this house. 

" Extracted from the registry of the Prerogative Court of Canterbury. 

" In the will of Humphrey Seymour, late of London, jeweller, deceased, dated 301!* 
April 1700, is as follows: 

" Item : I give and devise unto my said wife, all that my messuage or tenement in Lom 
bard-street, London, called or known by the name or sign of The Seven Stars, let by lease 
to John Goodwin, and all that my other messuage or tenement in Lombard-street aforesaid, 
railed or known by the name or sign of The Half Moon and Crown, now in the possession 
of Thomas Hancock, and the rents and profits of the said two messuages, for and during 
the term of the natural life of my said wife; and from and al ier the decease of my said 
wife, I give and devise all that the said messuage, called or known by the name or sign of 
The Seven Stars, let to the said John Goodwin as aforesaid, to the wardens and commonalty 
of the mistery of Goldsmiths of the city of London, and to their successors, the wardens 
and commonalty of the said mistery for ever, upon the trusts and to the intents hereinafter 
mentioned, that is to say, upon trust, and to the intent that they the said wardens and 
commonalty, and their successors, shall and do pay and apply so much of the growing 
rents and profits of the said messuage last mentioned, as shall be needful for the mainte 
nance and support of the school at Norton Falgatc, in or near Shoreditch, in the county of 
Middlesex ; and for the teaching and instructing 60 or 70 poor folks children to write, read, 
and cast accounts, so as to fit them for indifferent trades, and to instruct them in the church 
catechism, to answer the same distinctly and readily in the church when required; and also 
the order of the Liturgy, as it is used in the public service of the chuich; but I would 
have none admitted into the school under nine years of age, and to be put out as the trus 
tees think fit. And my will and desire is, that my cousin Edward Hall, the present school 
master of the said school, shall be continued in that place during his life; and for his care 
and pains therein, I order my said cousin shall have and be paid .30 per annum, as he 
hath hitherto had. And upon further trust, that the overplus of the profits of the said 
messuage be applied towards putting out a poor boy of the school to be an apprentice, or 
towards repairing the said school, or other such charitable use as the wardens and common 
alty for the time being shall think fit. And it is my desire, that the order and method 
hitherto used in the said school by the present master, and what other rules shall be thought 
proper for the same, shall be put in writing for the better continuing the same. And 1 do 
request Sir Edward Clerke, Knt. late lord mayor of London, Maynard Colchester, Esq., 
Thomas Long, Esq., the Rev. Dr. William Beveridge, Peter Burrell, Paul D Aranda, John 
Sherbrooke, Richard Turner, John Travel!, and Bartholomew Lay ton, of London, mer 
chants, and Robert Baskett of London, apothecary, and Ralph Gerrard of London, gold 
smith, to inform and communicate to the said wardens and commonalty the design and 
nature of the said school, and to be assisting to them for the better continuing of the same. 
And 1 do also give to the clerk of the said company of Goldsmiths, twenty shillings per 
annum, for his care in keeping the accounts relating to the premises. And it is my will 
and meaning, and the gift of the said messuage to the uses aforesaid, is upon this condi 
tion nevertheless, that if the said school -shall not be maintained and continued until the 
decease of my said wife, in such ease 1 give the said messuage to such child or children as 
my said wife is now big withal, if such child or children be then living, and to his her ;md 
their heirs for ever. 

" Proved 1st June 1700."

What are the school revenues nt this moment f The whole money left by the testator 
wa&lt; received between the years 1667 and 1670. In 1060 the company purehas, d a piece of 
ciitinid fir budding the school ; it was bought of William Colford and cost . 180. It is 
(I. -cribed as a piece of garden ground and shod near Fitisbury or Bonhill-field*, in tho pari.-li 
of St. (iiles without Cnppleuate. The convevance is dated 2Qtli April 1660, and it was

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was then made by the company, that reading writing and arithmetic should be taught by 
the master then to be appointed, in addition to the classics, to which he of course acceded. 
Although no express order u;i&gt; then given to prevent the classics being taught, ] hj-ve every 
reason to believe, that from that period to the present time, reading, writing and arithmetic 
have only been taught ; since 1740 it lias been a school of very considerable repute for 
reading, writing and arithmetic ; it being found, as appears from the books and papers of 
the company, that the parents were willing to send for instruction in those branches and 
not at all in the higher. Two master-, named Webb, (father and son) were eminent writing 
masters, and during their time the school was in great repute. There are now twelve boys 
on the foundation ; that has been the average number for the last seven years. There is no 
mention in the will as to number. There is no expense allowed by the governors on the 
admission of scholars, or on their leaving the school; but there being no fund for that 
purpose, the parents provide books and slates, and, I believe, that 2 s. 6 d. per quarter is 
paid for that purpose. J do not wish to conceal that there have been times when other 
sums have been taken ; but on finding this, the company, iniSji, abolished the fee of 
los. 6d. on admission, to the master, and of j s. 6d. to the clerk of the company for the 
petition and order; they now pay the latter out of their own funds. I know of no payment 
of quarterage. The master is allowed . 80 per annum, out of which he pays for his house 
to the company, . 30 per annum. The company have also for many years allowed, and 
still -continue to allow, him a gratuity of . 20 per annum; he has no permission to take 
private scholars, but the governors have tacitly acquiesced in his doing so. I believe this 
has been advantageous to the school rather than injurious. 

How are the repairs of th master s house provided for ? They are paid by the company, 
and have been for many years. In 1770 a fresh school-house was built; it cost very nearly 
.700. The old school-house has been taken down, being totally decayed. The common 
repairs of the school-house and master s-house, on an average of the last ten years, is 
.13. 135. 6d. per annum. The schoolmaster s house is in a very dilapidated state, and 
requires great repairs. The present school-house, which was built in 1770, is of course in a 
much better state ; and these two are the only buildings now standing on the property. The 
schoolmaster pays his own taxes. 

Are there any rules for the government of the school ? No, there are none ; but bv an 
order of the company in 1813, the children are admitted at seven years old, and remain till 
they are fourteen. 

Are there any stated periods of visitation by the governors ? The governors visit when 
ever thej think it necessary ; I find reports made in the years 1811, 1813, and 1815, by the 
committees of the company, on the state of the school. 

Do these reports go to the state and management of the school, or only to the buildings : 
They all go to the conduct of the school, and represent the school as not in a flourishing 
state; this will appear further by there having been only twelve boys from two extensive 
parishes, on an average of seven years. On those visitations the company have had reason 
to think that the school may have been injured by the present schoolmaster; lie is a clergy 
man of great age, I think he is now 77, and has been 32 years master. JSo complaint of 
immorality or impropriety of conduct has ever been made against him ; but certainly, during 
his time, and of late years more particularly, the school has not flourished as it did; this 
has appeared more than once. The subject has anxiously occupied the attention of the 
company since the year 181 1. 

Do you know if the master is licensed ? I believe he is not ; at one time he appeared to 
consider his appointment independent of the governors. 

What do you consider his emolument ? He has .70 per annum, from which is to be 
deducted the taxes of his house, amounting to about . 27. 

Reverend WILLIAM LENS. 

ARE you the master of this school ? I am, and have been so I think 34 years. 

What number of boys are on the foundation? I have had as high as thii y boys, and 
as low as seven; many of the boys go from me to charity schools, where they g f hooks and 
clothing. The school is quite degenerated from what it once was ; it was origii aiiy a free 
grammar school. When I first came they told me Latin was of very little use in those 
parts ; but that reading, writing and the four first rules of arithmetic would be prop^ and 
the governors directed me to teach those things and the church catechism, which 1 have 
always done since I was elected. 

Do you employ an assistant ? Yes, but the present assistant has lately quitted me; what 
ever he can make of the pay boys he has. I make .35 a year, after deducting al! , x- 
penses. 

Are you licensed by the bishop ? No ; I am elected once a year, and therefore I am not 
licensed.

purpose, and directed that the same should be laid out in lands or other good security, and 
thut the interest of siiid .5,000 should be for the first ten years after his decease, received 
by and go to his executors, to enable them to pay certain annuities and legacies ; and after 
that time, the said testator desired the said .

Bv a decree, dated loth May 1736, in a cause wherein His Majesty s attorney general 
: the relation of Ocni* Bond, Esq. and James Shelman, Esq. then churchwardens of 
. George s Hanover-square) was informant, and said James Steuart and Henry Rowe and 
Elizabeth his wife were defendants; It was referred to master Edwards to inquire the value 
of the said . 5,000 Irish money ; and it was ordered that the defendants should lay a plan 
before the master for establishing the charity, who was to look into and state the same to 
the court. 

The master made his report on the jd August 1736, and found the .5,000 to be worth 
.4,484. 6&lt;. i &lt;/. English money, and he looked into a plan for establishing the charity, 
which he then laid U fore and submitted to the court; in confirmation of which it was or 
dered by the court on the i ith of August following, that the said .4,484. 6s. i d. should 
be laid out in the purchase of three per cent annuities, subject to the further order of the 
court; that the trustees, out of the &gt;aid .4,484.

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In consequence of this discovery, Mr. DawioD presented a petition to the master of the 
rolls, praying that an account might be taken of what was due for the interest and divi- 
dends of the said .4,000 three percent Hank annuities ; and that Anttiony Rowe, the heir 
at law of the said Henry Rowe, might be directed to convey the said school-house and 
appurtenances unto trustees to be approved by a master of the court, in trust for the pur 
poses of the said charity ; and that Peter Bowlby, the personal representative of said An 
thony Rowe, might be directed to transfer the said sum of 4,000 to the persons so to be 
appointed trustees. 

An order was made on this petition, dated the 25th November 1802, that it should be 
referred to Sir William Weller Pepys, to appoint three proper persons to be trustees of the 
charity, and that said Anthony Rowe should convey the said trust estate to them ; and the 
said master accordingly appointed Rowland Burdon, Thomas Peregrine Courtenay, and 
James William Steuart, Esquires, to be trustees, to whom the property was conveyed by 
indentures of lease and release, bearing date respectively the 241)1 and 25th June 1803. 
Mr. Burdon having retired into the country, George .Norborne Vincent, Esq. was sub 
stituted for him, in the following year. 

In the month of April 1817, it having appeared to the trustees expedient that General 
Steuart s charity should, under certain regulations, be consolidated with the parochial school 
of the parish of St. George Hanover-square, Mr. Dawson was directed to present a petition 
to the master of the rolls, in order that such scheme might be carried into execution. 

Mr. Dawson did accordingly on the 3oth April 1817, present a petition to his honor to 
that effect, which being referred to master Campbell, a state of facts was drawn up by 
Mr. Dawson and laid before 1 the master, whereby it was shewn that there had been for 
several years, and then was in the parish of St. George Hanover-square, a large school 
carried on and maintained by the contributions of the parishioners and others, in which a 
large number of boys were educated in the principles of the church of England, and that the 
premises vested in the trustees under General Steuan s charity, might be conveniently altered 
and enlarged so as to accommodate a very large number of scholars; and it would be ad 
vantageous for the purposes of the charity, that the trustees should grant a lease of the 
premises for the purpose of having them altered and enlarged out of the funds of the said 
parochial school, and that the two schools should be so far consolidated as to be carried on 
under the superintendance of one master, and in one place, whilst the funds of General 
Steuart s charity should be exclusively applied for the purposes of that charity, according 
to the following plan: That the two schools should be united into one establishment, that 
the managers of the parochial school should take a perpetual lease of General Steuart s 
premises at the rent of one hundred guineas, that his scholars should be instructed in com 
mon with the other boys, and that the trustees should have a room for their meetings as a 
matter of right; that the managers should at their own cost erect, and within two years 
from their taking possession of the said premises, complete buildings sufficient in every re 
spect for the accommodation of their own scholars and General Steuart s boys (under the 
direction of surveyors in the manner specified in the scheme) and thai the buildings when 
erected should be kept continually in good repair and regularly insured. Tiiat a well 
qualified master and sufficient assistants, if necessary, should be provided, and the boys of 
the endowed school be Uiugh;, or have a right to be taught, on the demand of the trustees, 
every thing then taught or thereafter to be taught to the boys of the subscription school, 
that is to say, reading, writing and arithmetic, without any preference or partiality to the 
boys of either portion of the establishment ; that General Steuart s endowed school should 
consist of twenty-four boys, selected from boys who had not been less than one year in the 
subscription school, and who should not remain in the endowed school beyond the age of 
fifteen years ; and that the trustees should have the privilege of nominating into the sub 
scription school half as many boys as they should take out of it into their establishment, 
such nomination to be made at the time of such election ; that the establishment should be 
under the direction of a board of managers, of which each of the three trustees of die en 
dowed school should at all times be members, but that the whole funds of General Steuart s 
charity should remain vested as at present in the trustees of that school, who should retain 
the rights of administering the same, of filling up their own vacancies, and of admitting, 
suspending or dismissing their own boys ; provided also, that any boy in the endowed school 
might at any tiuie be suspended according to the rules of the subscription school, but the 
power of dismissal should be referred to the decision of the trustees ; that the boys should 
be chosen on the establishment of the endowed school, by the trustees at two meetings to be 
by them appointed half-yearly, in the months of January and June, or oftener if necessary; 
that no boy should be elected who could not produce a certificate of good behaviour from 
two managers, or three subscribers to the subscription school ; that the managers of the sub 
scription school should take upon themselves the whole expense of the establishment, and 
receive from the trustees of General Steuart s school in lieu of all share and contribution 
whatsoever, the sum of four pounds per annum for each of the twenty-four boys educated 
under General Steuart s endowment, payable half-yearly, immediately after the receipt of 
the rent of the school by the trustees ; that if any surplus of the funds of General Steuart s 
endowment should remain, after properly cloathing the twenty-four boys and defraying all 
other expenses, the trustees should put out as apprentices or into some other situation 
wherein they might be instructed in some respectable trade or calling, as many of the boys 
of General Steuart s endowment, not less than fourteen years of age, as they should be 
enabled to do by the surplus of that half-year s income; 

(The statement contained some further particulars, not necessary to be specified.) 

On the 12th of June, the master made his report, and thereby certified that he approved 
of the proposal laid before him, as a proper scheme for the future management of the said 
charity.

Are they not instructed in the genera! principles of Christianity ? Yes. 

What is your course of religious instruction? The church catechism, Bishop Burgess s 
catechism, the Lord s Prayer, and short prayers on entering and leaving church. 

What prayers are these? They are found in a book we have called "A Broken 
Catechism." 

Are there any other books used by you in instruction ? Grossman s Introduction to the 
Christian Religion; the children learn it by heart; and several others. I found them in use 
when I came to the school. All our books of religious instruction are from the Society for 
promoting Chritsian Knowledge, in BartU u s-buildings. 

What is the youngest period of age at which General Steuart s boys are received ? I do 
not know ; we have none in the school younger than seven, and none older than thirteen or 
fourteen. 

Have you any assistants ? I have not ; we partly adopt Dr. Bell s system ; I use the boys 
as assistants. 

What are the school hours r We assemble at a quarter before nine, quit a quarter after 
twelve, re-assemble at a quarter before two, and leave at six ; Wednesday and Saturday 
are half holidays. On Sundays the boys assemble at ten, to go to church ; they attend at 
St. George s church, and sit in the gallery ; part of the boys go to chapel. 

What number of boys are there in the whole? One hundred and seventy-seven. 

Do you goto the church yourself? I do. 

Do General Steuart s boys all go to the church ? No ; some are selected to go te 
chapel. 

How many are accommodated in St. George s church? I cannot answer precisely; 
about seventy boys- go to the church, the rest are divided into portions for the different 
chapels. 

How are they conducted to the chapels ? Women come and take them to the chapels. 

Who are these women ? I do not know ; I do not see them from one Sunday to another ; 
they are sent with the boys to keep them in order. The women were formerly appointed by 
the board of managers, before the junction of the schools. 

What are the chapels to which they go f Berkley, Curzon-street, Park-street, Grosvenor, 
and Albetnarle chapels. 

What time do the boys assemble in the afternoon of Sundays? The chapel boys meet at 
half past two, and the church boys at three. 

Do they return to the school-room after the second service ? Yes ; one of the head boy s 
reads a prayer, and ihen they are dismissed ; part of the year we go three times. 

By whom are you appointed ? By the board of managers. 

Axe the boys taught to sing ? We have a singing master, who sometimes teaches at the 
school, and sometimes at church. 

Does he teach any of General Steuart s boys ? Yes ; some are taught with the other boys.

JAMES WILLIAM STEUART, Esquire. 

J. W. Steuart, YOU are one of the trustees of General Steuart s school ? I am. 

Esq. Can you state any further particulars relative to this school, left unexplained by Mr. 

Vincent ? General Steuart, by his bequest, left the nature of this foundation very general. 
His executors built a house, and put in a clergyman at a large salary, so that when the 
school was revived in 1804, instead of clothing, and teaching twenty boys, w were 
obliged, from the difference in the value of money, to reduce the number to ten regular boys. 

[The evidence of Mr. Vincent was here read over to witness.] 

In the agreement for the union of the two schools, it was stipulated that our fund should 
remain entirely at our own disposal ; that the house and ground on which the school stood 
should be valued by two survevors, one appointed by each party, and to be let at the rent 
fixed upon by the surveyors. Mr. Hakewell was named by St. George s parish, who valued 
the property at 80 guineas per annum ; Mr. Repton was named by the trustees of General 
Steuart, who valued it at 120 guineas per annum ; loo guineas was therefore fixed upon as 
a medium between the two sums. When we had only 10 boys in the school, they cost us 
sixty pounds for the master s salary, the house for the master, and about .20 for other 
expenses. By the new arrangement, this house is let for .105 per annum, and the .60 
and . 20 are saved to the chuiity. The number of boys is now increased to 24 ; a payment 
is made out of the . 105 to the parish for educating 24 boys, at -.4 apiece, amounting to 
.96. Under the old establishment, the funds being about! . 138 per annum, a balance was 
left of about .58 for clothing; under the present establishment, the funds being about 
.243, the balance, after paying the .96 for tuition, is .147; this is applicable as 
follows: The clothing of the boys is . 99 ; our clerk .4. 4$.; and IDS. 6d. is paid for 
cleaning the apartments; a trifle is also given for deserving boys, amounting to about two 
guineas a year, making the whole expense .105. i6s. 6d. and leaving a surplus of 
.41. 3 s. 6d. The surplus, which is not yet accumulated, is by the new order of the court 
of Chancery, to be bestowed iu apprenticing meritorious boys.

For a year or two our funds 
will be taken up in paving the txpenscs of the late application to the court of Chancery , 
but after thi&gt; is done, the trustees \s ill select their own boyi for apprentices. 

Is there any fixed sum given with the boys: -\\ e have not yet made any regulations oa 
that subject; when our funds are equal to it, we shall make them. AVe select bovs whose 
parents are of the church of England, and take them from the parochial school, under 
certificates of good behaviour. It is an encouragement to the boys to look forward to such 
selection. 

Have you any regulation as to the age of the boys? In the original school tliey were 
received at seven, and remained until 14 ; they IK&gt;\\ stay until 15. 

[The witnes&gt; afterwards transmitted a letter, d. ted gdOctobef 181 8, stating, that on inquiry 
why t;&lt; neralSteuart s boys had not been sent exclusively to the parish church and to their own 
immediate pews, he had been informed, that us the tru.sters had made it a standing order to 
admit the five senior monitors of the parish school into General Steoart s endowment, Ljreat 
inconvenience would arise if they who have the chief authority in the school were forbidden 
to attend and assist in keeping order amongst the other boys ; that he also found that two or 
three of General Steuart s boys happened to have good voices, and that therefore it was an 
object to have them to assist iu singing, to which it must be added, that General Stcuart i 
pews will not commodiously contain above 16.]

is the endowment ot the hospital ? They have considerable property both in lands 
and in the tunds, t r the purpo-es of education. 

By whom was it founded It was founded bv a charter ot" Queen Anne, which I \i

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[The witness produces a copy of ihe charter, bearing date the ipth April 5th Queen 
Anne.] 

Of what do the estates consist ? The rental of freehold and leasehold property will 
shew ; a considerable part is leasehold, held under the dean and chapter of Westminster, 
and the principal farm belongs to Magdaden college, Oxford. 

[The witness was requested to furnish a statement, distinguishing the nature of the pro 
perty, the terms and dates of the leases, and the amount of the rents.] 

What funded property have you ? We have .4,244 old South Sea annuities; .2,200 
bank stock ; . 1,150 three per cent consols; . t,ooo three per cent reduced; and .400 
four per cent annuities, being a legacy left within these two months; the dividends on 
which sums are .427. i6s. 4d. Each governor subscribes from two to five guineas per 
annum, according to the length of time he has been elected, and these subscriptions 
amounted last year to . 163. i6s. There are also gifts from the Tellers of the Exchequer, 
amounting to .20 per annum. It is ancient payment. 

Are the funds entirely managed by the trustees? They are. 

Is the number of children to be educated, limited ? 1 am not aware that it is ; the num 
ber at the last charity sermon was po children, 60 boys and 30 girls, who are cloathed and 
maintained in me it, drink, washing and lodging, and are taught to work, and also reading 
writing and arithmetic, and instructed in the principles of the Christian religion, according 
to the church of England; and they are publicly examined upon the exposition of the 
church catechism or liturgy, every Sunday evening. The children are apprenticed out if 
they remain at school long enough. The charge of each child is about 18 guineas pet 
annum, including the salaries and wages of the masters mistress and servants, and the 
charges of the infirmary. There is a mathematical school in the hospital, which was esta 
blished in 1739, and a master for navigation ; several of the boys have been so instructed 
and apprenticed to captains and others in the navy. 

By whom are the children appointed? The governors present in rotation ; ten of the 
children being always put in by the dean and chapter of Westminster. 

At what age are they received and discharged ? I believe they are received at seven, and 
.are discharged at fourteen. 

What was the amount of the last year s expenditure ? It was as follows :

How came the balance to be so high in the preceding year : The return of property tax 
on lands, in July 1816, was .461. IDS. qd. which accounts for the above balance. 

How is the hospital itself held ? It is held under the dean and chapter; and we shall 
have to pay a fine, in the present year, for a renewal. The last fine paid to Magdalen 
college, on the 3Oth December 1815, for the renewal of Caldecot Hall lease for seven years, 
was .

ARE you master of the Grey Coat school ? I am. 

Is there a building belonging to it? Yes ; a very old one. 

"What is the nature of the foundation? For the education of children ; we educate 60 
boys and 30 girls, and have had the same number since 1785. The number has varied 
formerly ; there were once 12,0 and afterwards 80. 

What course of instruction do you give them? The boys are prepared in my school for 
the mathematical master ; they learn the principles of arithmetic and reading and writing. 

Are the boys and girls provided with board and clothes ? Yes; they are entirely provided 
with food, clothing, and every necessary. 

Are any taught the principles of navigation ? Those who are inclined, are so taught.

ARE you vestry clerk of St. Margaret s, Westminster? lam; in which capacity the 
churchwarden* accounts pass through my hands, and I now attend in respect of Mr. Charles 
Rampaine s Charity. Raiiipaine s foundation for apprenticing children of the Grey Coat charity. 

^ / [The witness delivered in the foundation deed, dated i ith May 1705.] 

j r On examining which, it appeared to be from Charles llampainc to several trustees ; 

Simon Step/reason. Reciting the foundation of the Grey Coat school, but that no provision had yet been made 
for apprenticing the children ; after which the founder grants &c. to the trustees, all that 
messuage or tenement situate in the Broadway in or near Tothill-street, near Bailey s-yard, 
and also four messuages in Bailey s-yard aforesaid ; and two stables and a coach-house 
in Bailey s-yard aforesaid ; upon trust, after his decease that the churchwardens of St. 
Margaret s should receive the rents and profits, and employ them in placing and 
binding out apprentices so many and such boys and girls, born, or so reputed, in lawful 
matrimony, hi danger to be chargeable to the said parish of St. Margaret, to such trades 
and professions, and for such monies and other accommodation for the said boys and 
girls, as the said churchwardens for the time being and the said trustees should direct and 
appoint ; and if sufficient boys and girls are not found in the Grey Coat hospital, then to be 
taken from the Green Coat school ; if there is not enough there, then they are to be taken 
from Palmer s charity ; if there is not sufficient there, then they are to be taken from the 
poor boys or St. iMargaret s parish, and the fee is not to exceed . 5 to each boy. 

The witness proceeds: 

This trust has been regularly kept up, and the property is now vested in ten trustees. 

Do the premises remain in the same state in which they are described in the original 
deed ? They do not ; they appear to have been afterwards reduced to two messuages, as 
appears by the recital in a deed appointing new trustees, dated 5th July 1746. 

[The witness produced a copy of that deed, and the recital appeared to be : " And whereas 
the said messuages or tenements, stables and coach-houses, have for some time last past, and 
now are reduced to two messuages or tenements only, and are ia the several occupations of 
John Steed chandler, and Stephen Walker labourer."] 

The witness proceeds : 

The same recital appears in subsequent deeds ; it does not appear how this reduction took 
place, but I suppose it was from decay, as there is now vacant ground there, which I believe 
was once covered. The premises now consist of a house warehouse and stable, and a small 
piece of vacant ground adjoining. I have no certain knowledge on the subject; but I sup 
pose that as the property was once let to a bricklayer of the name of Snow, the ground now 
vacant was formerly covered with buildings which fell into decay; 1 believe the buildings 
now there and used as a granary were erected by Snow. 

[The witness produced a lease from the trustees, of part of the premises to John Snow, 
dated 3oth May 1/64, for 61 years, from Lady-day 1755, at the rent of . 2.] 

The witness proceeds : 

AVc now receive for this property . 20 per annum. It appears that the rent of the whole 
property was .22 in the year 1710, as they were then let to John Goodacre. In 1760 the 
premises were let at . 2o, which continued to the year 1764, the time of the letting to 
Snow. In 1767 the rent of the whole appears to have produced .27. They are all now 
let from year to year. Mrs. Sarah Allen now holds part, being a house in the Broadway, the 
corner of Bailey s-yard, at . 2o per annum. Jacobs holds another part, being the granaries, 
at . 20 per annum. Hill holds a stable in Bailey s-yard at . 2. los. There will be occasion 
for considerable repair to the premises held by Mrs. Allen, to make them habitable. The 
churchwardens have frequently made partial repairs, without charging them to this charity. 

Do you consider the above the whole scite of ground given by Mr. Rampaine ? Yes, I do. 

How has the money been applied ? It has been applied for the purposes of the charity, 
as it has been called for, up to the year 1812, in sums of .2, as an apprentice fee to each 
hoy, being only children of the Grey Coat school ; there have been payments of .3 for 
merly. From 1812 there has been no application made to the churchwardens for any part 
of the money in their hands, which now amounts to the sum of ..259. os. zd. As the 
churchwardens settle their accounts, the balance then in hand is paid over from the church 
wardens to their successors. I have given notice to Mr. Ellis, the treasurer of the Grey 
Coat school, that the churchwardens have monies in hand, and that they are ready to apply 
them for the purposes of the charity. It seems doubtful, however, whether part, if not all 
of this balance must not be applied in the unavoidable expense of repairing the premises, 
which must otherwise fall down for want of it.

George Ellis, ARE you concerned in the management of the Green Coat school, in St. Margaret s 

Etq. parish ? I am one of the governors. 

When was the school founded? Itwasfounded i5thNovember qth Charles 1st, by charter. 

[The witness delivered in a copy of the charter.] 

Has the school anv endowment ? It was endowed with various property, given and left 
hy different persons, of which I have prepared a list. The list is taken from the books in 
which the charters and wills are recorded, and to which I have access as a governor. 1 have 
also examined the drafts of some leases, and the counterparts of others ; and from these, and 
the last audited account of the treasurer, I have formed the statement which I now produce 
[The witness delivered in an account of the tenants and rents, of which the following 
is a copy.]

How is the property let? The premises were let frequently by advertisement, but not in 
all cases. I think, generally speaking, that they are all let at their full value. 1 wish to 
observe, that the premises, consisting of a farm at Essingdon in Herts, iet to Richard 
Hutchinson, from Michaelmas 1773, for 61 years, have been considered by the trustees as 
improvidently let. They have, by the advice of counsel, instituted a suit in the court of 
Chancery, to set this lease aside, and the cause is now depending. Surveyors have been 
employed to value the farm, but publication has not, yet passed in the cause. During the 
pendency of the suit, no rent has been received. The rent is . 130 a year, but only one 
moiety belongs to this charity, the other moiety belongs to the parish of St. Margaret s. 

How are the funds applied? The funds are applied to the lodging, maintenance, edu 
cation and clothing of 21 boys. We consider the establishment as for 20 boys; the 
supernumerary boy is provided for by a special bequest of Mr. Rogers. A few years ago 
the number was by degrees increased to 24 boys, but the number has since been reduced, as 
the funds were found inadequate. 

What is the annual expenditure ? On an average of the last seven years, .619 has been 
expended in clothing, maintaining and educating the boys, and paying the master s salary, 
and all other expenses incidental to the school ; exclusive of repairs and taxes, and fines for 
renewals of leases. 

How are the governors appointed ? The}* are appointed according to the charter ; as a 
vacancy occurs by death or change of residence, the other governors generally elect a new 
one. 

Who appoints the boys ? The boys are appointed by the governors in turn, except Mr. 
Rogers s boy, who is appointed by the treasurer; the other boys are taken from those 
whose parents have been three years settled in the parish ; but Rogers s boy need not be the 
son of a parishioner. 

Besides the .619, which you have stated to be the average of the last seven years, what 
other expenses have you ? The following statement will shew :

TIow is the surplus disposed of? In the year 1814 there was a balance against the cha 
rity, of .915. 194. iO;d. which was reduced the next year to .530. 12s. iod. and a 
balance continued against the charity, till on the receipt of the sum of . 1,200 in February 
last, for the renewal of the lease of the Green Coat Boy public house and premises adjoin 
ing, and .171. us. 3&lt;/. for the return of property tax, \ve were enabled to pay off all the 
balance against us, and leave a balance in our favour of .723. us. 1 1 Jj d. 

What do you propose to do with this balance ? There are considerable repairs about to 
take place in the spring; and it is advisable to keep a balance for the payment of the tines 
payable on the renewal of the leases of the leasehold part of our estates.

What is tlic expenditure since the revival of tlu&gt; school. On its revival about a year and 
an hail a;;o, the funds have been applied in the i!iaiiiten:mce of the aimspeople aud tiie edu 
cation of co children. They are now tannin in one school-room by the same muster, togetln r 
uith the children of Mr. Emery Hill s foundation, which has been lately united with this 
charity, so far as education is concerned, with a view to save expense to both. The 
children receive nothing besides their education and school hooks. There is applied to the 
school as follows; .20 per annum to the master ; coals to him, one chaldron a year about 
.3 ; and the expense of school books, and pens, ink and paper. The school havin^ been 
so recently revived, it is not easy to state the amount of the last item, the annual audit is 
on the 251!! July ; the almspeople have . i. los. a month each, and 5$. each on the c 
July, and 5$. on Christmas-day, besides some clothing. The expense of re-building the 
almshouses, school and chapel, in the years 1816, 1817 and 1818, amounted to about 
.3,282. Money was from time to time laid by with a view to this re-building, which had 
become absolutely necessary, the buildings being so old. It is my own wish, and I believe 
v.odld be that of the trustees, now that this expense is over, to assist the children with part 
of the surplus which there will now be, in apprenticing the children or otherwise, as mav 
be thought most desirable; we have hardly as yet had time to consider what is best to be 
tloue,

WHAT are you ? I mil clerk to Palmer s charity. 

Can you state why the school was discontinued after the year 1728: Having examined 
the books, I cannot discover why the school was discontinued. There appears since 175 2 
to have been generally a balance in favour of the charity, which was from time to time 
invested in the purchase of stock, probably with the view of re-building the premises, which 
their dilapidated state rendered absolutely necessary, and which has just been done. 

[The witnesss delivered in a Report, of which the following is a copy.] 

REPORT to the governors of the Rev. James Palmer s charity, pursuant to a resolution 
of the said governors, at a meeting held at the almshouses of the said charity on the 
5th day of July last; whereby Mr. Simon Stephenson, their clerk, was directed to 
inspect the books and accounts of the charity, in order to ascertain whether any and 
lion many children have been educated under tiie institution, pursuant to the directions 
of the founder; and if there were, when they ceased to be so educated, and for what 



reason. 



IT appears by a memorandum prefixed to the first accounts relating to the charity, that 
the Rev. James Palmer, 13. D. during his lifetime in the year 1654, built 1 2 almshouses, 
with gardens to every house, for six poor men and six poor women, ;md a school-house to 
teach and cxlacate co poor male children born in St. Margaret Westminster, there to be 
taught free; and also a schoolmaster s house, with a faire chappell, all with brick, and in 
closed with a brick wall. 

That on the nth September 1660, the number of schollars (viz. ( 2o) weie filled up by 
the governors; but it is probable, that although the numbers were not filled up umil that 
period, same children were previously admitted ; as it appears by the accounts, that on the 
C4th December 1650, there was " paid to Mr John Scott and Mr. Edward Wright, for 
their quarter s sallary, due 241!] of December, for educating the 20 poore children, and for 
praying and reading twice every clay in the chappell to the poor people, . 3." ]5y a minute 
&lt;&gt;t the proceedings of the governors on the 2510 July 1665, it is probable somo interruption 
had taken place respecting the school, as it is then " Ordered, that Mr. William Brewer 
P iy forthwith into the hands of Mr. Thomas Wright, our schoolmaster, the sum of forty 
shillings lor the present necessity and hard tymes. until his schoole may be settled as for- 
jnerlv." In 1667 the school is ordered to be repaired, and the improvements of the seals 
nml forms left to the direction of Mr. Emery Hill, the treasurer. In the account of 
. Thomas Warner, the treasurer, on the 22d July 1671, is the following item; viz. 
Paid to Mr. Holmes for 20 black knittcaps for the 20 poor scholars, .2. 5.5." In the 
following year is a charge of 95. 46?. for a chest to put the scholars gowns in; and the 
schoolmaster was allowed i s. per quarter for taking care of the children s coats and capps. 
l : p to the year 1706-7, the names of the scholars at various times are mentioned, and 
occasionally as many as four supernumeraries. On the 371!! December 1716, the governors 
proceeded to take into consideration the filling the vacancy of a schoolmaster, occasioned 
by the death of Mr. Doddington Clark. " Application being this day made to the 
. .overnors, by the Rev. Mr. John Browne to succeed the said Mr. Clark, lately deceased; 
ii. jd the said Mr. Browne being recommended to the governors by several eminent divines, 
.i a person of good life, and in all respects qualified to perform all the duties required of a. 
person in that station ; Ordered, that the said Mr. Browne be admitted schoolmaster in the 
room of the said Mr. Clarke, to educate and instruct such children as shall be appointed by 
the governor;-, and to perform other the duties incumbent on ii:m.

On the nth September 1760, 
Mr. E. Hill s Charity. " the trustees present taking into consideration the ruinous condition of the house belonging 
to this trust, late in possession of Mr. Stanton, and situate in the Strand, were unani 
mously of opinion, that it would be more for the benefit of the charity to cause the same to 
be pulled down and rebuilt. Mr. Conyers, the present treasurer, acquainted the trustees 
that this trust had no other stock or fund than . 200 to enable them to pay the charges of 
such rebuilding ; but as it was as well his as the other trustees opinion, that the said house 
should be rebuilt for the benefit of the charity, that he would, if they thought fit, advance 
so much money as such building should exceed the sum of .200, at the rate of four per 
cent per annum interest."

" The trustees taking into their further consideration the great debt due from this trust, are 
unanimously of opinion, that the pay to two more houses be discontinued, until the trustees 
shall further order, which will leave eight houses in pay ; and do therefore resolve, that the 
treasurer he desired to discontinue the same accordingly." On aqth August 1766, it was 
resolved, " that the pay to two more houses viz. a man and a woman s, be discontinued until 
the trustees shall further order, which will leave six houses in pay; and that the treasurer be 
desired to discontinue the same accordingly." On the 23d June 1 767, it was resolved, that 
the house in which the Rev. Mr. Holt, deceased, lived, be let for the benefit of the charity ; 
and that as one of the almspeople is lately dead, which has reduced the number to five, that 
the treasurer be desired to call a meeting of the trustees, for the election or another to com 
plete the number of six." On 2pth March 1771, it was resolved, " that the treasurer be 
desired to pay to William Chivers and wife the allowance of 12s. a month." On the 
ad December 1772, it was resolved, "that the poor people in the almshouses that have 
wives, be allowed the pay of 12 s. a month, agreeable to the directions of the will of Mr. 
Emery Hill." On the 17th December 1773, it was resolved, "that the Rev. Mr. Ozanne be 
permitted to live in the schoolmaster s apartment belonging to the almshouses, during the 
pleasure of the trustees, he reading prayers to the poor people in the chapel, and visiting 
such of them as may be sick.". And it was also ordered, that Mr. Ozanne should be paid a 
gratuity of . 5. 5$. for his services, and towards the charge of buying him a gown. On the 
nth January 1775, " the governors taking into consideration the small pay to the alms- 
people by the donor s will, and the advanced price of all kinds of provisions at this time, and 
as ten pounds is allowed for -two entertainments in the year, for the governors and their 
wives, and only one entertainment is had, at which . 5 is only expended, and as there is 
now one hundred pounds in stock, being benefactions left and given to this charity by late 
and present governors, the governors therefore do hereby resolve, that 2 s. per month be 
added to the "pay of the almspeople, and the treasurer is desired to begin the said payment on 
the first day of February next." 

The funds of the chanty being progressively in a more prosperous state, and receiving 
additions from time to time by sundry benefactions and fines, the pay of the almspeople 
was increased at different times till the year 1790, when the men and their wives were to 
receive .1. 2s. per month, and the single persons 185. ; and an augmentation of the allow 
ance of coals, from 12 to 15 chaldrons, was made on the 3d of May 1791 ; It was or 
dered, " that Mr. Drake do insert in the next summonses for the meeting of the governors on 
any business, To take into consideration the appointing of a resident schoolmaster, agree 
able to Mr. Emery Hill s will." On the 28th of July following, the consideration of ap 
pointing a resident schoolmaster was adjourned, and a motion made, " that the pay to any 
future almsman or almswoman that may be elected, be reduced, and that the next meeting 
decide what that reduction shall be ; whereupon it was resolved, that the governors agree 
with the said motion. This measure being thought necessary, in order to enable the gover 
nors to provide for the education of twenty boys, pursuant to the will of Mr. Emery Hill." 
On the 8th day of November following, it" was resolved/ that the pay of man and wife to

Mr. JAMES GEORGE WILSON. 

ARE you master of the school in Hemming s-row ? I am. 

Who appointed you ? I am appointed by the governors, who are subscribers to the 
amount of ten guineas, or of the annual sum of two guineas. The present number of 
o-overnors is about one hundred and thirty. They have the regulation of the school, which 
is exercised by a monthly committee, of whom about eight or ten gf*mUj| meet. The 
whole body of governors are summoned. The children are elected by the governors at the. 
meetings, on the recommendation of subscribers ; the girls are to be the children of such as 
either do or have kept a house in the parish ; the same rule is not required on the part of 
the boys, they may be children of inhabitants only. They are all educated in the principles 
of the church of England, and attend church twice on Sundays, and every saints day and 
prayer day through the year. I receive, as master, a salary of 100 guineas a year, and 
. 10 for teaching psalmody. I have neither board nor lodging, but 1 have a poundage 
as collector of subscriptions. The mistress ha$ thirty guineas per annum. She resides in 
the house in Hemmings-row, and boards with the children. There is only one servant, viz. 
the cook; the girls do the other work of the house. There is a committee of ladies who 
superintend the girls and pay great attention to their welfare. 

At what age are the children admitted, and discharged !- The boys are admitted at eight, 
and discharged at fourteen years of age; and the girls are adONttod at eight, and stay till they 
are fifteen. There are small apprentice fees of .3; and we are always anxious to place 
them out as apprentices when it is possible, and generally succeed. 

Have you an assistant ? I have not; the senior boys assist me in teaching. 1 he boys 
and "iris are taught distinct, in different schools, under the same roof; and I only teach the 
girls 5 writing, accounts, and singing. The mistress teaches them reading and work. Five 
Guineas are laid out for clothing each girl on her going out, and a Bible, Prayer-book, and 
the old Whole Duty of Man is given both to the boys and girls who are placed out by the 
charity. The girls are not apprenticed. It is thought more eligible to place them out at 
service ; each girl having staid for three years in a place has three guineas ; this is one of the 
applications of the work fund.

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What is the description of the parents of the children ? They are generally the children of 
poor working people.

Mr. JOHN EDISON. 

IN what relation do you stand to the school in question ? I am a solicitor, and the clerk 
to the Coopers company. 

Can you state the original foundation of the school at Ratcliffe ? The school was found 
ed by Nicholas Gibson and Dame Avice his wife. Nicholas Gibson s will is dated zyl 
September 1540; whereby, after premising that he had erected buildings for a free school, 
a house for the master, and certain bedemen and bedewomen, and that the same could not 
be continued without great charges, and without lands for endowing the same, he devised 
all his real and personal property to his wife Avice, in trust, that she should convey and 
assure all his lands tenements and other hereditaments for the maintenance of a free school 
and almsmen and almswomen forever; and that she should have all the rents issues and profits 
of his real estate during her life, for the purpose of keeping and maintaining the said school, 
and almsmen and almswomen, in the same way as lie had kept them during his life, and as 
the same were then kept, without any diminution whatever. 

Can you state more particularly the quantity of land originally appropriated, and the 
nature of the early foundation?! apprehend this will best appear from the original will, 
and some subsequent instruments, which are entered in our books. 

[The witness produced ah old book, containing several documents relating to the school, 
and left the same with the Commissioners; which, upon subsequent examination, was found 
to contain, among other things the above mentioned will of Nicholas Gibson, dated 23d Sep 
tember 1540, to the effect above mentioned, and the surrender of Avice Knivett, formerly 
Gibson, dated 6th August 6th Edward the Sixth ; whereby the hereditaments follow 
ing, viz. 

1. One tenement, with appurtenances, formerly called The Hartshorn, situate at Ratcliffe 
within the lordship of Stebonheath : 

2. Two cottages, situate in the lane called The Alley, at Ratcliffe: 

3. Another tenement, formerly a brev\ house : 

4. Two other cottages, with one garden and one croft, containing two and an half acres 
(by estimation,) on which were built two tenements, or messuages; whereof one was called 
The School-house, and the other The Almshouse; with other buildings appertaining: 

5. One croft of pasture in Walmarshe : 

6. A tenement at Ratcliffe, with two cottages, formerly of John Bover : 

7. One tenement, with garden, formerly of Gilbert Smyth: 

8. A tenement, with garden, at Ratcliffe, containing by estimation, in breadth ninety-two 
feet of assize, and in length eighty-four feet ; being the premises devised to her by the will 
of her husband Nicholas Gibson, were surrendered to the lord of the manor of Stepney, to 
the use of herself for life, remainder to the use of the Coopers company for ever ; the trusts 
of which were, 

To find and maintain for all future time a fit master for the school mentioned in the will 
of Nicholas Gibson, who was to be learned in grammatical science [" eruditum, Jiteratum, et 
doctum in literis gramrnaticis,"] to instruct the boys in the science of grammar, and to teach 
the younger ones spelling, and such instruction as was proper for them, till they should be old 
enough to be taught grammar; and to pay the said master a salary of 10 a year; and 
that the master should have for his dwelling a certain messuage, with the same apartments 
and accommodations as were before appointed to the master of the said school ; and that 
the company should, as often as occasion should require, find a sufficient and learned per 
son [doctum in literis Latinis et grainmaticis,] as u.sln r of the said school, whose salary 
should be .6. 135. $d., and that he should have apartments for his residence ; that after 
her death they should support and maintain fourteen poor persons of both sexes in the 
almshouse near the said school at Katcliffe; of whom seven should be inhabitants of the 
parish of Stepney, and seven should be poor persons of the company of Coopers or their 
wives, subject to the regulations therein contained, who were to receive .1, 6s. 8d. by 
quarterly payments. 

The company were also required to make a visitation twice a year, to examine the build 
ings, and were to have . i. 6s. 8 d. annually for refreshment, to be paid at the two periods 
of visitation. The clerk and beadle were to have between them 13*. ^d. annually.

How did you acquire the property at Wooluich r Mr. Strode in the year 1708 left the 
company 1.500, towards the support of the alm-houies at Ratcliffe, which they laid out in 
the pnrchai-e of the Woolwich pioperty. 

How did the Uarlick-hill property arise r^It was purchased with . 600 left in the year 
1611 by Tobias Wood, for the purpose of maintaining six poor coopers, adjoining the 
almshouses at Katclifle. I apprehend the company first provided accommodation for the 
lix poor men, and then bought the Garlick-hill property to support them. V e have property 
at U ooK\ u ii, Katchrfe, and Garlick-hill. The Woolwich property producing i.Sq per 
annum, is entirely applicable to the almshouses; the Garlick-hill property producing .81 
per annum, applies only to the six poor coopers, making . 170 in the whole; and leaving 
.415. 155. id. in Katcliffe, as the joint property of the school and almshouses. 

\\ ith what property was the land-tax purchased r With a sum of money received in 
consequence of a small portion of land having been left by the nuncupative will of one 
r Thello, in Birchin-lane, in the reign of Queen Elizabeth. The land was only wide 
enough to form the private doorway of a banking-house there; and although it did not in 
tact pass by the will, yet on a subsequent arbitration, the company received a sufficient 
amount in money to enable them in after time to purchase their land-tax as above- 
iiu ntioned. 

When were the school and almshouses burnt down? At the great fire (I think in 1704.) 
The expense of rebuilding the school and almshouses were supplied from the money 
recovered from the insurance-office, and from the general funds of the company. 

Is there any other receipt which you have omitted to mention ? We receive a gift under 
the will of Nicholas Cloker, of . 3, directed to be paid to the schoolmaster, which is actually 
paid to him ; and 33 s. 4 d. for the usher, which w as paid when there was an usher ; but there 
present no usher. 

What is the expenditure of the school ? The expenditure of the school and almshouses is 
as follows : The master s salary i . 73. loj. 

\\ hen was this increased : It was increased in 1813, from 60 to 70 guineas. There was 
formerly .60 paid in the name of a master and u&gt;her; in 1813, we no longer spoke of the 
usher, but gave the master 70 guineas.

The Commissioners understand that a school at Egham is also under the care of the 
Cooper* company ; can you supply any information on this subject? I can do so, if it is 
thought proper; but the question of this school, and of our accounts relating to it for the 
last thirty years, has been now some time before the lord chancellor, upon an information 
filed bv the parish against the Coopers company, and immediately on the sitting of the 
chancellor \ve are to lay a plan before him for the future regulation of this trust.

(The Commissioners further found, that this lease contained no covenant on the part of 
the East India company, to build warehouses or other erections on the premises; but only 
a covenant to keep in repair the buildings already there or thereafter to be erected thcreoi&gt;, 
with liberty to the East India company to pull down the old buildings, and use the materials 
for their own use.)

The win produced an of a decree of the Court of Chancery, bearing date 

the 31! day of March 1740, to the following effect: 

IT is further ordered and decreed, that .4,000, part of the said testator s three per cnl

expenses, 
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ST. GKOKO S iy expenses, for answering the charitable bequest in the said testator s will ; and the trustees 
KAST. appointed by the settlement of the said testator for that charity, are to be at liberty to come 
in before the said master; and in case they shall come in before the said master, he is 
to see the said .4,000 three per cent annuities and the produce thereof assigned to 
and vested in the said trustees, who are to declare the trusts thereof according to the 
directions of the said testator s will ; and the said .

whereby, after reciting that by indentures of lease and release, bearing date respectively the 
2qth and 3Oth days of October in the year 1722; the release being made between Edward 
Silver and Mary his wife, of the first part; Isaac Sommerman, of the second part; Abraham 
Whitchurch, of the third part; and the said Henry Raine and Bridges Watts, of the 
fourth part; in consideration of &lt;. 207. los. to the said Isaac Sommerman paid by the said 
Abraham Whitchurch, and of .227. los. to the said Edward Silver paid by the said 
Abraham Whitchurch, and of 55. to the said Isaac Sommerman, Edward Silver and Mary 
his wife, paid bv the said Henry Raine and Bridges Watts; the said Isaac Sommerman (by 
the direction and appointment of the said Edward Silver and Mary his wife) and also the 
said Edward Silver and Mary his wife, did grant, bargain, sell, release and confirm unto the 
said Henry Raine and Bridges Watts and their heirs, all that piece or parcel of ground 
situate in the parish of SuAim, within the precinct of Black friars in London, containing by 
estimation on the front leading down Blaekfriars-stairs north and south, 38 feet; and in 
breadth at the north and fronting the little broad place east and west, 14 feet; and in length 
on the east side, adjoining to the apothecaries nouses north and south, 38 feet and three 
inches; and in breadth at the south, and adjoining to a house formerly built by Thomas 
Dunsden, east r.nd west 20 feet; and also all those two brick messuages or tenements then 
standing and being on the said piece, plot or parcel of ground, with the appurtenances ; 
saving out of the said premises the use of the gateway under part thereof, for the said Edward 
Silver, to the use of the snid Henry Haine and Bridges Watts and their heirs, upon trust to 
the use of the said Abraham Whitchurch for life; and after the determination of that estate, 
in trust that the said Henry Raine and Bridge*- Watts and their heirs should stand seised of 
the said premises for the use of a school, then lately erected and built in a certain place called 
Farthing Field, near Old Gravel Lane, io the said hamlet of Wapping Stepney, commonly 
called, " The Charity school for the Education of Boys and Girls in the Principles of the 
Religion of the Church of England;" and for and towards the clothing and putting out 
apprentice such boys and girls; and for the necessary repairing and support of the said 
school-house and the appurtenances to the same belonging. 

And further reciting the said decree of the court of Chancery. 

And that two sums of .4,000, and .4,000, had been laid out in the purchase of stock 
in the public funds; and divers other sums, which had been since given to the said charity, 
had been laid out in the same manner; so that there were then the several sums of . 7,000 
in three per centum Bank annuities, and . 5,700 pounds in old South Sea annuities, 
belonging to the said charity. 

And that the several freehold messuages, lands, tenements and hereditaments, of or be 
longing to the said charity, had been conveyed to trustees for the said charily; and the said 
leasehold messuages, lands, tenements and ground had been assigned to the persons therein 
named, upon the trusts of the said indenture of settlement of the 22d day of June 1736. 

And that the messuage or tenement and premises conveyed by the said indentures of lease 
and release of the 2pth and 301)1 days of October 1722, had for some time past, for want of 
sufficient powers in the trustees of the said charity to repair or let the same upon a building 
lease, gone to decay, and were in a very ruinous state. 

And that the several messuages and lands comprised in the said recited indenture of release 
and settlement of the 22d day of June 1736, were then held of the said trustees by two several 
leases, at the expiration of which the trustees of the said charity would be unable to let the 
same, for want of power either to repair the same out of the produce of their trust-estates, 
funds or monies, or to let the same on repairing or building leases. 

And that it was apprehended that the said charity might be more effectually carried on 
by vesting the funds of the said charity in trustees, to be incorporated and made a body 
politic. Jt was enacted, that the then rector of the parish church of St. George aforesaid, 
and after him his successors, rectors of the said parish, the then lecturer of the said parish,

What are now the estates, property and income of the charity ? I have prepared a 
statement of the property now existing.

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ST. GEORGE S IN .10 a year, is now paid on a lease granted of these premises. They were formerly under 
lease, with the other premises, to Messrs. Duffin and Wilson; but were given up to 
accommodate the parish. 

How did the .6,900 three per cent consols, and the .2,000 navv five per cent, arise? 
We have had benefactions and donations, and savings have been made from time to time; 
I am unable to answer more particularly. 

There is a recital in the Act of Parliament, that at that time there were . 7,000 three per 
cent bank annuities, and .5,700 old South Sea annuities; how have these been dimi 
nished? I am not aware; the schools are larger than there is any occasion for, and the 
repairs have been considerable in consequence. I cannot answer with greater certainty. 

Have there been any benefactions for specific purposes, or only for the general objects 
of the charity ? The benefactions have been only for the general purposes. 

Does the .6,700 South Sea annuities, stated to be set apart for payment of the marriage 
portions, arise from the sum of ,4,000, and accumulations thereon i 1 I have always under 
stood it -to be so. 

As the dividend only amounts to . 201, and .210 is required for the portions and the 
dinners, how is the deficiency supplied? It is supplied out of the general fund. 

Who is the present tenant of the land producing .70 a year? Mr. James Jones is the 
occupier, who is the under-tenant of Felix, Calvert and company, who are our tenants. 

Have the trustees any landed property, besides what has been mentioned? There was a 
house on the north side of East Smithfield, near the May Pole, which was lost to the 
charity for many years, but has been recovered within the last seven or eight years ; and 
has been taken by the London Dock company, under an Act for making a road to the 
London Docks, for which a sum of money is to be paid to us. Further information 
respecting this property shall be supplied; I am unable to state the particulars at present. 

A recital occurs in the Act of Parliament, of property in the precinct of Blackfriars ; is 
this yet in possession of the trustees ? It is not; nor do I know to whom it was sold, or 
for what purpose, but will endeavour to furnish fuller particulars. 

What do the school premises consist of? They consist of a school, and houses for the 
master and mistress behind, and a small garden to each. This is in Charles-street Old 
Gravel Lane, and is the day school. The new school is at the end of the same street, and 
consists of a very large school, with a dormitory over it, and wings ; a house for the mistress 
at one end, and another house for the cook ; a garden before, and an inclosed piece of 
crouiid behind, containing about three quarters of an acre, purchased by the trustees to 
prevent nuisances. 

Are any of the leaseholds mentioned in the original deed, now in possession of the charity ? 



Why were they not renewed ? I believe we could not agree upon the terms with the 
owners; I am not aware of any other reason. There has been an attempt to renew one 
lease of . 100 a .year, since I have been a trustee, but we could not agree with the land 
lord, and the lease has expired. 

Do you think that any of the original property has been lost to the charity, or that the 
trustees possess the same as was originally left, except the expired leaseholds? 1 do not 
know that any estates have been lost. Since I have been trustee, which is 17 years, I ain 
certain that no property has been lost, except the leaseholds which have expired. 

What number of children have you in the school r There are 50 boys and 50 girls on 
the foundation.

What are they taught? Rcai 1;&gt; :g,

Do^they receive any clothing? They are all fully clothed once a year, and have linen. 

They have no occasion to apply to their parents for clothes if they are careful. Each boy 

mnv have an apprentice fee of .3, if he can find a proper master. I think about two- 

thirds arc apprenticed. The girls are not apprenticed, but many of them are taken intp 

the new school; those of the best characters are preferred. The senior girl is put first on 

the list, and if of good character, she is selected. The girls not taken into the new school 
have no allowance. The children on the foundation are appointed by the trustees from 

the parish, on a petition signed by six of the inhabitants, as required by the founder. 

Are there any other scholars educated with the children r -A great many: there are 355 
educated together, including those on the foundation. \Vithinthesetwoyears an appli- 

cation has been made for the use of a large hail in our school building, which was not 
used by us, to accommodate the children of a national Sunday school; this was granted, 
and the Sunday school being converted into a day school, on the national system, our 
children are now educated with those scholars under the same roof and by the same 
master. We think this a great improvement and advantage. The subscribers to the 
national school exonerate Raine s trustees from any additional expense. 

Are you aware that bv the original deed the master was to teach no other children ? 
Yes, fully; but we thought the alteration beneficial both to the neighbourhood and our 
own school. 

Before the establishment of the national school, did the master and mistress take any 
other pupils with whom they received pay ? I believe they did ; there was plenty of room. 
: Are all the children brought up in the principles of the church of England ? Yes. 

Have they Bibles? Yes, they have Bibles and Prayer-books on leaving schoo), 
according to the founder s direction. 

How long do they remain at school ? The boys continue four years, and the girls 
generally four years, in the day-school. That is the general time in both schools.

In the list of benefactions on a tablet in the hail of the boys school, there is the follow 
ing entry:" 1722. Mr. Win. Whitehurch, towards porcbasiaj two houses in Blacklriar,, 
.400." I have no further knowledge as to this gift, and can find nothing as to the put- 
chase of any houses in Blackfriars. It was prior to the original deed of the founder, 
Matthew Moody. jyj r- K a j lie) auc i earlier than we have any minutes in existence. From a minute of 
7th December 1779, the houses appear to have been then in the possession of (lie trustees ; 
and there appears at that time a re-port of the inquest of Blackfriars, of the houses as being 
ruinous; and there are other minutes upon the subject till the 5th August 1783, when an 
order appears for a sale of premises in Blackfriars, to the committee for building Black 
friars bridge, which I suppose to be this property, for the sum of . 160. There is also a 
receipt for that sum in the treasurer s cash-book of that period, purporting to be the price 
of those premises. 

Can you account for the sale of premises at so small a sum as 160, towards the purchas 
ing of \vhich .400 was given in the year 1722 ? I have made all possible inquiry, but I 
am unabic to account for it; I find no deed on the subject. 

Do you know whether the school was ever possessed of any other freehold or leasehold 
property, besides that which has been already described ? 1 do not know. 

What are the particulars of the receipt and expenditure of late years? I have brought 
a statement for the last three years.

30 per 
annum, and a donation of ten guineas, the source of which donation I do not know. I be 
lieve an estate was bought by Lady Owen s express desire, in the 14th James I, of about 
41 acres, founding a salary off. 20 for the master, which was afterwards increased to . 30 
at which it now stands. 1 do not know at what period it was raised. It is called Gunn s 
near Orsett. This gratuity is not always allowed, but I am uot told why it is refused ; 
three limes in the 27 years I have not received it. 

Have you a house ? Yes. It is a part of the building, and above the school. 

Have you the house tax free ? Yes. 

.Any perquisites ? Two chaldron of coals per annum only, no other. 

I low many private scholars have you ? About 25 on the average. 

Do vou board them : Three or four board with me oat of that number. 

Are they taught with the other boys ? They sit partly in the same room, but not at the 
same table, Iliose who learn French and Latin sit in the room adjoining ; a school-room 
which I built in addition. 

Have you any assistant . My own son about 22 years of age assists me. 

Does he confine himself to the private pupils: He acts with me in teaching the whole. 

Who provides books for the school : Copy books and slates are found by the company, 
rending books by the parents, 

Do you teach the Latin grammar ? Latin grammar is mentioned by the founder, and I 
am ready to teach Latin if any apply, but lew apply to be taught Latin ; what is chiefly 
wanted is reading English, writing and arithmetic. I have no Latin scholars on the 
foundation at present; I have had three or four on the foundation at a time, to whom I 
have taught Latin at different times, but not for two or three years past. 

Do your private pupil; learn Latin Yes, and mathematics, French and accounts. My 
son and myself teach them all ourselves, and we have no other assistant. 

Do you oiler to the parents to teach Latin if thev choose it? I do. 

Do the governors often visit? Always once a year; in May or June, a.id sometimes at 
other periods ; they hear the boys read and spell, and examine them in accounts. 

Have the repairs ..f the school been large? Few lately. It is of brick, very substantial, 
-tood 205 vears, and is yet in very good order. 

Is the school-room large? Yes; it would hold 50 scholars well; including the school 
added by myself it would hold 80. I laid out .200 in the part I added, and the governors 
only allowed me . 130. The part I added will hold 30 b 

\\ ho admits the hoy s : The governors. There n a petition presented, under which they 
.tcted. They are generally the most needy; and whose parents have large families.

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ISLINGTON. Is the building exclusively used for the purposes of the school ? Some respectable gentle- 

Lady Owen s Sohool. m en solicited me to let them preach in the school-room on a Sunday, and I consented. 

Had you the permission or the governors for this purpose ? No regular permission, but 
Mr. the governors know of it. 1 considered it useful to my family; we are far from Clerkenwell 

Alexander Balfour. church. 

Are they sectaries ? Yes, Baptists. It is never used on any other day than Sunday. 
What is allowed you for this ? I receive . 20 a year, and 1 pay them . i for a seat for 
myself and family. 

Were you licensed by the bishop ? Yes. 

Do the boys attend these preachers i Some do, but none are required to do so. 
Ts the room licensed as a meeting-house ? Yes, it is.* I should have mentioned, that 
prayers are read twice on every week day in the school-room, to the boys and almswomen. 
They arc the prayers of the church of England. 1 receive 10 shillings a year for reporting 
repairs as custos, in addition to my salary. 

Has your son any thing from the company ? Nothing; I maintain him myself. 
As to the children of the school, do you distinguish as to the particular number which 
you receive from St. James Clerkenwell, and that from the parish of Islington, according 
to the statutes ? We do not. We generally take the poorest from botli parishes, and no 
rule is observed as to the particular number from each. 

Do the boys pay any thing for admission, quarterage, or otherwise ? Nothing of the kind. 
What is your system of teaching ? We have lately adopted the Madras system for the 
foundation boys, on the recommendation of Mr. Charrington the warden. 

CHARLES CALVERT, Esquire, M. P. 

Charles Cahert, WHAT office do you hold in the Brewers company ? I arn elected master of the Brewers 
Esq. M. P. company, but not yet sworn in. Mr. Brown is the present master. I am prime warden. 

In reference to Lady Owen s school, can you supply us with any information upon the 
subject of that school ? 1 am a very bad attendant on the company, and can give but little 
information. I have looked into the general account of this school, and also those of All- 
hallows Barking, and Aldenham, since I received the precept: and from that examination, 
and the information of the clerk, 1 have found that we have on the average expended as a 
company for some years past more than we receive, and that they are generally well con 
ducted. Some few things have occurred to me on the slight investigation 1 have had, which 
I think require attention, more especially the expenses attending the views of the court, 
which I intend to propose shall be in future only conducted by a committe of ihe court, and 
not by the court at large. I intend when I become master, to give greater attention to the 
concerns of the schools, and to make myself better acquainted with the subject. We have 
no dinners, and have not had for these ten years ; we are a very poor company. 

NICHOLAS CHARRINGTON, Esquire, Senior. 

N Charrintun ARE you one of the wardens of the Brewers company ? I am the junior warden. 
Esq sen ^ an J r u S lve us an y detailed information respecting Lady Owen s school? I really 

cannot, being only junior warden, and knowing very little of the concerns of the company; 
I have visited the school, and am able to say it is going on very well. I was there about a 
twelvemonth since, and found the boys were not well acquainted with the catechism of the 
church of England ; and two months since I was there, and found the boys knew the church 
catechism perfectly. 

Are you aware that the master lets the school-room on a Sunday to the Baptists, for a 
meeting-house, and that it is regularly licensed as a meeting-house ! I never heard of it 
before ; it is wholly unknown to me; I knew he had introduced some other catechism than 
that of the church of England, which we prohibited. 

The master takes private pupils ; is this with the knowledge of the governors ? Yes. 

Do they limit the number? I believe not. 

As to the boys of the charity ; what is the range of selection adopted ? Usually, if more 
apply than the number vacant, they take the eldest, when in other respects the claims are 
equal : the selection is made from the parishes of Clerkenwell and Islington, the parishes 
prescribed by the founder. 

What proportion is observed as to the number from each parish ? I am not aware of any. 

Is any thing enjoined as to the age, or period of continuance ? I cannot speak to this. 

Is it prescribed by the founder, that the poorest boys shall be chosen ? I am not aware; 
the court generally give great attention to the question, and select those that require relief 
most. 

Is Latin directed to be taught ? It is not, only a common education. 

Is there any other point on which you can inform us, respecting this school ? I am not 
aware; Mr. Balfour is not the best master, and we have found it necessary to censure him 
more than once ; he is always ordered a gratuity after the visitation of the school, if the 
report is favourable ; but the year before last he had not this gratuity; I objected to it myself, 
we were dissatisfied with his conduct. 

What did you find chiefly imputable to him ? The boys were not in the good order they 
ought to have been ; they were not well taught, and had been neglected. This last year we 
had no reason to complain ; he has many other things in his head. 

Did the pay boys cause him, in your opinion, to neglect the others ? I am not aware that 
they did. jj e

Mr. HUTCH INSON s Examination resumed. 

WHAT appears to be the distinct appropriation of the income of . 72, as scheduled by 
Lady Owen herself? It should seem that the ancient rent of . 25 for the Hermitage fields, 
and the . 25 rent-charge issuing out of the Charter-house closes, were primarily applicable 
to the almshouses, but that the sum of . 22 was applicable to the school; . 20 being 
intended as a provision for the master, and .2 for repairs of the school and almshouses. 
The practice of the company has been, to use their discretion in the application of the 
produce of the estates to the school and almshouses, as the estates of each have improved, 
but without giving any particular preference to either. 

What is the income applicable to the two properties? From Michaelmas 1816 to 
Michaelmas 1817, the income was .413. ios.; in addition to this, the sale of old materials 
has produced a sum which has been invested in the four per cents and produced . 1,000 
in tnat stock. This is considered applicable for repairs or other wants. The interest 
is . 40. 

The whole income being . 453. ios. can you state what part of this is applicable to the 
school, and what part to the almshouses ? I cannot. 

How does the .413. ios. arise r It arises from rents as stated in this paper.

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laid out in the purchase of land to lie settled upon trustees, in trust for tli^ use and benefit 
of the children of the lordship part of the parish of St. Giles Cripplegate, which then were or 
thereafter should he brought up and educated in one of the public charity-schools of that 
lordship, in the principles of the church of England as by law established, in such manner 
;is liis executors should direct and appoint; and reciting, that they had purchased a house 
and lands at Waltham Holy Cross, Essex, called Fisher s or Salmon s Farm; and reciting, 
that, the executors had chosen the five trustees therein named, and had conveyed the pre 
mises by indentures of the same date to such trustees, to the use of themselves and the said 
trustees, in trust for the uses directed by. the aaid John Fuller in his will, and subject to the 
orders after specified.

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In whose occupation is this farm? John Gregory is the tenant, under a lease dated 
8th October 1801, for the term of 21 years from Michaelmas 1801, at the yearly rent of

Why was this premium paid? I am not aware; I only know that it is brought to ac 
count in the receipts for the year 1801. 

Was this property let by tender under advertisement? I do not know; it was before 
my time.

Are you able to account for the decrease of the rent as stated above ? I am not; I ap 
prehend the principal part of the land is very good, but part is marshy and subject to be 
overflowed by the river Lea. The tenant performs the repairs. 

Are you prepared with any estimate of the present value of the property? I am not; 
hut I suppose.it capable of a considerable rise. 

What is the state of the repairs ? The premises are in good repair, considering their aged 
state. The farm is visited in every May. at the individual expense of the trustees themselves; 
before I was treasurer this visit was paid for by the trust-estate. 

Is there any timber? Very little; there was a fall about eight years since which pro 
duced .30; we have planted since, but the land appears unfavourable. 

Is this the whole of the income of the charity ? It is ; there is no funded property. We 
have received of late years some donations from Betton s charity, all of which are carried to 
the account. 

What is the state of your accounts? In the year iSi 2, when I became treasurer, 
I received a balance of .25. 12s. id. *. There has been always a balance in hand gra 
dually increasing, and it amounted at the last audit to the sum of . 49. os. qd. J. 

How many children are taught under this charity, and how ? There are 20 boys ; they 
are taught in the parochial school of St. Luke. 

What are they taught? They are taught reading, writing and arithmetic; they are 
completely clothed annually, without expense to their parents. 

What was the income of the last year? The rent was .60; return of property-tax .6 ; 
Betton s gift .6. 14$.; amounting in the whole to the sum of .72. 144.

In whose names do the present funds stand ? They stand in the names of Thomas Bod- 
dington the president, Ebenezer Maitland the treasurer, and two others governors. 

How many sermons hae you ? There are two annually, and a lecture on every Sunday 
evening during the months of May, June, July, August and September, which are 
preached by dissenting ministers gratuitously. 

How do you explain an item of . 1 26 for the admission of a girl into the school ? Any 
person on paying that sum, is entitled to place a child in the charity at any time, the child 
being qualified in other respects; and the child alluded to, was so admitted. 

What is the general object of the charity ? It is for the maintenance and education or 
orphans arid other destitute children. They are admitted from the age of seven till nine, 
and remain till they are 14 years of age, when they are apprenticed out or placed in service. 
There are three modes of admission; one by nomination of the subscribers in rotation; 
another by ballot of all life subscribers, or annual subscribers of two guineas or upwards ; 
and a third by the payment of .126, as already mentioned. 

Of what does the present establishment consist? There were at the last audit 45 boys 
and 46 girls; there is no limited number. The house is calculated to contain 100, and our 
present intention is to make up the number to 100, fifty of each sex. All are boarded, 
completely clothed, and educated. Both boys and girls are generally apprenticed ; .5 is 
given to the master towards clothing. Some of the boys learn shoemaking, and others are 
employed in making nets. The girls learn household work, needlework and knitting. The 
profits of the boys work are brought to account. All the children learn reading, writing and 
arithmetic. There is a schoolmaster, who has an assistant, and a schoolmistress. The 
master has .30 per annum, and his wife, who is housekeeper, .20 per annum; the 
assistant has 20 guineas per annum, and the schoolmistress has 20 guineas per annum. All 
these are boarded in the house. There is a collector, who receives a poundage. The master 
and mistress provide the small articles necessary, and their accounts are settled by the 
weekly house committee, but the larger bills of the butcher, baker and others, are first 
examined by the house committee, and afterwards examined and ordered for payment by 
the general committee; all the accounts are audited annually by auditors appointed at a 
general meeting. 

How do you explain the items of allowance to Mr. Jennings late master, and also to 
James Lewis the late gardener, in the account of expenditure ? They are both superannuated 
servants, and the payments were in consideration of long and faithful service. They were 
authorized by the committee. 

Is the school visited? The house committee weekly visit the school, and examine the 
children, and report to the monthly committee. There is also a special committee of ladies 
appointed for the same purpose, who visit the school from time to time, as they see fit. 

Do you find advantage often taken of the privilege of a child being placed for 120 
guineas ? There are not above three or four in the school who came in so. 

Where do the children attend public worship? They attend at two Protestant dissenting 
chapels; I believe one is in Jewin-street and the other in New Broad-street, and in the 
summer months at their own chapel. 

Arc the children dissenters r They are chiefly, but not exclusively. 

[James Smith, Esq. the solicitor of the said charity, having been present during the 
examination of Ebenezer Maitland, Esq. the treasurer, and his evidence having been read 
over to him, confirmed the same.] 

A letter was afterwards received by the Commissioners, from Mr. Ebenezer Maitland ; 
of which the following is an extract:

ARE you the treasnrer of Worrall s charity-school? I am a trustee, and keep the 
urrounts of the charity for my uncle, Mr. Peter Bateman, who is the treasurer of the 

charity. 

[Witness produced an office copy of the will of William Worrall, dated the 2oth De 

cember, lO.Sp; the substance of which is stated in the Report.] 

Is that part which was formerly the lordship part of the parish of St. Giles Cripplegate, 
row in the same circumstances? No; the Act of Parliament for creating the- pari- 
&gt;&gt;t. Luke throw this lordship part of St. Giles s Cripplegate into St. Luke s pari-li. 

Of what does the property of the charitv now consist? It consists of a freehold estate 
in Goat-alley, formerly called Cherry-tree-alley or 1 Yench-alley, Jet on an agreement for 
a building lease to William Hodge, dated 2510 Den rnber 1815, for the term of fu \ 
from that day, at the rent of .70.; he was to build eight houses, and to rebuild the Goal 
public-house according to a plan and jpecificaiion then presented. The lease has not been 
\rt granted, j n consequence of his not having built the houses so substantially as he ought. 
No (it;r ;!-. paid. This property consist d ui a number of very old and dilapidated hoi. 
held by very poor persons, but there was no lease ; they p:iid their rents very irregularly ; 
the total rental was about .52. 10$. per annum, collected from nine tenants as it could 
be obtained. This property was let by tender under a competition, and I belirvc the 
rent was as good as could be obtained; the tenant had the old materials, bv the agree 
ment. The room which the testator appropriates as a school-room, was in one of these old 
hou-c* The next property is a freehold house in Golden-lane, on lease to Lucy 

for 41 years, from the vear 1 702, at the rent of . 9 per annum. I do not know why so Jong 
a term was granted; I was not then a trustee. 1 have no reason to think that Lucv 
connected with the trustees, who were very respectable. I do not kno-.v that any of the 
trustees who granted the leuse are now living ; no minutes were kept about that period ; it 
not a building lease. This is the property stated to be two houses in the will ; 1 do 
not know whether it uiav not l&gt;e two now, but I think one only; the prc-ent value &lt; 
hardly be much tnore titan the rent. It is a very old house, in decent repair for that neigh 
bourhood. The next property is a freehold estate at Henlicld, near Battle in Sussex, 
railed Moorhali.

What is your expenditure? The master s salary .80, with a house to live in, and three 
Biiteinan, , chaldron of coals, worth about .10. IDS. The schoolmaster s house is No. 8, Baltic-street 
*&lt;? Golden-lane, the former master s house having been ])ii!led down as before-mentioned. A 

lease of this house was purchased in the year 181.1, for the remainder of a term of 61 years, 
from .Midsummer 1808, at the. price of J.22O, subject ta a ground vent of .5. 15*. per 
annum. The expenses of insurance are .1. io,s., assessed taxes .5. 5.5. 4^., ground rent 
.5. 155., water tax .1.4,1., amounting to the sum of .13. 14*. 4&lt;l. The expense of 
clothing for last year was .86. 4$. The hoys are completely clothed annually; they 
appear to have been clothed annually since the testator s death. 

Does the rent of the land appear to have been withheld for the first seven years, as 
directed by the testator?

Are books and stationery found by the trustees ? They are ; the average expense is about 
..4. los. 

How many trustees are there? There are 12 trustees; the last trust deed was in the year 
i8ic ; the Block stands in the names df Peter Esdaile, Francis Hilton, Peter Batcmati, and 
W illiam Bateman. 

Is the number of 40 bors, as directed by the will, regularly kept up? It is. 

What are they taught r They are taught reading, writing, and arithmetic, agreeably to 
the intentions of the testator. 

When is the audit? ^ is once a year. 

Is the sum directed by the will for the dinner, so applied ? No ; in the year 1814 we-kad 
a dinner, which cost .0. i6s., but it is not usual. 

There appears then, from your statement, an average balance of receipt over expenditure 
of .80 per annum ? I think that is about the correct account. \Ve have not yet recovered 
the expenses of purchasing the master s house in Baltic-street, .220, and building the 
school-house, which cost us the sum of .624. We propose to fund any savings that may 
be made. We do not think ourselves authorized by the will to increase the number of our 
scholars. 

On a subsequent day were produced, 

1st. An indenture of lease, dated 23d April 1793, whereby the trustees of Worrall s free 
school therein named, in consideration of a sum of money laid out by Daniel Larkin, in 
repairs of a messuage or tenement, at No. 31, Golden-lane St. Luke s, demised the same, 
to the said Daniel Larkin for 41 years, from the 25th December 1792, at a pepper-corn rent 
for the first half year, and the yearly sum of .q for the remainder of the term. The lease 
contained covenants to put and keep the premises in repair, and to pay land-tax and ail 
other taxes, and to keep the premises insured from fire during the term, at a value of not 
less than .300. 

An agreement, dated loth January 1703, between William Bass, one of the trus 
tees, and Daniel Larkin, for granting a lease of the house; in which is recited, that Lai kin 
was to do the repairs specified in a paper thereto annexed. 

3d. A deed of conveyance of the charity estates to new trustees, dated iSth January 1 764. 

4th. Au indenture of lease, dated 2ist July 1804, whereby the trustees of the charity 
demised to Thomas Lansdell the capital and other messuages, farms, and lands at Nenfield, 
in Sussex, for 21 years, from the loth October 1804, at the rent of .164. 8s., and .10 
an acre for meadow or pasture land ploughed up ; and subject to covenants to repair, and 
put in tenantable condition the messuages and tenements, and to produce vouchers that 
the reparations had been made, and to keep all the premises in repair during the term. 
A reservation is contained in the lease, of all timber and other trees. The land is therein 
described to contain, in the whole, as the plough and scythe goes, 305 acres, more or less. , 

5th. A map of land called Moorhall in the parish of Nenfield, with the quantity of acres 
in each close.

messuages now erected, &.c. to hold from Lady-day 1808, for 77$ years, at the rent of 
.24 for the first year, and for the remainder of the term . 200, and 2 s. for each house 
built or to be built thereon. 

The next document produced was a deed of assignment, dated 2oth March 1724, from 
Elizabeth Carter to the trustees, whereby she grants an annuity or rent-charge of . 10 to 
the trustees, to be issuing out of certain messuages, tenements, ground-rents and here 
ditaments, situate in St.^John-street Bethnal-green, for the term of 600 years, from Mi- 
cbaelmas 1720. 

The next instrument produced was an indenture, dated 22d July 1726, by which the 
executors of Mayhew assign to the trustees, for the use of the school, a rent-charge of 
.5 issuing out of garden ground behind the messuages on the west side of the road from 
Bethnal-grecn to Cambridge-heath, which they had purchased for that purpose, pursuant to 
the will of the testator, dated the 1st July 1724.] 

What do you make the total rental ? . 326 per annum. 

What income JJ there besides ? There is .400 South Sea annuities, producing .12 a 
year ; making in all . 338 per annum. 

How does this stock arise r 1 do not know; I believe it is a fund arising from savings, 
and is used for occasional purposes. The fund has existed in a fluctuating state for many 
years. 

[The Commissioners on examining the books of the company produced by the witness, 
found that the fund had arisen from savings made by the trustees.]

THE present income being . 338 per annum, what is the annual expenditure of tire 
fchool ? The schoolmaster s salary is .60, and he also receives as singing-master

When vvns this salary increased ? -A t Lady-day i SOQ ; the salary was increased from . 50 
to .60 per annum; the master engaging to teach ten more boys, if the trustees should 
consider it necessary. The next item of expense is clothing the boys ; the amount of this last 
year, for one suit consisting of a coat, waistcoat and pantaloons, two shirts, one hat and 
nlibands, two pair of stockings, and two pair of shoes, each, for fifty boys, was 
. i :6. 10 s. 

How long has there been the number of 50 boys? That number has been stationary for 
sometime ; the funds till the present time would not have pe.mitted its increase. We pro 
vide 10 chaldrons of couls, which are divided between the school and almshouses; the 
school has 22 sacks, and the schoolmaster has 20 sacks, making together 42 sacks ; the 
almspeople have the rest of the 10 chaldrons; the expense of the coals for the school may 
IK- about .9. We also provide the books for the school, and each boy remaining four 
years, receives a Bible and Prayer-book. The amount of stationery last year "was 
.2. i s. 8 &lt;/.; for Testaments, . i. ids.; and for Prayer-books, . i. 135.; making together 
.5. los. 8d. The pew opener has . i., and cleaning the school costs los. This con 
stitute* the whole expense of the school alone, amounting to . 207. 6s. od. 

What are the expenses of the alms-people r Each of the six alms-men has . 10 per 
annum, or .60 in the whole ; the coals are . 1-5. 154 -; in all . 75. 155. 

What are the joint expenses, those which are applicable to both branches of the charity ? 
For the auditing the accounts, .1. 3.5. 6d.\ for insurance, .2. 2s.; for stamps, 
postages, Sec. . i ; water rates and pavement .4. 8s.; the average repairs of 10 years, 
about . 22 ; in which to years there have been incidental expenses of about .8 per 
annum, for trustees admission, viewing the estate, &c. ; there is also a quit rent of 16 s. ^d.

[On examining the minute books, it appeared to the Commissioners, that the regulation 
with respect to the settlement of the parents in the parish, mentioned in the order of the 
court of Chancery, and which is repeated in these rules, has beeu observed from the veai 
1727 to the present time; but that the children of inhabitants have bn occasionally ad 
mitted without being regularly settled.] 

To an inquiry subsequently made by this witness; how long it lias been customary to 
clothe the children ? he replied, that they were supplied with stocking!, and shoes from 
Midsummer and Christmas 1787, to Midsummer 1800; and from that period they have been 
fully clothed at Midsummer, and have had an additional shirt, stockings and shoes at 
Christmas.

ARE you the master of Parmiter s school r I am. 

What are the hours of schooling ? From Lady-day to Michaeluias-day, from eight 
o clock to twelve, and from two o clock to five; from Michaelmas-day to Lady-day, from 
nine o clock to twelve, and from two o clock to half past four. 

What do you leach? Reading, writingand arithmetic. 

Is there any religious instruction ? They all learn the church catechism, which is 
repeated by the MX senior and junior boys, every Lent. They all read the Testament and 
the pulnu in the i rayer-book. The first twelve read the whole Bible. 

Do the children go to church ? The children attend church with me twice on Sundays 
and once on Wednesdays and Fridnvs. 

How are th.- mmut.s of the school kept ? The minutes relating to the foundation are 
taken by me as mast. r , and entered in a book kept for the purpose.

All the lands are let to the above persons as yearly tenants ; there are no leases now sub 
sisting upon any part of the trust property. 

HOW long have the present rents been paid for these lands? The whole have been 
raised at different times, as the leases expired; and, except Hibberts, all have been raised 
since the year 1806. 

When did the inclosure of Goring take place? The act passed, I think, in i8oq, and 
the allotments were set out about a year afterwards. 

What lands, let as above, are parcels or the new allotments r Part of the land let to 
William Holmes, part of the land now let to James Frewin ; and all or part of the land let 
to Mr. Baker. All the rest of the land consists of old inclosures. 

What mode have you adopted of letting this property I We have not publicly let the 
land, but have fixed the rent according to what we considered the value; all the foregoing 
rents have been regularly paid except in one year; when, on account of the bad times, 
about . 20 were abated. 

Are you acquainted with the lands ? I am. 

Are the rents fair rents ? I think they are fair rents ; the land, generally, is yellow clay, 
and of bad quality. 

What is the quantity of land let to Banister ? It is about 90 acres of old inclosure. 

How long has he held this at the present rent of .60 : From Michaelmas 1806. This 
land is very poor, and lies near the heath. 

Who is liable to repairs ? The trustees were to put the premises in repair, and the tenants 
afterwards to keep the same in repair, being allowed rough materials. 

Are the lands subject to tithes : Since the inclosure the lands have been exonerated 
from tithe. The trustees are themselves judges of the value of land, and have in letting 
this property acted upon their best judgment of the value. 

Is there not some woodland also? There are about 303 acres of old woodland and about 
70 or 80 acres of new woodland, allotted to the trustees as lords of the manor under the 
Inclosure Act, in lieu of their common and of some small distant old inclosures; this new 
allotment has not yet produced any income, but the fencing and planting it has been at 
tended with considerable expense, it is partly self-sown and partly planted by the trustees : 
those are principally in Goring, but partly in Checkindon also and South Stoke. 

How are these woodlands managed ? The} are managed by a bailiff ; and a certain 
quantity of wood is felled every year, which produces on an average about .300 a year; 
and I think there is no doubt of its producing that sum yearly. 

How long will it probably be before the 70 or So acres of new woodland will become 
productive r I. think it will come to be regularly cut in about 25 years. 

What property have you in the funds: Eleven thousand three hundred and forty-six 
pounds, nine shillings and nine-pence, old South Sea annuities, now standing in the name 
of the accountant-general, which produces an annual dividend of . 340. js. lod. 

From whence has this funded property arisen r It appears by the books, that at the time 
of the testator s death there were East India bonds amounting to .5.100, and South Sea 
stock to the amount of .

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APPENDIX TO FIRST REPORT OF THE [Oxford. 

GORING. Is the number of j8 from Checkendon, South Stoke and Goring, as many as these tluc&lt; 

v ^ parishes pan furnish to the school ? It is; and sometimes there has been" a difficulty in 

William Morland, getting that number. 

Esq. Are all these boys apprenticed? AH the boys who stay at the school five years are 

apprenticed, (if they apply) with a premium of . 20. 

What is the usual average of the number of boys apprenticed from the school? In thp 

year 1815 there were two boys apprenticed; in" 181 (3 there was only one ; iu 1814 there 
were three; but no girls have been apprenticed. 

Are books found for the children? Books are found by the charity at Goring, and also 
at the other schools. 

Could not more than six boys be found to be educated in the off-parishes ? There certainly 
might at Cassindon, if their number was to be extended, and perhaps at Ibstone also. 

What are the children taught ? They are taught reading, writing and arithmetic; and 
the master has an assistant, who teaches them also land-surveying and mensuration. 

Has the master a house? He has a very good house and garden rent free, and the use 
of the lawn ; the house is built on the charity land ; the master has pupils of his own who 
live in the house, but they are not taught at the same school with the free boys. 

Your accounts are not entered in the book beyond Lady-day 1817; how is that ? The 
timber which was sold in the winter of 1817 has not yet been paid for, nor will it be paid 
fpr until the next sale this winter ; after this money has been received, the account to Lady- 
day 1818 will be made up and entered; this has been the usual course of making up the 
accounts. 

There appears from Lady-day 1815, to have arisen a balance of .611. 16*. 6f d. in two 
years to Lady-day 1817, ts that balance in your hands now? It is, and there must have 
been some addition to it since ; the whole is in my hands. 

How do you propose to apply these increasing balances ? We are now directed to propose 
a scheme to the court of Chancery for the application thereof, and we shall act by direction 
of the court with regard to it. 

Is the proceeding in that court now going on under the original cause by which Clement s, 
scheme was confirmed, or under the cause which has been lately instituted against the 
trustees : Under the old cause. 

Mr. HENRY HARDING again Examined. 

ON your becoming insolvent, did you assign your effects for the benefit of your credi- 
J, ,. tors ? I did, to four trustees. 

*e-^ \Vhat dividend has been paid from your estate ? A dividend of 7/6 in the pound has 
been already paid, and the charity is entitled on that dividend to . 719. 3 s. o $ d. ; of this 
sum .704. 19$. $d. were laid out in exchequer bills, which were afterwards sold, and 
produced, with interest, .725. 175.; which latter sum is in the hands of Mr. William 
Morland, my co-trustee of the charity, and one of my trustees also, he having given his 
promissory note to the other trustees for the same, carrying Hve per cent interest; one 
year s interest thereof will become due on the 5th January next; the sum on which thia 
dividend is calculated, includes a sum of . 51. 15*. 9 d. for timber purchased by me of the 
trustees of the charity, 

Is any further dividend of your estate expected to be made ? There is a demand of 
upwards of . 1,000 upon the company of proprietors of the Wilts and Berks canal, which 
is unsettled; there will be a further dividend, but as long as that claim remains undeter 
mined, I cannot guess at the amount. 

Has not some house been lately built by you, upon part of the charity land ? There was 
a small allotment of land on the heath, which was marked out by the Commissioners of the 
Inclosure for sale, and I considered myself as having purchased the same. This allotment 
stands in the midst of the charity land, allotted to the trustees. Upon this small allotment 
I built a cottage, and laid out about . 500 thereon ; but no conveyance of this small allot 
ment was ever made to me, nor was any deposit or purchase money ever paid by me for it ; 
and now, I understand, that the Commissioners have made their award, and have awarded 
this land to the trustees of the charity; and if so, the} 7 will have the benefit and property 
of that new building. 

Who is now in possession of that house ? The trustees have put the son and daughter of 
the woodman to keep it aired. 

What do you think this house would let for ? I think the house would fetch .153 year. 

Have you any expectation, by any other means, of paying off the debt due to this cha 
rity ? I have not. 

What is the present state of repair of the buildings belonging to this charity ? Large 
sums have of late years been laid out in repairs, and the whole are now in good repair. 

Whilst vou have been trustee, has any security been ever given by the trustees for pay 
ment of balances in their hands ? I have never heard of any such security being required 
or given.

..3. 6s- Sd. with a covenant to renew in consideration of 55. for a further term of 
OO years, as before-mentioned.] 

What are the other funds of this school? There is a capital sum of . 1,324. 8s. 5&lt;f. 
new South Sea annuities (in which is included the sum of 0^.8:9. is. lorf- like stock, which 
belonged to the charity at the time of the Union) the rest has arisen from savings in con 
sequence of the increase of rent. The dividend of ibis stock is . 39. 145. 6d. per annum. 
This is the whole of the funds of the school. 

How is this income disposed of? 

[Witness produced a book of accounts, from which he will furnish a copy of the entry 
for the last year.] 

W hat balance is in the treasurer s hands? At the last audit there was in my hands, a 
balance of . 161 . 1 1 s. 6 d., but there were at the same time bills unpaid for repairing the 
school-house, of .2 16. 2s. id. ; this audit was on the 14th May 1818; and one-half of 
those bills was ordered to be paid at Midsummer last, and the other half at Lady-day; 
more than half of them has now been paid. 

Reverend JOHN GARRITT BUSSELL. 

I AM master of the upper school of Henley ; I have been master about a year only. 

How many hoys have you on the foundation \ I have now 13; there were not above 
seven when I was elected master. 

Are all received into the school who apply ? -I believe all. 

What are the foundation boys taught? They are taught the classics; some learn only 
writing a;l arithmetic, as the parents wish; (acre are now only about nine learning 
the classics. 

By regulations in a minute book of the trustees, it is ordered, that boys qualified ac 
cording to the statutes, in reading, writing and casting accounts, requiring only a classical 
education, are to pay 6s. per annum ; but for those who require a blended education in 
English, writing, cyphering, together with a classical education, that . 2. 2. s. in addition 
are to be paid, and 2s. 6^. each for admission ; and boys not qualified agreeably to the" 
statutes, are to be admitted at any age, at .4.

17th December 1818. 

Mr. ISAAC ALLIBONE, of Moulsford, Berks. 

WHAT do you know respecting charities for education in the parish of South Stoke? 

[Witness produced an indenture of mortgage, -dated io;h March 1677, by which Griffith 
Higgs, in consideration of .100 demised to Barton Higgs, 22 acres of arable land Iving 
in the common field of South Stoke, in the county of Oxford, therein particularly described ; 
and also common of pasture for 300 sheep and 20 kine or bullocks and 30 hogs, to go, feed 
and depasture in the heath called Goring Heath, within the parish of Goring, in the said 
county of Oxford ; to hold to said Barton Higgs, his executors and administrators for 500 
years, subject to a proviso for making void the same, on payment of . 100 and interest. 

By indorsement on the last-mentioned deed, hearing date 14th October 1692, Marv 
Higgs, widow (executrix of Barton Higgs) in consideration of los. assigned thc said term 
of 500 years to David Thomas, in trust, nevertheless, to and for a free-school to be erected 
by the charity of Griffith Higgs, doctor in divinity, deceased, in South Stoke aforesaid. 

There is another indorsement of the same date, and in the same terms, from John Uigo-s, 
described as being the other executor and devisee of Barton Hi:&gt;u&gt;. 

By indenture, dated 5thAugust 1693, the above term was assigned by David Thomas to 
William Higgs and Thomas Wilder. 

By another indenture, dated ist August 1608, William Higgs and Thomas Wilder assign 
the same term to William Harding, in trust for John Higgs. 

By indenture, dated 3d November 1702, Mary lligtjs, John Higgs and William ITardino- 
assign the same term to James Slopes, senior, clerk, James Slopes, junior, clerk, and William 
Higgs and Thomas Wilder, in trust nevertheless, for and towards the erecting and main 
tenance of a free-school in South Stoke aforesaid, according and pursuant to the last will 
and direction of the said Dr. Griffith Higgs, contained or mentioned in the last will and 
testament of the said Dr. Griffith Higgs, or codicil to the same annexed or belonging. 

In 1805, the term was assigned to Edward Button and Isaac Allibone, upon the same 
trusts.] 

Are vou the sole trustee of this charity ? -I am ; Edward Button being dead. 

"U hat does the property now consist of? Twenty-two acres of arable land, situate in 
South Stoke Oxfordshire, dispersed in the common field, now held by Isaac King, who 
took it by agreement for a term of five years, of which one year is now past, at the rent of 
.15 a year, out of which the quit-rent, ()d, arid land-tax, us. Qcl. are to be allowed. 
We have applied to get the land-tax exonerated, aad have obtained a paper for that purpose. 

Do you know the land? I do; I occupied it mvself; it is bad land, as bad as bad can 
be. 1 paid . 18 a year rent for it because I was trustee, and chose to give more than any 
other person. When 1 gave it up, it was advertised to be let by my co-trustee, :Mr. Button, 
since deceased; and it was let by tender to King for the .15. a year, being the highest 
tender. 

Is there any other property belonging to the trust? There was understood to be a right 
of common on Goring Heath; but when the inclosurc of that heath took place, which was 
in the year 1809, a claim w-as made to the Commissioners of that right; but that claim was 
disallowed, because it could not be proved that the common had been stocked. Wiliam 
Curtis was at that time tenant of the charity-land, but he held other land with it; and his 
shepherd tokl me, that his master would not allow him to go before the Commissioners to 
prove the right in respect of the charity land. 

Is there any school-house belonging to this charity ? None. 

Is there no money in the funds; None that 1 know of. 

Do you know any thing of .600 left to the school by Dr. Griffith Higgs? I do not 
know any thing about it; there is some mention of a bequest of his upon his tombstone, but 
1 cannot state the purport of it. 

How do you dispose of this . 15 yearly ? I pay it to the master of the school, Edward 
Edwards, after deducting the quit-rent and land-tax. 

What does the master do for this? He teaches to children of the parish of South Stoke, 
who are appointed by himself; he teaches them to read, nothing more. If there are not 
boys enough, the number is made up with girls; and they arc taught knitting by the master s 
wife, as well as to read. 

At what ages do they come ? They come very young ; and when their parents want their 
work, they are taken away from the school, and others are appointed in their room; the 
number of 10 is always kept full. Heretofore, when the rent was less, there were only six 
children, but since the rent has been raised the number has been increased. 

Who finds books fur the children? The master. 

Has he any other scholars besides? He has a few others, who pay him ; but the children 
on the charity pay nothing that ever I knew of. 

When was the number of children increased to 10? It was when William Curtis took 
the land, before I had it; then the rent was raised from . 10 to . 15 a year. 

Do not you think the land worth more than the present rent? JL do not think it is; 
when I rented it at . 18 1 lost money by it.

Wood, Wiggin s Coppice, and Brazier s Coppice, in the parishes aforesaid ; and in the first 
place charged the same " with the payment of the yearly sum of . 10 of lawful money of 
Great Britain, to be paid free of all charges and taxes whatsoever, yearly for ever, (f. e.) 
upon the feast of St. Michael the Archangel, and the Annunciation of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, into the hands of the ministers and churchwardens for the time being of the said 
parishes of South Stoke and Checkendon, to be by them applied and paid for and towards 
the support and maintenance of a schoolmaster or schoolmistress, for keeping a school in 
South Stoke aforesaid, and afterwards in the excepted tenement or cottage when the same 
shall fall in, for ever." The schoolmaster to be appointed, and for good cause removed, 
bv the ministers of South Stoke, Checkendon, and Ipsden, for the time being, or any two 
of them, in case they do not all concur, for ever; which said master or mistress "for 
the time, for whose use and benefit the above-mentioned tenement is as aforesaid 
intended, without any other fee pay or reward than is by this my will provided and intended, 
shall teach six poor children of the parish of South Stoke (viz.) four from above hill and two 
from below hill, and four more of the parish of Checkendon, to read English and to write 
a good legible hand, and to know something of accounts," the children to be from time to 
time put to school and removed from thence by the said three ministers, or any two of them, 
in case thev do not all concur. And gives ios. to the minister of Ciieckendon for a sermon 
and 2 s. yearly on the day the testatrix should happen to die, except it should be on a Sunday 
and then the day following, at which sermon she desired that such schoolmaster or school 
mistress with the children should be present, with the usual powers of distress for the said 
rent-charges ; and the testatrix did thereby further limit, appoint and order that they the said 
ministers of the said parishes of South Stoke and Checkendon for the time being, shall and 
may at any time or times hereafter, with workmen or others, at seasonable times, enter and 
come into and upon any part of the manor or lordship of Rawlins alias Woodcote, and the 
lands and wood grounds thereunto belonging, except the grove, and to cut, take and carry 
away thereout and therefrom, all such rough timber and stuff for and towards the repairs of 
the "said excepted tenement or cottage, as they in their discretion shall troin time to time 
judge necessary for the doing thereof. 

You are proprietor of the estate called Garston, in the parishes of Ipsden and Check- 
endon? I am; and I pay the schoolmaster, John Mickle, regularly the rent-charge off. 10 
per annum, and also the 12 s. for the minister and clerk ; these sums are paid by my tenant, 
and allowed by me in the accounts. 

Do you know the school-house belonging to this charity ? I do, and it is in very bad 
repair. 

Have applications been made to you to furnish timber for these repairs ? Such applications 
have been made, which I have always refused, considering myself not bound to do it. 

Why do you consider yourself not bound to provide rough timber for these repairs ? 
Because I have no property within the manor of Rawlins. 

Is not your estate at Garston within that manor ? No part of it. 

Do you know of such a manor or lordship as is called The manor or lordship of Rawlina 
or Woodcote f Mr. Cotton lives in a house which used to be called Rawlins, and some 
lands are belonging to it; there was also a farm heretofore belonging to the estate of Raw 
lins which was sold some years ago to Mr. Simmonds, which house and lands and estate I 
apprehend to be the manor" or lordship of Rawlins; there is a liberty called Woodcote which 
belongs to Mr. Williams, but I have no reason to believe that that ever belonged to Mrs. 
Newman. There is some ornamental timber on Mr. Cotton s premises, besides that growing 
in. the grove.

ST. OLAVE S. WHAT Is your office? I am warden of the court of governors of St. Olave s grammar 

Free Grammar School, school, and one of the governors; the governors take the wardenship in rotation. 

v ^_ J t What are the duties of the warden? To receive all rents, pay all bills, and summon 

Itichard Thornton, courts when necessary. We have four stated quarterly courts every year, and others \vheu 
Esq. necessary. 

Have you the charters upon which the charity is founded ? No; they are deposited in 
a chest kept for the purpose, which has three keys ; one of which is kept by the late warden ; 
one by the present warden ; and one by Mr. Speck, the clerk. The late warden is absent 
from town ; but Mr. Speck has copies both of the charter of Queen Elizabeth and of King 
Charles the Second. 

What do the funds of the school consist of? Of houses built upon lands which were 
originally the trust property; there is now no land which is not built upon. I have here 
a rental book specifying the number of houses. 

What quantity of land is there ? I do not know; I understand it was originally a marsh, 
and is now all built upon. 

What is the whole rent at present? I do not know myself, not having been in office 
long enough; but by the late warden s accounts it appears, that the net rental of all the 
houses is , 1,461. 135. id. ; besides which there is some money in the funds, the interest 
of which is . 53. Ss. zd.\ which funded property arose in part from the sale of some 
houses to the commissioners of pavements, under an Act of Parliament for widening the 
streets. 

Can you give a rental of the estate and the names of the tenants ? This book is delivered 
to me as a rental thereof. 

Do you know of any lands or monies given by benefactors? No; except some monies 
which will appear in the rental. 

Are there any profits arising from easements or rights of way? One of -2os., and three 
others, of Jos., 5$., and . 2. ios., all included in the rental. 

What is the amount of your expenditure? I cannot speak to the particulars; but the 
amount of the late warden s (Mr Ledger) was ,.1,375. 195. Sd. of which the masters 
and servants salaries formed . 850, arising as follows : The salary of the head-master, the 
Rev. J. Blencarne, . 140; Rev. J. Saunders, 120; these are the Latin masters. Mr. Lay ton, 
head writing master, . 150; the salary being . 120, and . 30 being allowed him for 
finding books; Mr. Thompson, underwriting master, . po. Mr. Carroll, head English 
master, ,.105; Mr. Hunter, second English master, ,. So; Mr. Fallen, third English 
master, .. 70. The English masters teach the boys to read before they go into the Latin 
school. Mr. Speck, the clerk, . 50. The widow of one of the late masters, who had been 
in the school upwards of 50 years, and died poor, is allowed by the court .y&gt; perannnum; 
her name is Elisha. The messenger has ,.20; and a pew-opener . 4. 

Have you any account of the expenses of books, &c. ? I have not; all the books are 
paid for by the governors, except those provided by the head writing master. 

What are the other parts of the expenditure? It consists partly of monies paid for 
putting out apprentices, as appears by the book. A boy educated in the school, and bound 
to a freeman of the city (who must be a member of the church of England) has ,.5 paid 
with him ; this may be averaged at .. 20 a year. Five chaldrons of coals, for the use of the 
schools only, may be about . 15; taxes . 22. The book-bills for the last year were about 
. 35. The bills for the repairs of the last year are estimated at ,.350; but they are not 
vet brought in. The sum of . .50 has usually been paid every winter (but not always) to 
the poor of the parishes of St. Olave and St. John, between them; and .40 has been paid 
towards the girls school of St. Olave s, and . 30 towards that in St. John s, yearly. There is 
also the expense of four dinners per annum to the governors, masters, clergy, churchwardens 
of the two parishes and two examiners, which has sometimes cost . 200 ; but towards which 
. 100 only is allowed out of the trust- fund ; the rest the warden has always paid out of his 
own pocket, and it is not a charge on the fund. 

Are there any statutes made bv the governors since the charters? None that 1 know of. 
How do you let your leases r Those which were originally let for building on were for 
61 years ; and those which have been let since their expiration have been for terms of 
21 vears. 

When a lease expires, how do you proceed as to a new lease? We always advertise 
three times in the public papers, for letting on terms of 21 years. I never knew but of one 



instance to the contrary, where, from the very

I D you giant licences to the tenants to under-let ? Ye-, there is half a year s rent ; 
by wa\ of tine, on any tenant applying for a licence to under-let. 

How are those fund- applied ? They are laid by to accumulate in the funds as a sinking 
fund, for the purpcse of building a new sehool; the present school being in very bad repair, 
and 2oo or3&lt; j&gt; \i_.n- old ; it will. want re-building, which this fund is meant to answer. 

Do these sums eon-titiite the whole of the funded property? No, there is funded property 
an in:, from other donation-. 

Do the dividends of the stock include the interest of the accumulating fines ? No, that 
account appears in the book distinctly. 

Is any premium taken from the scholars ? None whatever. 

Not tor the purchase of any books or materials for the use of the scholars ? None, these 
are paid by the governor-. 

In w hat manner are the ina-tei- chosen : They are elected annually by the governors, on 
the Thin sday before the J^th March. 

Js the master licensed by the bishop F I do not know.

Are you limited to this number : The governors have thought tit to limit the number to 
The three schooU would not contain more. 

Can you state how they are divided : I cannot, only thai there are sixty in the Latin 
school. 

Do all the boys taught in the school, belong to the parishes of Si. Ulavc and St. John? 
Always, we never admit boy- ti, m any other parish. 

If your school were larger, would you have more scholars? -Ye&lt;, certainly, if there were 
tnorc loom; we have many applications which cannot be attended to. 

I- it meant to enlai _ liool? Yes, if we can t&lt; t money to re-build. The present 

building cannot i - d; it must be wholly re-built; it is -:oo years old or more. i

Free Grammar School, the charier provides for the benefit botli of rich and poor, being parishioners. 

^- -^ J What was done with the balance of. 138 remaining in the hands of the late warden? 

Richard T/iomtur, It was., as is usual in all other cases, paid over to the succeeding warden. 

Esy. Has the warden any other allowance for his trouble, than the . 100 for the dinners? 

None. 

Is the number of masters directed by the charter ? No, the number has been increased 
since the number oF boys has increased. 

There are three English masters ; is this according to the charter ? No, but one or two 
masters would not be sufficient ; the boys go first to the English masters, and upwards from 
them, if the parents chuse them to learn Latin. 

How long since were the present salaries fixed? I believe the salaries were advanced 
about seven or eight years since, on the masters representation of the necessity, but I do 
not know in what proportions ; they have been raised several times during the last 
century. 

Have the masters houses?- Two of the masters have apartments, Mr. Blencarne and 
M r . Lny ton ; the others have none. 

Have the masters any perquisites? None; there is no allowance of coals or candles, 
except to the school ; they are told on their appointment, that if they receive any presents 
they will be immediately dismissed. 

How long has it been the custom to appoint the masters from year to year ? I do not 
know, I believe from the beginning. 

In what manner are the governors appointed ? In the first instance out of St. Olave s 
parish only, because there Wfcs then no other; but after the Act for building St. .John s church 
had passed, about So years ago, ten governors were named by St. Olave s and six by 
St. John s ; when any governor dies a new governor is chosen by the whole remaining body, 
out of the parish to which the deceased governor belonged. 

If a governor leaves your parish, do you reckon that to make a vacancy ? I cannot say 
much to that; some are still continued governors although they cease to reside in the parish, 
so. long as they continue to occupy property in it; it has been a matter of doubt among the 
governors how this ought to be. 

HENRY SMITH SPECK, Esquire, Clerk of the said school. 

jj $ Speck [The evidence of Mr. Richard Thornton, the last witness, was read over to this witness, 

Esq. who confirmed the same, subject to the following observations.] 

We understand you are in possession of copies of the -charters ? i am. 

[The witness produced them.] 

Are these true&lt;;opies ? I believe -they are, but -I never examined them; they are copies 
of the translations, not of the originals, which are in Latin. 

Have leases of houses been usually granted for more than 21 years? Not since I have 
been clerk; many years ago several were let for 31 years, but not being then in office, I 
cannot speak positively about them. 

Are there any statutes made by the governors ? There are rules and regulations made 
by the governors, relative to the hours of attendance and the discipline of the school. 

Are these approved of by any other authority t They are not ; the governors appoint 
five visitors out of their own body, who go to see whether the rules and orders are observed, 
at times when they are not expected, and without the previous knowledge of the masters; 
there is also a public examination of the children on the :/th of November, the anniversary 
of Queen Elizabeth s accession, by two appointed examiners, the Rev. A. P. Poston and 
the Rev. Dr. Sampson ; we go to church, where there is a sermon for the occasion, and 
afterwards there are public speeches at the school, in Latin, Greek and English. 

Were the fines on alienation and under-letting received under the old leases? No ; they 
have been taken only on recent leases let wiihiu ten or twelve years. 

What is the amount of the sinking fund ? I think, between .800 and .900 three per 
cent stock, standing in the names of three of the governors, who lay out the dividends as 
soon as received, in the purchase of new stock; part of the . 53. 8*. id. mentioned by 
Mr. Thornton, viz. .18 per annum, arises out of monies standing in the name of the 
accountant general for the use of St. Olave s school, the origin of which I do not know. 

The salaries in 1816 were stated by you, before the Committee of the House of Com 
mons, to be different from what they BOW are? I believe they were increased after my 
examination in that year ; the matter had been long in contemplation before, and I think 
them now inadequate. 

How is the .50 which is given to the parishes of St. Olave and St. John, disposed off 
-T-It is given in small sums to the poor by the governors, and is not paid to the 
poor rates. 

There appear to be four dinners in the year; is that so? On the anniversary day, the 
17th of November, the governors dine together with the ministers, curates, lecturers, 
churchwardens, and vestry clerks of both parishes, the examiners, the masters, the clerk, 
in all about 50 or 60 persons, who are officially invited, in consequence of the inhabitants 
having originally established the school. On the election day of the officers and masters 
in March, there is also a dinner aucnded by the same persons; and there are two other 
dinners at the quarterly meetings of the governors, HI which only themselves, the two 
Latin masters and the clerk, are present. Ihe surplus expense beyond the allowed sum of 
. 100 has never fallen upon the school.

I find in an old book, an entry of a bequest of -50, by the will of Mrs. Thomaziue 
Abbott. 

[The witness produced such book, entitled, " An Abstract of all the evidence, gifts, 
-decrees and other writings, together with a Copy of the Charter belonging to the free gram- 
mac school of Saint Olaves." 

The bequest in question appeared to be for placing out as apprentices the poor hoys of 
the school; the interest to be applied every two years to a poor boy or girl.] 

How is this now applied ? The governors take all the funds applicable to apprenticing, 
and put them together, and when they have sufficient, dispose of them in apprentice fees of 
..5 each; .2. IDS. at the time of binding, and the remainder when the boy has served 
three years; the master of each apprentice to be a freeman of the city of London, and a 
member of the church of England. The number of applications for this vary very much,; 
but on an average of several years, it is found to be four in a year.

The general class of the boys is 
superior to what it was ; we should have obtained the sanction of the bishop of VVin- 
chester (whom we consider our visitor) to these rules, if the state of his health had per 
mitted us to consult him. 

Do you know any instance of the bishop of Winchester acting as a visitor? None; 
vc consider ourselves however subject to his authority in every respect, as visitor ; but how 
ever that may be, we have been willing to give every information to the Commissioners in 
our power.

Has the head master s salary been increased lately? It was .60 in 1813, but is now 
. 100. 

Are the receipts and disbursements- generally near to each other? On a comparison of 
the balance in the treasurer s hands, at the audit for the last 30 years, I found the average 
was not more than would pay the master s salary at the Christmas following the day of the 
audit, which is always on the 17th November. 

How do you let your property? Always by public advertisements. The George public- 
house, now let for .85 for 21 years, was formerly let for . ic. 

AY hat is the number of boys ? About 70. 

The last witness has stated, there was only one exhibition ; were there not at one time 
; &lt;&gt; exhibitions? No ; two boys have been sent to college from the school at one time, but 
only one has been an exhibitioner. 

The receipt of the school then would be about . 386, and the expenditure about . 357 ? 
That is the state of the account. 

Is the value of the property likely to be much improved when the present leases fall iur 
I think it is, especially from the houses in Kent-street.

What is the foundation of this charity F I produce the will of John Collett, dated oth 
May 1711.

possession of Mr. Richard Hal! ; and also all those two messuages situate on the north side 
of the entrance into the said Three Crane court, and having their front doors into the 
High-street of the Borough, and are built upon that toft of ground deimxd formerly bv 
me to Grace Rvland, widow, and over part of the said entrance or way into Thiee Crane-

How is the charity school supported otherwise? By public subscription. 

AVhat is the amount of the rents? . 143. 135. per annum. 

"What do vou receive from the funds ? . 18 per annum, making together -the sum of 
. 161. 13$. per annum. 

Has there been a balance for many years in succession ? There has ; the expenditure for 
apprenticing since January has been only for two boys, amounting to . 10; the vcar before, 
7 boys, amounting to . 35 ; the year before, 3 boys, amounting to . i 5 ; the year before, &lt;S 
boys, amounting to &lt;. 40; the year before, 6 boys, amounting to . 30; the year before, 
p boys, amounting to .45; and the year before that, 6 boys, amounting to . 34. 14.5.; 
this was in 1811 ; previously to 1811, and in part of that year, the apprentice fee was 7 
guineas ; it was reduced by the direction of the governors of the charity school ; it \va.&lt; 
I "- tore my time, hut 1 believe they thought they could get as many masters to take boys at 
. 5 as at 7 guineas; it was never more than 7 guineas, and it was thought advisable te. 
reduce the amount. 

In the year 1716 controlling power was given in the disposition of the funds, to the 
governors of the charity ^chool, by the decree of the chancellor, directing that all the go 
vernors of the charity school, besides the two chaplains of the parish, should be co-managers 
with the trustees of Collett s charity.

The application of the testator s fund not having been confined to apprenticing merely,

(&lt;f the premises, is paid over by ine to the treasurer of the charity school, for the general 
purposes of education. 

What becomes of the other half? -This is invested as the current demands upon it 
permit; 

It appears by the above destination of this fund, that one moiety of ; it is to go to the 
teaching and ciotiiing of the boys, and the other moiety to the apprenticing ; from whence 
did the deviation from this rule arise ? Till the year 1803, the former mode of division was 
continued ; tin.: trustees hist appointed conceived it would be more beneficial to the u-hooi, 
for the school to receive the moiety of the balance rather than the half of the years rental; 
in consequence of the smallness of the snms expended in apprenticeships, and the largeness 
of the overplus, of this overplus, when not invested in the fir.ids, the school receives one- 
half at the audit, and when bought into the funds the school is entitled to one-half of the 
capital as well as half the interest. 1 never can buy into the funds without special direction 
fi om the governors ; if 1 were to buy more imo the funds, they are aware that I should re 
duce their receipts. 

How is the treasurer or ihc school appointed ? By the trustees,. not by the governors, at 
large. 

Are the boys clothed, and how ? : Yes they are, in the same dress as the other children in 
every respect. 

Is there any distinction observed between them and the other boys? None; the funds 
arc given yearly to the whole school, and for apprenticing the scholars; we do not know of 
the name of Coilett s boys in distinction from the others. 

As to the lease to Mr. Barton, was this property advertised ? It was, and the advertise- 
Hient is here. 

Was the property in lease to Mr. Fcrgusson advertised \ I1r. Fergusson was invited to 
send fresh proposals before the expiration of his lease; this does not appear to have been 
I .Uerlistd; the former rent was two guineas per annum ; the premises lie behind his house, 
i .ud are part of his own counting house.

Is this the whole of the estates? It is; and with 2 s. 6 d. paid for a right of window 
light, its rental amounts to the sum of ..627. 175 . 6d. 

In what way were the above leases let? The houses let to Mr. Alford, in the year 1800, 
were let to him without competition, on an offer made by him and a surveyor s estimate as to 
the value, he being to repair to a considerable extent, which he has since done ; it is always 
the practice when an old tenant renews his property, that a surveyor ascertains the value. 
The letting to Messrs. Holehouse and Company, was in the same manner to the tenants in 
possession, on a previous valuation by the surveyor; there were no particular repairs. Mr. 
Samuel Rowe was tenant in possession, and had laid out a considerable sum in repairs 
beiore vhe churchwardens granted the lease. I do not know what was done on the letting to 
Mr. Robert Hill, not having been then vestry clerk ; as to the houses let to George Edmonds, 
they were let by public bidding, he making the highest offer ; they are very small houses, 
about four rooms in each ; lie took them to repair in the usual way. 

With respect to the Angel public house, the preference was given to Mrs. Wilson, she 
having been the tenant in* possession many years, but she paid a fine of . 200 to the trus 
tees, besides her rent. No. 46, King-street, was let to Mr. John Wilson, also on a valuation 
of the surveyor, not a public bidding. The house in lease to Mr. John Day, was also let to 
him as the tenant in possession, and the preference given as before. The house let. to 
Messrs. Tunnicliff and Denbigh, was let upon the report of two surveyors. The houses 
from No. 49 to 53 inclusive, in King-street, were let to Mr. George Edmonds by public 
bidding. 

What has been done with the fine paid by Mrs. Wilson ? It was applied towards the 
building of the school-house in 1808 ; Mr. Golding being then churchwarden, had the sum 
ofc. 578. 12s. 6d., the rents of this estate, in hand ; and Mr. Skirrow, a former church 
warden, having in his hands a balance of ,.312. 4s., this of. 200 received of Mrs. Wilson 
was added to those sums, and after providing for the calls of the charity, the remainder was 
laid out in erecting a new school-house, the whole cost of which was estimated at about 
..050, leaving a debt due to Mr. Golding of the sum of ,.46. i s. i^d., which has been 
sin -e paid. Before the school was built, there were 39 boys and 10 girls. 

Is there no direction given as to the number of the children? None; they have been 
increased from time to time, as the funds enabled us. 

What is the present number? In the year 1809, immediately after the new school was 
built, the number of scholars was increased to 50 boys and 50 girls, at which number it now 
continues. 

What is the amount of the clothing allowed to the children r The churchwardens will 
answer this question. 

What other funds are there ? The sum of .56. los., a balance in the treasurer s hands 
in 1816, was laid out in the three per cents reduced, but i do not know the precise amount 
it bought; it is to be kept as a repairing fund. The new school-house is only for girls. 
There is a large piece of vacant ground in the front of the girls school, on which will be 
probably built a school for the boys. The course now is, to teach Mrs. Newcomen s boys 
in the charity school with the other boys, and the charity girls with Mrs. Newcomen s girls 
in the girls school. 

Is Unintended that the balances from year to year should be applied to the same purpose 
as the before-mentioned balance was applied ? It is.

WHAT are you ? I am the late warden of Mrs. Newcomen s charity. 

What is the cost of clothing the fifty boys and fifty girls? It is very difficult to give the 
particulars, as the clothing of the poor women under the will and of the children is mixed 
together. The bills paid for the whole clothing in the year 1816, amounted to .317. 4s. 

What are the charges of education? The master has , 60 per annum, in addition to 
which he had &lt;\d. a week for each girl taught writing. The mistress has . 30 per annum, 
and now ,.15 for teaching the children to write; we find the books slates and stationery, 
which in the ye.ir 1816 cost the sum of .43. i2s. 5 d. There is also paid for hair-cutting 
..3. 6.s. 8 d., and to pew opener . i . The apprentice fees . 30, or six at . 5 each. The 
usher . 5, and gifts on the clothing day about . 8. . 12 for the dinner and collecting 
the rents. Repairs in the same year ..46. 175. &lt;j&lt;/. Insurance . 10. is. 9^. Assessed 
taxes ,.6. 13$. lot/. Miscellaneous expenses ct.2. 4s. 9^. The total expenditure will 
therefore be . 591. os. lot/., leaving a surplus of about .36. i6s. 8d. 

What do you suppose each boy and girl to cost you per annum ? It is difficult to say ; 
but perhaps . 5 apiece might meet the charge.

Have Mr. Atkius s trustees interfered in the distribution of this sum? No, they have left 
it to the trustees of the Maze Pond school.

Maze Poud School, is an extract : 

" The different tenements belonging to the late Mr. Atkins s charity were let by private 
contract, and are considered to be let for their utmost value, and by no means capable of 
advance. The Maze Pond school house is in the parish of St. Thomas. Leases were granted 
to the different tenants, about four years ago, for 21 years, excepting Lynn and Woodruff^ 
who are tenants at wiD.

Jo/m Ncxsom, I AM the treasurer of the Maze Pond school, for the last year ending in April 1818. 

The schoolmaster has stated, that six-tenths of Atkins s gift to this charity are retained 
by him, and four-tenths are paid to the treasurer of this school; how are these four-tenths 
applied? To the general purposes of this school ; it is paid by the direction of Atkins , 
trustees to the treasurer of the school for the time being ; I received such four-tenths from 
the master; the master receives the whole money from the trustees, and pays this amount ; 
the sum varies, being from the rents of small houses in Unicorn-yard, Tooley-street. In 
my year, the four-tenths amounted to ..25. 6*. q $d. 

Have you any landed property? None. 

"What is the item in your receipts for rent of a yard ? We rent the school ; this yard 
adjoins it, and is let off by us from year to year. The last tenant gave . 10. 105. a year 
for it as a tenant at will; the present only pays ,.5 as a temporary holding. This vvai 
thought better than that it should stand empty. 

What is the item of &lt;.2i, paid by Dr. Currie? It is for the rent of a room under the 
school-room, paid by him for the use of it for a lecture. This is not a permanent thing. 

What term have you in the school from St. Thomas s hospital ? It is held under a lease 
for 21 years from Michaelmas 1816, at the rent of ..45 per annum. 

What funded property have you ? We have &lt; 1,000 navy five per cents, and . 100 
three per cents ; but there is an order for selling out this last sum, in part payment of 
99- 5 s - 3^- due to me as the late treasurer. Upon the renewal of the lease two years 
since, we got into considerable arrears for repairs, and ..200 navy five per cents was sold 
out in December 1816 for the general purposes of the charity. Tins same sum had been 
purchased in the year 1812. 

From whence did this funded property arise? It was purchased from a surplus of receipts 
arising from legacies left for the general purposes of the school, and from other sources 
of income. 

Have you a list of those legacies? I have not ; but it can be furnished from the books. 

IVhat is your account for the last year ?

Ogbour;i, given by the said testator for the same purposes, after the death of Mr. Ogbfiiin;, 
nnd other persons mentioned in hit* will ; we have not got an atu-sted copy of the will, but 
I ii-kers. t i, c a i )0 ve extract was furnished us by Mr. Nash, who is the steward of St. Thomas s hospital, 
and I believe it to be correct. Mr. Ogbouni, who is now living, is understood to be the 
only person surviving who is entitled to a life interest under this will. In addition to our 
permanent funds, we have annual subscriptions amounting on an average to the sum of ..51. 
There are two sermons a year, amounting to about ..20. There is a &lt;.lona/tion from the 
Ironmongers company amounting to .6. los. being a portion of Mr. Betton s charity, 
but it varies in different years. There is also a donation from patrons of charity schools, of 
.7 on an average, making the whole income on an average about . 130 or . 155 a year. 

How many boys are there ? There arc 30, who arc clothed annually, and are supplied 
with all the necessary school books. 

What are they taught ? They arc instructed in the English language, reading, writing 
and arithmetic 

.At what age are they admitted and discharged? They are not admitted under 8, nor 
-continued after 14 years of age. 

Who appoints the children? The vacancies are filled up by each subscriber in regular 
succession, to whom a printed notice is sent when a vacancy occurs. The school is managed 
by a committee of 12 gentlemen, who are selected from the subscribers; an account of the 
.annual receipts and disburseinenis is published at the end of the year. 

What is the annual expenditure? The disbursements were last year as under :

The above is a fair representation of the general receipt and expenditure. The boys are 
brought up in the principles of the Church of England, and are taken regularly to church. 
The school belongs to us, having been built in the year 1781, at an expense of .302. i8s. 3? d 
which was raised by subscription. 

How does it happen that there are no girls instructed, according to the direction of 
Mrs. Allen s will! There were no girls in the school at the time that will was made, and 
we apprehend the inadequacy of the fund left by her is the reason why none have been 
received. It would be necessary to appoint a schoolmistress, and to provide a separate 
room, if we admitted girls. We have it in contemplation, when Mr. Merry s legacy 
falls in, to establish a school for girls, and increase the number of boys. 

Have you any further observations to make? No, I have not. 

[Mr. William Keall, one of the trustees of St. Thomas s school, and Mr. George Nesham, 
the schoolmaster of St. Thomas s school, having been sworn and been present during the 
examination of John Vickers, Esq. and his evidence having been red over to them, severally 
confirmed the same.]

Reverend WILLIAM JEPHSON. 

ARE you master of the free grammar school at Camberwell ? I am. 

Have you a lease of the trust property ? 1 have ; it is of the whole land belonging to the 
school. There is a house and seven acres; the school-house adjoins this property, but it 
is not part of the lease. It is let by me for seventy guineas a year. 

Are the master s apartments in the school-house? Yes, but I do not reside in them, I 
occupy the leasehold house, and let the old school-house, except so much as is the old 
school-room, to a tenant for seventy guineas a year. The old school-house is part of the 
seven acres, and I enjoy the whole of the seven acres. 

Do you know if leases have been always granted to the master? I know that this was 
the case with my father and my grandfather, and I believe it was always so before our 
family. 

[On reference to the ancient book of entries of business done by the trustees, leases appear 
to have been granted to the master as far back as the year 1729.] 

Is there any provision made in the lease for its terminating, in case of the master ceasing 
to be so? I believe it is granted for twelve years if he shall be so long master, but I will 
furnish the lease. When I became master of the school, I had a new lease of the premises 
granted to me, my father s lease not having then expired: I believe the successive leases

are transcripts of each other, except in the article of the rent. 

What is the present number of the boys ? There are seven. 
\f ere nine or ten. 

At what age are they admitted ? There is nothing said in the statutes about the age of 
entry or discharge, and we have no rule. 

What is the qualification as to the admission of the boys ? About two years since, the 
governors had a meeting when it was proposed that the boys should be taught Greek and 
Latin according to the statutes, and that the vicar of Camberwell shall examine the boy 
before he comes, to see whether he is competent in English, before he is admitted. This 
rule has been adopted as to all the boys admitted since, and now to be received. As to those 
who were in the school before, they go on with reading, writing and arithmetic only, their 
parents preferring it. 

How many learn Greek and Latin ? There are six. One of the six I board and lodge 
gratuitouslj ; he is the son of a very distressed man in the parish. My father did the same 
thing by very poor boys before me, and I have had two or three before of the same sort. 
Whenever I or my father were applied to before the last two years, for teaching grammar or 
Latin, by the parents of any of the free boys, they never were refused. 

Have such applications ever been made? Yes; they are generally the children of the 
poorest class ; but I have had an apothecary s son who learnt Latin. He went last June, 
having been with me six or seven years. I have had most commonly twelve free -boys till 
lately. I suppose the number was reduced because of more schools for English and writing 
having been established in the parish. 

Are Greek and Latin taught at this time, to all the boys who are admitted ? They are. 
We also teach them all writing; arithmetic is not taught. 

Before the new rule as to Greek and Latin, what was taught ? Writing, arithmetic and 
English. They are now supposed to be competent in English and arithmetic before they 
come to me, or to do them at home. 

How are the free boys admitted ? They come to me, and when I ascertain that they are 
of the parish, I send them to the vicar for his examination. 

Is there any restraint as to the number of boys? Yes; they are not to exceed twelve, 
except it is the son of the churchwarden. There has been much disputing in the parish as 
to what should be the number, but the grant provides for its not exceeding twelve. 

What are the school hours ? -The school hours are from nine to one, and from three to 
five through the year. When they can say their lessons they go away to play, as in all 
the public schools. 

Do you teach any other boys with these? The other pupils are taught apart by themselves, 
but in the same room ; they are taught different things, and not classed together. 

Do they pay any admission money ? We have never received any thing for admission, 
quarterage or otherwise; they are entirely free. 

Of what description are the boys? They are mostly common tradesmen s sons, of the 
.lower order, so low as very much to disparage the other part of the school ; the better per 
sons of the neighbouihood have often objected to send their children to be placed with the 
children of their own porters. 

Do you not consider the new rule as to teaching Latin and Greek, likely to obviate this 
inconvenience ? I think it may in time, but it has not yet had that effect ; most of the 
children come from the other schools where only reading and writing tire taught.

Mr. ARE you also churchwarden of Camberwell r I am ; in consequence of the notice I had 

Robert 5wa//. to appear here, I made some inquiry about the school, and particularly of the vestry clerk, 

v - ^ who said he would send a person, named Sadler, who would inform me about his boy. 

Sadler and his boy came to me yesterday. The father said his boy had left the school some 
months. I asked why; he said he wished his son to learn reading, writing and arithmetic, 
and that at that school they taught nothing but Greek and Latin, and writing twice a week. 
I asked him if he had any other complaints ; he said, no. I asked him if the boy had ever 
been put to clean shoes or do any menial act. He said he had not ; but had been occa 
sionally sent with messages. I understood from the father, that his principal objection was, 
because that kind of education did not suit a man in his line of life ; he said he was a car 
penter, and Greek and Latin were unfit for a handicraft trade. 

How long had the boy been there ? I think about six months ; certainly not long. 

Have you any thing else to add ? No ; I have been only a short time in office. 

[Two leases were subsequently transmitted by the witness, William Jephson; one, a 
lease from the governors to Mr. William Jephson, dated the 1st of November 1803, for 
twelve years from Michaelmas 1803, at a yearly rent of sixty pounds, and a fine of sixty 
pounds, (not executed by jjny of the four clerical trustees) of all that messuage ground and 
premises, with the outhouses, stables, yard, backsides, garden, and orchard thereto belong 
ing; and all the piece of ground called The Church Field, theretofore planted as an orchard, 
and adjoining the garden or orchard belonging to the messuage, and containing with the 
said orchard or garden six acres, little more or less, bounding north on the house and pre 
mises belonging to the master of the said school ; with the exception of timber trees. 

N. B. There is no consideration stated except the rent and tine, nor any provision for 
terminating the lease in case of the death or removal of the master. But by an entry in the 
trustees minute book, of the 23d of December 1803, it appears to have been granted to 
Mr. William Jephson, in consideration of his father, Mr. Thomas Jephson, having laid out 
one thousand five hundred and eighty-six pounds in substantial repairs, in the years 1/99 and 
1800; and this expenditure is verified by a certificate of the surveyor, Joseph Wigg. This 
lease expired three years ago, and has not yet been renewed. 

The other lease was from the governors to Mr. Thomas Jephson (father of the present 
master) dated the 1st of October 1778, for twelve years, from Michaelmas 1778,31 twenty- 
five pounds per annum. The parcels are the same as in the last lease. 

This lease recites, that Thomas Jephson had laid out a considerable sum of money in sub 
stantial repairs. 

The intermediate lease between this and the last lease to Mr. William Jephson, was not 
produced; but it appears by an entry in the trustees book of the 3Oth of September 1790, 
that it was to Mr. Thomas Jephson, from Michaelmas 1790, for twelve years, at a rent of 
twenty-five pounds per annum, and a fine of twenty-five pounds ; and the entry does not state 
any special consideration.]

Mr. ARE you the solicitor for the suit commenced in the court of Chancery against the master 

5. 1. Lillet/. of the school at Camberwell? I am. 

In what stage are the proceedings instituted by you ? The information was filed in 1810, 
and was followed by the answers. No further proceeding was had till Hilary term in this 
year. This arose from my hope that the school, in which I was myself educated, might be 
reformed by Mr. Jephson, without putting the parties to any further expense ; and my being^ 
during part of the time in question solicitor for the parish ; consequently if 1 had proceeded 
in the suit I should have been concerned on both sides. 

Why is the action now resumed ? Because the school has not been so reformed to my 
knowledge, and I now cease to be so professionally concerned for the parish of Camberwell. 

Is it now intended to proceed with as much dispatch as the case will admit of? Undoubt 
edly ; the cause will go on in the next term. It has now been revived by my putting in a 
replication to the defendant s answer. 

Were there twelve free scholars constantly, when you were at the school ? --- Yes ; that was 
the general number. 

What did they teach the free boys at that time? They were taught English. I believe 
I was the only instance in which Latin and French were taught to a tree boy at that 
time. 

What was the state of the parish at that time, in reference to other schools in which 
reading, writing and arithmetic were taught free r I am not aware of there being any other 
school at that time, except the school at Dulwich college, and the Green Coat school at 
Camberwell. 

At that time was there any other assistance besides the master? There were three ushers, 
whp were employed to teach all the boys without distinction. There was no difference at 
that period in the school, between the free boys and the others ; except that the day boys

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Has there been no meeting since ? There was one last spring, anil one the preceding 
July; but there were not above two or three of us present at either of these meetings. 

What is the intention of the governors with respect to the lease? I do not know ; nothing 
.has been said about it. 

By the foundation statutes, all the proceeds are to go to the master, after requiring one year s 
rent as a fine ; the last lease was granted to the master on beneficial teims, and no condi 
tion inserted that lie should give it up on ceasing to be master ; we observe that you were 
one of the trustees attending the meeting when that lease was granted; how did it happen 
that no care was taken to provide for the events of Mr. Jephson s dying or ceasing to be 
^master? [ cannot say, it was an omission ; 1 believe, however, that it was taken from the 
other lease. 

Have you frequently visited the school? I have, and we have been very well satisfied with 
the progress made by the boys. It was visited the third of June in this year, and I was 
present ; it was visited also the July preceding. 

HaveyoH ever heard any complaints of the master, as to the mismanagement of the bo\&gt; 
I have not, except once, from one of the churchwardens, and on investigation it did not 
appear, to be well founded. On inquiry amongst the people at Camberwell, i have found 
no complaint; I inquired this morning of a .person residing at Camberwell. 

Have you ever heard of the boys being employed in cleaning shoes or other menial 
offices? I think I have heard something of the kind, which was mentioned by the church 
warden, and Mr. Jephson desired him to produce an instance of it, and it then passed oft"; 
jio instance was produced. 

Have you examined the children ? I have, in reading and writing, and a little beyond the 
common rules of arithmetic, and in Latin. We were perfectly satisfied ; they write very 
veil; and Mr. Jephson declared himself ready to teach the Greek language, if any of the 
parents desired it. 

Have the .governors ever interfered about the sura Mr. Jephson receives for the pas- 
scholars? We have not; we thought we had nothing to do with it ; during all the time I 
have been the visitor, there has been no difference of opinion as to the management of the 
school ; we all thought that justice was done to the hoys. 

Have the governors ever had any remonstrance from the inhabitants of Camberwell, as 
to the amount to be paid by the pay scholars : 1 do not recollect ever to have heard of any.

YOU are rector of the parish of Christ Church ? I am, and as such a 

irist Church school, and I have been appointed the treasurer of the school. 

What endowment for education is there in the parish? There is a school for boys, and 
Kev. another for girls, under the management of the same trustees. 

J. II. MajtletoR. When was this school founded, and for what number of boys ? In 1708 and 1713 there 
were various donations for the building a free school, for educating freely six or any greater 
number of the children of the poor inhabitants of the said parish, as the funds might be 
sufficient; they were to be taught according to the declaration of trust, " to read and write 
the English tongue, to cast accounts, and to perform any further improvements or ad 
vancements in learning and good education, (not deviating from, but according to the 
rules, precepts and constitutions of the established church of England,} as the said 
trustees should think expedient." 

What endowment has this charity ? In the first place, the school-house, which was pur- 
. chased in 1713, by means of several donations, one arising from a legacy of . 80 left by 
Thomas Johnson, by will dated the igth May 1707 ; and by another of . 80 from the 
Bishop of London, in 1708 ; and also by subscriptions of the inhabitants of the parish, ia 
1713; at which last period the school was opened for boys. The girls school was added 
afterwards, in 1720 ; some of the principal inhabitants of the parish wishing to extend the 
benefit to the females, raised a sum for that purpose. 

What is the permanent endowment? The whole amounts to .133. 2s. annual income 
arising from real estate. 

What does the real estate consist of? First, a brick dwelling-house, adjoining the school- 
house-and under the same roof, purchased with the school-house in 17^, out of the same 
funds, let on lease dnted iSth March 1778, to Mr. Wellington Clarke, for 51 years from 
Michaelmas 1/76, at .8 a year, expiring in 1827. 

Is that the present value of the premises? I should think not; it is let out in lodging- 
rooms, and it may be worth from . 20 to . 30 a year at the expiration of the present 
lease. 

We observe by the deed, that the trustees were not allowed to lease for longer than 2 1 
years; how does it happen that the premises are leased for 51 years? It appears by the 
lease that the lessee had laid out . 350 on the premises in expectation of a long term, which 
therefore appears to have been granted to him. 

What further endowment is there? The Duke on Horseback public-house, Falcon 
Broadway, Jet at .26 a year, to Mr. John Elliot and his partner, for 21 years from 
Ludv-dav 1810.

,.130 annually, which includes an allowance for coals and candles. 

Are any of the children clothed &lt;: Yes ; 35 boys and -24 girls are clothed entirely, and 
the rest of the children have a cheap Sunday dress to enable them to go decently to church ; 
this expense does not exceed 135. 4&lt;i. for each boy ; the effect of this is to produce a habit 
of cleanliness in the children, and a decent and respectful appearance at church The girls 
are also provided with &lt;v cloak and other necessaries for their Sunday dress, but the expense 
i; greater than that of the boys, ami amounts to about X- 1 each; last year . 257 was 
expended in clothing for the children. They are advanced from the lower part of the school 
to what we call the upper school, in which they receive this clothing; and we think this 
produces the best effects as an encouragement to good behaviour. 

Is there any balance in hand ? The balance is generally against the school ; at present, 
owing to the late erections to improve the school, we are out of pocket.

LAMfvETti- ARE you a trustee of Lawrence s school Lambeth r I am one of the four overseers of 

school, the school. 

When and how was this charity founded r In the year 1677, by the will of Richard 
Thomas l.ctt.jun. Lawrence. 

Esq. [The witness produced an ingrossed copy of the will, which was dated the 3d July 1661, 

and the testator thereby willed, that after the decease of Thomas Harrison, those houses 
built bv him in the Doghouse or Doghouse Field, should be given to the parish of Lambeth, 
;;ud that they should see maintained in one of the small houses, or some other small house 
in Lainbeth Marsh, which they might have, a free school, wherein should be taught to write 
and read 20 poor children of Lambeth Marh, or so many as might conveniently be taught, 
not exceeding that number; the children at all times to be such whose parents were not 
of ability to pay ought unto the poor, with such whose paying exceeds not a halfpenny per 
ucck ; and he willed that the rents of those houses wherein the school was not kept, should 
i&gt;c employed in paying him who should teach those children, and the remainder to be for 
keeping the house in repair; and he willed that the parishioners of Lambeth should, when 
occasion required, make choice of a master, who should teach those children, and four other 
iibie men of Lambeth Marsh, and the upper ground within the parish of Lambeth, should 
be overseers of the school, which overseers should manage the work and they only, saving 
that the parishioners sliould have power to appoint the master and overseers from time to 
time; and he willed, that whenever the parishioners of Lambeth should omit to keep the 
said free school in such manner and place as aforesaid, in such case the gift which by that 

Wv.iil he had given to Lambeth, should then fall to the parish of Stepney, and the rents thereof 
should be employed by them in such pious uses as to the major part of their vestry should 
seem meet, for the use of the poor children of W apping Wai! only.] 

Where has the above copy of the will been kept ? It has always been kept with the deeds 
belonging to the estate, and is the only copy in the possession of the overseers. 

Wlio are the present overseers? Thomas Lett the elder, Thouias Lett the younger, Joha 
Field, and John Barnard. 

Of what does the property now consist? The property consists of a school-house and 
schfiui ,oi in. let. on lease to the Rev. George Gii&gt;son, treasurer of the parochial boys sub 
scription school at Lambeth, for the use of that school, for the term of 90 years, from 
Chrism - 1815. at the rent of . 35 per annum.

instructed in reading, writing and arithmetic, upon thu national system, with ihc children 
belonging to the parochial school. 

Ha\e they any other benefit from the charity, besides -heir instruction r They are all 
completely clothed, according to a recent regulation ; the income having been raised since 
1 8 1 ;, from j. 2 s,. 105. per annum. The elothin -i allowed in 181 2, in contemplation 

of an increase of income. 

Are they distinguished iVoiu the other boys? They are by their clothing. 

Who appoints them? They are appointed by the overseers, and are chosen from the 
poore-t inhabitants of Lambeth Marsh. 

\\iiat salary has the master :- I mil 1 709 his salary was ten guineas per annum, it wa* 
increased in 1800 to i. 15, and in 1808 to i . 20, at which sum it now continues. The e.\- 
e of clothing is .55, amounting with the -alary to . 75 per annum, which is the whole 
expenditure, and would leave about .30 surplus of income over expenditure. 

Is there any balance now in the bunds of the overseers? There is not; the expenditure 
in the article of clothing having commenced in the year 1812 ; anticipating by four years 
the improvement in the rental, we incurred a debt which a very few years will liquidate. 
The balance against the charity at Michaelmas, was about i . 100.

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ARCHBISHOP TENJSON S SCHOOL.

ARE you treasurer of the school of Archbishop Tenison in High-street, Lambeth ? I am 
the treasurer and one of the trustees. 

How long have you been treasurer ? I was elected in the year 1805. 

How was the school founded ? It was established by Archbishop Tenison in his life time-; 
tas l,(/t. jitti. his will is the only instrument of foundation. 

/ &gt;i/. [The witness produced a printed copy of the will, contained in a book, dated in the vear 

1716.] 

This will appears to be dated nth April 1715; and after reciting, that the archbishop 
had in his lifetime erected a school at the west end of Lambeth church-yard, for the educa 
tion of 12 poor girls of the said parish, he thereby devised the said school-house and ground 
whereon it was erected, unto trustees therein named and their heirs, in trust for the said 
school for teaching of 12 poor girls as aforesaid ; and he appointed that the number of poor 
girls should be increased, as the revenue of the estate thereafter devised to the said trustees 
would conveniently bear; and he thereby devised unto the said trustees and their heirs, all 
that his orchard with the appurtenances, and all other his messuages, lands, rents and here 
ditaments, freehold as well as copyhold, situate in Water Lambeth, in Lambeth aforesaid, 
in trust that they and the survivors of them should, out of the rents and profits, repair the 
said school, and after d^Jucting all reasonable charges, dispose and employ all other the 
clear rents issues and profits of the same for the maintenance benefit and advantage of the 
said school and poor girls for ever ; and provision was made by the said will for appointment. 
of new trustees, when the number should be reduced to four, the rector of Lambeth being 
always a trustee. 

Who are the present trustees ? The present trustees are Joseph Alcock, Samuel Waring, 
Reverend Dr. Wordsworth, Robert Burnet, William Randall, Robert Slade, John Field, 
Thomas Alexander Roberts and Thomas Lett. 

Are the trustees now in possession of the property left by the will: They are in pos 
session of all but a part which has been lately sold for a burial ground, under an Act for that 
purpose. 

Of what does the real property consist? Partly of 6 houses in Paradise-row, and 4 houses 
in High-street Lambeth ; the houses in Parudise-row are in the several occupations of 
Messrs. Compton, Hunt, Gregory, Davis, Leigh and Romer. 

How do they hold ? Gregory alone has a lease; all the others are tenants from year to year. 

When was the lease granted to Gregory? He is assignee of a lease for 36 years wanting 
7 days, from Midsummer 1788, at the yearly rent of . 23 ; this lease was granted to Edward 
IViven bv a Mrs. Elizabeth Pillfold, who was entitled under a lease for a long term, to a large 
part of the charity estates; I am not certain of the present value of the premises held bv 
Gregory, but I have no doubt they would now produce between .40 and . 50 a year; the 
messuages are very old, and I should think must be wholly rebuilt; Gregory lets the pro 
perty in two tenements. 

What are the yearly rents of the other houses in Paradise-row r Compton s .28, 
Hunt s . 25. 45., Davis s .28, Leigh s. 25 and Romer s . 25 ; the rents of all the houses 
in Paradise-row are . 154. 43. 

Do you consider that the premises let to the yearly tenants, are let for their full value ? I 
do ; the lettings are all recent. 

How are the four houses in High-street let? They are all let on an agreement for a 
repairing lease to Thomas Dawson for 21 years, from Christmas day 1814, at the yearly rent 
of . 52. 10 s. ; he has performed the repairs satisfactorily, but has not yet had his lease. 

Do you consider those premises to have been let upon good terms? I do. 

Is there any other real estate ? There is an allotment of land at Norwood, under the 
Lambeth Inclosnre Act, in respect of the copyhold part of the property, containing 
!\ R. 12 p.; the inclosure took place about the year 1808; this land is in the occupation of 
the widow of Richard Roberts, under an agreement to him for a lease for 63 years from 
Lady-day 1809, at the rent of ,.5 per annum for the first three years, and of .7 for the 
remainder of the term, with an engagement that the tenant should lay out the sum of . 200 
in building a house within the first three years ; this has not been yet done, but the rent has 
been regularly paid to Michaelmas last; the widow has said that she intends to build, and 
there are some materials now on the premises for that purpose ; the land is inclosed and 
cultivated as a garden ground. 

Were the best terms obtained for the above property ? Yes; the trustees took the opinion of 
Mr. Middleton a surveyor, and obtained even better terms than those which he recommended. 
I have to add that the whole of the above property (except the allotment at Norwood) was 
held under a lease vested in Mrs. Elizabeth Pillfold, for 61 years, from ist September 1763, 
at the rent of . 87 per annum; this lease was originally granted to a Mr. Somershill, and 
would not have expired before Midsummer 1824; but in the year 1812, at which time it 
was expected that the parish would want part of our land for the purposes of a burial ground&gt; 
a treaty was completed with Mrs. Pillfold for the surrender of her interest in the lease, and 
the same was surrendered by her, upon the trustees guaranteeing to her an annuity of 
. 180 for the residue of her term, which annuity will therefore expire in 1824: a surveyor 
was consulted upon this arrangement, and it was on his report of its advantage that the 

trustees acted.

v ^ / Do you own an estate there ? I do. 

William Harison. ^ J ou know of any fund for the education of the poor in the parish of Folkington ? I 
/;*. know of none, except that an annual sum of .5 has been regularly paid till within the last 

two years, by the possessors of the estate which I now enjoy. 

From whom did that property come? Sir William Thomas gave by his will, an estate at 
Folkington to his nephew William Dobell, after whose death, his daughter Mary Dobell 
possessed it for her life ; at the death of Mary Dobell, my father came into possession, and 
at his death two years ago, I succeeded to the estate under my father s will. 

Has this . 5 been regularly paid ? It is 22 years since my father came into possession, 
and I believe it has been regularly paid during that period, till within these last two years. 
I examined last night the accounts of a person who received the rents during the time of 
Mary Dobell, and I find it regularly entered in his disbursements. 

Do you know how this charity arose ? I do not. 

Did you ever see the will of Sir William Thomas? I never did, nor do I know that it 
was left by him as a rent-charge upon the property. Mr. Hoper of Lewes has my deeds, 
and I have no objection to his producing a copy of the will if he has it. 

Why has it not been paid during the last two years . : Because there was not a fit person 
to be found in the parish to keep the school- 
How was this sum applied, before the last two years ? It was employed with other money 
which I paid out of my pocket, in paying a woman to teach young children to read and to 
work. For two years I made it up. 20, and other years . 10 and . 12 ; when I paid .20 
there were 23 children. Two years ago I was obliged to take the school away from the 
schoolmistress, on account of the misconduct of her husband, and there was no other person 
in the parish to take it. 

What is the population of your parish? The last return was only 112. 

What have you done for the last two years ? -A national school has lately been established 
in the parish of Alfriston which is three miles off, and I offered to send as many children as 
would go to that school, and I should have disposed of the . 5 in that manner, and would 
have readily paid more money if a proportionate number of children had gone to the school. 
The distance however is so inconvenient, that only five children have offered to go, that 
number has regularly attended, and I have paid two guineas a year. There are two schools 
at Alfriston, a church school and a dissenters school, both on the new system ; two chil 
dren go to the one, and three to the other; I objected to any going to the latter, but finding 
otherwise they would not go to school at all, I assented. 

Do you consider you have a balance in hand ? I have always considered this a gratuitous 
payment, both on my own part, and by those who have enjoyed the estate before me. I 
never knew or heard of any rent-charge created by Sir William Thomas, till it was suggested 
to me by the summons to attend the Commissioners ; if it be a rent-charge, I have .5. i6s. 
in hand, which I am ready to pay. 

Do you propose to take any steps for providing a proper person for keeping the school : 
I shall endeavour to find one, as I think it will be a great advantage to the village ; and 
from what I have done already, it will appear that I should not limit the payment to . 5. 
It happened once at a former period there was no schoolmistress for two years, during that 
time my sisters instructed the children, and we expended more than the .5 in clothing 
them.

^ Do you know the amount of the stock? I do not; 1 must refer you to Mr. Henrv 
Sayer of Charter House square, London, who receives the dividends, and pays them over i&lt; 
the schoolmaster ; he will give you any further information you may require; the dividends 
amount to . 30 a year. 

This is all the property belonging to this school ; there is a schoolmaster who receives the 
salary, and teaches 20 children, boys or girls, to read and write ; the children are nomi 
nated by Sir William Ashburnham, as trustee; the present schoolmaster was appointed in 
1776, by Sir William Ashburnham, my grandfather, who was then nlso bishop of Chichester, 
and the then rector. 

Since his appointment, has the schoolmaster continued to teach school there ? There is no 

school-room appropriated to the purpose, and when he was first appointed, he was permitted 
to use a part of the church for that purpose; this I thought was an improper and incon 
venient use of the church, and therefore objected to it. The school was in 1802, discon 
tinued for want of a room, for about six years, and the master left the parish. During his 
absence no school was taught, and the salary was withheld ; on his return, he applied to be 
restored to his situation, offering to provide a room himself; he was restored and continued 
to teach the school to the present time. 

What has become of the salary so withheld ? It is in the hands of Mr. Sayer; I believe it 
amounts to six years and a quarter s salary, .187. IDS. ; Mr. Sayer has never been called 
on by the trustees to pay it. I believe the master has applied for it, and Mr. Sayer 
refused to let him have it ; he told me he had withheld it, and I approved of his so 
doing. 

Would not this sum be very beneficially applied in building a school-room ? It would, 
if we could obtain the money without incurring too much expense ; and were permitted 
to apply it to that purpose. 

Is the school always full ? It is not; the number of 20 is not full. No children are 
refused admission when there is a vacancy. 

Can you account for the school not being full f I can assign no other reason, except 
that the schoolmaster is old and infirm. There is a prejudice against him, and a day school 
in the parish, which is preferred; the present master is well able to teach reading and 
writing, but I think his situation might be more efficiently supplied ; considering his aee 
and long service, the trustees have hitherto been unwilling to displace him ; he is very near 
80 years old. 

Wednesday, 9th December 1818. 
Mr. WILLIAM STAN DEN. 

HOW long have you been master of the free school at Guestling ? I was appointed in 
1773, 45 years ago ; 1 have three or four boys only in the school at present; last year I had 
eight or ten. It very seldom happens that I have no boy come to school, but sometimes no 
boy comes. The school was stopt from 1802 to 1808, and received no salary; 1 never 
applied for any, as I thought I had no right to demand it, as I did not teach school. 

I am 68" years old ; 1 was a cripple from the palsy before I was 40 years old. I 
cannot say why I have not more scholars, there are other schools in the parish, but no 
free school. My being a cripple is a great inconvenience to me ; if i get up to correct the 
boys, they run away and I cannot catch them. I teach them reading and writing, if re 
quired ; 1 have no boy now in writing; I receive the .30 a year regularly, Mr. Sayer pays 
me ; there are six years and a quarter s salary that I did not receive. 

Saturday, 20th February 1818. 

Mr. Henry Jenkinson Sayer produced an office copy of an order of the court of Chan 
cery, bearing date the 3oth of July 1774, made upon the petition of the plaintiffs, in a cause; 
the substance of which, so far as is material, is stated in the Report. 

Copy of a letter from Mr. Sayer. 

Sir, In answer to your letter of yesterday, requiring information with respect to the 
school at Guestling, I have the honour to inform you, 

First. That there is standing in the name of the accountant general of the court of 
Chancery, the sam of .1,000 three per cent consols, to the schoolmaster s account; this 
sum, in strict conformity with the will of the Rev. Robert Bradshaw, and the orders of the 
Court, ought, I apprehend, to be invested in the purchase of freehold land ; but the sum is 
so small, that was that course now pursued, there would not be a sufficient stipend for the 
schoolmaster. 

Secondly. The whole dividend arising from the above sum of .1,000 three percent 
consols, is paid to the schoolmaster. 

Thirdly. The amount of salary in my hands, arising from the absence of the school 
master, is .157. IDS. 

Fourthly. Ko determination has been come to, respecting the application of it, but it 
has been in the contemplation of the Rev. Mr. Ashburnham, to propose to the trustees 
that a school-room should be erected ; the only objection that occurs to me to such a

DO you know any thing of the sum of. 10 a year left by Spencer Milward about 1760, 
tor the education ot the poor?

1811) that the . 10 a year, which he gave for the education of ten poor children in this Ed-sard Mitcard, 
town, was in compliance with the request of his brother Spencer. I believe that sum was E*j. 

annually applied by my father, from the death of mv uncle, tor that purpose. It was paid to 
a schoolmistress until the time of my father s death, and afterwards by me up to Michael 
mas 1817. For many years Mrs. Wenham received it both from my father and myself up 
to the period above-mentioned, at which time she called on me, and said she must give up 
the school, as she could not afford to keep it any longer. Since Christmas 1817, I have 
agreed to pay .8 a year to William Elphick, towards the support of a Sunday school under 
his direction, and . 13 a year more for the education of 20 poor children at a uav school, 
kept by the same person. 1 paid . 10 at Michaelmas last for the year then ending, and 
promised to increase his salary to .13 from Michaelmas last, in consideration of his 
Cement to teach 20 scholars instead of 1O. 

\\ is any provision made by the will of your father, or by any deed, for the continuance of 
the payment of this sum ? Ihere was not"; my father died intestate. Some time previous 
to his death, he spoke to me upon the subject of this monev, and said that he would Jea\ 
to my discretion whether I should continue this payment at all, and in what manner I should 
apply it if 1 did continue it. I desire to add, that I consider myself fully at liberty to 
pay or withhold this allowance as I think best, although I have no intention of discon 
tinuing it. There never was any fund set apart either by my uncle or father for this purp&lt; 
n under no legal obligation to pay it.

Who are the trustees of that charity? I do not know; but the corporation have always

J. T. Brefih. Can you give any information respecting Parker s charity ? All the documents that ever 

Mere in my possession relating to it are now in the hands of my solicitor, Mr. Richard 
Whilton, No. 10, Great James-street, Bedford-row, and 1 would not undertake to state the 
date or precise nature of this endowment, but I know it is for the education of the poor of 
Hastings. 

Who are the trustees of this charity ? The mayor, jurats, and commonalty of Hastings. 

Can you state any particulars relating to the management of this charity ? The lands 
belonging to it, containing about 113 acres in the parish of Ore, were let under their value, 
being let before 1810, at only . 134 a year, when an information was filed in the court of 
Chancery, in the name of the attorney general, at my instance, against the mayor and cor 
poration for the mis-management of this charity. 

In what stage is that suit ? It is now concluded by a decree of the lord chancellor, and 
the lands let for .210 a year, on lease for 14 years from Michaelmas 1811. They were 
Jet by order of the court of Chancery, the 6th March 1811, by auction; 1 am the tenant. 
There are now 85 boys in this school, who are taught reading, writing and navigation ; before 
the information was filed, there were about 40 boys on this and Saunders s foundation 
together, the schools were then united, and a Mr. Jos h Hannay, a member of the corpo 
ration, was master of both, and had a day school besides. There is no school-house 
belonging to this charity, tbf master, Mr. Thorpe, is therefore obliged to find a school-room 
out of his salary. 

Are there any regulations established for the management of this school ? The regula 
tions now produced were made about the year 1814 ; they are copies of those made before 
the master in Chancery, and are those by which the school is now conducted. 

[Regulations produced and left.] 

Have you any further observations to make respecting Parker s charity ? I have not ; the 
abuses are now corrected, and I believe every thing goes on as it ought to do. 

Can you give us any information respecting Saunders s charity ? It consists of a farm at 
Wittersham, now let at . 239. i s., on tease for 14 years. 

Have there been any proceedings in Chancery with respect to this charity r There was 
another information filed respecting this charity, by Mr. Thomas Clarke and myself ; I under 
stand that suit to be now concluded as far as regards the corporation of Hastings, and 
regulations have been established by the court for the management of the charity. 

[Witness produces copy of regulations.] 

These regulations have not been established more than three or four months. 

is there a school-house belonging to this charity r There is not. I lend a building gra- 
tuuously for the use of the school, as a proper place cannot be yet obtained. 

How manv children are instructed in this school ? -There are now 70 boys. The school 
was filled immediately on being opened, about three months ago. They are instructed in 
reading, writing and navigation. 

AVho are the trustees of this charity i The mayor, jurats and commonalty. The school 
master is to receive the residue of the rents, after .50 is set apart for putting out ap 
prentices, and . 25 to each of two schoolmistresses, according to the regulations. 

Who is the schoolmaster? Mr. Prior. There are also 60 girls taught, 30 by one school 
mistress, and 30 by another, each is to receive .25 a year. 

With respect to Saunders s charity, have you any further observations to make. When 
the information was filed in 1809, the farm was let to Mr. Smith Crouch, one of the jurats 
of Hastings, at .80 a year ; he had held it at that rent for some years. 

J)o you conceive the school now to be under good management ? 1 think it is, we only 
want a school-room for this charity ; we are supplied with one for Parker s. 

Who paid the expenses of this suit respecting Saunders s? Mr. Clarke and myself have 
expended almost . 1,000 between us in the course of these proceedings, I believe the taxed 
costs were paid by the corporation up to the time when they submitted to a decree, since 
that time they were to be paid out of the charity ; but I must refer you for particulars to my 
solicitor. 

Can you state any particulars of Ellsworth s charity ? It is for the education of children, 
and consists of part of the Priory farm, I am told about 90 acres. It was left by will in 
1714. It is now in the possession of Mr.Forster as tenant, T do not know who receives the 
rents ; no part of the rents are applied for the purposes of education, nor has the minister, 
Mr. Whistler received aiiy-portion, though part of it is given to him by the will. Mr. 
Edward Milward has the "management of it, and lets it, with Sir Horace Mann, who has 
another portion of it. Timber has been cut down and sold this year to the amount o(.i 18. 15$. 
The farm is within three-quarters of a, mile of the town, and is in the parish of St. Mary 
Magdalen or the Priory, 1 do not know which ; I think it would let at 40$. an acre, as it is 
near the town and very convenient. The affairs of this charity are in Chancery also, being 
included in the information against the trustees of Saunders s charity or Parker s, I do not 
know which. 1 understand this charity is now before the master; but having paid so much 
already, I hope the matter will be set" to rights without any further expense to me by this 
commission. . 

Do you know any body able to give us further information: 1 do not, except rny 
solicitor in London, who lias a copy ot the will aud other documents.

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Do you know what these lands were let for, before the order of the court of Chancery i 
Previous to 1780, the land was let to Edward Milward, Esq. father to the present mayor 
(then a jurat) at a rent of .30. 6s. and a hundred of faggots ; he underlet it to different 
tenants at the same price, believe, that he gave for it. Mr. Milward laid out between 
.three and four hundred pounds, as I firmly believe, and from what I collect from an entry 
of that fact in the corporation books, in grubbing, draining, liming, fencing, find other 
improvements ; the land was in a bad state before he improved.it. I know the .land well, 
am. 1 was his steward part of the time; he continued tenant, occupying part himself for 
several years. -In 1787, the rent was raised from .30. 6s. to .40. i6s. on a valuation 
made by some person employed by the corporation. From 1798, the rent was raised to 
.67 on. the valuation of Mr. Christopher Hoad. In 1802, it was raised to .75, on a va- 
luatiou by the same person. Mr. Milward ceased to be the tenant from 1802. At Michael 
mas 1800, the rents were raised to . 134 on the valuation of the same person. This was 
the year before the information was filed. 

Were any of the tenants members of the corporation ? The father of Richard Edwards 
was not when first he became under-tenant, but many years after he became so ; his son was, 
a member of the corporation during the whole time he was tenant. 

.Did he rent it in consequence of that, at a lower .rate ? He did not give a farthing less on 
that account. 

At the time the lands were put up to auction in 1811, were there any steps taken or any 
influence used by -the corporation, to prevent any advance upon the sums for which the lots 
were put up . Not to my knowledge or belief ; I have no conception that any thing of the 
kind was ever attempted or meditated. 

Was more than .134 efer offered before the filing of the information ? Never to mv 
knowledge, except by Mr. Breeds, the relator, and a Mr. Holloway, about the same period ; 
Holloway offered .205; and Breeds, .210. 

What were the reasons for refusing those offers ? The then tenants had only had the land 
about one year on a renewed agreement, upon a fresh valuation, which we supposed to be a 
fair one; and one of them in particular, who occupied the larger portion, namely, Mr. 
Sutterly, who had expended a large sum of money in under-draining and improvements, in 
the expectation of having it for six years longer, according to our usual practice ; we 
thought it extremely unfair and unjust to dispossess them of the .laud. 

Mr. JOSEPH HANNAY, 

"YOU are a jurat of Hastings ? I am ; 1 reside in the parish of All Saints, and being the 
only jurat residing in that parish, I have the appointment of the schoolmaster, according to 
the will of the founder, there being no representative of the founder. The present school 
master was appointed by me. I was master myself for about 16 years, up to September 
181 (r; I was not when first appointed a member of the corporation. I came from Dover, 
and was appointed by the jurats then resident in the parish of All Saints ; I resigned in rSiG.; 
1 was chosen a jurat in 1806 ; but there being an objection to my continuing the school 
master as a member of the corporation, I resigned my freedom in 1812, and juratship, and 
ceased to be a member of it. When I resigned the school in 1816, I was re-elected a 
.member or the corporation, -and made jurat. 

Was your resignation in 1812, in consequence of an order from tlie court of Chancery, 
or from your owu suggestion? There was no order made in 1812 for my resigning my 
.situation as a jurat, but it was intimated to me it would be more prudent for me so to do t 
The resignation of the mastership was quite voluntary. 

What did vou receive during the years of your holding the school? t received the 
.whole of the rents, deducting &lt;]iiit rents and other charges, all the time I was master; I 
was satisfied that 1 received the whole of what I was entitled to. 

How many scholars had you when you were first appointed =to the school ? I had 40 boys 
and girls, to which number ft was limited; as the rents increased, more children were admitted. 
The calculation made by the corporation was, that I should take one child for every 40*. 
of rent 1. received, making allowance for what I paid for the hire of a school-room, which 
1 was obliged to find myself. I gave .10 a year at first for the room, and .15 .a year 
.afterwards, when the. rent was . 134 a year. I received 55 scholars, who were admitted 
bv the rnavor and jurats at their quarter sessions, on an application made to them in open 
court, who made inquiry as to the .fitness of the applicants. The school was always kept 
up to the number allowed. When the new regulations were issued in 1813, the school was 
thrown open to every boy of Hastings, who is admitted without application to the mayor 
and jurats. 

How many children had you in this school, when you. resigned in r8i6 ? About 150 boys. 
.Were vou any part of the time you were master of this school, master of Saunders s 
school ? From my appointment in 1800 to 1812, I was master on Saunders s foundation as 
.veil as Parker s.; 1 resigned the former in 1812, when I ceased to be a member of the cor 
poration. 

Were the 40 scholars you had in 1800 entirely on Parker s foundation ? They included 
the children on Saundcrs s foundation, as well as" Parker s. The calculation was to give me 
i.lidut 40*. per head for every scholar for both the charities till about 1809, when on petitiou 
the calculation was increased to three pounds per head. 

W hat became of the boys on Saunders s foundation, after you resigned that school ? The 
children educated on Saunders s foundation were continued on Parker s foundation. Saun- 
ders s school .was not opened agaiu after I resigned it till November last; the affairs being 
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in chancery, all the rent- were paid in there, and no -e uool was kept. The children w. H.\sn\0.

Have you any expenses to pay out of this salary ? I have not ; but as there is no school, 
or schoof-hou-e, I should have to rent one if I had not one of mv own, which I purchased 
three or four years ago. I have kept a school in Hastings for 18 years, and fur the las! 
three or four years in the house in which I now live. The school-room ii large enough fji 
100 boys ; if they should increase, I must get another room. 

Do you take any day scholars ? No, I am not allowed to take any private pupils. 

Are you a member of the corporation? I am nut. 

Docs Mr. Hannay visit your school ? He does frequently, with the town clerk ; Mr. Mil- 
ward, the mayor, has also been to inspect it three or four times, and frequently asks me 
about it. 

Are the regulations, written on vellum and framed, hung up in the school-room ? Yes. 

Is there any thing more you wish to add ? There is not. 

RECITATIONS for the future management of Parker s charity, as approved b\

YOU arc town clerk of Hastings ? I am. 

Have you a copy of the will of James Saunders? I have. 

[Copy of the will of James Saunders produced ; the substance of which is given in the 
Report.] 

Have the affairs of this charity been in the court of Chancery ? They have ; the business 
is settled, but the defendants costs are not yet taxed ; the charity estate is to pay the costs 
since the first decree ; the previous costs of the defendants are to be paid out of the corpo 
ration funds. The relator s are ordered, as I believe, to be paid out of the estates of the 
charity; but not having the papers in the country I cannot state particulars. There was 
no order made upon the trustees to account for the difference between the former and the 
present rents. 

Of whnt does the property consist ? The property consists, first, of two houses, a barn, 
and buildings, with about 75 acres of land at Wittersham, in the isle of Oxney, in the 
county of Kent; this farm is let on lease for 14 years from nth October 18:2, under 
directions of the court of Chancery, to David Dunk, at the yearly rent of .233. los. 
This quantity does not include 17 acres, that were formerly drowned land, in the wet level, 
but which are now only at times in part covered with water; these lands are included in 
the lease to Dunk, but they are not reckoned part of the 75 acres above mentioned, because 
the Commissioners have not yet ascertained and set out the exact boundaries. We have 
made three several applications to the Commissioners for this purpose, and hope to recover 
these lands. 

[Lease produced and examined.] 

Resides the land let for .233. los., what other property is there belonging to this 
charity? There is a rent of .4. us. 8 d. paid by the Commissioners of the wet level, in 
respect of the above named 17 acres, as a drowned rent. There is also an undivided moiety of 
.certain lands, called Starvenden, containing 21 acres, situate in the same parish, let from 
year to year, now in the occupation of Mr. George Goble, who is proprietor of the other 
moiety, at the rent of .22 a year. This is the whole of the property belonging to 
Saundevs ^ charity. 

By whom was Coble s rent settled ? 1 do not know ; it was agreed upon, I believe, by 
the solicitors on both sides in town. 

Is there any money now in hand ? Since the granting of this lease, nearly all the rents 
have been paid into the court of Chancery ; a small part only was detained to pay for some 
premiums, payable on putting out apprentices before the lease was granted, and also for 
paying two schoolmistresses and a schoolmaster. For about the last six years, there has 
been no schoolmaster, but two schoolmistresses have been paid part of the time, and one up 
to last Michaelmas; from which time nearly, the new regulations commenced, and the 
master and mistresses appointed. There have been no apprentices put out since 1810. 

.Are the apprentices to come out of the school, or out of the town at large ? One is to 
be taken from tire parish of St. Clements, and one from the parish of All Saints, and need 
not have been at the school. 

Is the school full ? It was filled a few days after it opened, and I believe remains so 
etill ; both the schoolmistresses have 30 children each. The school now goes on very well,; 
the school-room belongs to Mr. Breeds; we want to obtain a permanent building for the 
purpose, but there is great difficulty in a place like Hastings, where lodgings are so much 
sought after. 

Have "you any thing more you wish to add respecting Saunders s charity ? I have not. 

JOHN GOLDSWORTHY SHORTER, Esquire. 

YOU area jurat of Hastings ? I am ; and have often been mayor, and as such have been 
conversant with the management of Saunders s charity. 

You have heard Mr. Tompsett s evidence read over, do you agree with it? I do. 

Have you any account of the receipts and expenditure of this charity ? I have, from 
Michaelmas 1779, to Michaemas 1808, which was kept by myself; the money was received 
and paid by me.

What salary do you receive ? I have received none at present ; but I expect to receive 
about . 130 a year, being the remainder of the rents of the charity estates, after deducting 
.50 for two apprentices, and .25 a year for each of two schoolmistresses, as appointed 
In- the founder. 

Have you any further observations to make : I have not. 

Is it necessary that the children should be able to read before they arc admitted into 
your school ? It is not ; there were not more than three or four in point of fact who w en 
able to read at the time they were admitted into rm school. 

Are you aware that there are two schoolmistresses appointed by the same charity, to teach 
30 children each, of either sex, in reading and spelling? I am ; thev must be under six 
when they are admitted into those schools. 

Do you not conceive the school would be more generally useful, if the children, before 
they were admitted, were taught to spell and read by one of those schoolmistresses ? 1 do ; 
such a practice would save a great deal of time in my school that might be more beneficially 
employed. 

Mr. WILLIAM EDWARDS. 

YOU are one of tlie chamberlains of the corporation of Hastings ? I am. 

Do you receive the rent of the Wittersham farm? I receive .212. IDS. a year. 

Why do you receive only . 212. ios., when the rent reserved by the lease is .233. los. } . 
I understood from the solicitors on both sides, that 1 was only to receive .212. ios. till 
17 acres of land there called Drowned Land, were recovered and enjoyed by the tenant. 

I also receive yearly, .4. us. 8 d. from the expenditure of the wet level, I believe a* 
a drowned rent, for these ij acres of land ; I also receive . 22 a year from Mr. Goble. 

The balance of these rents, after paying the schoolmistresses * salary and a master, until 
the school was shut in 1812, and other out-goings, have been paid by me into the court of 
Chancery. 

I cannot say exactly how much has been paid into the court of Chancery, certainly not 
less than . 1,000. Mr. Sayer of Gray s-Inn, will give further information on the subject. 
There is now a balance of .54. i8s. id. in the Hastings bank, to the account of the 
trustees.

HAVE you any thing to add respecting the letting of the farm at Wittersham? From 
what I have heard, I think the farm is let too high at the present rent. David Dunk the 
tenant, about the year 1814 applied through me to the trustees to have his rent lowered, 
saying that it was too high, and that he could not live upon it. 

Where is Dunk now? I believe he is gone to reside at Tenterden, he does not now live 
upon the farm; the rent is paid by the person who now resides upon the farm, whether a* 
under tenant or not I do not know ; I believe he is Dunk s brother-in-law. 

How far is Tenterden from this place ? About 18 miles. 

[The examination of Thomas James Breeds, given in the Appendix to Parker s charity, 
Hastings, applies in part to this case.] 

REGULATIONS for the future conduct of the Charity Schools at Hastings, founded 
by James Saunders, as approved by the Court of Chancery. 

That from henceforth the charity lands shall be let bv public auction or by tender, to 
the highest bidder, on the same terms on which they are now let ; and that the tenant shall 
rind sureties for the due payment of the rent and performance of the covenants contained in 
his lease. That, the rents shall be received by the mayor, jurats and commonalty of Hast

of a decrease of rent. That the accounts shall \&gt;t kept distinct from all other accounts, and 
shall be open to the inspection of the inhabitants, o;i paying 6 d. to the town clerk, and that 
they shall be made up by the schoolmaster gratis. That a schoolmaster shall be appointed 
by the mayor, jurats and commonalty of Hastings, upon every vacancy, after public notice 
given thereof, and that they shall have power to displace him in case of negligence or mis 
conduct; that the master shall be a sober and disci, ct person, and previous to his appoint 
ment shall produce satisfactory testimonials of his srood character and conduct, and of his 
qualifications and ability to be the master, and that he is skilful in the Latin tongue; that he 
shall have no other avocations which shall prevent the due execution of his duties as school 
master, and that it" he shall accept any preferment in the church, or any other employment 
which may prevent the due execution of his duties, his appointment shall be void. Pro 
vided;, that the curate or other officiating clergyman in Hastings, or within five miles thereof, 
shall be eligible to the office. That the master shall provide a convenient school-room in

What other property is there belonging to this school : ] know nothing of any other 
property, but I have a copy of the will of Alary Jenkins. 

[Will produced, bearing date 8th October 1709, by which the testatrix, reciting, that by 
indentures of lease and release, dated i-th and i8th days of May 7tli Ann (which were 
produced) a messuage and tenement, situate at Lewes, in consideration of . 194, had been 
conveyed by Elizabeth West, by her the said Mary Jenkins s appointment, to Lord Pelhani 
and others, to the use of the testatrix for life, and after her death to the use of the said 
trustees, upon trust, to permit the said premises to be inhabited, holdcu and enjoyed by 
the schoolmaster for the time being, of the Free Grammar School in Southover near 
Lewes; for ever confirmed and ratified the said indentures: And further reciting;, that by 
writing under hand and seal, dated /th October 1700, (which writing was also produced and 
inspected) she had given to Lord Pelhaui and others several sums therein mentioned, 
payable out of the Orphan Fund, amounting in the whole to .1,533. i6s. id. upon 
the trusts during her life as therein expressed ; and after her death, upon trust for provision 
for the free instruction and teaching at the said free grammar school at Southover afore 
said, of such and so many children as scholars, as from time to time after her death should 
be so nominated and elected, as in the said deed pull is appointed, and for such other 
charitable uses as are therein expressed. The testatrix then ratified and confirmed the said 
deed poll. 

On inspection of the deed poll, the sums of money mentioned in the will were found to 
be assigned to the trustees therein named, upon the trust following; upon trust after the 
death of the said Mary Jenkins, that they should dispose of the several monies payable in 
respect of the said sums, Amounting to .1,533. I( ^*- l d. part thereof, not exceeding iu 
any one year . 15, for the providing for so many of the free scholars of the said school, as 
the said trustees should think fit, any such books as they should from time to time judge 
proper, and the residue should l/e for instructing and teaching of so many children at the 
said free grammar school as the said trustees should reasonably approve of, nominate and 
appoint, for their free learning and instruction at the said school, to be maintained by or out 
of the charity of the said Mary Jenkins, to be paid and disposed of by the said trustees unto 
the schoolmaster and usher of the said free grammar school for the time being for ever, and 
to the writing-master teaching such scholars to write and cast accounts, in such proportion 
as the said trustees should think fit. When the trustees should be reduced to the number 
of four, new ones to be appointed.] 

Do the messuage and garden mentioned in Mrs. Morley s will, continue vested in the 
trustees ? They do not, they were sold and conveyed by an indenture of feoffment, bearing 
date the ist day of June 1808, as appears by a declaration of trust, dated 1st July 1808. 

[By this deed (an attested copy of which was produced and inspected) it was recited that 
the premises had been conveyed by the trustees to George Iloper, in trust for William 
Newton and his heirs, for the sum of .300, which sum is stated in the deed to exceed the 
real value of the premises by .50, according to a valuation made previous to the sale, by 
direction of the trustees. It is further stated, that the premises devised by Mrs. Morley ia 
Southover, had been ruinous and decayed, and were very inconvenient in point of situation 
for a school, and had been long since disused for that purpose, and that such school had 
been kept in the messuage or tenement in Lewes, given by Mrs. Jenkins. It was also stated, 
that the purchase-money of .300 had been invested in the purchase of .479. os. lod. 
three per cent consols, which were standing in the names of Henry Jackson, Jonathan 
Harrison, Edward Robert Raynes and John Roper (who are all living ;) and it was declared 
by the last mentioned trustees, that they would stand seised and possessed of and in the 
same, in trust, for purchasing a proper and sufficient school-house, in some convenient 
place within the parish of Southover for a school, and in the mean time for the maintenance 
and continuance of the said grammar school, in the place where the same was then holden. 
And the said deed contained a proviso, that if the said William Newton should be evicted 
out of the said purchased premises, that the said trustees should stand possessed of the said 
stock upon trust, to transfer the same unto the said William Newton, his heirs, executors, 
and assigns.] 

It appears by the declaration of trust that we have seen, that the money produced by the 
sale of the house and garden demised by Mrs. Morley, was laid out in the purchase of 
.470. os. 10^. three per cent consols; does that stock now stand in the name of those 
trustees ? I believe it does. 

Do you know of any property coming through or from Thomas Blunt, to this school f I 
do not. 

Have you had to make the payment or application of any sums, or their proceeds, appro 
priated to this charity: Up to November 1807, I was Lord Chichester s steward, and re 
ceived his rents, and did by his lordship s order, out of the monies iu my hands, pay to the 
account of the Southover free grammar school every year, the sum of .53. 5$. that is, 
.35. los. to the schoolmaster, and .17. 15.5. to the writing master. I do not know how 
these annual payments so made by me arose ; since the year 1807 I have ceased to be Lord 
Chichester s steward, or to make these payments. Mr. Shadwell of Hastings succeeded to 
my situation. 

The Reverend EDWARD MERRIMAN. 

YOU are the master of the Southover free grammar school ? I am. I was appointed in 
1807. 

What is the salary you receive ? I receive annually the sum of . 53. 5s. from Mr. Shad- 
well of Hastings, who is Lord Chichester s steward. I also receive an annuity of .20 per 

annum 
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are received at my banker s under a power of attorney, which 1 apply according to the mode 
settled by the trustees at the election of the present master; namely, . .35. los. to the 
schoolmaster for the education of 12 boys, which we thought a proper number for the 
salary; and .17. 155. to a writing master, for instructing the said twelve boys in writing 

and accounts.

Is your lordship also a trustee under Mrs. Morley s will ? I am. 

Did your lordship approve of the sale of the premises in Southover, to Colonel Newton ? 
I perfectly approved of the sale, and considered the purchase money more than the value, 
and that the sale was a benefit to the school. 

Has your lordship reason to be satisfied with the conduct of the present master? 

Perfectly so, in every respect. At the time of the late master s resignation, I think 
that there were neither boarders nor free scholars ; Mr. Merryman was recommended to 
the trustees, in consequence of an advertisement inviting candidates to fill the vacancy, bv 
Dr. Wool, to whom Mr. Merryman had been usher, and by Dr. Huutingford, bishop of 
Hereford, under whom he had been educated at Winchester. Mr. Merryman very soon 
revived the credit of the school, and had so many boarders as to require an additional house; 
his merit alone procured him the presentation to the living of All Saints in Lewes ; I niav 
add, he is universally respected by all persons in the town and neighbourhood. 

Is any step about to be taken to complete the number of trustees under Mary Jenkins s 
will ? It is intended to complete the number, and the proper instruments are in prepa 
ration.

NOKHIIAM. YOU are the schoolmaster of Northiam : I am. 

Have you any deeds in your custody relating to this charity ? The deeds I now produce 
Mr. were furnished to me by the steward of John Frewen Turner, Esq. who is a trustee of the 

/. SI. ftarritt school and a great benefactor to it. 

[Deed produced, bearing date 2oth September 1614, (13 James ist) the purport of which 
is given in the Report.] 

Who is the acting trustee? Mr. Thomas Frewen Turner acts chiefly now as trustee with 
Mrs. Buckner, who is the widow of Charles Frewen Esq. who had the chief management 
when he was alive. Mrs. Buckner and Mrs. Jenkin are the only surviving issue of Thomas 
Frewen of Northiam, the elder, third party to that deed. Mr. Frewen Turner represents 
Thomas Frewen of Brickwall, second party to that deed. John Frewen Turner is the only- 
son of Thomas Frewen Turner, deceased. 

I live in the school-house, which was materially improved about 1806, by John Frewen 
Turner, at an expense of about . 700, besides timber cut down upon his own estate for 
that purpose. The whole expense was borne by him. 

This building stands on the scite of Iden s Gift, and adjoins what is an older build ing, and 
which I suppose to have been the original school-house. There has also been some additions 
since, of a school-room, and repairs of the old building. This was done three or four 
years ago by the subscriptions of Mr. Jenkin, myself, and other inhabitants of the parish. 

Can you state what would be the value of the premises if they were let for a school? 
I should suppose about . 20 a year. 

What income do you receive from this charity ? I am in the receipt of the two annuities, 
of .3 and .3. los. from Mr. Thomas Frewen Turner. Mr. Turner, I understand, has 
not for many years received the annuity from the lands in Pevensey, but he has always 
advanced it to me, I believe, out of his own pocket. The annuity of ,.3 arising from the 
lauds at Northiam, is regularly paid. The owner of that land is Anthony Vincent. 

Why is the annuity arising out of lands in Pevensey not regularly paid ? 1 cannot say ; 
there has been some dispute about it, but I do not know the particulars. 

How many children do you receive as free scholars ? I educate, at present, 28 boys for 
this charity; I consider myself bound to take only 20; but as there are more than that 
number of children in the parish who require education, I take some of them of my own 
free will. Sometimes I have more, and sometimes less, but have always 20 free boys, %vho 
are apppointed by Mr. Frewen Turner. I am allowed to take boarders, and have at present 
fifteen. I keep an assistant ; the house was enlarged on purpose to enable me to keep 
boarders ; in consideration of the house being enlarged I took more boys. 1 have about thirty 
day scholars besides ; in all, I have about seventy. The free children are taught reading, 
writing and accounts, and are taught the church catechism, and the principles and practice 
of the church of England, according to the donor s intentions. I take iny boarders to church; 
but the free boys are left to the care of their parents on Sundays. 

Are you a member of the church of England ? I am, and a frequenter of the church at 
Northiam, and occasionally receive the Holy Communion. 

Does any person inspect the school ? Mr. Frewen Turner s steward inspects the school 
at least once a month, to see that it is well conducted ; and I consider my school open to 
the inspection of the rector or the trustees whenever they choose to come. My school will 
well accommodate 80. 

Have you ever taken any of the children, either free boys or boarders, to a meeting 
house ? 1 never took any of the free boys to a meeting-house. I think, that about 1 8

the people in the pari.-h complain, that he did not take the free children to church, and I 
Jiave spoken to him on tlie subject. The inhabitants of the p;ui&gt;h aii- very desiroua of 
liaving their children, instructed by him.

I took about .35 from Mr. Frewen Turner s steward, when 1 left the school, in lieu of 
J! my demand*.

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XORTIIIAM. Do you know on what occasion the payment of this annuity was first stopped? My 

v ~- ^ brother William Lord, after he had received the assignment of this annuity, gave notice to- 

3/r. Tourle, the proprietor of the Pevensey estate, not to pay it to the schoolmaster, Roots, who 

George Lord. had before that time been in the habit of receiving it at Lewes; my brother considering 
from his general bad conduct, drunkenness and irregularity, that he was unfit for his si 
tuation. 

Do you know of any application being made to Tourle, for the payment of it? -About 
three or four years after I was appointed master, as well as I can recollect, I went with 
my brother to Lewes, and we saw Mr. Tourle; when he, or I in his name, demanded the 
annuity and the arrears. He referred us to his brother-in-law, Mr. Cowper, attorney at 
Lewes, to whom I shewed some papers (I do not exactly remember what) and he took 
extracts from them, but refused to pay the annuity, seeming to dwell upon the other annuity 
not being paid ; but 1 cannot remember all that passed.

Etq- ( \N you give any information respecting a rent-charge upon certain lands in Pevensey, 

for the use of the school at Northiam? I know there is a rent-charge of .3. IDS. payable 
out of lands in Pevensey, in the possession of Thomas Tourle and Jonathan Harrison, 
Esquires, who are trustees under the will of John Tourle. These persons are in possession 
of one moietv only of the land called New Innings, and I understand, consider themselves 
liable to pay the whole of the rent-charge. I believe that Mrs. Eversfield is in possession 
of the other moiety. I am solicitor to Messrs. Tourle and Harrison, but am not concerned 
for Mrs. Eversfield. 

Do you know why the arrears of this rent-charge have not been paid up ? There has 
been a dispute, I believe, since the year 1784, as to who is the proper person to receive it, 
and give a discharge. My clients have been always ready, and are so still, to pay the rent- 
charge whenever a person can be found competent to give a receipt for it. I have a notice 
sent to the proprietors in 1807, which I produce. [See copy annexed. 

TO the proprietors of an Estate that is charged with an Annuity to a school in Northia 
for the education of poor Children. 

Gentlemen, 

The bearer of this is Mr. George Springet, a considerable laud owner in the parish of 
Northiam, and at the same time agent to several estates in Northiam and its neighbourhood; 
as such he is agent to my property in Norlhiam, and to such concerns as make me a trustee 
for the benefit of others; therefore to a part of the endowment of the school at Northiam 
that has devolved to me, in which Mr. Springet has acted for me with satisfaction to all 
the parties concerned. 

To do further good to the parish, he applies, in the name of the trustees of the school, to 
you, for the annuity and its arrear, and which was regularly paid to the master from the first 
endowment to the time (1784) that the Rev. Mr. Lord, rector of Northiam, purchased the trus 
teeship of this part, (the legality of which transaction is very much doubted,) and which 
occasioned the then proprietor of the estate to withhold all further payments. 

The deeds of the estate will shew, that the charge upon it is justly due as above stated; 
therefore you cannot doubt about rendering this due upon this, 1 trust, pro per application.
